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Foreword 


First memories of a new experience are likely to be more lasting than 
any that follow. So it is that my recollections of youthful travels in 
British Guiana, the memories of its great rivers and cataracts, of its 
mysterious primeval forests and especially of its endlessly fascinating 
bird life, remain undimmed despite related memories of other tropical 
countries during subsequent decades. 

It was my great good fortune to have had the opportunity of studying 
British Guiana birds in the field almost as a preliminary to a lifetime 
devoted to the study of the incomparable avifauna of tropical American 
birds. In those days there were no modern aids to the identification of 
South American birds and the little that was known of their local dis- 
tribution, their habits and songs was largely buried in technical journals. 
For the Guianas there was, of course, Chubb’s “Birds of British 
Guiana,” a two-volume work long out of print and virtually unavailable 
today which leaves much to be desired, it is too bulky for convenient 
field use and largely out-of-date in nomenclature. To these defects must 
be added numerous errors of omission and commission that unfortu- 
nately have been repeated in important standard works even of recent 
date. 

Obviously there has long been need for an up-to-date list of British 
Guiana birds that meets the diverse interests both of the professional 
ornithologist and the birdwatcher. For a number of years I entertained 
the dream of writing such a book, and accumulated material toward that 
end; this dream was never to be realized as other commitments inter- 
vened and the plan was finally shelved. Now, at long last we have a 
book on the birds of British Guiana that includes many of the features 
I envisioned as desirable in my own. 

The present volume, by Dorothy E. Snyder, is essentially a compre- 
hensive check list of the birds of British Guiana supplemented by con- 
cise descriptions of their plumages, illuminating commentary on their 
behavior, songs and habitat as known to the author, with much else of 
interest that will be invaluable to the student in the field. While the 
book was being written it was occasionally my privilege to offer tech- 
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nical advice and provide information not readily available elsewhere. 
However, the book as a whole is very much the author’s own, a cir- 
cumstance that certainly has enhanced its value and usefulness. 

In the course of our correspondence it soon became evident that Miss 
Snyder had an abundance of firsthand knowledge of British Guiana and 
of its wondrously varied avifauna. Her tireless dedication to the task 
of sharing this knowledge with others is reflected throughout the book. 
But most gratifying to me, a museum taxonomist with some claim to 
familiarity with tropical birds in the field, has been the author’s objec- 
tivity in evaluating questionable records and her disdain of those which 
failed to measure up to her high standards. 

In her pursuit of accuracy Miss Snyder left few stones unturned. The 
circumstances of all published sight records were reviewed and sub- 
jected to painstaking analysis, not infrequently with loss to the British 
Guiana list as hitherto known. The help of museum curators, both here 
and abroad was solicited to verify the identification of ancient specimens 
that were the basis of questionable records. I have no doubt that the 
present check list can be utilized with confidence and profit by the spe- 
cialist to whom authenticity is of paramount importance. 

In many respects British Guiana affords an almost ideal introduction 
to the exotic bird life of tropical America. But birding without some 
aid to the identification of a strange new fauna is a most frustrating 
experience. For this reason Miss Snyder’s book, written especially for 
the layman, is both a timely and valuable addition to the ornithological 
literature of northern South America. I commend it to all who may visit 
the Guianas (or adjacent regions) with an interest in bird study.

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Introduction 


The former British crown colony of British Guiana, 83,000 square 
miles; lies on the northern coast. ot South America (1°-9° N, 57°- 
61° W), bordered by Venezuela, Surinam and Brazil. 

The flat alluvial coastal plain, most of it below sea level, a wide ex- 
panse of sand and mud exposed at low tide along 270 miles of coastline, 
extends inland from 10 to 40 miles. The eastern section from the Pome- 
roon River to the Courantyne is largely cultivated for 5-6 miles inland, 
here are the great sugar estates and rice plantations; west of the Pome- 
roon the coastland is little changed by man. Inland on the gently undulat- 
ing peneplain are great equatorial forests, covering more than three- 
quarters of the country. These in turn rise to highlands in the west and 
south, the highest elevation being the flat-topped escarpment of the 
Pacaraima range, culminating in 9094’ Mount Roraima, Venezuela. 
There are extensive savannas back of the Demerara-Courantyne coastal 
plain, and the Rupununi or Great Savannas along the southwestern 
boundary below the Ayanganna Mts. These are broken in the center 
by the Kanuku Mts., a definite range with peaks some 3000’ high. 

Rivers flowing in a northerly direction form a vast network of water- 
ways; chief among these the Waini, Essequibo with its tributaries the 
Cuyuni and Mazaruni, the Demerara, Berbice and Courantyne. Naviga- 
tion is severely restricted by sand banks and bars in the estuaries, and 
by falls, rapids and cataracts inland; the Essequibo though 20 miles 
wide at its mouth, is navigable for only 50 miles of its 600 mile length. 
Travel on the rivers is dangerous, with strict laws regulating such 
journeys. 

There are two railroads, one extending 60 miles from Georgetown 
east to New Amsterdam, the other 18 miles from Vreedenhoop on the 
left bank of the Demerara to Parika on the right bank of the Essequibo. 
There are some 150 miles of hard roads, an equal number usable by 
four-wheel drive vehicles, 60 miles of branch roads, and many dirt roads 
in the interior passable in dry weather. Many areas formerly inaccessi- 
ble, or requiring weeks to reach are now served by plane; 37 landing 
areas ranging from Atkinson Field Airport (accommodating the largest 
jets) to landing pools on rivers are shown on the 1962 map. 
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The country is rich in mineral resources; bauxite mined along the 
Demerara, diamonds, gold and manganese. The Mazaruni diamond 
fields rank next to those of South Africa. 

Discovered in 1499, settled by the Dutch in the mid-sixteenth century, 
ruled by England and France, ceded to Great Britain in 1814, it became 
self-governing after 150 years, and as of May, 1966 will be independent. © 
British Guiana, with a population of 590,000, is often referred to as the 
land of six races: Amerindian (nine Carib and Arawak tribes totaling 
some 22,000), African, East Indian, Mixed, Chinese, Portuguese and 
other Europeans. The undeveloped hinterland, with an average of less 
than one person per three square miles, contrasts strongly with the 
narrow littoral where ninety percent of the population lives.

Climate 


British Guiana lies very near the equator, the northern part being less 
than 1° N. The climate is warm and humid in the north, slightly warmer 
with less humidity and average precipitation in the south. There is no 
great yearly variation in temperature, but rainfall varies from 3 to 12 
inches a month on the average. Inland in the heavily forested regions it 
averages well over 100 inches a year; in the Great Savannas during 
droughts as low as 60, with major rains April-September. The coast- 
lands enjoy an equable temperature, with the average near 80° F., tem- 
pered by the moderating effects of prevailing northeasterly trade winds. 
‘High winds with their marked cooling effect are also a feature of the 
Great Savannas, especially at night.

Ecology 


The dense, mixed equatorial forest has been cut commercially since 
the mid-eighteenth century. Principal woods, both for local and overseas 
markets are the so-called “heavy hardwoods.” These include Demerara 
Greenheart (Ocotea Rodioit Mex.) obtained along the banks of the 
Demerara, Essequibo and Berbice rivers; Purpleheart, Peltogyne pur- 
purea, favored for its color; and Mora (Dimorphandra mora). The 
principal “light hardwoods” are Crabwood (Carapa guianensis), Dakali 
or Satiné (Brosimum paraense), Silverballi (Siruaballi, Nectandra 
sp., Ocotea sp., dniba sp.) and Wallaba (Eperna falcata and sp.). The 
Balata or Bully Tree (Mimusops globosa), whose dried juice is balata 
gum and various rubber trees are also valuable commercially. 

Important to the ornithologist are two mangroves (Lagunaria and 
Rhizopora) along the coast; the “courida bush” or courida (Avicenna 
nitida), thorny and impenetrable “bunduri pimpler” (Drepanocarpus 
lunatus) and “mucca-mucca,” a giant arum. Hoatzins feed on mucca- 
mucca, bunduri, courida and leaves of the trumpet tree (Cecropia sp.). 
A characteristic savanna palm of much beauty, the Ité or Moriche palm 
(Mauritia flexuosa) forms much of the vegetation of the two Conser- 
vancies, Boerasirie west of Vreedenhoop and Lamaha near Georgetown. 
Away from civilization this is the home of the Black-collared Hawk 
(Busarellus ngricollis), the Blue-and-Yellow Macaw (Ara ararauna) 
often called Ité Parrot, and the Red-shouldered Macaw (Ara nobilis). 

On the ground under these trees clumps of grasses and sedges shelter 
the Masked Yellowthroat (Geothlypis aequinoctialis) and the Wedge- 
tailed ‘Grass-finch (Emberizoides herbicola). Here too is the long- 
John tree (Tripilaris surinamensis) with its crooked, slender trunk, and 
the odd sea grape or coccoloba (Coccolobis uvifera). Tremendous silk- 
cotton trees (Ceiba pentandra) dominate the landscape along rivers, as 
does the sandbox tree (Hura crepitans). 

British Guiana’s vegetation may be summed up as follows: 


(1) Montane forest of the Kanukus and other highlands, where the soil 
is rich and deep. 

(2) Rather poorer forest of the red and white sand areas which covers 
much of the country from coastal lowlands inland, becoming more 
like the first near the highlands. 
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(3) Intermediate savannas, which stretch from the coastlands south 
between the Demerara and Courantyne Rivers. 

(4) The Great Savannas along the western border, extending into 
Brazil. These are presumably mainly sand with some admixture of 
mud, both deposited by the sea in bygone times. 

(5) Major swamp area of ité vegetation, partly submerged land which 
forms the two Conservancies. 


History of Ornithology in 
British Guiana 


An early contribution to the knowledge of British Guiana birds was 
that of Charles Waterton, Yorkshire, England (1781-1865). This travel- 
ler and zealous naturalist resided in the country from 1804-1812 and 
travelled there in 1813, 1816, 1820, 1824 (his famous ride on the cayman 
occurred in 1820). His “Wanderings in South America, . . .”” published 
in London 1824, was reprinted many times. 

Sir Richard Schomburgk, 1804-1865, with his brother Robert, ex- 
plored the country under the auspices of the Royal Geographical Society, 
1831-1835, and marked boundaries (“Schomburgk’s line”). His collec- 
tion of 418 species of birds, determined by Cabanis, many described for 
the first time, was deposited in the Berlin Museum. Much of it is still 
extant, some may have been lost in the war (Mauersberger, in litt.). He 
wrote “Reisen in British Guiana in den Jahren,” 1848, which includes 
his original field notes. 

Charles Barrington Brown, government surveyor, travelled widely 
through the country, 1868-1872, and wrote “Canoe and Camp Life in 
British Guiana,’ London 1876, which gave some of the first descriptions 
of its bird life. 

Henry Whitely, 1844-1892. This well-known traveller and avid 
collector raised the check list to 625 forms, some of them new 
to science (Lophornis p. pavoninus, Pipreola w. whitelyi, Lipaugus 
streptophora, Tangara c. cyanoptera). Many of his birds were submitted 
to Salvin for examination and described by him, or by Salvin and God- 
man. Specimens were widely sold, often through dealers, and are found 
in many institutions. Several of these collections have been investigated 
and prove to consist of common species, most of the rarities are in the

British Museum (Natural History) and the American Museum of 
Natural History (from Tring, etc.). Whitely travelled widely in British 
Guiana 1879-1884, collecting birds in the Bartica area, Kamakusa, 
Merume Mts. and Roraima. One of his principal discoveries was Mt. 
Twek-quay, a small tabletop similar to Roraima, where he collected 
specimens otherwise unknown from the country. The last years of his © 
life were spent exploring the wilds of British Guiana with his Indian 
followers; he died in Annai, July 11, 1892. 


John J. Quelch, formerly an assistant in the Zoological Department, 
British Museum, was curator of the British Guiana Museum 1886-1900. 
His field trips added much valuable material to the Museum collections, 
notably specimens from Mount Roraima expeditions with Frederick V. 
McConnell, and shorter trips to the Upper Demerara and Upper Berbice 
R’s, the Essequibo, Potaro and lesser streams. Accounts of these jour- 
neys with description of the fauna were published in Timehri (1888- 
1896). He also wrote the chapters on itinerary in both volumes of 
Chubb (see bibliography). 

Frederick V. McConnell (1865-1914), largely financed the two 
Roraima expeditions mentioned above and accompanied Quelch on them 
in 1894, 1898. He also employed native collectors who worked in many 
parts of the country; the McConnell collection of birds, many of them 
new to science or the country was deposited in the British Museum. 
Butler (Ibis, 1916) notes that labels were not attached individually to 
skins as collected, but only for areas, specimens being labelled later by 
a Mr. Wells. The validity of certain specimens credited to British 
Guiana (such as Melantrochilus fuscus, almost certainly purchased in 
Brazil) has been questioned. 

Charles Chubb, 1851-1924, assisted Dr, R. Bowdler Sharpe on various 
publications of the British Museum, and after 1909 worked almost en- 
tirely with South American birds. With Lord Brabourne he wrote 
“Birds of South America” (1912) a check list of 4561 species. His 
“Birds of British Guiana,” 1916, 1921, the only comprehensive book on 
the subject, was based largely on the McConnell collection. Chubb 
described a number of new forms from British Guiana; one genus 
(Chubbia) and several species were named for him. 

C. William Beebe, 1877-1962, author and scientist, worked in British 
Guiana under the auspices of the New York Zoological Society, 1909, 
and 1916-1924, with various assistants. Two books, “Our Search for a 
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Wilderness,” 1910 (with Mary B. Beebe) and “Tropical Wild Life of 
British Guiana,” 1917 (with Hartley and Howes), as well as articles in 
Zoologica (especially 1919 :229-223) contain life history data and lists 
of birds, some of the latter unique for the country or area. His collection 
of birds, lost to sight for many years, was presented to the American 
Museum of Natural History by the New York Zoological Society in 
1964, and has been checked by the author. There is now proof of a num- 
ber of rarities, others listed were not in the collection or had been 
misidentified. 

Leo F. Miller, 1887-1952, and his assistant F. X. Igleseder, collecting 
for the American Museum of National History, arrived in Georgetown, 
July 7, 1913. Working out of Rockstone, Minnehaha Creek, Potaro 
Landing and Tumatumari, they got many important specimens (see 
main text) before leaving in October, when Miller was summoned to 
join Roosevelt’s Brazilian Expedition. He spent seven years exploring 
and collecting in South America, and is the author of a number of 
books, including “In the Wilds of South America,” 1918, with a chapter 
on British Guiana. 


Charles G. Young, stationed at Blairmont near New Amsterdam 
(Nov. 1922-Nov. 1925) wrote “A Contribution to the Ornithology of 
the Coastland of British Guiana” (Ibis, 1928, 1929). This long article 
contains much data on birds observed at Blairmont, Albion, Belfield, 
Buxton, the Abary River, Canje Creek and Georgetown. Though his 
identifications, using Chubb, are not backed by specimens, he mentions 
that from time to time freshly killed birds were examined. 

T. A. W. Davis, assistant Conservator of Forests, who resided in the 
country for 13 years, spent long periods in the forest, as well as 8 years 
at the Penal Colony, Mazaruni Station, 1931-1939. He published four 
articles in the Ibis (1935, 1953, 1954, 1958) which include excellent 
data on ecology and breeding seasons, nesting notes from the savannas, 
displays and nests of three forest hummingbirds and notes on northern 
migrants. 


P. Storer Peberdy, former curator of Cheltenham College Museum, 
England, was curator in Georgetown from 1936-1943. Active in the 
field, he made many additions to its collections; in early 1938 from the 
Marudi Mts. and Bat Mt. southeast of the Rupununi Savannas, where 
he spent two months. Many of the duplicates were distributed to the 
State Museum of Michigan, New York Botanical Society and the local 
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forestry department. In 1938-1939 he led the Pinkus-Peberdy Roraima 
Expedition. (Albert Pinkus, a commercial ichthyologist from New York 
financed the trip and later sold many of the specimens obtained.) Of 
the summit, most of it actually in Venezuela, Peberdy wrote “to north 
and northeast the unbroken forest of the Guianas ranged as far as eye 
could see.” The expedition spent 7 days and 6 nights on the summit, and 
also collected in the Pacaraima Mts., and adjacent rain forests. It added 
many important specimens to the museum collection which were lost in 
the 1945 fire; some 290 skins of 132 species purchased by the late 
William H. Phelps are still extant. 

Ludlow Griscom, 1890-1959, well-known ornithologist from the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology, Harvard, visited the country briefly 
in March, 1937. During two days of field trips he identified the Cattle 
Egret, Bubulcus 1. ibis, before one had been collected, and left records 
of field observations, especially among shore birds. 

Emmet R. Blake of the Chicago Natural History Museum (formerly 
Field Museum) made extensive collections of birds on two trips. During 
the first half of 1937 he worked both in the coastal area, from George- 
town to the Berbice River, and in the interior at Wismar, Rockstone 
and Oko Mountain. During this trip he collected, on May 27, 1937, the 
first specimen of Bubulcus 1. ibis in the Western Hemisphere. From 
August to September 1938 he conducted a zoological reconnaissance of 
the Acary Mountains on the Brazilian border, the only ornithologist 
to reach this area since Richard Schomburgk more than a century 
earlier. An accident in cataracts of the upper Courantyne River resulted 
in the loss of half the collections, but among 500 birdskins saved were 
seventeen additions to the country’s avifauna, including examples of 
three new subspecies. 

Among recent field observers are the following: 

Dr. M. T. Ashcroft, engaged in typhoid research at Georgetown 
Medical Department from 1960-1962, was active in the field and col- 
lected a number of specimens. 

Richard ffrench, Pointe-a-Pierre, Trinidad, banded birds and made 
many useful notes on plumage and song during a trip in August, 1962. 
He worked in the Georgetown area, briefly at Bartica, and for two 
weeks at Wineperu on the Essequibo. He generously contributed his 
field notes on voice and plumage for this book. 

James M. Fowler, Albany, Georgia and James B. Cope, Earlham Col- 
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lege, Richmond, Virginia, worked in the country from December 1959 
to May 1960, and Fowler again in March, 1961, making the first de- 
tailed study of the Harpy Eagle. They also, with Ram S. Singh made 
a large and representative collection of birds of the area. 

Violet Graham, teacher at Bishop’s High School, Georgetown, was an 
active observer for a decade previous to leaving the country in 1961. 
She contributed many notes on birds found along the Georgetown water- 
front. 

Noel Howe, who taught at Queen’s College, Georgetown, 1959-1962, 
made many notes and observations on the avifauna, especially on habitat 
and voice. He was the author, with Ram S. Singh, of an article “Survey 
of the Birds of Greater Georgetown” (Timehri, 1960), and wrote an 
excerpt of Chubb (1916, 1921) for field use which he made available to 
other students. Howe worked in the Northwest District around 
Mabaruma, Pomeroon around Chanty, Flagstaff, Maduni Basin, Boera- 
sirie Conservancy at Panka, Lamaha Conservancy at Nancy, Uitvlugt 
and Santa Mission, coastal areas between Georgetown and New Am- 
sterdam, St. Cuthbert’s on the Mahaica, Butenabo on the Mahaicony, 
Abary River as far as Tauracully, Atkinson Field, Bartica and Wine- 
Pemipavesateasatoind Potaro “72, “lumatumari and Mahdia, Lethem 
and N appi. 

Neratjan Poonai, Georgetown lawyer, travelled widely in British 
Guiana, studying birds for over two decades. He left British Guiana in 
1964; unfortunately his notes and comments have not been available for 
this book. 

G. D. Smooker, junior author (with Sir Charles Belcher) of “Birds 
of the Colony of Trinidad and Tobago,” Ibis, 1934-1937, spent some 
eighteen months in the colony during various periods, September to 
May, 1946-1950. He observed birds in the immediate vicinity of Bartica, 
and on a trip to the Rupununi Savannas. His notes were published 
(Timehri, Vols. 29, 30) and have been included here. Sight observa- 
tions of a number of rarities (and of species unknown in the Bartica 
area) were included, some of which seem of doubtful authenticity. 

Dorothy E. Snyder, Curator, Peabody Museum, Salem, Mass., has 
been studying birds of the country from early 1960, in yearly trips cover- 
ing field work in the vicinity of Georgetown, Atkinson Field, Bartica, 
Wineperu, Kamarang Point (Mazaruni, Kamarang, Kako river trips), 
St. Cuthbert’s on the Mahaicony, Abary R., Karanambo and Manari in 
the Great Savannas. 
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Adrian Thompson, a senior civil servant in government employ, has 
travelled over much of the country collecting orchids and birds. He 
visited the Roraima area, and in January-March 1960 led an expedition 
to the Ayanganna Mountains, making a large collection of birds from 
this unknown area for the Museum. Sydney Williams of Kakbura was 
the taxidermist on this trip. 

Ram S. Singh, curator and assistant director of the British Guiana 
Museum, is placed last in this list because he is still actively engaged 
in working on the birds of the country —as he has been for three 
decades. He has made field trips to most parts of the country and accom- 
panied many university and museum missions, including the Pincus- 
Peberdy Roraima Expedition of 1938-9. Singh was the collector and 
preparator for this trip which obtained 1336 specimens. He is primarily 
responsible for the bird collection at the Museum, all acquired since the 
fire of 1945. In 1960 he made important collections in the Kanuku Mts. 
(Fowler-Cope-Singh Expedition), and on the Southern Pakaraima 
Expedition. Besides adding modern specimens of a number of rarities, 
he discovered a new seedeater, Sporophila hypochroma rothi (The 
Daily Argosy, Oct. 25, 1960, p. 6).

Birds from Mount Roraima 


Thirty-three forms of birds formerly credited to British Guiana in 
literature, but known only from Mount Roraima, have been omitted 
from the systematic list, since they were actually collected on the 
Venezuelan side of the mountain and its approaches. This high (9219’) 
mountain with its “interesting and characteristic fauna and flora, marks 
the intersection of the boundary lines between Venezuela, British 
Guiana and Brazil” (Phelps, 1939). The boundaries ratified in 1932 
show that 52.5 percent of the summit belongs to Venezuela, 35 percent 
to British Guiana and 12.5 percent to Brazil. The northern slopes, in 
British Guiana territory, have never been penetrated by any expedition. 
They are forest covered, and have been considered inaccessible; nor are 
savannas such as are found on the Venezuelan side, where many speci- 
mens were collected, known to exist here. 

The following species or subspecies of birds, collected at Roraima by 
Richard Schomburgk, 1842; Henry Whitely, 1881; Frederick V. 
McConnell and John J. Quelch, 1894, 1898; have been credited to British 
Guiana by Charles Chubb, 1916, 1921; Cory and Hellmayr, 1918, 1919, 
1924-1927 ; and Peters-Mayr, etc., 1931 to date. No other British Guiana 
specimens are known, and as Phelps has pointed out (idem), “All birds 
ever collected at Mount Roraima were taken in Venezuelan territory 
and none of them (with the possible exception of Zonotrichia capensis 
macconnell1) in British Guiana.”

DUSKY-BACKED OR AUDUBON’S SHEARWATER 
Puffinus lherminieri (- -) 


Description. 11”. Small, slender shearwater, cap and upperparts black, 
underparts white except dark gray under tail. Species flies with rapid 
wing beats, somewhat fluttery flight with short glides and many flaps. 
Distribution. Accidental. Arthur Carlin, Dec. 2, 1931 (AMNH, Murphy 
1935) — but far off continental shelf, 95 miles from coast; loyemillert. 


(Casual North America, Bermuda, Caribbean Islands, Gulf of Mexico, 
islands off Venezuela, Galapagos.) 


WILSON’S STORM-PETREL Oceanites oceanicus (--) 


Description. 7 +”. Sooty black, paler on wing coverts, pure white rump, 
square-tipped tail, feet with yellow webs (not usually visible in flight) 
extending beyond tail. Flight steadier than Leach’s Petrel, skims like 
swallow, and “walks” on surface of water in feeding. 

Distribution. Sight observation, with bird in hand on trawler off George- 
town, yellow webs of feet noted (V. Graham, recorded Howe & Singh, 
1960) ; date 24 April 1958, but 40-50 miles offshore (R. McConnell) and 
thus far beyond the continental shelf. 


(Breeds in Magellanic regions of South America and Antarctic Coast, 
ranges to North Atlantic and Pacific Oceans.) 
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iO Hi piGAT aS a 
SLENDER-BILLED KITE Helicolestes hamatus (--) 


Description. 15+”. Differs from common Rostrhamus sociabilis in 
smaller size, longer bill, broader more buteolike wings, shorter square- 
edged black tail (white bars in immature). Uniform slate gray plumage, 
without white at base of tail. Base of bill, orbital region and legs yellow. 
Feeds on snails. Probably occurs, breeds in neighboring Venezuela and 
Surinam. 


BARRED FOREST-FALCON Micrastur ruficollis (--) 


All British Guiana records are considered applicable to Micrastur gilvi- 
cols (which see). Some authors consider gilvicollis group subspecies of 
M. ruficollis, which has longer tail, usually 3-4 tail bands, and tends to 
be darker and somewhat more brownish above (EE) ; interstes. 


(Species from Mexico south to Colombia, W Ecuador and SE of Andes 
to Argentina. ) 


MERLIN, PIGEON HAWK Falco columbarius (--) 


Noel Howe reported (Timehri, 39, 1960) an observation of female or 
immature on Main St., Georgetown, Aug. 6, 1959, an extremely early date 
for North American migrant. Species known from 300-400 miles west in 
Venezuela; its most easterly occurrence seems to be Trinidad, roughly 
250 miles distant, where it has occurred from late Nov.-March, April. 


NOCTURNAL CURASSOW Nothocrax urumutum (10) 


No definite record for country. Schomburgk’s bird was probably from Rio 
Negro, Brazil; Barrington Brown (1876:132) quoted by Chubb, appears 
to refer to Mitu tomentosa. Occurs in western South America; a few 
specimens South Venezuela. 


WHITE-BROWED GUAN Penelope jacucaca (15) 


Schomburgk’s record, basis for all reports of species for British Guiana, 
considered a mistake. Hellmayr (1:155) says “bird, which is not in 
Berlin Museum, continues to remain a puzzle.” Occurs in NE Brazil 
(Bahia and Rauhy). 


SPOTTED RAIL Pardirallus maculatus (--) 


Should be found; occurs locally in Cauca Valley of Colombia, Venezuela, 
Surinam, French Guiana, Trinidad; maculatus. 
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HYPO LE TIGA Sas 
ESKIMO CURLEW Numenius borealis (70) 


Chubb includes this North American migrant, without data. Never oc- 
curred in adjacent countries, though it formerly wintered in S Brazil, 
Uruguay, Paraguay, and Argentina. Now almost extinct. 


HUDSONIAN GODWIT Limosa haemastica (71) 


Only reference is Quelch’s, who says species is “seldom obtained on coast 
in Colony.” North American migrant, two specimens Venezuela, none 
Surinam or Colombia. 


PARASITIC JAEGER Stercorarius parasiticus (--) 


Reported from parts (tail, tarsi) found 19 April 1951 at Kitty Groyne by 
V. Graham, and identified as this species (Timehri, 1960). Re-identified as 
Pomarine Jaeger (DES), which see. 


(Migrant from North America, known only from coasts of Peru, Chile, 
Argentina. Kappler’s Surinam record now considered incorrect, fide 
Haverschmidt. ) 


ARCTIC TERN Sterna paradisea (--) 


Sight observation of this tern “in summer plumage” off Georgetown fore- 
shore, 18 August 1951 by V. Graham (idem), is regarded as unreliable. 
This North American migrant is extremely difficult to separate from 
Common Tern and is unknown from N South America. Purely accidental 
on coasts of Peru, Chile, Brazil (southern Bahia). 


ROSEATE TERN Sterna dougallu (--) 


Sight observations of this tern, Essequibo R., 40 miles inland near mouth 
of Mazaruni by Davis (Ibis, 1954) are considered doubtful since species 
is purely accidental inland; description fits Common Tern in fall plumage. 
Ashcroft (in litt) writes that he picked up a dead tern considered to be 
this species at Buxton (June or July, 1962, exact date not known) and 
took it to BGM, where it was not preserved. Only records for South 
America are bird collected off Bahia, Brazil by Rollo Beck and specimens 
from islands off Venezuelan coast; es ayn ce ; 


(Breeds North America and islands in Garihbean and Dutch Wat Indies. 
Winters from West Indies, Trinidad, Tobago, Brazil. ) 
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HYPO LABDIGALA LISa 
BLACK TERN Chlidonias nigra (--) 


This small North American migrant should occur, but is easily overlooked 
in its inconspicuous fall plumage. Winter distribution in South America 
includes both coasts of Venezuela, Surinam (Aug. 17-Feb. where it is 
uncommon on lagoons and river estuaries), Peru and Chile. Trinidad. 


GOLDEN-CROWNED PARROT Aratinga aurea (198) 


Schomburgk’s record (Reis. Guian. III :728) quoted by Chubb considered 
a mistake. According to Peters (III :191) species is found in Brazil south 
of Amazon and east to Rio Madiero to E Bolivia, Matto Grosso, Sao 
Paulo; aurea. 


GREEN PARAKEET Brotogeris tirica (204) 


Schomburgk’s record (idem: 727), quoted by Chubb considered incor- 
rect. Known only from east and south Brazil, Goyaz and Bahia to Rio 
Grande do Sul. 


VULTURINE PARROT Gypbopsitta vulturina (--) 


Description. 9+”. Bare skin of forehead and eye yellow, black-bordered 
gold collar on hindneck. Back and wings mostly vivid emerald green, 
point of shoulder orange, under wing coverts scarlet, other coverts green 
blue to dark blue, primaries purple brown. Tail emerald green, tipped blue, 
inner webs of most outer rectrices gold. Breast old gold scalloped with 
dark feather edges, belly azure green. 

Peters (III), Haverschmidt (1955), Phelps (1958) include British 
Guiana in range. Berlepsch and Hartert (Novit. Zoll., 1902) say “Rio 
Takutu and Essequibo (Brazil?).” In 1950 (fide Blake) there were no 
specimens from the country in BM (MacDonald), nor AMNH (Charles 
O’Brien). 


(Venezuela, 2 spec. Rio Caura; Brazil, Amazon Valley.) 


TAWNY-BELLIED SCREECH-OWL Otus watsonii (--) 


Species differs from Otus choliba in very dark upperparts, basic color of 
plumage orange rufous, not white. 
Distribution. Tropical forest (in Venezuela). Should occur, found in 
neighboring countries; watsonit. 


(Venezuela, Surinam, NE Brazil, as well as E Colombia, Ecuador, Peru.) 
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HYPOTHE TICALALIS® 
DUSKY JACOBIN Melanotrochilus fuscus (265) 


Included by Chubb, but (Ibis, 1926 :333) “labelled a McConnell skin, prob- 
ably a mistake and actually Brazilian trade skin.” Peters gives range as 
E Brazil, state of Minas Geraes and coastal states from Pernambuco to 
Rio Grande do Sul. 


OSCULANT TOUCAN  Ramphastos osculans (311) 


Description. 19+”. Crown, hindneck and mantle velvety black; back, 
wings and tail glossy black, latter with Jemon yellow, orange-tipped upper 
tail coverts. Cheeks, side of neck and throat white, lower throat orange 
yellow, breast and under tail coverts crimson, abdomen black. 

Schomburgk recorded this form, not now recognized as a valid species 
or race. Peters (VI :83) says “restricted to Rio Negro, Brazil .. . repre- 
sents an unstable population occurring where the ranges of culminatus, 
vitellinus and ariel adjoin.” 


RUSTY-BREASTED NUNLET Nonnula rubecula (--) 


Description. 6”. Long bill, dull dark brown crown, warm brown upper- 
parts, wings and tail; some olive brown on upper wing coverts. Throat 
brown, breast and flanks rufous, belly white. Should occur. Found in tropi- 
cal forest, both mountain and lowland. 


(Venezuela, Surinam and adjacent Brazil.) 


SCALE-BREASTED WOODPECKER Celeus grammicus (--) 


Description. 7-814”. Head chestnut, back and wings somewhat paler, 
barred; primaries brown. Red moustacial streaks, throat and underparts 
dark chestnut scalloped black. Rump yellow at base, tips of feathers chest- 
nut; grammicus. 


(Might occur, found in SE Colombia, adjacent Venezuela, NE Brazil, 
etc. ) 


STREAK-HEADED WOODCREEPER 
Lepidocolaptes souleyetti (--) 


Description. 744+”. Crown and nape dark brown heavily streaked tawny. 
Back pale rufous brown, unstreaked; wings, rump and tail rufous. Throat 
tawny, rest of underparts wood brown with broad tawny black-edged 
streaks. Pale bill noticeably slender and slightly curved. 
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HYPOTHETICAL DISt 


Distribution. Open woodland and plantations in adjoining countries. Mis- 
takenly credited to country by Peters, Chubb, Phelps et al, Specimens are 
from Mt. Roraima and Kukenaam, both Venezuela; littoralis. 


(Mexico to Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru. Trinidad.) 


GRAY-BROWED SPINETAIL Synallaxis pohophrys (409, Roraima) 


Specimen collected Mar. 6, 1960, Ayanganna Mts., Thompson-Williams, 
Exp. recorded under this name (B. G. Mus. & Zoo, 1960) proves to be 
Cranioleuca demissa, which see. 


SLENDER-BILLED XENOPS Xenops tenuirostris (--) 


Description. 414”. Differs from Xenops rutilans (which see) in being 
smaller, bill more slender and little upturned; hellmayrt. 


(Should occur; known from Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam, French 
Guiana. ) 


RUFOUS-TAILED XENOPS Xenops milleri (--) 


Description. 44%4—”. Similar to preceding, but lacks both black in tail and 
whitish streak below auriculars. 


(Should occur; known from E Colombia, S Venezuela, including 
Bolivar, recent specimen Surinam, French Guiana, N and W Brazil.) 


BLACKISH-GRAY ANTSHRIKE Thamnophilus nigrocinereus (--) 


Description. 6-+-”. Crown black, upperparts dark slate gray; shoulders, 
mid-back, wing bars and feather edges white. Tail black, white-tipped, 
underparts medium gray. 

Female: upperparts brownish except blackish crown, tail more chestnut 
at base. Underparts rufous brown. 


(Might occur; known from Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, NW 
Brazil.) 


SPOT-WINGED ANTSHRIKE Pygiptila stellaris (--) 


Description. 544”. Bill strong and hooked. Top of head black; back, 
wings and tail slate gray. Concealed patch on back and spots on wings 
white. Underparts ochraceous, brighter on throat; occipitalis. 


(Should occur; known from Bolivar, Venezuela, Surinam, French Guiana, 
NW Brazil.) 
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RUFOUS-WINGED BARE-EYE Philegopsis erythroptera (394) 


Description. 7—”. Male: black with feathers on back and lesser wing 
coverts narrowly fringed white. Middle and greater wing coverts, base 
and tips of outer primaries and tail coverts chestnut, tail black. Red skin 
around eye. 
Female: reddish brown above, orange rufous below, wings (two wing 
bars) and tail blackish. 

Gould’s type recorded as “interior of British Guiana, error — Rio Negro, 
suggested by Hellmayr” (Peters VII :254) ; erythroptera. 


(Could occur, known from SE Colombia, Venezuela including Mt. 
Duida, Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


SLATE-CROWNED ANTPITTA Grallaricula nana _ (403) 


Description. 4+”. Short tail (1—”), long legs. Crown and nape slate 
gray, forehead, lores, eye ring ochraceous. Upperparts bronzy brown, 
lower throat and center belly with white patches on orange rufous 
underparts. 

Forest undergrowth in highlands. Whitely’s specimen, included by Chubb 
was from Mt. Kukenaam, Venezuela. 


(Colombia, N and E Venezuela, E Ecuador.) 


PALE-BELLIED MOURNER Rkhytipterna immunda (--) 


Description. 8-+-”. Dark ashy gray with throat and breast paler, belly 
yellowish. Wings with indistinct grayish wing bars, edges of flight feathers 
and rectrices rufous (white in female). Strongly resembles a Myiarchus 
flycatcher. Found in savanna brushland. 


(Might occur, scattered records from Colombian border of Venezuela, 
Surinam, French Guiana, N Brazil.) 


MASKED TITYRA Tityra semifasciata (--) 


(Might occur. Heavy forest, Mexico to Colombia, Venezuela, French 
Guiana rare, Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


DUSKY-CHESTED FLYCATCHER Myiozetetes luteiventris (--) 


Description. 6+”. Bill very short and stubby. Forehead dark gray, con- 
cealed orange crown patch (male only), upperparts dark olive brown, 
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wings and tail gray brown. Throat whitish, underparts yellow, breast 
mottled olive. 

(Should occur; Colombia, S Venezuela, Surinam, type septentrionalis, 
Blake, 1961, NW Brazil, E Ecuador, NE Peru.) 


EULER’S FLYCATCHER Enmpidonax eulert (--) 


Description. 5+”. Narrow yellowish eye ring. Slightly crested, crown 
dusky, upperparts olive brown, wings (with buffy wing bars) and tail 
darker. Breast olive, rest of underparts yellowish. 

Voice: a purling “prr-ee-ee-ee-eep” (DES, Trinidad). 

Distribution. Open woodland and clearings. Should occur. The subspecies 
lawrencei, which some authorities consider a distinct species (Lawrence’s 
Flycatcher) is found in surrounding countries: Venezuela, including SE 
Bolivar, Surinam (rare), N Brazil. Trinidad. Southern population, the 
true E. euleri group, migrates northward and occurs in N South America 
during southern hemisphere winter. (EE). 


BRAN-COLORED FLYCATCHER Myiophobus fasciatus (492) 


Description. 414”. Upperparts pale ruddy brown, partly concealed orange 
crown patch, wings and tail brown. Cheeks brown with whitish lores, 
throat and underparts. Heavy brown stripes on breast and flanks. 
Distribution. Dry scrub and clearings. Should occur, found in all neigh- 
boring countries; fasciatus. 

(Costa Rica south to Paraguay, Uruguay, N Argentina. Trinidad. ) 


WHITE-EYED TODY-TYRANT Idioptilon gosterops (--) 


Description. 4+”. In shape rather like a Tody-Flycatcher, but bill nar- 
rower. Crown and mantle olive green, latter somewhat black streaked. 
Wings with dull yellow bars and pale edged brown primaries, tail dull 
brownish. Throat and cheeks streaked gray and whitish, breast streaked 
olive on yellow, belly dull yellow. 

(Should occur; found in Venezuela including Duida, NW _ Brazil, 
Surinam rare, French Guiana; gosterops.) 


RUFOUS-BROWED TYRANNULET 
Phylloscartes superciliaris (--) 


Description. 5+”. Probably does not occur, though listed by de Schauen- 
see (1964), possibly mistaken for P. virescens? Nearest occurrence appar- 
ently Zulia, Venezuela. 
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HYPOTHE TIGALMASE 
YELLOW-CROWNED ELAENIA Myiopagis flavivertex (--) 


Description. 5”. Visible yellow or golden crown patch, edged by dark 
stripes. Back olive green, wings brown with dull yellow wing bars, tail 
brown. Throat indistinctly streaked, underparts olive gray brightening to 
grayish yellow belly. 

Mistakenly recorded by Beebe at Bartica; specimen (AMNH) proved 
to be Neopelma chrysocephalum, a manakin which it resembles. Differs in 
slightly longer tail, somewhat larger size, narrower bill, crown patch 
shorter and golden yellow instead of orange yellow. 

Distribution. Should occur. Forest in S Venezuela, Surinam, French 
Guiana, NE Brazil, Peru. 


SWAINSON’S THRUSH Aylocichla ustulata (591) 


Basis for inclusion of this North American species in Chubb was specimen 
in McConnell Coll. (BM), no locality given. This has been reidentified 
as H. minima, Gray-cheeked Thrush. 


(South in winter to Central America, Colombia, Venezuela, Bolivia, 
Argentina. ) 


COLLARED GNATWREN Microbates collaris (--) 


Description. 414”. Long bill; upperparts, wings and tail olive brown. 
Black stripe through and below cheek, side of head and underparts white, 
black band across breast; collaris. 


(Should occur; known from SE Colombia, Venezuela, Mt. Duida, etc.; 
French Guiana, N and W Brazil.) 


SCARLET TANAGER Piranga olivacea (--) 


Sight observation, Georgetown, June 10, 1959, by Noel Howe (Timehri 
39, 1960). Scarlet body, black wings and tail of male tanager were seen, 
color of bill not noted. Though breeding male seems unmistakable, date is 
peculiar, and this north American migrant is known in winter only from 
western South America, Colombia to Bolivia. Barbados. 


WHITE-WINGED TANAGER Piranga leucoptera (681) 


Description. 6+”. Male: scarlet with black lores, wings and tail, double 
white wing bars. Female: olive above with dark brown wings (white 
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wing bars) and tail. Might occur in forest or scrub. Whitely’s specimen 
in Chubb was from Mt. Roraima; venezuelae. 


(S Mexico to W Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru, N 
Bolivia. ) 
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List of Localities Cited 


The list below includes the important collecting areas for birds in 
British Guiana, with the addition of modern localities which have 
proved fruitful for bird study. Spellings in various maps and books vary, 
as early explorers wrote down phonetic versions of Indian sounds, and 
many names have changed. The letters c and k were used interchange- 
ably, as were syllables (i.e., Carimang R. or Kamarang R., Ourumee or 
Merume Mts.). 

Along the coast from Georgetown to the Courantyne (Corentyne) 
River, sugar and coconut estates abounded. Because of their accessibility 
they are mentioned many times, but on this small map several are in- 
dicated by one number. 

Henry Whitely, collecting in a loop of the “Carimang” (Kamarang) 
River, ascended a small mountain on the south side, Mt. Twek-quay, 
having precipitous sides like Roraima, and about 50 miles distant. Here 
he took many birds otherwise unknown from the country, though found 
on Roraima, Venezuela, and the type specimens of Pipreola whiteleyn. 
There is no record of its having been explored since his day. Many 
Whitely specimens were labelled “Quonga,’ which cannot be surely 
located today; from Barrington Brown’s description (1876) it appears 
to have been near the Brazilian border. 

Conservancies are areas or reservoirs covering many square miles, 
back of the sugar plantations. Lamaha is the whole reservoir area of the 
east coast of the Demerara River; Lamaha Conservancy Canal passes 
behind Georgetown Cemetery and Botanic Gardens. Boerasirie is the 
water conservancy area on the west coast of the Demerara. Like the 
Lamaha it consists of ité or moriche palm swamp, controlled by dikes 
and ditches.

Annotated Check List 


This book is planned as a check list and guide, and has been con- 
densed as much as possible for use in the field. There are no illustra- 
tions, it should be used with other regional books, especially de 
Schauensee’s “The Birds of Colombia” and Haverschmidt’s forthcoming 
book on ‘The Birds of Surinam,” which illustrate most of the species 
included here. 

The English name as used in recent and projected books on South 
American birds (see under preface) is followed by the scientific name 
and the number of the bird in Chubb’s “The Birds of British Guiana,” 
1916, 1921. A brief description is followed by voice for several hundred 
species, most of them by Noel Howe (in which case initials are 
omitted). Distribution includes known range in British Guiana and is 
followed by subspecific name. Extraterritorial range for species is given 
in parentheses, the northern countries (Colombia, Venezuela, the 
Guianas) being omitted when it extends farther south. 

When the species is rare, data concerning specimens is given as fol- 
lows: AMNH, American Museum Natural History*; Berlin M, Zoologi- 
cal Museum, University of Berlin**; BGM, British Guiana Museum*** ; 
BM, British Museum (Natural History); CNHM, Chicago Natural 
History Museum; MCZ, Museum Comparative Zoology; Phelps Coll., 
collection of the late Wm. R. Phelps, Sr.; YPM, Peabody Museum 
Yale. 





* The William Beebe skin collection, largely from British Guiana, which 
actually formed the basis for his printed lists, was lost to sight for many 
years. Given to AMNH in 1964 by the New York Zoological Society, it 
furnished important information for this book. 

** Berlin M has many of the old Schomburgk specimens, others may have 
suffered from the war (G. Mauersberger). 

*** The British Guiana Museum in Georgetown has approximately 4600 
specimens of some 375 species. The entire early collection was destroyed in 
the great Georgetown fire of 1945. The present collection is primarily the 
work of the curator, Ram S. Singh, with a few gifts from individuals, an 
Ayanganna Mt. collection from Adrian Thompson, and some 170 McConnell 
skins. The latter were a recent gift from the British Museum and consist 
primarily of Conopophagidae and Formicariidae, with no rarities.

8-18”. Grouse-like; small head and compact body, plumage various 
shades of brown, streaked, barred, spotted. Short, round wings, very 
short tail, strong legs short to medium long. Mainly terrestrial. Inhabit 
tropical forest and brush (some in grasslands) from coastal plain to 
mountains. Seldom seen, but melodious whistles often heard, especially 
from sunset to sunrise. (7) 


GRAY TINAMOU Tinamus tao (1) 


Description. 17”. Grayish olive upperparts, speckled and finely barred 
black (most heavily on wings). Crown and neck black, latter spotted 
white, throat white. Underparts pale buffy gray, flanks barred, undertail 
coverts cinnamon. 

Distribution. Montane forest. Although Chubb (1916) says: “first re- 
corded by Cabanis from Schomburgk’s Coll.,” this and the following 
species were evidently confused. Hellmayr (1942) includes only Beebe’s 
Aremu bird for BG; Beebe (Zoologica I:71) says “we secured it”; but 
specimen not in Beebe Coll. (AMNH) ; septentrionalis.

GREAT TINAMOU “Ma’am” Tinamus major (2) 


Description. 17”. Crest, nape and neck rufous, rest of head grayish.

Voice. Sad, flutelike whistle of two long . .. tremulous notes, second 
beginning slightly higher but sliding down, and variations. (Eisenmann, 
1952.

Description. 11”. Two color forms: a) brownish with ruddy brown nape 
and crown; b) crown darker and duller, sooty brown upperparts, dark 
brown underparts. These, completely connected by intermediates, were 
called two species by Chubb. 

Distribution. Forest. Ituribisi, Bonasika, Abary, Takutu R’s; Bartica, 
Kamakabra, Coverden, Mines District, Acary Mts.; cinereus.

LITTLE TINAMOU “Little Ma’am” Crypturellus sout (5) 


Description. 11”. Crown blackish, upperparts chestnut brown; throat 
white, underparts rufous. Female differs in duller (pinkish tan) under- 
parts. 

Voice. Soft, descending whinny ; also series of single notes, tempo increas- 
ing at end. (DES, Trinidad) 

Distribution. Forest borders, second growth. Widespread throughout; 
Georgetown, Garden of Eden, St. Cuthbert’s, coastal rivers; inland Bar- 
tica, Kamakabra, Anarica R., Great Falls D to Kanuku and Acary Mts.; 
soul.

UNDULATED TINAMOU (Crypturellus undulatus (8) 


Description. 1114”. Upperparts mostly rufous brown, finely vermiculated.

9-12”. Water birds with grayish or brownish satiny plumage, lobed toes, 
short wings, almost tailless. Unlike ducks, their bills are narrow and 
pointed. Inhabit lakes and ponds; good divers. (2) 


PIED-BILLED GREBE Podilymbus podiceps (51) 


Description. 12”. Larger than following, stocky with short chickenlike 
bill. Upperparts fuscous, underparts whitish. Adult in summer has black 
throat and broad band around center of pale bill. Lacks wing patch of 
following. 


Distribution. Ponds with vegetation, marshes. Georgetown area, Buxton 
(CNHM), EC Demerara, Hobabo Creek; antarcticus. 


(Canada south through most of South America.) 


LEAST GREBE Podiceps dominicus (50) 


Description. 9”. Slender, pointed black bill, brilliant orange eye. Small 
slaty brown grebe, top of head blackish. Appears mostly dark, large white 
wing patches conspicuous in flight. 
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SHEARWATERS 


Distribution. Ponds in Great Savannas. Also specimen Buxton (PMY) 
and sight record, flooded field Georgetown; spectosus. 


(United States south through most of South America. ) 


SHEARWATERS (Procellariidae) 


21”. Pelagic. Gull-like, with narrower wings. Dark above (head paler), 
white below. Hooked bill, tubular nostrils. Distinctive flight, several 
flaps and a sail, usually skimming low over waves. (1) 


CORY’S SHEARWATER Puffinus diomedea (--) 


Description. 16-18”. Large yellow flesh bill. Long-winged with medium 
long wedge tail. Upperparts gray brown, crown darker shading into white 
throat and pure white underparts. Greater Shearwater, which might occur 
has dark cap contrasting with white throat, white collar and patch at base 
of tail. In flight Cory’s has slower wing beat; glides less, flies higher, 
shows pure white belly. (Greater has dark belly patch.) 

Distribution. Marine, migrant. Partially oiled bird collected on Sea Beach, 
EC Demerara (Ram S. Singh, Oct. 11, 1961, BGM) here recorded for 
first time; borealis.

LEACH’S STORM-PETREL Oceanodroma leucorhoa (52) 


Description. 8”. Sooty brown, a pale band across wing, contrasting white 
rump, forked tail, black feet not extending beyond tail. Erratic, bounding 
flight, sometimes gliding like shearwater. 

Distribution. Oceanic. Found along shore (NH), Georgetown to Buxton. 
Specimens, Buxton (Jan. 1939, CNHM), Belladrum Beach (RSS, 1964, 
BGM).

PELICANS (Pelecanidae) 


45-54”. Wing spread 614’. Unmistakable. Bill very long and stout, heavy 
body, wings very large, tail short. Coastal waters, where they fly with 


slow wing.beats, or glide head retracted. Dive almost vertically for 
food, from 20-30 feet in air. (1) 


BROWN PELICAN  Pelecanus occidentalis (129) 


Description. 45-54”. Large, heavy water bird which flaps and glides. 
Plunges into water for fish, sometimes soars high in air. Dark brown with 
silver gray upperparts and white gular sack; immatures much whiter. 
Distribution. Entire coast line of British Guiana. Specimen from Klon- 
brooke, EC Demerara (BGM) ; occidentalis. 


(Breeds S United States on both coasts, south through Caribbean and 
Pacific to Venezuela and British Guiana, casually to Brazil.) 


BOOBIES (Sulidae) 


30”. Tropical seabirds with moderately long neck, stout body, long 
pointed wings, rather long wedge-shaped tail. Stout, conical bill; bare 
skin of face and short legs brightly colored. Strong flyers with rapid 
wing beats, occassionally glide. Dive underwater from 30-100 feet in 
aire Le) 


BROWN BOOBY Sula leucogaster (127) 


Description. 29”. Chocolate brown except white abdomen and under wing 
coverts. Bare skin of face, bill and legs yellow. Imm: Dusky brown, 
paler below. 

Distribution. Specimen Buxton, EC Demerara, Nov. 8, 1950 (W. E. 


Dinally, BGM). “Occasionally seen on river or coast,” Quelch; leuco- 
gaster. 


(Tropical islands of Atlantic and Caribbean, Pacific, Indian Oceans.) 


CORMORANTS (Phalacrocoracidae) 


28”. Dark water birds with long hooked bills, long slender necks and 
tails. In flight head is higher than tail; float low in water, swim with 
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DARTERS, ANHINGAS 


bills pointed up; often perch on snags or rocks with spread wings. 
Coastal and inland, rivers and savanna ponds. (1) 


NEOTROPIC (OLIVACEOUS) CORMORANT 
Phalacrocorax olivaceus (125) 


Description. 27”. A long-necked, long-tailed bird, entirely greenish black, 
with yellow gular sack and white at base of long, hooked bill. Imm: 
Brownish, paler below. 

Distribution. Along coast, river estuaries (occasionally Georgetown) ; 
inland to Bartica, Paruima M, Kamakusa, savanna rivers and ponds 
(Manari, Lethem), Upper Takutu Mts.; olivaceus. 


(Texas and Louisiana south through South America.) 


DARTER, ANHINGA (Anhingidae) 


35”. Resemble cormorants but head and pointed bill smaller, neck thin- 
ner, wings with silvery white on coverts. 
Rivers, both coastal and inland, ponds and lakes. (1) 


ANHINGA “Ducklar” Anhinga anhinga (126) 


Description. 32”. Long, pointed yellow bill; very long, serpentine neck, 
and long tail. Mainly black with white streaked head and upper back, long 
white wing bars. Female more brownish, neck streaked buff. Anhingas 
perch on trees or stubs along rivers, often with outstretched wings. In 
flight flaps and sails, or sails high with tail fanned. 

Distribution. Coast and rivers. Widespread from Barima-Georgetown- 
Abary along rivers inland to Bartica, Rockstone, Great Savannas and 
Rupununi R.; anhinga. 


(S United States to Argentina. West Indies, Trinidad.) 


FRIGATEBIRDS (Fregatidae) 


40”. Long, hooked bill, deeply forked tail, narrow pointed wings. Plum- 
age blackish (female and young partly white). Graceful flyers, which 
soar with forked tail spread. Feed from surface of water or rob other 
water birds. (1) 
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HERONS 
MAGNIFICENT FRIGATEBIRD Fregata magnificens (128) 


Description. 40”. Narrow, pointed wings and long, forked tail. Often 
soars high near shore. Male entirely black, with orange or red pouch. 
Female with white breast and upper abdomen. Imm: white head and 
underparts. 

Distribution. Offshore along beaches and around fish stakes, occasionally 
over Georgetown. Buxton (CNHM), Pomeroon R (Beebe AMNH), 
Fort Groyne, June 12, 1965 (I. Timothy, BGM) ; rothschildi. 


(Gulf of Mexico, tropical Atlantic and E Pacific Oceans.) 


HERONS (Ardeidae) 


10-50”. Long neck and spear-like bill, long legs and toes. Plumage white, 
gray, blue, brown, some with streaks. Fly with neck drawn in (S- 
shape). Feed in shallow water ; shores, marshes, ponds. (17) 


WHITE-NECKED HERON Ardea cocoi (100) 


Description. 45-54”. Crown, line down foreneck, side of breast and ab- 
domen black. Neck and thighs white; abdomen, back, tail and rest of body 
gray. Bill orange, legs pale flesh color. Imm: gray neck, fine black stripes 
on white abdomen. 

Distribution. Usually singly or pairs along rivers, Conservancies, rice 
fields (occasionally Botanic Gardens, Georgetown), savannas throughout, 
to Courantyne and New Rivers. 


(E Panama south through most of South America. Trinidad.) 


CAPPED HERON Pilherodius pileatus (109) 


Description. 22”. Crown black, two } long: white plumes on nape, forehead 
and rest of plumage white, sometime tinged creamy buff. Black shafts 
on wing feathers give striped appearance. Imm: crown streaked dusky. 
Distribution. Usually singly or in pairs along rivers, Conservancies, rice 
fields (occasionally Botanic Gardens, Georgetown), inland to Great 
Savannas, Rupununi R., Kanuku Mts. 


(Panama south to Paraguay, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


GREEN HERON Butorides virescens (--) 


Description. 16-22”. Differs from following common species as follows: 
neck, sides of breast, upper back purplish chestnut; throat, front of neck,

center breast white streaked blackish, rest of underparts grayish brown. 
Imm: much like Striated Heron but sides of head and neck as well as 
breast more brownish. 

Voice. “Skewk” or “kee-uk” (v.o.). 

Distribution. Sight observation of adult, Waranambo, at edge of river 
inlet, April 27, 1965 (DES) ; probably virescens. 


(S Canada south to N South America, Caribbean Islands. Trinidad. ) 


STRIATED HERON “Chow” Butorides striatus (110) 


Description. 13-18”. Crown and tail greenish black, side of head, upper- 
parts, neck and sides of breast gray, rest of underparts paler gray. Imm: 
head and underparts heavily streaked on grayish background. 

Voice. Low, a ringing “cherk” or “chow.” 

Distribution. Widespread in swampy areas, coastlands: Mabaruma, 
Georgetown (Botanic Gardens), Buxton, Blairmont. Inland: Bartica, 
Mazaruni R., Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Waranambo, Great Savannas; 
striatus. 


(Panama, South America, Pacific Islands, Eastern Hemisphere. ) 


LITTLE BLUE HERON Florida caerula (103) 


Description. 20-27”. Adult: slender blue gray heron with dark maroon 
head and neck, dark legs. Bill bright blue in breeding season, pied with 
dark tip rest of year. Juvenile: snowy white, bluish bill tipped black, dull 
greenish legs. Imm: varying amount of blue gray in feathers, often in 
patches. 

Distribution. Swampy areas, estuaries, mud flats and coastal rivers. 
Breeds in Botanic Gardens, Georgetown. Found along coast from Waini 
R. east to Courantyne; Buxton, Belfield, Abary Savannas; Bartica area, 
Beebe, AMNH;; caerulescens. 


(E United States south to Peru, Uruguay. Trinidad.) 


CATTLE EGRET Bubulcus ibis (--) 


Description. 18”. Short-necked white heron with cinnamon buff plumes 
on crown, back and breast in breeding plumage. Rather heavy yellow 
bill, legs dusky green (bright yellow in breeding season). Nods head as 
it follows cows and other animals. 

Distribution. This African species probably arrived on coast of British 
Guiana at beginning of this century, but first specimen for Western Hemi- 
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HERONS 


sphere was collected at Buxton, May 27, 1937 by Emmet R. Blake 
(CNHM). Second and third specimens also taken in British Guiana 
(1939, 1940, Demerara R., R. Hunter), were destroyed in 1945 fire. Sight 
observation in Georgetown area, March 1937, L. Griscom. 

Cleared and cultivated land, usually with cattle. Now abundant along 
coast from Mabaruma east, large heronries well up Abary R. (1965, 
DES) ; ibis. 


(Western Hemisphere from Newfoundland Canada south to N South 
America, Caribbean Islands, Trinidad. Warmer parts of Eastern Hemi- 
sphere. ) 


GREAT (COMMON) EGRET Casmerodius albus (101) 


Description. 35-40”. Of two large herons found here, this species has 
all-white plumage, yellow bill, black feet and legs. 

Distribution. Widespread in lowland pastures, savannas, along rivers, 
from coast (Georgetown Botanic Gardens, Conservancies), inland to 
Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Great Savannas; egretta. 


(N United States south to Straits of Magellan. Also Old World.) 


SNOWY EGRET Egretta thula (102) 


Description. 20-27”. Small, all white heron with slender black bill, black 
legs and golden yellow feet. Imm: greenish legs with yellowish stripe 
down back. Separate from juvenile Little Blue Heron by difference in bill. 
Distribution. Lowlands, mud flats, fields, along rivers from Waini. to 
Courantyne. Breeds in Georgetown Botanic Gardens; Buxton, Belfield, 
Abary Savannas. Only inland record Bartica (Beebe, 1917, AMNH) ; 
thula. 


(N United States south to Chile, Argentina, Bolivia, West Indies, 
Trinidad. ) 


TRICOLORED HERON  JZAydranassa tricolor (104) 


Description. 26”. Long black-tipped bill, and long neck on this slender’ 
and graceful heron. Generally dark color (bluish slate) with contrasting 
white belly and rump. 

Distribution. Coastal swamps, marshes and lower reaches of rivers. 
Waini R. east to Courantyne coast; Georgetown (breeds in Botanic 
Gardens), Belfield, Buxton, Abary Savannas, Bartica; tricolor. 


(S United States south to E Brazil, W Ecuador. West Indies, Trinidad. ) 
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HERONS 
CHESTNUT-BELLIED HERON <Agamia agami (105) 


Description. 28”. Fore part of crown black, crest and plumes on chest 
lavender gray. Throat white, neck chestnut and black, belly chestnut. 
Back and wings deep green. Bill yellow at base, black tipped, legs orange 
brown. Imm: Upperparts rust, brown, underparts mostly white. Larger, 
bill twice as long as Snowy Egret and Little Blue Heron; rather short 
legs. 

Distribution. Widespread, though uncommon, along coast from Koriabo 
to Abary R., and swamps inland: Bartica, Kamakusa. Takutu and Kama- 
rang R’s, Upper Takutu Mts., Berbice and Potaro R’s. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


BLACK-CROWNED NIGHT-HERON JNycticorar nycticorar (106) 


Description. 23-28”. Adult: crown and back greenish black, two round 
white breeding plumes on head; wings pale mauve gray, forehead, face, 
sides of neck and underparts whitish. Black bill is short and thick. Imm: 
Streaked grayish brown heron, with darker crown. 

Voice. Very low, flat “hwok” or hoarse “kwokk,” or “quock” (v.o.). 
Distribution. Coastal lowlands and lower reaches of rivers, inland to 
Mazaruni R. and Upper Takutu Mts. Breeds in Georgetown Botanic 
Gardens; hoactli. 


(North and South America, Europe, Asia.) 


YELLOW-CROWNED NIGHT-HERON J yctanassa violacea (107) 


Description. 23-28”. Adult: head black with conspicuous patch below 
eye, crown and crest white or yellowish. Body blue gray, feathers of wing 
coverts and plumes of mantle with black centers. Legs longer than preced- 
ing species, in flight feet extend well beyond tail. Imm: much like preced- 
ing but somewhat darker, more slaty brown and less streaked. 
Distribution. Coastlands from Waini R. to Courantyne, sugar cane fields, 
Buxton, Blairmont. Occasionally Botanic Gardens, Georgetown; cayen- 
NENSIS. 


(Southern and central United States south to Argentina and Bolivia.) 


RUFESCENT TIGER-HERON Tigrisoma lineatum (111) 


Description. 26”. Resembles night-heron in shape. Head, neck (except 
white mid-line) and chest chestnut, sometimes with black bars. Upperparts 
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greenish black with pale rufous vermiculation, abdomen ochre gray, flanks 
banded slaty and white. Imm: differs in having neck more or less barred 
black and buff, rufous cap with broader barring, abdomen somewhat 
banded dusky. Young: coarsely banded tawny and blackish above and on 
neck, abdomen buff with a few bars and spots. 

Voice. Call uttered at dawn and dusk said to resemble that of a jaguar. 
(Barrington-Brown, 1876.) 

Distribution. Along banks of forest rivers and creeks. Coastal rivers and 
savannas, Blairmont, Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Rupununi R., 
Merume and Acary Mts.; lineatum. 


(Honduras south through most of South America to Argentina. Trinidad.) 


ZIGZAG HERON  Zebrilus undulatus (113) 


Description. 12”. Upperparts blackish with wavy buff bands; underparts 
buffy with narrow black vermiculations, center abdomen white. Head and 
nape sometimes tinged maroon chestnut. Rufous phase: rufous and chest- 
nut bird, more coarsely banded, center abdomen white. 

Distribution. Along rivers: Abary, Berbice, Courantyne. 


(Venezuela, Colombia, the Guianas south to Matto Grosso, Brazil.) 


STRIPE-BACKED BITTERN I[xobrychus involucris (--) 


Description. 11”. A small gray buff bittern, stripe on crown and sides of 
breast black, back and mantle streaked black, warm rufous, and brown. 
Wings brown with a large central dusky patch; long rufous primary tips. 
Distribution. Known from Mon Repos (4, C. Rasool, 1939, CNHM) and 
two specimens labelled only “British Guiana”. (Birds from north of the 
Amazon represent a new race, now being described by E. R. Blake.) 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam, S Brazil to Patagonia. Trinidad.) 


LEAST BITTERN J-robrychus exilis (112) 


Description. 11”. Upperparts largely greenish black, with chestnut on 
hind neck and chestnut or buff wing patch. Underparts buffy. Female 
with brown back. 

Voice. A rapid, soft “coo-coo-coo” (y.o.). 

Distribution. Vegetation along coastal rivers, canals, Conservancies, Mon 
Repos, inland to Kamarang R. and Great Savannas; erythromelas. 


(Canada south to Paraguay. ) 
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BOAT-BILLED HERONS 
PINNATED BITTERN  Botaurus pinnatus (114) 


Description. 25”. Crown black, neck barred brown and buff. Upperparts 
brown, finely streaked, underparts buff streaked rufous brown. Stalks 
prey like northern bitterns, in flight wing beats swifter than night-herons. 
Distribution. Along coastal rivers (Bonasika, Abary, Berbice), marshes, 
rice and sugar cane fields, Buxton, Abary savannas, Annai. 


(Mexico and Nicaragua, south through northern Argentina. Trinidad.) 


BOAT-BILLED HERON (Cochleartidae) 


20+”. Differs from night-heron in extremely broad flat bill. Nocturnal, 
fresh-water lagoons and rivers, usually in forest. (1) 


BOAT-BILLED HERON Cochlearius cochlearius (108) 


Description. 19”. Black bill boat-shaped and as wide as head. Upperparts 
gull gray with black crown; long crest, upper back, flanks and underparts 
chestnut. Imm: brown back, underparts washed with cinnamon. 
Distribution. Solitary, nocturnal bird of dense swampy woods along rivers. 
Ituribisi, Bonasiki, Abary; inland to Bartica, Kamarang and Takutu R’s., 
Upper Takutu, Merume Mts., Rupununi R.; cochlearius. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Argentina, Peru. Trinidad. ) 


STORKS (Ciconiidae) 


38-52”. Neck, massive bill and legs long. Plumage mostly white (some 
species have black wings and tail). Usually found on grassy plains; fly 
with neck extended. (3) 


WOOD IBIS OR WOOD STORK Mycteria americana (97) 


Description. 38”. A white stork with bare dark head and neck and heavy, 
somewhat arched black bill. Tail and legs black. In flight the black- 
bordered wings are diagnostic; the species frequently soars high in flocks. 
Imm: duller, with paler head and neck. 

Distribution. Occasional along coast near Georgetown (Botanic Gardens, 
1949, Poonai), swampy areas along rivers (Ituribisi, Abary, Rupununi), 
Abary and Great Savannas. 


(United States, Mexico south to Peru and Argentina. Trinidad.) 
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IBIS 
MAGUARI STORK Eusenura galeata (98) 


Description. 39”, White with black wings and tail. The latter forked, 
with very long white under tail coverts. Bill straight and gray, legs orange 
red to red. 
Distribution. Swampy areas along rivers and lakes from Waini R., Con- 
servancies, Abary Savannas, inland (record from Bartica) to Great 
Savannas. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, south to Chile and Argentina. ) 


JABIRU Jabiru mycteria (99) 


Description. 52”. One of the largest flying birds. White with black wings, 
black head and neck, latter with 3” band of rose red at base. Massive 
arched bill and legs black. 

Distribution. Swampy areas along rivers and lakes from Waini (NWD), 
Conservancies, Cotinga R., Abary Savannas, inland. Recorded at Bartica 
by Beebe. Most common on Great Savannas. 


(Mexico south to Argentina and Bolivia.) 


IBIS (Threskiornithidae ) 


22-31”. Differ from herons and storks in slender, curved bills. Rather 
long neck, medium long legs. Varied plumage: pink, red, white, grayish 
brown, greenish black. Shores, marshes, savannas, river edges. Strong 
flight with neck outstretched. (6) 


BUFF-NECKED IBIS Theresticus caudatus (92) 


Description. 30”. Head, neck and breast buffy white. Crown and chest 
cinnamon to tawny buff, back olive gray, rump green, flight feathers and 
tail black. A large white patch on shoulders; abdomen rusty. Bill 
black, legs orange. There is an unusual color phase with head, neck and 
breast bright golden yellow. 

Voice. A low, goose-like clanging “ink-yonk.” 

Distribution. Scattered over Great Savannas. Beebe’s specimen recorded 
from Bartica, proved to be Mesembrinibis cayennensis. Smooker’s observa- 
tion from same area unlikely; caudatus. 


(South America to Argentina and Matto Grosso, Brazil.) 
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IBIS 
SHARP-TAILED IBIS Cercibis oxycerca (94) 


Description. 30”. Greenish black with purple gloss on back; lores and 
eye ring red. Tail long; legs, bill and bare skin of head red. 

Voice. “Tahrong” or “ak-awng-ahnk-onk” (NH) and “cuk-cuk-ca-cuk” 
(in flight, DES). 

Distribution. Ponds in Great Savannas, along Rupununi R., Annai. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas and adjacent Brazil.) 


GREEN IBIS “Curry-curry” Mesembrinibis cayennensis (93) 


Description. 23”. Oil green with coppery sheen on back, purplish tone on 
dusky underparts. Head dark gray, nape greenish, bill, feet and legs green. 
Voice. A gobbling “korrokorro” or “kullakulla’ (NH). In flight a 
strongly accented series ‘““wok-wok-wok-wok. .. .” (DES). 
Distribution. Swampy forest from coastlands (formerly Georgetown, 
Blairmont), coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Berbice, Kurupung, Abary), inland: 
Bartica, Mazaruni R’s., Essequibo R’s., above Potaro Mouth, Rockstone, 
Rupununi R. 


(Costa Rica, Panama, South America to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


BARE-FACED IBIS Phimosus infuscatus (93-part) 


Description. 19”. Upperparts glossy greenish black, neck greener. Primar- 
ies and underwing bluish green, underparts greenish brown. Bare skin of 
head deep carmine; bill long, curved, pale reddish brown color (Hellm. 
1k.) 

Distribution. This and preceding species were confused by Schomburgk 
and Chubb, who did not distinguish between them. Some records under 
Green Ibis may belong here. Schomburgk says “forest and savanna rivers” 
and mentions Demerara. Barrington Brown recorded it from Cuyuni R. 
(Beebe’s reference to Phimosus infuscatus on Aremu R. probably referred 
to preceding species, no specimen in Beebe collection, AMNH.) 


(Much of South America to Argentina and Brazil.) 


SCARLETIBIS Eudocimus ruber (95) 


Description. 22”. Scarlet, including face, bill and legs, except black-tipped 
outer primaries. Imm: dull grayish brown with white rump and under- 
parts, legs gray, bill pinkish. 

Distribution. Along coastal mud flats and mangroves (accidental in 
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Georgetown Botanic Gardens) and river mouths, most numerous at Waini 
R. (NWD) ; east to Plaisance, Mon Repos, Mahaica R. 


(Occasionally West Indies and Central America. Tropical South America. 
Trinidad. ) 


ROSEATE SPOONBILL Ajaja ajaja (96) 


Description. 25-32”. A long, flat, spoon-shaped bill; bare head and throat 
greenish yellow. Otherwise pink with crimson wing and tail coverts, tail 
buffy yellow. Imm: largely white, somewhat tinged pink. 

Distribution. Rivers and estuaries, from Waini mouth, Buxton, Cotinga, 
Abary, Takutu R’s., to savanna swamps and ponds in Great Savannas. 


(S United States, Mexico, Bahamas and Antilles, south to Argentina and 
Chile. Trinidad.) 


FLAMINGO (Phoenicopteridae) 


40-45”. Thick pink bill, sharply decurved. Very long neck and legs; 
plumage rose pink, black-tipped wings. Found in flocks, fly with out- 
stretched necks. Feed in shallow brackish water, bills inverted. (1) 


AMERICAN FLAMINGO Phoenicopterus ruber (116) 


Description. 40-48”. Hooked pink bill with black tip (“broken nose”), 
very long thin neck and legs. General color deep rose pink with bright 
scarlet patch on under wing, black wing tips. Imm: whitish, bill like adult, 
pink legs. Flamingos fly low, Scarlet Ibis usually high. 

Distribution. Mud flats and sand banks, or passing by offshore from 
Waini Mouth (where they once bred), east along coast; occasional at 
Georgetown, Buxton, Barima River, Marooka; ruber. 


(Bahamas, West Indies, Yucatan, locally through coastal N South 
America to Falkland and Galapagos Islands.) 


SCREAMERS (Anhimidae) 


35”. Goose-like bird with horny spike on front of small head, sharp spur 
on forewing, large feet. Loud, trumpeting call. Terrestrial and aquatic; 
marsh and grassland. (1) 
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HORNED SCREAMER Anhima cornuta (115) 


Description. 26”. Greenish black with white belly and under tail coverts. 
Crown and nape speckled white, a pale horn (2-3”) on forehead, spur on 
bend of wing, pale rufous wing coverts. Heavy legs and large feet. 
Voice. Loud, clanging low cry: “mo-hoo-ca, mo-hoo-ca” (hence Amer- 
indian name “Mahooka,” Beebe, 1903). 

Distribution. Rare or extirpated. Formerly marshy savannas, once abun- 
dant along Abary River. Latest report, one heard here by Beebe, April 
1909. 


(Tropical South America. Formerly Trinidad.) 


DUCKS, GEESE (Anatidae) 


14-30”. Broad, flat, rounded bill, webbed feet, very short to medium long 
legs, rather narrow and pointed wings. Plumage white to gray and 
brown, patterned. Aquatic, principally marshes and ponds. (10) 


BLACK-BELLIED TREE-DUCK Dendrocygna autumnalis (119) 


Description. 21”. Crown ruddy brown, head and neck gray; breast and 
back rich cinnamon. Wings black with a white band; abdomen, sides and 
tail black. Bill bright rose pink, legs paler. In flight black belly, white wing 
patches and long legs (showing beyond tail) are distinctive. 

Voice. A sibilant “wissy-cissy” (v.o.). 

Distribution. Marsh vegetation and ponds. Coastland, along rivers, Con- 
servancies, Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont, Courantyne coast inland to 
Great Savannas where common in ponds; discolor. 


(Texas south to Argentina and Brazil.) 


FULVOUS TREE-DUCK Dendrocygna bicolor (--) 


Description. 19”. Tawny brown head and underparts; back and shoulders 
barred black and buffy brown. Bill dark and legs blue gray. 

Voice. “Whis-whis.” 

Distribution. Lakes and marsh ponds. One specimen, Belfield (CNHM) ; 
sight observation, flock of 9 on Georgetown foreshore 1951. (V. Graham, 
Timehri 39, 1960.) 


(S United States south to Brazil and Argentina. Eastern Hemisphere.) 
D7: 


DUCKS, GEESE 
WHITE-FACED TREE-DUCK Dendrocygna viduata (118) 


Description. 17”. Head white in front, black behind, black band across 
white throat. Mantle and upper breast chestnut; lower breast, belly and 
lower back black. Sides barred black and white. Bill gray with pale bands. 
Voice. A thin, high double whistle: “wiss-siss,” repeated many times. 
Distribution. Widespread, from coast. Conservancies to Abary R. Inland: 
Great Savannas, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai. 


(Costa Rica to tropical South America. Trinidad.) 


ORINOCO GOOSE WNeochen jubatus (120) 


Description. 24-30”. Head, neck and breast cream white, brown crest 
and “mane.” Mantle dark chestnut, wings darker with white speculum; 
rump and tail green, belly chestnut. Bill with black upper, red lower man- 
dible. Legs reddish. Observer noted that wings make a loud rattling sound 
on take-off. 

Distribution. Frequents wooded rivers and marshes. Recorded from sand 
beaches of Takutu River by Schomburgk and Barrington-Brown; speci- 
men from there 10 March, 1948 RSS (BGM). 


(South America to Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


WHITE-CHEEKED PINTAIL Anas bahamensis (122) 


Description. 17”. A mottled cinnamon brown duck with white cheeks and 
throat, dark cap and orange red bill. Wings with buff bordered green 
speculum. Female: smaller and darker. 

Distribution. Sand and mud banks along estuaries of coastal rivers as 
reported by Schomburgk; two specimens, Abary R. (McConnell, BM), 
one labelled only “Br. Guiana” ; bahamensis. 


(Islands in the Caribbean. Trinidad. The Antilles. South America to 
Chile and Argentina.) 


BLUE-WINGED TEAL Anas discors (123) 


Description. 15144”. A dull brown marsh duck, white crescent in front of 
eye and pale blue patch on forepart of wing. Female: mottled brown, with- 
out white crescent on face. 

Distribution. Lakes and ponds. Migrant from North America, found 
along coast (flooded fields near Georgetown), abundant along Berbice 
coast until 1920’s: Abary and Cotinga R’s; pools in Great Savannas. Re- 
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cent specimens 22 February, 1949, Abary R., RSS, and Ogle, 10 March: 
1963, M. Tamascar (BGM) ; discors. 


(Winters in West Indies, Central America, south to Ecuador and Peru.) 


BRAZILIAN DUCK (TEAL) 
“Rop-pong” Amazonetta brasiliensis (121) 


Description. 15”. Head, lower back and rump black. Cheeks fawn colored, 
upperparts gray brown, blue green to dark green wings with white 
speculum. Breast rusty, belly gray. Bill and legs rose red. 

Voice. As its local name: “rop-pong.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Savanna bogs and ponds, also coast between Berbice and 
Courantyne R’s., Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Great Savannas. 


(South America in Orinoco, Amazon and Paraguay river drainage.) 


COMB DUCK  Sarkidiornis melanotos (117a, Vol. II, addenda) 


Description. 23-30”. From above this large duck looks white in front and 
black behind. Crown black, neck, upper back and underparts white 
spotted black. Wings, mantle and tail black, glossed iridescent green and 
purple. Male distinguished by bony black comb on dark bill. 
Distribution. Pair shot on EC Demerara R., November 1918 by W. 
Mearns from flocks of 25 or more (Penard, 1919). Head of male given 
to BGM, lost in 1945 fire; sylvicola. 


MUSCOVY DUCK Carina moschata (117) 


Description. 23-35”. A very large black gooselike duck with conspicuous 
white wing patches. Male has bare red skin and caruncles on face, female 
much smaller and lacks this feature. 

Distribution. Forest streams and ponds. Widespread from coastlands: 
Mora Passage, Lamaha Conservancy, coastal rivers to Bartica, Great 
Savannas and Acary Mts. 


(Mexico south to Peru and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


MASKED DUCK Ovxyura dominica (124) 


Description. 14”. Male: a small reddish brown duck with black face, 
large white wing patch, and long tail which it erects like a fan. Female: 
grayish brown with two black stripes on white cheeks, white wing patch. 
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AMERICAN VULTURES 


Distribution. Hides in dense pond vegetation. Specimens: Kamuni R. 
south of Georgetown (McConnell Coll, BM), two labelled only “Br. 
Guiana” (CNHM), 3 Ogle, ECD (Tamascar, 1963, BGM). Not uncom- 
mon (1965) along Mahaicony R. 


(Mexico, West Indies, South America to Chile and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


AMERICAN VULTURES (Cathartidae) 


22-32”. Head bare, with black, red, yellow, blue skin. Short neck, long, 
broad wings, tail short to medium. Plumage brownish black (one mainly 
whitish). Solitary or gregarious; soaring flight. Forest, savannas, 
mountains, cities. (5) 


KING VULTURE Sarcoramphus papa (130) 


Description. 30”, wing span 6+ feet. Head bare with orange, red and blue 
skin; a fleshy knob at base of bill. Upperparts black with yellow patch on 
back and hind wings, underparts white. Imm: sooty brown, fore edge of 
wings white, trailing edge black; underparts usually whitish. 
Distribution. Both open and forested country. Widespread inland, occa- 
sionally near coast; Georgetown, Atkinson. Berbice, Mazaruni, Siparuni, 
Barima R’s., Great Savannas, Acary Mts. 


(Mexico south to Argentina and S Brazil.) 


BLACK VULTURE Coragyps atratus (131) 


Description. 24”. Short-tailed black hawk with white patches near wing 
tips, bare blackish head and neck. Flight distinctive, heavy, with several 
quick flaps and short glide. 

Distribution. Abundant in coastal lowlands, often in large, soaring flocks ; 
Georgetown, villages, rivers, plains. Inland at Bartica and Great Savan- 
nas; brasiliensis. 


(S United States south to Argentina and S Brazil. Trinidad.) 


TURKEY VULTURE Cathartes aura (132) 


Description. 26-32”. All black. Tail long and slim, wings narrower and 
longer than preceding; flight feathers paler underneath. Adults have bare 
red head; immatures dull black, lightly down covered, without caruncles 
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on neck. Wings held in a V shape as it tilts from side to side, soaring. 
Usually found singly, not in large flocks. 
Distribution. Generally distributed throughout the country; ruficollis. 


(Canada to tip of South America, Falkland Islands, West Indies. 
Trinidad. ) 


LESSER YELLOW-HEADED VULTURE 
Cathartes burrovianus (132 in part) 


Description. 23-26”. Adults: bare skin of head and upper neck yellow 
and orange, with blue markings. Numerous caruncles on bare skin of neck 
at base; hindneck feathered. Back and wings with many feathers tipped 
and edged dull grayish brown, under surface more brownish black. In 
flight shows white in wing similar to Black Vulture, silvery under like 
Turkey Vulture. Smaller bird than preceding, tail only 240mm _ long, 
central rectrices less than 52 mm wide. 

Distribution. Status in BG not definite. Elsewhere reported to favor damp 
or open grassland. Recorded along coast (two specimens, Abary R. and 
Georgetown; sight observation Garden of Eden DES). Yellow-headed 
Vultures (sp.?) are more common inland in Great Savannas to Nappi in 
the Kanukus. Some may be migrants from southern South America; 
urubitinga. 


(E Mexico through Central and South America to Paraguay, Uruguay 
and N Argentina.) 


GREATER YELLOW-HEADED VULTURE 
Cathartes melambrotus (--) 


Description. 28-32”. Caruncles and head color as in preceding, but de- 
cidedly larger (tail 250-280 mm, central rectrices 59-70 mm wide), plumage 
deep black throughout, with prominent greenish or bluish reflections. 
Distribution. Specimens from Kartabo, Rockstone, and Kamakusa are 
assigned by Wetmore to this sp. nov. 


(SE Colombia, Venezuela, to E Peru and Central Brazil.) 


EAGLES, HAWKS (Accipitridae) 


8-37”. Bill short, strongly hooked. Short neck, large wings, tail medium 
long. Plumage grays and browns, streaked and barred. Females larger. 
Solitary, diurnal, frequently soar. Capture animal food with clawed 
feet. (30) 
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WHITE-TAILED KITE Elanus leucurus (170) 


Description. 16”. Falcon-shaped, ash gray, with black patches on wing 
coverts, buffy primaries, white unforked tail, and white underparts. Imm: 
brownish with gray tail and rufous on breast. 

Distribution. Widespread though uncommon. Recorded from Lamaha, 
Blairmont, Abary R. to Great Savannas, including Karanambo (2 sight 
observations, DES). Possibly migrant as well as breeding bird; lJewcurus. 


(S United States, N Nicaragua south to Argentina, Chile. Trinidad.) 


PEARL KITE Gamsonyx swainsoni (171) 


Description. 9”. Front of head yellow buff, russet and white bands across 
nape; upperparts slate gray, some white on primaries and secondaries, 
black tail. Underparts mostly white, thighs rufous. Hovers like kestrel. 
Voice. High-pitched, plaintive “heeeee,” suggesting Killdeer call. 
Distribution. Widespread: open areas, gardens, parkland, Georgetown 
(perches on telegraph wires), also mangroves, Buxton. Inland to Upper 
Takutu and Merume Mts., Great Savannas; Jeonae. 


(Nicaragua, South America to Argentina, Brazil, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


SWALLOW-TAILED KITE Elanoides forficatus (166) 


Description. 20-24”. Head, neck, rump and entire underparts white, con- 
trasting with bronzy black back and tail. Latter very long and deeply 
forked. 

Voice. Mewing slurred “EEE-a-ow,” medium high. 

Distribution. Swampy and riverine forests. Found from Atkinson Field, 
Waini R., Mabaruma, Demerara, and Aremu R’s. to Bartica, Wineperu, 
Mazaruni and Kamarang R’s.; yetapa. 


(S United States, south to Bolivia and Argentina. Greater Antilles. 
Trinidad. ) 


GRAY-HEADED KITE Leptodon cayanensis (169) 


Description. 19”. Gray head, upperparts dark slate gray, broad wings 
and tail black (latter with 2-3 white bands). Underparts white except 
underwings which are banded black and white. Often soars. 

Voice. Call: a loud, mewing “ee-aow-uu.” (DES) 

Distribution. Forest and edges (Atkinson) from Mabaruma, Bonasika 
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R., Wineperu (unc. Rff), Coverden, to Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts., 
Nappi. 


(Mexico, south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


HOOK-BILLED KITE Chondrohierax uncinatus (168) 


Description. 16”. Bill heavy and hooked. Wings rather long and narrow, 
fairly long tail. Male: head slate gray, wings darker, back dark plumbeous. 
Upper tail coverts dirty white, tail black with two (to several) white 
bands. Underparts variable, uniform gray or narrowly to heavily barred 
with white or rufous. Female: dark gray above, with rufous collar, under- 
parts barred chestnut. There is also a dark phase, all black with one white 
bar on tail. Often soars; Schomburgk mentions buoyant flight over 
savannas. 

Distribution. Swampy forest. According to Quelch does not occur on 
coast, being found in low bush and along edge of forest creeks. Specimens : 
Demerara R. (BM), Kamakusa (Whitely), unspecified (BM) ; uncinatus. 


(Mexico, south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. The Antilles. Trinidad.) 


RUFOUS-THIGHED HAWK JHarpagus diodon (--) 


Description. 12”. Upperparts including crown blackish brown, back with 
white spotting. Wings brown, tail blackish with three white bars. Throat 
buff, underparts gray, under tail coverts white. Thighs and under wing 
coverts bright chestnut, flight feathers barred dark and white below. Much 
individual variation. Imm: differs in having underparts streaked with 
chestnut and tailed barred dark buff and brown. Bill like following species. 
Distribution. Known from one record. Gurney, “British Guiana,” given to 
Castle Museum, Norwich, England, in 1880; Gurney’s coll. to BM, June 
1954. 


(Guianas, Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay. ) 


DOUBLE-TOOTHED KITE dHarpagus bidentatus (172) 


Description. 13”. Bill double-toothed. Male: upperparts and face slate 
gray, back dark brown. Wings blackish, tail dusky narrowly barred white. 
Throat white with dark central streak, rest of underparts rufous, barred 
black and white. Female: underparts extensively russet, more or less 
barred white. Dusky median stripe on white throat is diagnostic in all 
plumages. Imm: dusky brown above, white streaked brownish below. 
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Distribution. Widespread in forests. Coastal rivers inland to Bartica, 
Mazaruni R., Upper Takutu Mts., Kamakabra, Acary Mts.; bidentatus. 


(Mexico, south to Bolivia, Brazil, Peru. Trinidad.) 


PLUMBEOUS KITE Ictinea plumbea_ (173) 


Description. 14”. Head and underparts bluish gray, darkening on hind- 
neck and back. Wings and tail black, wings with conspicuous rufous patch 
on primaries, tail with two white bars visible from below, appearing from 
above as broken bars. Wings very long, narrow and pointed, extending 
2-3” beyond tail when perched. Juv: head, hindneck and underparts white 
or pale buffy, boldly streaked slate black. Upperparts as adult, but feathers 
minutely edged white, no rufous on wings. Imm: differs from adult in little 
or no rufous in wings. Wings do not appear pointed in soaring. 

Voice. Call: a high, thin “saw-sit.” 

Distribution. Cultivated coastland, manicole swamp, medium to heavy 
forest. Widespread from Mabaruma, Georgetown, Atkinson, Blairmont, 
coastal rivers, Garden of Eden, inland to Bartica, Wineperu, Mazaruni R., 
Koriabo and the Kanukus. 


(Mexico south to Argentina, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


SNAIL (EVERGLADE) KITE Rostrhamus sociabilis (167) 


Description. 16”. Bill slender, black, strongly hooked. Black with white 
base to tail; skin of face, orbital region and legs bright orange to red. 
Female: brown, striped below; immature streaked above and below; tail 
as in male. Flies low and steadily over ponds and marshes. 

Voice. Ratchety, goat-like “ek-ek-ek-ek-ek-ek-ek . . .” (NH). Shrill, 
rapid bleating “tee-tee-tee-tee .. .” (DES). 

Distribution. Cultivated marshy coastland and along rivers. Georgetown 
(Endmore, 35 together, DES), Buxton, Blairmont, New Amsterdam and 
coastal rivers. Only inland reports: Bartica, Beebe, Wineperu, Rff; 
sociabilis. 


(Florida sparingly in Central America, South America to Argentina and 
Peru.) 


BICOLORED HAWK <Accipiter bicolor (145) 


Description. 15”. A small forest hawk, dark gray above, pearl gray below, 
with rufous thighs. Wings brown barred white, tail with 3-4 indistinct bars. 
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Bill and orbital skin black, legs yellow to red. Imm: sooty brown with 
rufous freckling and conspicuous pale nuchal collar; tawny below. 
Distribution. Forest along coastal rivers and inland. Ituribisi, Mazaruni, 
Supenaam R’s., Bartica, Roraima area, Acary Mts.; bicolor. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia, Chile. ) 


TINY HAWK <Aecipiter superciliosus (144) 


Description. 8-11”. Upperparts and tail dusky gray, latter with four black 
bands. Upper throat white, underparts white narrowly barred deep brown- 
ish gray, bars broader on sides and flanks. Imm: brown phase, very dark 
above, rectrices with 6-7 broad black bars, underparts pale buff, barred 
buffy brown. Rufous phase: much bright hazel on upperparts including 
tail. Underparts pale cinnamon barred chestnut. 

Distribution. Wooded areas along rivers: Supenaam, Demerara, Abary, 
Arawai, Kamarang, Mazaruni; Bartica, Wineperu; Rupununi and Takutu 
R’s.; superciliosus. 


(Costa Rica south to Brazil, Paraguay, Peru, Argentina.) 


GRAY-BELLIED HAWK Accipiter poliogaster (143) 


Description. 17-20”. Adult: head and bill blackish, upperparts slate gray, 
with white spots on nape; tail black with three indistinct gray bars. Under- 
parts pale gray with fine dark streaks. Imm: (formerly considered distinct 
species A. pectoralis) crested; in pattern resembles Ornate Hawk-Eagle 
but smaller. 

Distribution. A rare hawk, spottily distributed. Two specimens: one from 
Essequibo R. (McConnell Coll. 1900), and immature (“A. pectoralis’’), 
collected by Quelch and McConnell, both BM. 


(Scattered records from Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Bolivia, Paraguay, 
Argentina. ) 


SAVANNA HAWK Heterospizias meridionalis (146) 


Description. 22”. Male: heavy, cinnamon rufous hawk with dark vermic- 
ulations ; wings with black-tipped feathers, tail black with broad white bar 
and tip. Female duller and browner, with same rufous primaries; paler 
and streaked below, tail with three white bars. Imm: generally brown, 
with rufous primaries and secondaries; tail mottled brown and white, 
brown bar near tip. 

Voice. High, slurred “kreeeoo.” 
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Distribution. Open country. Flies little and low, perches on palms and 
shrubs, or on ground. Cultivated coastland (Georgetown, Conservancies, 
Buxton) boggy savannas and ité swamp (Abary Savannas), inland to 
Upper Takutu Mts. 


(Panama south to Bolivia and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


WHITE-TAILED HAWK Buteo albicaudatus (147, 149, 150) 


Description. 18-24”. Upperparts gray, wing black with faint bars, rufous 
patch on wing coverts; rump and tail white (sometimes grayish), faintly 
barred, with black subterminal band. Underparts white (rarely gray), 
axillars and flanks finely barred. Imm: mainly black with silvery white 
tail and trace of black band. “B. hypospodius” is a rare black phase, with 
white rump and tail, latter crossed near tip by a 214” black band. Flies 
low, often hovers with beating wings. 

Voice. Monotonous “tay-hay-tay-hay-tay-hay” or “tee-heh-heh-heh-heh.” 
Distribution. Fairly open areas, forest fringes, coconut plantations and 
pastures on coastal plain. Georgetown, Atkinson, Buxton, Abary Savan- 
nas; inland Quonga, Merume Mts.; colonus. 


(SW United States to Peru, Chile, Argentina. Trinidad. Dutch W.1.) 


ZONE-TAILED HAWK Buteo albonotatus (148) 


Description. 18-21”. Long wings and tail for a buteo. Black, two-toned 
effect on underwings like Turkey Vulture. Tail with three light bars, 
lowest more prominent, and white-tipped. Bill black, yellow at base; legs 
bright yellow. Imm: browner, underparts spotted white, dark tail with 
numerous narrow bands. 

Distribution. Type specimen taken in dense virgin forest on Upper Pome- 
roon R. by Schomburgk (Berlin M). Merume Mts., Quonga (Whitely, 
BM) ; abbreviatus. 


(S United States, Nicaragua and scattered records south to Paraguay and 
Bolivia.) 


LARGE-BILLED HAWK Buteo magnirostris (153) 


Description. 13-16”. Warm gray brown, breast plain, rest of underparts 
barred rufous and buff; tail with narrow dark bars on gray. In flight a 
noticeable rufous tawny patch on primaries. Base of bill and feet orange © 
yellow. Imm: crown and hindneck streaked; throat and breast heavily 
streaked brown, triangular spots forming bars on belly and flanks. 
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Distribution. Cultivated coastland and courida, residential areas (George- 
town), woodland, forest borders and open land, rivers and mountains. 
Found throughout, from coast and Atkinson, inland along most rivers, to 
Paruima M, Merume Mts., Quonga; magmirostris. 


(Mexico, Central America south to S Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia.) 


SHORT-TAILED HAWK Butco brachyurus (151) 


Description. 15”. Broad-winged, chunky, notably short-tailed little buteo. 
. Upperparts dusky, crown and sides of head black, forehead and underparts 
including wing linings and most of flight feathers pure white. Tail white 
below, darker at tip, with inconspicuous dusky bars. Dark phase is all 
blackish except white on forehead and underwings, which are barred 
dusky. : 
Distribution. “Bushy margins of rivers and creeks,’’ Quelch, who records 
it without locality, and “not . . . commonly on the coast, . . . distributed 
... in the interior.” Sight observations, Atkinson, Mar. 17, 1963 and Wine- 
peru, Mar. 21, 1963, DES; brachyurus. 


(Florida, Mexico and Central America to S Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


GRAY HAWK Buteo nitidus (152) 


Description. 16”. Upperparts gray, underparts narrowly barred gray and 
white. Tail black with two wide white bars. Imm: brownish above, whitish 
below with dusky streaks and narrowly barred tail. 

Distribution. Moderate forest and edges, semi-cultivated and residential 
areas. Coastlands: Georgetown, Atkinson, Buxton; along rivers inland to 
Bartica, Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Upper Takutu Mts. ; nitidus. 


(SW United States south to Bolivia and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


WHITE HAWK 1 Leucopfternis albicollis (158) 


Description. 20”. Adult: heavy, broad-winged white hawk, with black 
flight quills; tail with one sub-terminal black band. Imm: upperparts 
largely white but more black; wings blackish, spotted white. 
Distribution. Both light and heavy forest and edges. Widespread from 
Atkinson, coast from Pomeroon to Abary, and inland to Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Paruima M, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; albicollis. 


(S Mexico south to Peru and Matto Grosso, Brazil.) 
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BLACK-FACED HAWK Leucopternis melanops (159) 


Description. 15”. Similar to immature of preceding, but much smaller, 
with tail mainly black. Head and mantle white, streaked and blotched 
black ; back and wings black, finely barred white, underparts white. Upper 
tail coverts and tail black, with white band and tip. Black superciliary and 
spot behind eye. 
Distribution. Cleared lands, forest openings, dense mangrove, thickets ; 
from Bartica, Rockstone, Ituribisi, Potaro and Kamarang R’s. to Upper 
Takutu Mts.; sight observation Karanambo (DES, Feb. 27, 1964). 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil, W Ecuador.) 


GREAT BLACK HAWK 1Buteogallus urubitinga (156) 


Description. 25”. Mainly black, with white rump and upper tail coverts; 
tail with narrow and broad white bands and tip; underwings barred gray, 
tibia barred white. Imm: dark brown above, rufous brown wing coverts, 
underparts cream, barred and streaked; tail with narrow, irregular light 
and dark bands. Large sluggish hawk, bill blacker than in following 
species. 

Voice. Plaintive “eeeeeeeeee” or “weeeeeceeeer.” 

Distribution. Tropical wetlands: marshes, wet savannas, rivers and 
estuaries, tidal creeks. Widespread from Waini R. east along coast, 
Georgetown, Buxton, plantations; inland Bartica, Rockstone, Great Falls 
D, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; urubitinga. 


(Mexico south to Chile and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


COMMON BLACK HAWK  Buteogallus anthracinus (157) 


Description. 21”. A broad-winged, short-tailed hawk, black except broad 
white band across mid-tail, and small light “mirrors” at base of primaries. 
Lores, cere, base of black bill, legs and feet orange. Imm: upperparts 
brownish black, streaked and flecked rufous buff, white underparts and 
thighs streaked and barred black. Tail with many narrow irregular black 
and white bands. 

Distribution. Mangroves and forest. Rare. Two specimens (Waini R., 
Schomburgk, Georgetown, CNHM). Two sight observations, Bartica, 
Smooker, are probably preceding species; anthracinus. 


(SW United States to Ecuador and Peru. Trinidad.) 


RUFOUS CRAB-HAWK Buteogallus aequinoctialis (155) 


Description. 18”. Short-tailed, looks black when perched. Mainly dark 
brown with rufous edgings on back, scapulars and wings. Outer primaries 
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black, inner primaries and secondaries rufous. Tail black with white tip 
and incomplete band of smoky white. Head and neck black, underparts 
rufous narrowly barred brown. Imm: brown with tawny wing patches. 
Pale superciliary and dark eye stripe; underparts buff. 

Distribution. Coastland (feeds on fish and crabs on mud flats), coastal 
rivers, swampy forests, mangroves, savannas. Georgetown, Charity, Bux- 
ton, Blairmont, Vreedenhoop and Ogle; Ituribisi and Abary R’s. 


(Coasts of Guianas to Parana, Brazil.) 


BLACK-COLLARED HAWK Butsarellus nigricollis (154) 


Description. 19”. Cream-headed, upperparts largely rufous, trailing edge 
of wing and tail bordered black. Underparts cream yellow, large black 
patch on the upper chest. Heavy, broad-winged, short-tailed hawk. 

Voice. A rather long screech: “sh-tch-eeeee.” 

Distribution. Swampy areas from coast (mud flats for crabs and shrimp), 
Georgetown, Conservancies, coconut and rice plantations, manicole swamp, 
along rivers; Charity, Buxton, Belfield, Blairmont, Abary Savannas; in- 
land to Great Savannas, where common near ponds; nigricollts. 


(Mexico to Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


CRESTED EAGLE Morphnus guianensis (160) 


Description. 33”. Large, crested eagle with two or more color phases. 
Light phase: dark brown head, brownish black upperparts, pale-edged 
wing coverts. Tail banded dark brown and white. Neck and chest pale to 
blackish brown, rest of underparts white, but flight feathers heavily banded 
dark. Imm: head paler, underparts less strongly barred, tail with narrow 
bars. Dark phase (formerly considered a species, M. taemiatus) : crown 
darker, back blackish as is tail, which has several inch-wide pale bands, not 
conspicuous from above but noticeable below. Underparts very dark, banded, 
wings conspicuously banded black and white. There is also a blackish color 
phase. In flight overhead shows broad, flat eagle-like wings, conspicuously 
barred, crest flattened and invisible. 

Distribution. Heavy forest. A rare eagle found perhaps more often in 
British Guiana than elsewhere. Specimens from Mazaruni R. (McCon- 
nell) Bartica (Whitely, BM), Hoorie Creek (Beebe), Tuarutu and 
Kanuku Mts. (Schomburgk). Two dark phase birds over forest adjacent 
to Atkinson during long drought, March 9, 1964 (DES). 


(Honduras south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 
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HARPY EAGLE Harpia harpyja (161) 


Description. 36”. Large two-parted crest and ruff of dark gray. Upper- 
parts blackish and mottled, flight feathers with noticeable light bands, tail 
black with four gray bars. Throat and neck ash gray, chest darker, belly 
white, thighs barred. Imm: paler, crest feathers dark tipped, head a 
belly white, chest paler gray than adult. 

Voice. (In captivity) Harsh “kaike.” Juvenile: frequent, high-pitched 
screams ‘“‘whee-e-e-e-e, whee-e-e-e.”” (Fowler and Cope, Auk, 81, 3:260.) 
Distribution. Forest and clearings. Throughout in small numbers from 
Georgetown (a bird seen by many at Boerasirie, fide NH), Demerara, 
Purini, Berbice, and Mazaruni R’s., Kanuku and Acary Mts. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Paraguay and Argentina.) 


BLACK-AND-WHITE HAWK-EAGLE 
Spizastur melanoleucus (162) 


Description. 23”. A large, heavy bird with short white crest tipped black, 
white head, neck and underparts. Mantle black, including area around 
eyes and patch on hindcrown. Wings brownish, primaries somewhat 
barred, tail evenly barred black and gray. Imm: browner on back and 
wings. This, and following hawk-eagles have broadish wings, long round- 
tipped tails and feathered tarsi. 

Distribution. Heavy lowland forest, rare. Rupununi R. (Whitely). Bar- 
tica (Beebe). Sight observations between Bartica and Wineperu, April 
1960 and March 1963 (DES). 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Paraguay, Argentina. ) 


ORNATE HAWK-EAGLE  Spbizaetus ornatus (163) 


Description. 24”. Top of head and long crest black, otherwise mainly 
deep brown or black above, rump narrowly barred white, long tail evenly 
barred black and grayish tan. Underparts: white throat bordered black, 
hindneck and sides of breast cinnamon rufous; flanks, belly and legs barred 
black and white. Imm: resembles adult of preceding species but has much 
longer crest, barred flanks and thighs. 

Distribution. Seldom recorded. Berbice R. (McConnell, BM), Bartica 
(Whitely, BM and Beebe, AMNH), Tumatumari (23 July 1913, Miller & 
Igleseder, AMNH), Kanuku Mts. (1960, Fowler-Cope-Singh Exp., 
BGM) ; ornatus. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Paraguay, Argentina. Trinidad.) 
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BLACK HAWK-EAGLE Spbizaetus tyrannus (164) 


Description. 27”. Almost solid black. Crest white at base, four white to 
gray bars on tail, white barring on wing linings and thighs. Imm: sooty 
brown above; sides of face, throat and breast white. Breast and belly 
usually streaked black, thighs barred white, tail with light bands. 

Distribution. Recorded only: Mazaruni R. (McConnell, BM), Bartica 
(Beebe) and sight observation there (Smooker, 11-20 Feb. 1947), 
Pacaraima Mts. (1960, RSS, BGM), Rupununi (H. Melville, 1963) ; 


SETUS. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Peru, Argentina.) 


LONG-WINGED HARRIER Circus brasiliensis (137) 


Description. 18-24”. Male: black above, tail with six gray bars. Forehead, 
superciliary, and underparts white, underwing barred. Female: brown 
upperparts, underparts brown streaked buffy, ash gray tail with four black 
bars. Long wings and tail noticeable as it courses low over marshy areas. 
Distribution. Coastlands: rice and cane fields. Ogle, Buxton, Abary 
Savannas, river estuaries. 


(W South America to Brazil, Paraguay, Argentina. Falkland Islands.) 


CRANE HAWKE Geranospiza caerulescens (142) 


Description. 18”. Blue gray, primaries spotted white near base and black 
tipped, tail boldly marked with three black and two white bars. Under- 
wings barred white. Very long legs; cere and iris red. Imm: similar but 
brownish. 

Distribution. Marshes and along rivers. Coastland: coffee plantations and 
wooded creeks, Buxton (CNHM). Inland: Bartica, Takutu Mts. (Mc- 
Connell, BM), Rupununi R. (Whitely, BM) ; caerulescens. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


OSPREY (Pandionidae) 


Large hawk, long narrow wings with black wrist marks. Blackish 
above, white head and underparts. Soars, hovers, plunges feet first for 
fish (principal food) ; always near water except in migration. (1) 


OSPREY Pandion haliaetus (178) 


Description. 21-24”. Blackish above; head, neck and underparts white. 
Black patch on cheeks and narrow dark bars on under side of tail. Flies 
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with crook in wings; easily identified by six foot wing spread, and contrast 
of black above, white below. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Immatures seen in all 
months. Coastland (Conservancies) and coastal rivers: Barima, Abary, 
Waini; carolinensis. 


(Winters south to Chile and Argentina. ) 


FALCONS, CARACARAS (Falconidae) 


9-24”. Rather large heads, cere and orbital skin brightly colored. Nar- 
row, pointed wings, medium long tail. Swift flyers with rapid wing 
beats, seldom soar. (13) 


LAUGHING FALCON  Herpetotheres cachinnans (165) 


Description. 18-22”. Crown, hindneck and underparts buffy or cream 
white, conspicuous black mask and collar. Upperparts deep brown; tail 
rounded, black with white bands. A slow-moving forest hawk which seldom 
soars, but does hover. 

Voice. English name from its call, a series: “aank, aank-ank-aank-ank”’ 
or a single crow like “aaakh.” In flight a macaw-like “wahk-wawt.” 
Distribution. Wet woodlands and savannas. Widespread from coast 
(Georgetown, Garden of Eden, Boeraserie, Atkinson, Hyde Park, Bux- 
ton), along rivers inland to savannas, Upper Takutu Mts.; cachinnans. 


(S Mexico south to Peru, Brazil, Argentina. ) 


COLLARED FOREST-FALCON Micrastur semitorquatus (138) 


Description. 19-24”. Upperparts black, white to buff collar on hindneck, 
wings with white bars. Tail long and rounded at tip, barred black and 
white. Underparts white to deep buff, wing linings faintly barred. There 
is a dark phase, with blackish underparts. 

Distribution. Tropical forest, usually in low growth. Seldom recorded 
here, especially rare on coast. According to Quelch (Timehri, 2, VI) 
frequents wooded areas along creeks and rivers. Specimens from Bartica 
(McConnell Coll., BM) and Beebe; semitorquatus. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 
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SLATY-BACKED FOREST-FALCON Micrastur mirandollei (139) 


Description. 15”. Slate gray above, head darker; white bars on wings. 
Tail black with three gray bars and white tip; underparts buffy to white, 
extending as partial collar on sides of head. 

Distribution. Apparently absent from coastal woods, but found in forest 
along rivers: Ituribisi, Arawai, Kamarang, Rupununi, Itabu Creek, 
Acary Mts., and Bartica (Beebe) ; mirandollet. 


(Costa Rica and Panama south to Brazil and Peru.) 


LINED FOREST-FALCON Micrastur gilvicolis (140, 141) 


Description. 13”. Upperparts slate gray, wings brownish, tail short, gray 
brown with three narrow white bars. Underparts white, narrowly barred 
with wavy black lines. Imm: head darker, yellow buff below, more heavily 
barred. 

Distribution. Forests in undergrowth. Formerly Georgetown. Widespread 
from Ituribisi, Supenaam, Berbice, Abary R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Potaro 
L to Acary Mts.; gilvicollis. 


(W Ecuador to Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 


BLACK CARACARA Doaptrius ater (134) 


Description. 18”. All black except wide white band at base of long tail. 
Bare skin of face, bill and legs orange yellow to red. Imm: throat, belly, 
and basal half of tail buffy, latter with black bars. 

Voice. Shrill call, similar to next species “eh-eh-eh-eh .. .’ (NH). High 
squealing ‘‘kee-eee-ee-eee”’ (DES). 

Distribution. In forest and clearing, along rivers and creeks. Widespread 
but not common, from Mabaruma, Supenaam and Kako R’s., to Bartica, 
Kamakabra, Rockstone, Annai, Rupununi R., Kanuku Mts. 


(South America to Brazil, Peru and Bolivia.) 


RED-THROATED CARACARA Doaptrius americanus (135) 


Description. 20”. Glossy black hawk with white belly, thighs and under- 
tail coverts. Bare skin around eyes and throat scarlet, as are legs. Flight 
rather slow. 

Voice. Loud ‘ka-ka-ka-ka-kaow” or ‘“AH-ow-ah-ow-ah-oh” (Rff) and a 
squeal “ke-e-e-e-e-e-e.” (DES) 

Distribution. Sometimes in noisy bands. More common in interior forests, 
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but several records Atkinson and Hyde Park. Widespread, coastal rivers: 
Ituribisi, Demerara, Mabaruma, Bartica, Kamarang and Kako R’s.; 
americanus, 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Peru, Ecuador.) 


YELLOW-HEADED CARACARA Milvago chimachima (136) 


Description. 16”. Head, neck and entire underparts creamy yellow to buff. 
Upperparts brown, primaries with light bands at base of dark wings. Tail 
buffy white with narrow dark bars. Imm: more yellow buff below, ab- 
domen barred dark. In flight (from above) whitish head, spots on prima- 
ries and tail make four noticeable light areas. 

Voice. Harsh scream “shreeeeeeee.” (NH) High “see-ee-uu” (DES). 
Distribution. Open areas, cleared iand and pastures especially in coastal 
belt, also inland and mountains. Often feeds on ground. Widespread and 
abundant from Georgetown along coast and inland to Annai and Great 
Savannas, also Upper Takutu and Merume Mts.; cordatus. 


(Panama south to tropical South America.) 


CRESTED CARACARA Caracara plancus (133) 


Description. 20-24”. Bare facial skin red. Upperparts, including crest, and 
abdomen blackish brown; basal half of tail light, dark band at tip. Collar 
around neck, throat and breast white, upper back and belly heavily barred 
buff. A long-necked hawk, with long, heavy legs. In flight four white spots, 
as preceding, but showing below, not above. 

Distribution. Open areas, widespread. Coastland: Georgetown, pastures, 
coconut plantations, Atkinson, Buxton, Blairmont, Abary and Quitaro R’s.; 
Upper Takutu Mts. Inland abundant on Great Savannas (35 around small 
savanna pond DES) ; cheriway. 


(S United States through South America.) 


PEREGRINE FALCON Falco peregrinus (--) 


Description. 15-18”. Upperparts dark blue gray, head and wings darker. 
Prominent black moustache, throat and upper breast white, rest of under- 
parts narrowly barred black. Tail with 5-6 dark bars and white tip. Imm: 
upperparts brownish, underparts streaked dark brown. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America, anatwm. A southern breeding 
form (cassint) from the Falkland Is. and Straits of Magellan may possibly 
occur. This is darker, no white on cheeks, underparts more heavily barred. 
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A mounted specimen was exhibited at the London International Exhibi- 
tion, 1862. (Ibis 1862, 286-287, Penard Auk 44, 1927 :420). Recent sight 
records are: April 6, 1960, on and over mudflats, Seawall, Georgetown 
(NH); March 12, 1961, Abary River, and February 26, 1964, Karanambo 
(DES). These birds were seen both perched and in flight. 


(Breeds throughout cooler part of world, wintering to tropics. North 
American breeding bird to Chile and S Argentina. South American breed- 
ing race of Magellanic region has been found in winter in Chile, Argentina, 


Brazil.) 


ORANGE-BREASTED FALCON Falco deiroleucus (176) 


Description. 13-15”. Upperparts including head black, upper tail coverts 
and tail barred white. Throat white to tawny, side of neck and breast 
orange rufous, upper abdomen and sides black barred white; lower ab- 
domen, flanks and thighs barred chestnut and black. Bill yellow with black 
tip; legs bright orange yellow. Imm: paler, black replaced by sooty 
brown, the chestnut rufous of adult by pale buff. There is much color 
varation in this species. Resembles Bat Falcon but larger, with heavier 
bill, a “puffy-headed” look, rufous color of breast extending lower. 
Distribution. Specimens from Demerara R. (McConnell, BM), Abary R. 
(Feb. 5, 1964, RSS, BGM). Sight observations from Bartica (Smooker), 
Atkinson Field (perched for an hour on bare tree stub March 9, 1964, 
DES). 


(Locally distributed from Mexico to Brazil, Peru, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


BAT FALCON Falco rufigularis (175) 


Description. 9-12”. Crown, hindneck and sides of head black, shading to 
bluish slate on back. Primaries and tail black, latter narrowly barred gray. 
Throat, sides of neck and chest buffy white to ochraceous; breast, upper 
abdomen and sides black, narrowly barred; lower abdomen, thighs and 
under tail coverts chestnut. Imm: similar, but less slaty above and duller 
below ; breast and upper abdomen dull brown. 

This very small falcon, with much black below, pale throat and breast 
and chestnut belly resembles preceding species, but is much smaller, with 
buffy white, not rufous, breast. 

Voice. A penetrating, liquid “kil-kil-kil-kil-kil” or “uul-uul-uul-uul-uul.” 
Distribution. Throughout in border growth and riverine forest. Coast- 
land, along rivers and creeks inland (to 3500’) : Georgetown, Blairmont, 
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New Amsterdam, Courantyne Coast, Bartica, Kamakusa, coastal rivers, 
Kamakabra, Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 


APLOMADO FALCON Falco femoralis (174) 


Description. 16”. Crown dark slate bordered with buff to tawny stripe, 
cheek and stripe below this black, with long, narrow moustache. Upper- 
parts slaty black, wings dusky notched white, tail blackish with 6-7 con- 
spicuous white bands. Throat and breast buffy white forming a deep curve 
where it meets black belly, sides and flanks. Lower abdomen, thighs and 
under tail coverts tawny buff. Head pattern of light eyebrow above two 
black stripes is diagnostic. Hovers. 

Distribution. Locally distributed throughout in rather dry open country. 
Coastlands: Conservancies, Buxton, Mon Repos, Blairmont; inland from 
Upper Takutu Mts. to Great Savannas, Annai; femoralis. 


(SW United States through much of South America. Trinidad.) 


AMERICAN KESTREL Falco sparverius (177) 


Description. 9-11”. Only small hawk with rufous back and tail. Male: edge 
of crown and wings blue gray. Back narrowly barred, tail with broad 
black band near tip. Cheeks have a double “moustache,” underparts shade 
to buffy white on belly and flanks, sparsely spotted black. Female: mostly 
rufous, upperparts barred, underparts streaked brown. Hovers over open 
ground while searching for prey. 

Distribution. Open country. Apparently absent from coastal plain, un- 
common at Bartica, common on Great Savannas. Lower Essequibo R., 
Upper Takutu and Marudi Mts.; zsabellinus. 


(Arctic America to Tierra del Fuego.) 


CURASSOW, GUANS, CHACHALACAS 
(Cracidae ) 


22-37”. Some species crested. Turkey-like body, rounded wings, long 
tail, strong legs. Arboreal (perching and feeding on fruit in tree-tops), 
also feed on ground. Loud cackling, piping or grunting notes, usually at 
dawn and dusk. Forests, dense second growth, and openings. (6) 
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GURASSOW sy GUANS  CHACHALAGAS 
CRESTLESS CURASSOW Mitu tomentosa (12) 


Description. 33”. Entirely blue black, except chestnut belly, flanks, under 
tail coverts and tip of tail. Bill reddish at base, yellow at tip. 
Distribution. Forest and wooded river banks inland. Upper Takutu Mts., 
Rupununi R. and savannas. 


(Colombia, Venezuela; Rio Branco, Brazil.) 


BLACK CURASSOW “Powis” Crax alector (9) 


Description. 37”. Conspicuous curly crest. Glossy black except white 
lower abdomen, thighs and under tail coverts. Bill black with bulbous 
yellow to orange base. Legs gray. Female has crest feathers barred white. 
Distribution. Common in forests of the interior. Pomeroon, Berbice to 
Courantyne R’s., Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro R., 
Great Savannas, Annai. 


(E Colombia, S Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


GREEN-BACKED GUAN ‘Maroodie” Penelope granti (13) 


Description. 33”. Head crested, blackish stripe on cheek narrowly edged 
gray. Upperparts and chest deep glossy bluish green, lower breast and 
belly dusky brown. 

Guans have bare skin around eye, chin and Ares a wattle, and long 
graduated tails. 
Distribution. Widespread in forests from coastal rivers inland; Bartica 
and Wineperu, Rockstone and Wismar to Great Savannas and Annai; 
granti. A specimen from Paruima M, Phelps Coll. is a hybrid: P. g. 
granti x orienticola. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, NW Brazil.) 


MARAIL GUAN Penelope marail (14) 


Description. 25”. Differs from preceding by smaller size, black cheek 
stripe widely bordered gray, upperparts more olive green, lower breast and 
abdomen rufous brown. : 

Voice. Very low: a fowl-like “ug-ghaw-ghaw-ghaw-ghaw-ghaw-uk- 
uk-uk.” 

Distribution. Much as preceding species, but even more widely spread 
throughout country. 


(Guianas, Venezuela, N Brazil.) 
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QUAIL 
LITTLE CHACHALACA ‘“Hannaquoi” Ortalis motmot (16) 


Description. 21-+-”. Facial skin bare and black, as is bill. Generally green- 
ish bronze above except chestnut head and neck, and rufous tail coverts. 
Underparts gray. 

Voice. Calls at dawn and dusk, like its native name “Hannaquoi,” repeated 
many times. Sometimes a toneless “amatuk, amatuk’”’ (NH). ffrench 
renders it ‘“annaqueee.” 

Distribution. Common throughout in forest edges, high scrub and inter- 
mediate savannas. Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s, Garden of Eden, Koriabo, 
Bartica. Coastal rivers, Annai and Quonga, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; 
motmot.

“An extraordinary rattling noise at dawn and dusk, made by 

wings.” (W. Barrington Brown, 1876.) 

Distribution. Widespread but not common in forest from coast inland. 

Pomeroon, Takutu, Burroburro and Courantyne R’s., New R. near 

Acary Mts.; cumanensis. 


(South America to Peru, N Argentina, S Brazil.) 


QUAIL (Phasianidae) 


8-11”. Small, chickenlike game birds with rounded wings and short 
tails. One species crested. Terrestrial in flocks ; forest and scrub. Gregar- 
ious, ground-nesting. Food: seeds, fruit, insects. (2) 


CRESTED BOBWHITE Colinus cristatus (18) 


Description. 8-10”. Long crest, top of head and ear coverts pale gray 
brown. Line on nape, throat and side of neck chestnut, speckled white. 
Upperparts grayish mottled black, white and chestnut. Underparts mainly 
yellow brown, but breast vinaceous spotted black and white (brown in 
female). 
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HOATZINS 


Voice. A wooden “tchrrrr-ch-ch-ch,” and “chuck-chuck-chuck.” 
Distribution. Scrubby pastures, open thickets and savannas, both inter- 
mediate (Atkinson, St. Cuthberts) and Great Savannas. Also Takutu 
Mts., Quonga, Annai, Courantyne R.; sonnini. 


(Guatemala south to Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil.) 


MARBLED WOOD-QUAIL 
“Duraquara” Odontophorus gujanensis (19) 


Description. 10”. Generally brown with brown crest, colors varying from 
rich dark chestnut to ochraceous and olive brown. Bare skin of face orange, 
broad postocular stripe yellowish. Collar, shoulders and wings spotted, 
barred and freckled chestnut to buff or white. Throat and upper breast 
gray brown, lower parts indistinctly barred with brown and buff. Bill 
black. Female: shorter crest. 

Voice. Similar to Little Chachalaca, but higher, a repeated crowing: 
“deur-quah-deur-quah. . . .” Also a lower “querr-querr.” 

Distribution. Widespread and common in medium or heavy forest and 
second growth woodland borders. Atkinson, Pomeroon, Demerara and 
along coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Wineperu, Kaietur Falls, Rock- 
stone; Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; gujanensis. 


(Costa Rica to Bolivia and Brazil.) 


HOATZINS (Opisthocomidae) 


25”. Unique, somewhat resembles pheasant or touraco. Short bill, long 
loose crest, long thin neck and tail. Large round wings, short legs. Awk- 
ward and clumsy, weak flyers. Swim on and under water, climbing on 
overhanging vegetation with help of feet and claws on wings. Found on 
shrubby river banks. (1) 


HOATZIN “Canje,” “Stinking Pheasant” Opisthocomus hoazin (33) 


Description. 22-26”. Long, ragged crest rufous, upperparts bottle green to 
olive brown, streaked buff and brown, lower back darker. Wing coverts 
with pale edges, primaries chestnut with dark tips. Long tail green black 
with broad terminal band of buff. Throat and breast buff, belly and flanks 
chestnut. Heavy chickenlike flight. 

Voice. Hoarse, creaking, frog-like call. (v.o.) 

Distribution. Swampy river banks with low growth: mucca mucca (a

giant arum), caladium and thorny “bunduri pimpler” (Drepanocarpus 
lunatus). Found from Takutu R. along Mahaica, Abary, Berbice and 
Canje R’s; not known west of here. 


(Guianas, Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Ecuador.) 


LIMPKIN (Aramidae) 


25”. Resemble ibis and fly (though infrequently ) with outstretched neck 
and legs. Related to rails; solitary, feed in marshes principally on snails. 
Dark olive brown, much streaked with white. (1) 


LIMPKIN Aramus guarauna (89) 


Description. 28”. Resembles an ibis in size and flight, bill almost as long 
but only slightly arched. An olive brown swamp bird heavily spotted and 
streaked with white. Bill heavy, yellow base on lower mandible. 

Voice. Low, a discordant, far carrying “krrraow, krraow. .. .” 
Distribution. Swamps and river banks, usually along coast. Occasionally 
Georgetown (Botanic Gardens), ricelands, Buxton and other coastal 
plantations; along coastal rivers inland to Kamakabra, Takutu Mts., 
Waranambo; guarauna. 


(S United States south to Peru, Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina. Greater 
Antilles. Trinidad. ) 


TRUMPETER (Psophidae) 


20”. A short-billed, long-legged bird resembling a miniature rhea, with 
the humped look of a fowl. Easily tamed and often found around houses. 
Terrestrial in flocks in humid forest, but roost in trees. (1) 


GRAY-WINGED TRUMPETER Psophia crepitans (91) 


Description. 19-22”. Generally black, glossed green and purple on nape 
and bluish on upper breast, plume of gray feathers covers lower back. 
Voice. Strangling, gargling sounds (DES). 

Distribution. Dense forests throughout, especially in low-lying coastal 
woods. Blairmont, coastal rivers, inland to Bartica, Wineperu. Kamakusa, 
Mazaruni and Takutu R’s., to Nappi in Kanuku and Acary _Mts.; 
cre pitans. 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, NE Peru.) 
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RAILS 


RAILS (Rallidae) 


514-15”. Neck medium long, body laterally compressed, short wings and 
tail; long, strong legs. Solitary, secretive, usually crepuscular. Coastal 
marshes, inland swamps, grasslands and river edges to humid mountain 
forests. Often heard, seldom seen. (15) 


CLAPPER RAIL Rallus longirostris (34) 


Description. 13-16”. Large gray brown rail, neck and breast tawny buff, 
flanks barred gray and white. Long yellowish bill and legs. 

Voice. A dull, wooden series, usually at dawn and dusk: “kek-kek-kek- 
kyek-kyek-kek-kek.” (NH). A loud, rapid “kik-kik-kik-kik” ... (DES). 
Heard most often in Georgetown area from February to April. 
Distribution. Coastal: salt marshes, estuaries, courida and mangroves. 
Buxton, Conservancies, Berbice R.; longtrostris. 


(Coastal United States, mangroves of South America, Ecuador, Peru, 
E Brazil. West Indies. Trinidad. ) 


UNIFORM CRAKE Amaurolimnas concolor (37) 


Description. 914”. Above ruddy olive brown. Throat buffy white, under- 
parts rufous chestnut. Bill short and yellow green, feet reddish. 
Distribution. Known only from Supenaam and Arawai R’s. (McConnell, 
BM), Merume Mts. (Whitely), and Rockstone (12 Sept. 1913, Miller & 
Igleseder) both AMNH. Appears to be very local in occurrence every- 
where with few known specimens; castaneus. 


(Mexico to Colombia, Ecuador, Bolivia, E and S Brazil.) 


RUFOUS-NECKED WOOD-RAIL Aramides axillaris (35) 


Description. 12”. Head and neck rufous, mantle gray, wings brown with 
rufous chestnut primaries. Axillaries, rump, tail, belly and flanks black, 
throat white tinged rufous, breast chestnut. Bill straight, with yellow base 
and greenish tip. Legs red. 

Voice. A soft, low, rapid “BOOP-boop, boop, boop, boop... .”” (Herklotz, 
1960, Trinidad. ) 

Distribution. Mangroves and sloughs in pasture land. Specimens from 
Demerara R. (BM) and Bartica (McConnell, BM). Recorded from 
Bartica by Beebe (1919), but not in collection; and Smooker (1950), un- 
confirmed sight observation. 


(Mexico to Colombia, Venezuela, W Ecuador, Trinidad. ) 
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RAILS 
GRAY-NECKED WOOD-RAIL Aramides cajanea (36) 


Description. 14”. Head, neck and thighs blue gray, throat white. Mantle 
and wings olive, flight feathers chestnut; lower back, tail, tail coverts, and 
belly black. Breast and sides of body pale rufous. Long greenish yellow 
bill, legs and bare skin around eye red. 

Voice. A monotonous repeated “KILLicow . . .” accented on first syllable. 
Distribution. Wet forest and swamp, second growth; not uncommon but 
usually heard not seen. Georgetown and coastal plantations, inland along 
rivers to Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Paruima M; cajanea. 


(Mexico south to Argentina and Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


SORA Porzana carolina (39) 


Description. 814”. Upperparts olive brown, back mottled black and 
streaked white. Breast either pale slate gray (adult) or tawny (imma- 
ture) ; flanks barred, under tail white. Short bill yellow, face and throat 
black in adult. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Fresh water marshes except 
in migration when found in salt marsh. Recorded only from Bartica, 
(McConnell, BM), Beebe’s specimen not in collection. 


(South in winter to E Brazil and Peru. Antilles. Trinidad.) 


ASH-THROATED CRAKE Porzana albicolliis (40) 


Description. 8”. Similar to preceding, but sides of head and underparts 
pale gray, throat whitish. Upperparts olivaceous mottled olive and black, 
wings browner, flanks barred blackish and white. Short bill greenish, legs 
purple brown. 

Distribution. Widespread and common in coastal courida and borders of 
Conservancies, inland along rivers (Ituribisi, Bonasika, Abary, Essequibo) 
to Bartica and Annai; typhoeca. 


(South America to S Brazil and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


YELLOW-BREASTED CRAKE Porzana flaviventer (41) 


Description. 5”. This tiny crake has a black crown and eyestripe, with 
whitish superciliary. Back blackish, streaked white; wings tawny brown, 
mottled and barred. Underparts largely pale buffy, whiter on belly; flanks 
and under tail barred black and white. Bill greenish black, legs yellowish. 
Voice. A high-pitched “peep.” (Bond, 1961, British West Indies.) 
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RALLS 


Distribution. Rice fields and grassy borders of swamp ponds. Not often 
recorded: Buxton (CNHM), Abary, Essequibo R’s and Perth (all 
McConnell, BM) ; flaviventer. 


(El Salvador, South America to N Argentina, Paraguay, E Brazil. 
Greater Antilles.) 


GRAY-BREASTED CRAKE Laterallus exilis (45) 


Description. 5-6”. Head, neck and breast gray, throat white. Nape and 
mantle chestnut, back and wings olive brown; wings, upper tail coverts 
and flanks barred black and white. Short bill greenish black, legs yellow 
brown. 

Distribution. Swamps and pond edges. Bonasika, Supenaam, Abary R’s., 
(all McConnell, BM) ; exilis. 


(Honduras and Nicaragua. South America to Peru, Ecuador, Brazil. 
Trinidad. ) 


RUFOUS-SIDED CRAKE Laterallus melanophaius (44) 


Description. 644”. Upperparts including top of head olive brown, darken- 
ing to black on rump and tail. Side of face, foreneck and breast rufous. 
Throat and midbreast white, flanks barred black and white. Bill green, 
legs brown. 

Distribution. Apparently rare, specimens from Bartica, Bonasika (both 
McConnell, BM), and Supenaam R’s.; melanophawus. 


(Nicaragua south to Uruguay, Paraguay, Argentina, Bolivia.) 


RUSSET-CROWNED CRAKE Laterallus viridis (43) 


Description. 614”. Sides of head gray, top of head and underparts rufous 
chestnut. Upperparts olive brown. Legs salmon color. 

Distribution. Widespread in swampy areas and said to be fairly common. 
Georgetown, coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Mazaruni and Kamarang 
R’s., Merume Mts.; wiridis. 


(South America through Brazil, E Ecuador and Peru.) 


OCELLATED CRAKE Micropygia schomburgki (38) 


Description. 6”. Crown ruddy brown, rest of upperparts olive brown. 
Back of neck and back dotted with black-bordered white spots, wings 
spotted cinnamon. Throat and center abdomen white, breast and sides 
ochraceous. Legs red. 
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Distribution. Marshy grasslands. Specimens: Ireng R. (McConnell, BM) 
and Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM) ; schomburgku. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, eastern and central Brazil.) 


SPECKLED CRAKE Coturnicops notata (42) 


Description. 5”. Very dark tiny crake, blackish tinged olive brown. Head, 
neck and body dotted, streaked or barred white. Throat usually white, 
occasionally streaked black. 

Distribution. Marshy grassland and dense vegetation. Specimen, Abary 
R. (McConnell, type “duncani,” BM). One of the rarest Neotropical birds, 
probably less than a dozen known specimens. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Uruguay, Argentina.) 


COMMON GALLINULE Gallinula chloropus (46) 


Description. 13”. Sooty gray bird, back and wings more brownish, white 
flank stripe and white-edged tail. Frontal plate and bill red, latter tipped 
yellow; legs greenish. Imm: dingier, with a whitish throat, no red on 
head. A duck-like bird which pumps its head and neck continually while 
swimming. 

Voice. “Kutt” and whiny chickenlike clucks and cackles (v.o.). 
Distribution. Fresh-water marshes with some open water; sometimes 
brackish water. Georgetown (Botanic Gardens) and foreshore, Abary R. 
(Beebe’s inland record at Bartica, proved to be following species, 
AMNHB) ; galeata. 


(S Canada south to Chile, Argentina, Uruguay, Brazil. West Indies, 
Bahamas, Trinidad.) 


PURPLE GALLINULE Porphyrula martinica (47) 


Description. 13”. Rich purple head, neck and underparts ; back and wings 
blue green, underside of tail completely white. Frontal plate pale blue, bill 
red tipped yellow, legs and feet bright yellow. Imm: similar in color to 
preceding species, but tail white below, lacks white flank stripe. 

Voice. Cackles and clucks. 

Distribution. Coastlands, ponds and rivers, borders of ité swamps, rice- 
fields. Climbs up on bushes, swims. Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont, 
Abary and Demerara R’s., to Bartica and Upper Takutu Mts. 


(S United States south to Peru, Argentina, Brazil. West Indies. Trini- 
dad.) 
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SUNGREBES, FINFOOTS 
AZURE (LITTLE) GALLINULE Porphyrula flavirostris (48) 


Description. 914”. Face, sides of breast and much of wing pale greenish 
blue. Top of head, hindneck and mantle olive brown; otherwise blackish 
brown including tail, which is white tipped as are coverts. Most of under- 
parts white, including underwings. Bill and frontal plate pale green, legs 
and feet deep yellow. Imm: duller, underparts and face buff. 
Distribution. Pools and swampy margins of creeks and rivers. Common in 
the Lamaha Conservancy ; Buxton, Demerara and Abary R’s., Hoobaboo, 
Upper Takutu Mts. 


(South America south to E Brazil, Paraguay, Bolivia.) 


SUNGREBE or FINFOOT 
( Heliornithidae ) 


11+”. Related to rails, but resembling long-necked and long-bodied 
ducks. Legs very short, toes lobed and banded. Solitary, shy, largely 
aquatic on quiet forest streams where they swim with bobbing motion 


and dive. (1) 


SUNGREBE 4Heliornis fulica (49) 


Description. 1144”. Head and neck boldly striped black and white, other- 
wise brown upperparts including fan-shaped tail, which is white-tipped. 
Underparts white. Lower mandible pink, short legs yellow, toes lobed and 
banded black and yellow. 

Distribution. Swims and skulks in creeks and channels from coastlands 
(Conservancies, Georgetown, Blairmont) inland on coastal rivers to Bar- 
tica, Merume Mts., and New R. 


(Mexico south to Bolivia, Argentina.) 


SUNBITTERN (Eurypygidae) 


18”. Looks like short-legged, long-tailed heron, but related to rails. Soli- 
tary, wading, terrestrial birds, graceful flyers, with marked plumage 
pattern. Edge of streams and ponds in tropical forest, where they feed 
like herons. (1) 
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JACANAS 
SUNBITTERN Eurypyga helas (90) 


Description. 17-20”. Slender, somewhat heron-like in shape except short 
legs and long tail. Head black with white stripes above and below eye. 
Back of neck, breast and mantle dull cinnamon to brown, barred and ver- 
miculated black. Wings and tail with bright chestnut and buff patches and 
large round white spots. Upperparts and tail barred and streaked. Throat 
and front of neck white, lower breast and abdomen whitish, breast mottled 
darker. Long, thin bill and legs orange. 

Voice. A thin monotonous whining “eeeeeeeer,” also a piglike “snackle- 
Snacklos 

Distribution. Semi-aquatic in habits, in undergrowth of swamps and 
streams. Throughout in small numbers from lower reaches of coastal 
rivers, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Lethem, Kanuku Mts., Upper 
Courantyne and New R’s.; helias. 


(S Mexico south to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia.) 


JACANAS (Jacanidae) 


10”. Resemble dainty, long-legged rails with very long toes. Rounded 
wing with spur, rather weak flight with drooping wings (open wing 
boldly marked yellow) and dangling legs. Found in flocks on marshy 
shores of ponds and streams. Run on floating vegetation, can swim and 


dive. (1) 


WATTLED JACANA Jacana jacana _ (87) 


Description. 9”. Head, neck, upper back and underparts black. Lower 
back chestnut maroon, primaries and secondaries greenish yellow. Bill 
yellow, forked frontal shield and wattle red. Legs and feet with very long 
toes, bluish gray. Imm: grayish brown above, whitish below with long 
white superciliary and black stripe from eye to hindneck. Easily recognized 
by yellow in open wing. 

Voice. A loud, strident cackling “ek-ek-ek-ek ... ,” rapid, then falling 
in speed and pitch. 

Distribution. Common throughout; coastal lowlands in ditches, swamps, 
shallow ponds, sugar cane field, Georgetown (Botanic Gardens, on huge 
lotus leaves) ; Buxton, Plaisance, Blairmont, New Amsterdam) ; inland to 
Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Manari, Rupununi R., and Upper Takutu 
Mts. ; jacana. 


(Panama south to Bolivia.) 
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PLOVERS (Charadriidae) 


6-14”. Short-billed birds which run swiftly, feeding along seashore or in- 
land (dry or wet grassland and mud). Usually in flocks; probably three 
breeding species, others migrants or transients. Some species differ in 
winter and summer plumage. Strong flight, musical whistling calls. (7) 


SOUTHERN LAPWING Belonopterus cayennensis (63) 


Description. 13”. Forehead, throat and narrow occipital crest black. 
Crown and upperparts grayish buff, wings with bronzy green sheen and 
large white patch. Upper breast buffy, lower breast black, belly white. 
Tail black with white base. 

Voice. “Teru-teru” (its local name) and rather high pitched nasal series, 
resembling Jacana: “ak-ak-ak-ak-ak-ak-ak” or “kak-kak-kak-kak,” high, 
squealing series (NH, DES). 

Distribution. Widespread. Found on Abary and Demerara R’s., savannas, 
Upper Takutu and Marudi Mts. ; common in Great Savannas, Lethem Air- 
port, Annai, in sizeable flocks ; cayennensis. 


(Panama to E South America and Tierra del Fuego.) 


PIED LAPWING JHobloxypterus cayanus (62) 


Description. 9”. Forehead, sides of head, broad collar around upper back 
and breast black. Crown and nape gray buff outlined white, back and 
wings grayish, except white on central remiges, secondaries and black 
primaries. Tail white with black band at tip. Underparts from bill to 
under tail coverts white. Bill brown with flesh colored base, legs and feet 
red. In flight a strikingly striped and barred sandpiper. 

Distribution. Ponds, sand bars and banks of rivers. Not numerous; singly 
or in small flocks. Upper Takutu Mts., and Takutu and Rupununi R’s., 
Great Savannas, Merume Mts. 


(South America east of Andes to S Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


BLACK-BELLIED PLOVER Squatarola squatarola (--) 


Description. 10-13”. In fall plumage, as usually seen, a gray buff bird 
with large pale head, short, stout bill, mottled and barred dark on wings 
and back. In flight black axillars, with white rump and tail, are diagnostic 
in any plumage. Spring adults have black breast and pale gray back, lower 
abdomen white. 
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REOVERS 


Voice. A sweet, slurred “wheer-eee” or “kee-wee.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America to coastal mud flats (common 
winter resident in Georgetown area NH), Conservancies, ricelands, also 
Rupununi oases and rivers. Specimens: EC Demerara, 14 Jan., 1951, and 


17 Feb. 1958 (J. C. Barloo, BGM). 


(Circumpolar Arctic breeder. In Western Hemisphere winters south to 
S Brazil and Argentina. Trinidad. ) 


GOLDEN PLOVER Pluvialis dominica (64) 


Description. 9-11”. Smaller, lighter build and smaller bill than preceding. 
Winter adults and immatures are darker and browner ; brown crown, pale 
superciliary more noticeable. In breeding plumage crown and back are 
darker, brassy tone on mottled back; black of face and breast continues to 
under tail coverts. In flight dark rump and tail, and absence of dark axil- 
lars is definitive. 

Voice. Harsher than preceding: “queedle” or “queee.” (v.o.) 
Distribution. Migrant from North America, common on coastal mud flats, 
occasional in Georgetown, plantations and savannas. Berbice and Abary 
Savannas, Blairmont, also inland: Kartabo (Mazaruni Station), Great 
Savannas ; domuinica. 


(Winters south to Brazil, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


SEMIPALMATED PLOVER Charadrius semipalmatus (66) 


Description. 744”. Brownish above with white patch on forehead and 
behind eyes; collar, wing bars and edges of tail white. Underparts white 
with one broad black breast band. Base of bill and legs orange in adults, 
dark in immature. 

Voice. Clear, musical “che-wee” or “too-ee,” rising on second syllable. 
(v.0. ) 

Distribution. Common migrant from North America on coastal mud flats 
(spring, autumn, winter); found along Abary R., Belfield, and Kartabo. 


(Winters from S United States throughout South America. Dutch West 
Indies. Trinidad. ) 


COLUAREDIPLOVER eCharadrueicn liar eee 


Description. 6”. Above pale gray brown with darker primaries. Forehead 
white, forecrown black, a pale rufous area behind eyes and around back 
of neck. Black stripe in front of eye and narrow clear cut black band 
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across breast; otherwise underparts pure white. Bill black, slender; legs 
flesh color. 

Voice. A short “kil” in flight; on ground a trisyllabic “deedle-it.” 
Distribution. Coastal mud flats; Atkinson Field runways, Abary R., Blair- 
mont, New Amsterdam, inland to Bartica and Rockstone. 


(Mexico south through much of South America. Caribbean islands. 
Trinidad. ) 


THICK-BILLED PLOVER Charadrius wilsonia (65) 


Description. 744”. Much like Semipalmated but paler and grayer back 1, 
(or rufous brown 2), black bill longer and heavier, white of forehead more 
extensive and including eyes. Legs blue gray. In running posture a more 
horizontal, less upright stance than Semipalmated. 

Voice. ‘“Wheep.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Rather uncommon on mud flats, also found on Atkinson Field 
runways, Blairmont. North American migrant is wi/sonia 1; breeding race ; 
cinnamominus 2 of Caribbean (sight observation Manari, 1965 DES) dis- 
tinguished by rufescent instead of gray brown upperparts; occurs in 
Colombia and Venezuela. 


(S United States south to Peru, Brazil and Chile.) 


SANDPIPERS (Scolopacidae) 


5-17”. All migrants or transients except two snipes (found in wet graz- 
ing land or savannas). Most species are waders found on tidal mud 
flats, beaches, along river edges, marshes or savanna pools. Strong 
flyers, with various harsh or sharp calls, musical trills and whistles. 


(20) 


UPLAND SANDPIPER Bartramia longicauda (78) 


Description. 11”. Streaked, buffy brown shore bird with small head, short 
bill, longish neck and long orange buff, white-tipped tail. Legs yellowish. 
Upright stance, and habit of raising wings upright on alighting on fences 
and posts, are characteristic. 

Voice. “Quip-ip-ip-ip” or “quee-lee-lee.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Grasslands and pastures. Migrant from North America. 
Rare on coast (Georgetown), found more commonly inland: Bartica, 
Mazaruni R., Great Savannas. 


(Winters south to S Brazil, Argentina, Uruguay.) 
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WHIMBREL WNumenius phaeopus (69) 


Description. 15-18”. Very large, brownish gray shore bird with an arched 
bill (1%4-4”). Head buffy with striped crown, legs long and blue gray. In 
flight Whimbrels look as large as teal. 

Voice. “Tlu-tlu-tlu-tlu .. .” or a more liquid yelping “hwih-hwih-hwih- 
ition ee | 
Distribution. Migrant from North America. Mud flats and sand banks 
along coast, pasture land, estuaries of rivers. Buxton, Sheldon, Waini, 
Abary and Berbice R’s.; hudsonicus. 


(Winters south to Brazil and Chile. Dutch West Indies. Trinidad.) 


LESSER YELLOWLEGS Tringa flavipes (75) 


Description. 9-11”. This and next species distinguished by long, bright 
yellow legs, upperparts mottled gray brown, and light superciliary; breast 
mottled gray, abdomen white. In flight they are both dark-winged shore 
birds with whitish rump and tail, no wing stripe. Both nod as they feed 
and walk. For distinction between this and Greater Yellowlegs see next 
species. 

Voice. Short, flat “keu” or a series “cu-cu-cu-cu-cu” (v.o.). Usuallly 
silent here. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats, rivers, 
trenches, sugar cane fields (when flood-fallow), Belfield, Buxton, Blair- 
mont. Inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kartabo, Great Savannas, Dadanawa. 


(Winters south to Argentina and Chile. West Indies. Trinidad.) 


GREATER YELLOWLEGS Tringa melanoleuca (74) 


Description. 12-15”. Nearby, larger size distinguishes this species from 
preceding — but note they almost overlap. Best distinction is bill: 7% length 
of head in Lesser, and 1% times as long in Greater. In winter both are 
rather smooth gray above and whitish below. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Widespread and common, 
seen every month. Habitat much as preceding, possibly more often found 
on grassy fields, and less often on river estuaries. East Coast from Blair- 
mont to Georgetown, along Abary, Kamarang, Mazaruni (Kartabo), and 
Cuyuni R’s. 


(Winters south to Tierra del Fuego. West Indies. Trinidad.) 
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SOLITARY SANDPIPER Tringa solitaria (76) 


Description. 7-814”. Most like Lesser Yellowlegs in shape, but smaller 
and darker, with olive green legs. Blackish above, edges of tail striped 
black and white, eye ring white. Nods head a little in feeding; in flight 
all dark above with barred edges to tail. 
Voice. High-pitched “peet-weet-weet” (rarely longer) or single “peet.” 
(v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America, widespread and common, seen 
every month. Coastal mud flats and meadows, trenches, cane fields, along 
rivers from Mabaruma east. Inland along rivers to Bartica, Kamarang, 
Kartabo, Kamakabra, Upper Takutu Mts., Great Savannas; solitaria. 


(Winters south to W Ecuador and Argentina. West Indies. Trinidad.) 


SPOTTED SANDPIPER Actitis macularia (77) 


Description. 714”. Somewhat like preceding, but smaller, shorter legs, 
with eye stripe, not eye ring; in flight prominent white wing bars. Olive 
gray above, white below (spotted only in adult), except for tongue of 
brown in front of white shoulders. Teeters continuously, bobbing tail. 
Voice. Similar to preceding, but lower in pitch and rather faster and 
longer: “peet-weet-weet-weet-weet.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Common migrant from North America throughout, seen 
every month of year. Coastal estuaries, along rivers, plantations, canals, 
trenches and ditches. Inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang and 
Rupununi R’s. 


(Winters south to Brazil and Chile. West Indies. Trinidad.) 


WILLET Catoptrophorus semipalmatus (73) 


Description. 16”. Large shore bird, bill heavier than Greater Yellowlegs ; 
in flight a striking pattern of black and white across wings. Upperparts 
grayish buff streaked and barred, underparts white spotted and streaked 
dusky. Primaries and secondaries black, with long white wing bar, white 
rump and pale tail conspicuous in flight. Legs and feet bluish. 
Voice. Low, liquid “pealt-wilt-wilt.” (v.o.) 
Distribution. Coastal mud flats, grassy pastures and wet fields, often in 
company with Greater Yellowlegs. Coastland: Blairmont, Georgetown | 
area, Abary and Berbice R’s. Inland: recorded Mazaruni R. by Davis, 
1929, and Smooker 1946, semipalmatus. One specimen of C. s. inornatus, 
Buxton, 1939 (CNHM). This subspecies is larger, paler, with longer bill 
and legs. 
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(Breeds North America, Bahamas, West Indies. Winters to Peru, Brazil. 
Trinidad. ) 


RUDDY TURNSTONE Arenaria interpres (61) 


Description. 8-914”. A plump, short-legged shore bird. Summer adult with 
striking black and white patterned head, upperparts cinnamon rufous. 
Underparts white, broad black band across chest and shoulders. Legs bright 
orange. In flight the harlequin pattern: white on head, shoulder and wings, 
white rump and tail, with dark bands, is unmistakable. Imm: gray brown 
above, as are chest and shoulder bands. Legs dull yellow. 

Voice. A wooden series: “kutta-kutta-kut.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Coastal mud flats, where they turn over seaweed and stones 
searching for food. A few seen every winter. Six Rossignol, March, 
1937 (L. Griscom). Georgetown, Buxton (BGM), Abary R. (BM); 


morinella. 


(Breeds in North America, winters south to Brazil and Chile. Trinidad.) 


COMMON (SHORT-BILLED) DOWITCHER 


Limnodromus griseus (72) 


Description. 10-12”. Like snipe, with long bill (to 214”), but direct, not 
zig-zag flight. In winter gray brown, upperparts somewhat mottled, and 
white superciliary ; underparts whitish with buffy gray mottling on neck 
and breast. In flight inverted white V above rump and indistinctly barred 
light tail are noticeable. Feeds by probing rapidly in shallow water with 
vertical up and down thrusts (like a sewing machine needle). 

Voice. Rapid, musical “tu-tu-teu.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America on coastal mud flats. Fairly 
common at times (25-35 outside Georgetown, Sept., 1962, NH and Rff). 
Specimens (J. C. Barlow, BGM). Two (banded Aug., Sept., 1960 in 
Trinidad) netted Oct., 1960, on Courantyne coast (Rff) ; griseus. 


(Breeds Arctic America. Winters to N Peru, E Brazil. West Indies. 
Trinidad. ) 


COMMON (WILSON’S) SNIPE Gallinago gallinago (84) 


Description. 9-11”. Generally warm brown color. Long, straight bill, 
strongly striped head and upperparts, white belly and barred flanks are 
diagnostic. In flight note erratic zig-zags, pointed wings and orange tail. 
Imm: more rusty brown tone. 

Voice. When flushed a nasal, rasping “khatch.” 
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Distribution. Boggy, wet grassland. G. g. delicata, breeding in North 
America is a migrant, wintering south to Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas. 
Recorded from Supenaam R., Blairmont, inland at Mazaruni Station. 
G. g. paraguaiae, South American Snipe, by some authorities considered 
a distinct species, is smaller, darker, less rufous on back, with dark loral 
streak and white throat. Resident through much of South America; occurs 
Buxton, Blairmont, along rivers (Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary, Anarica) 
inland to Bartica, Merume and Takutu Mts., Annai, Great Savannas. 


(Breeds in temperate North America, South America and widely through 
Old World.) 


GIANT SNIPE Gallinago undulata (96) 


Description. 14”. This very large snipe is best identified by size, and 
barred primaries and secondaries (plain in preceding species). 

Voice. Similar to but softer than Clapper Rail’s “kek-kek-kek. .. .” 
Distribution. Marshy areas in grazing fields and savannas. On the coast 
at Blairmont, fields between Georgetown and Atkinson, Ituribisi R. to 
Bartica, Merume Mts.; undulata. 


(Locally distributed in South America to Paraguay, Argentina, Brazil.) 


SANDERLING Calidris alba (80) 


Description. 7-814”. Plump, large-headed wader, size of Spotted Sand- 
piper. In winter palest of the sandpipers, gray and white, with black bill 
and legs. In spring much rufous brown on head and body. Flashing white 
wing stripe in flight. 

Voice. “Kip, quit, or kwit” and “kip, kip.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Mud flats or sandy outer beaches where it runs after retreat- 
ing waves in feeding. Uncommon, specimens Waini R. mouth, Buxton and 
Nog-eens ECD (RSS, 1960) both BGM. Sight record east of Georgetown, 
March 1937, L. Griscom. 


(Breeds in Arctic. Winters south to Chile, Argentina. Trinidad, Curacao, 
etc.) 


RED KNOT Coalidris canutus (83) 


Description. 1014”. Large, chunky, short-legged sandpiper. Upperparts 
smooth pale gray in winter, rump and upper tail barred white, broad white 
superciliary and underparts. Bill comparatively short. In flight white wing 
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stripe and pale tail are good field marks. In spring back darker, underparts 
cinnamon rufous. 

Voice. A medium low “knut.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats, uncommon, 
(Quelch, 1896 as today, though found in large flocks by Schomburgk, 
1841). Sight record Rossignol, March 1937, L. Griscom. Specimens “B.G.” 
(McConnell, BM), EC Demerara (J. C. Barlow, Sept. 1951, BGM) ; 
rufus. 

(Breeds in Canada. Winters south to Chile, Argentina. Bonaire, Trinidad.) 


SEMIPALMATED SANDPIPER Ereunetes pusillus (79) 


Description. 5144-6144”. Winter: a gray little shore bird, speckled and 
streaked above, mostly white below, bill and legs black. Spring: darker 
and browner. Usually found in flocks. 

Voice. Shrill “cherk” and sharp “ki-i-ip.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Most numerous on coastal 
mud flats, near Georgetown, also along rivers and inland to Mazaruni 
Station. 


(Circumpolar; Western Hemisphere birds winter south to Peru and 
Brazil. West Indies. Trinidad. ) 


WESTERN SANDPIPER Ereunetes mauri (--) 


Description. 6-7”. Much like preceding but a shade larger, bill longer, 
thicker at base, drooping slightly at tip. Head paler and superciliary more 
prominent than Semipalmated, usually rufous patch on shoulder. In spring 
plumage head and back are rufous brown. 

Voice. A thin “jeep” or “kreep,” resembling that of a White-rump. (v.o.) 
Distribution. Migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats with Semi- 
palmated, sometimes outnumbering them. Two specimens, Nog-eens, N 
Howe, 1960, BGM. Sight observations by experienced observers: Seawall, 
Georgetown, March 1937, L. Griscom ; Georgetown area (where it is com- 
mon in winter) Rff, NH, DES. One shot at Industry, EC Demerara, 17 
Aug. 1961, had been banded 28 May of that year near Kanamane, North 
Dakota by Robert Gammell. 


(Winters south to Ecuador and Peru. West Indies. Trinidad. ) 


LEAST SANDPIPER Calidris minutilla (--) 


Description. 5-6”. Averages smaller than Semipalmated; in fall and 
winter plumage decidedly browner, breast more heavily streaked. Bill 
thinner, legs yellowish horn color. 
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Voice. A thin “kree-eet” call, longer, with a decided éé€ sound instead of 
short i of pusillus. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Found on coastal mud flats 
with other small sandpipers, also in grass, fresh and brackish pools. Speci- 
mens Georgetown (17 Oct. 1927, Harriss CNHM), New Amsterdam 
(Pinkus-Peberdy, 23 Apr. 1938, UMMZ) here recorded for first time. 
Sight observation near Georgetown, with other “Peep,” 6 on March 7, 
1964, DES. 


(Winters south to Peru and Central Brazil. West Indies, Trinidad.) 


WHITE-RUMPED SANDPIPER Calidris fuscicollis (82) 


Description. 7-8”. Size larger than preceding three species ; shows distinc- 
tive white rump in flight. Ruddy brown crown and mottled back in breed- 
ing plumage, in winter pale, smooth gray. Streaking on neck and breast 
more pronounced than in smaller “peep”; bird appears to be longer behind 
because of long wings. 

Voice. Squeaky, mouse-like “jeet” or “tzeet.’”’ (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats, “fairly 
common” Rff; also inland Mazaruni Station, 1936 only, May 16, Oct. 16- 
Noy. 14 (Davis) ; 4 at Manari, April 1965 (DES). Specimens Abary and 
Kamakabra R’s (McConnell, BM). 


(South in winter to Brazil and Peru. Netherland Antilles. Trinidad.) 


PECTORAL SANDPIPER Calidris melanotos (81) 


Description. 8-914”. Larger size, dark crown, and rather long neck sep- 
arates this species. Warm brown back heavily streaked, as are neck and 
breast, latter sharply set off from white belly. Base of bill and legs green- 
ish yellow. 

Voice. Grating “krik-krik,” heavier than call of smaller sandpipers. 
Distribution. Migrant from North America. Likes wet meadows, grassy 
pools and pasture lands, river edges —not coastal mud flats. Recorded 
from Ituribisi, Kamakabra, Essequibo and Abary R’s., inland at Mazaruni 
Station. 


(Circumpolar breeder; in Western Hemisphere winters south to Peru, 
Bolivia, S Argentina.) 


[STILT SANDPIPER Micropalama himantopus (--) 


Description. 744-9”. Resembles Lesser Yellowlegs in winter plumage: 
smaller, paler, grayer, heavier and longer bill, marked white superciliary 
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and long greenish legs. In flight: dark-winged, without wing stripes; well 
marked white rump. Feeds much like a Dowitcher. 

Voice. Short, soft “kyu,” lower pitched than Lesser Yellowlegs; seldom 
heard: 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Rare in coastal pools, sight 
observation Georgetown (Oct. 1960, NH). 


(Migrates through Central America, Caribbean islands; scattered records

Description. 8+”. Like miniature Upland Sandpiper, small head, long 
neck, mottled brownish above, evenly buff below, yellow legs. In flight 
buff body and dark bordered white under wings are distinctive. Tame, can 
be approached closely. 

Distribution. Feeds on rough pasture or short grass savanna. Sight obser- 
vation Manari (April 20, 1965, DES). 


(Migrant offshore or through Central America, Antilles. Recorded Colom- 
bia, Venezuela, Surinam, through South America to principal wintering 
grounds in Argentina. Also Eastern Hemisphere.) | 


AVOCETS and STILTS (Recurvirostridae) 


14”. Slender black and white shore birds with long slender bills and very 
long blue or reddish pink legs. Waders, usually in flocks, also swim. 
Stilts often heard giving harsh, yipping calls. Coastal mud flats and 
rivers, fresh water ponds. (1) 


BLACK-NECKED STILT JAlimantopus himantopus (68) 


Description. 13-15”. Tall, slim wader, black above and white below, with 
thin black bill, small head and very long, reddish pink legs. In flight black 
above, no wing stripe, grayish white rump and tail. 

Voice. Sharp yipping or yelping “pep-pep” rising to “yip, yip, yip,...’ 
(v.o.) 

Distribution. Probably migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats: 
Buxton, New Amsterdam. River mouths, and inland along Abary and 
Berbice R’s; mextcanus; some authorities H. mexicanus mexicanus. 


(Breeds from United States to Peru, Brazil. Greater Antilles. Trinidad.) 
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THICK-KNEES (Burhinidae) 


18+-”. Enormous plover-like birds, with small bills, large heads and very 
large eyes. Run swiftly on long legs, fly low with head drawn in. Crepus- 
cular and nocturnal, on interior savannas. (1) 


DOUBLE-STRIPED THICK-KNEE Burhinus bistriatus (88) 


Description. 17-20”. Upperparts dusky brown, streaked buff and dark, 
white superciliary. Tail mainly white, tipped black. Throat and breast 
buffy, streaked darker, belly and wing bar white. Bill dark, base of lower 
mandible greenish gray, as are legs. 

Voice. A musical “tu-tu-tu-tu-tu” and rather harsh series, falling in pitch: 
“ak-ak-ak-ak-ak.” 

Distribution. Inhabits open grassy country on interior savannas. Annai, 
Quonga, Great Savannas; vocifer. 


(Mexico south to Colombia, Venezuela, Rio Branco, Brazil. Hispaniola, 
Greater Antilles.) 


JAEGERS, SKUAS (Stercorariidae) 


21+”. Strong, swift, hawklike sea birds with long pointed wings, adults 
distinguished by protruding central tail feathers. Aggressive and preda- 
tory, robbing gulls, terns and other birds of food. Rare offshore mi-

Description. 20-23”. Large, heavy jaeger, almost size of Herring Gull. 
Distinguished from other species by large amount of white in wing (shafts 
and bases of primaries), and in adult by broad and twisted central tail 
feathers. Adult, light phase: Sooty brown above, cap darker. Sides of 
neck and breast yellow, underparts white to gray brown belly. Dark phase: 
mainly sooty brown except white wing patches. Imm: lacks long central 
tail feathers; heavily mottled and barred brown, buff and white. Note 
heavy bill and size, decidedly larger than Laughing Gull. 

Distribution. Migrant from Arctic America. Purely maritime. Collected 
in Georgetown Harbor (McConnell, BM, no date). April 19, 1951 Violet 
Graham found at Kitty Groyne a complete tail and tarsus (including joint 
above) and foot, which she identified as Parasitic Jaeger (Timehri, 1960). 
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Miss Graham kindly sent scale drawing of both parts, with tarsus and foot 
(now in CNHM). Width and shape of tail feathers and measurement of 
tarsi (51mm) and middle toe (44.5) show it was Pomarine. 


(Circumpolar breeding bird, winters south in Western Hemisphere to 
Colombia occasionally, Venezuela, coast of Peru. Greater Antilles.) 


GULLS, TERNS (Laridae) 


8-20+”. Bills and feet often brightly colored, plumage mainly white or 
gray, wings long and pointed, tail medium to long (deeply forked in 
some terns). Water birds of sea coast, large rivers and lakes; strong 
fliers which feed while walking or swimming (gulls) or by diving 
(terms a1 0) 


LAUGHING GULL Larus atricilla (59) 


Description. 16”. Only gull recorded from country. Adults (summer) : 
black head with white around eye, otherwise white with slate gray mantle 
and black primary tips. Bill and legs dusky red. In winter head white, 
mottled gray, bill and legs dusky. Imm: dark, brownish gull with white 
throat and belly, black bordered white tail, and white trailing edge of 
wings. 

Voice. Sharp, nasal “wa-ha-ha-ha-ha-he.” 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Coastal mud flats and tidal 
edges, estuaries and offshore. Georgetown (recorded as abundant along 
shore, Mar., 1938, L. Griscom), Georgetown Harbor, Buxton, Abary and 
Berbice R’s. 


(Winters south to Peru, Bolivia, West Indies. Trinidad.) 


LARGE-BILLED TERN Phaetusa simplex (53) 


Description. 15”. This large tern has a thick, rich yellow bill; wing pat- 
tern of contrasting black primaries, white triangular patch of secondaries 
and coverts; back and scapulars slate gray. Head and underparts white 
except glossy black crown in breeding season. Tail short and square. Legs 
greenish. Imm: upperparts gray, mottled dark, underparts white. 

Voice. Calls: “sque-ee, sque-ee’’ (DES). A nasal, parrot-like “ink-ank.” 
(NH). 

Distribution. Widespread offshore. Rivers and estuaries, coastal mud flats, 
flooded fields. Occasionally crosses land (seen over Georgetown). Coastal 
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rivers from Waini east, Buxton, New Amsterdam, inland to Bartica, 
Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Rupununi R.; simplex. 
(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas to Bolivia and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


GULL-BILLED TERN Gelochelidon nilotica (54) 


Description. 15”. Short, heavy black bill and legs, stocky body, very 
slightly forked tail and generally white plumage are distinctive. Dark line 
through eye (black cap only in breeding plumage), and trace of black 
on primary tips. Feeding on mud flats it swoops down to seize insect or 
other food, in fields walks about on rather long legs looking for insects. 
Larger, standing higher, than two following species. 

Voice. “Dza-dzid-zit” (NH). Rasping, insect-like “kay-ty-did,” or “kay- 
weck,: kay-weck” (v.o.). 

Distribution. Migrant from breeding colonies in Brazil and Argentina 
(gronvoldi) is not uncommon on coastal mud flats (Georgetown, Blair- 
mont), rivers, estuaries and lagoons (Abary, Mahaica, EC Demerara to 
New Amsterdam). One specimen of North American breeding bird 
(aranea) marked “near Georgetown” (YPM). This tern is recorded as 
common in Surinam.

COMMON TERN Sterna hirundo (55) 


Description. 13-16”. Crown white in winter, black in breeding plumage, 
head black from eye around nape in all seasons. Mantle gray, dark band 
on wing coverts and blackish primaries, moderately forked tail white. Tips 
of wings and tail same length when bird is standing. The black-tipped, 
orange red bill of summer darkens to blackish in winter. Legs orange red. 
Voice. Rarely heard in winter; a rasping “kee-yarr,’ also a short high 
“kik-kik-kik-kik. ...” (v.o.) 
Distribution. Breeds in North America and Eastern Hemisphere. Com- 
mon migrant along coast, at fish stakes and jetties, river mouths 
(Demerara, Berbice, Moruca, Lower Mazaruni). Georgetown, Blairmont, 
Bartica, Kartabo. In 1961 alone, eight birds banded in United States were 
taken in British Guiana; hirundo. 

(Winters south to Peru and Argentina. Trinidad. ) 


SOOTY TERN Sterna fuscata (--) 
Description. 164%”. Black above except white forehead and edges of outer 
tail feathers. White underparts, thin black bill. Imm: dark sooty bird with 
white flecked back and wings. 
Voice. Nasal “ker-wacky-wack” or ‘“wide-awake.” (v.o.) 
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Distribution. Marine, rare migrant. Specimens: Sea Beach, EC Demerara, 
(26 Dec. 1961, RSS, BGM), here recorded for first time. Large chick 
(banded Bush Key, Dry Tortugas) Swarte Hoek Pt., Essequibo R., 26 
Dec. 1962 (fide Wm. B. Robertson, Jr.) ; fuscata. 


(Breeds from Dry Tortugas, Bahamas, West Indies, Trinidad, etc. to 
islands in S Atlantic. Pelagic, occurs in tropical winter to Cayenne, Brazil, 
mouth of Amazon, Atlantic and Gulf coasts of United States.) 


YELLOW-BILLED TERN Sterna superciliaris (57) 


Description. 9-11”. Crown, nape and line through eye black, forehead and 
underparts white. Upperparts gray, outer primaries black forming a def- 
inite wing pattern, somewhat like miniature Large-billed Tern. Bill and 
head stouter and tail shorter than following species. Bill always greenish 
yellow, and legs olivaceous. Both this and next species often hover. 

Voice. “Kit-kit-tchittick.” 

Distribution. This essentially fresh water tern has an extensive distribu- 
tion along rivers, also lakes, mud flats and trenches. Coastland: George- 
town, river and harbor, EC Demerara, Abary R. Inland: Bartica, Rock- 
stone, Takutu and Rupununi R’s. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 


LEAST TERN Sterna albifrons (56) 


Description. 8-10”. Much like preceding, but paler gray above, broader 
black loral streak, tail somewhat longer. Bill bright yellow, black-tipped 
in summer. Winter: bill all black, head light with dusky crescent back of 
crown. 

Voice. A harsh “zeek, kit-tic.” (U.S., v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America (?) or Caribbean; specimens 
are antillarum. Abary R (McConnell, BM), EC Demerara (J. C. Barlow, 
Nov. 1954, BGM). Estuaries, mud flats, along rivers ; distribution in doubt, 
as species is easily confused with Yellow-billed. 


(Breeds around world. North American birds winter south to Peru and 
Brazil.) 


[ROYAL TERN Thalasseus maximus (--) 


Description. 18-21”. Large tern, tail forked half its length. Black crown 
and nape in summer, grayish white forehead in winter. Mantle and wings

pale gray, stout bill orange or orange yellow, legs and feet black. Imm: 
forehead white with black stripes, crown white. Bill and feet dull yellow. 

No specimen 
(NH and MTA failed to collect these terns which were wary, perching on 
posts out in soft mud areas). Found anywhere along coast from Ogle to 
Buxton in good numbers, either solid flocks or in company with Cayenne 
Terns; 30 Royal, 40 Cayenne Terns, Kitty Groyne, 26 Nov. 1961 (NH). 
Other sight observations VG, DES et al. Subspecies maximus occurs in 
Venezuela and is common in Surinam. Specqounroory

CAYENNE TERN Thalasseus eurygnathus (--) 


Description. 16-18”. Much like preceding, but smaller, with lemon yellow 
bill; feet black. Imm: bill greenish at base, blackish toward tip, feet ochre 
yellow. 

Distribution. Specimen: 2, EC Demerara, Apr. 27, 1962 (M. T. Ashcroft, 
BGM), here recorded for first time. Sight records from coastal mud flats. 
(NH et al, DES). 


(Colombia, Venezuela, “not uncommon in Surinam,” east coast of South 
America to Patagonia. Dutch West Indies. Trinidad, Tobago. ) 


BROWN NODDY Anous stolidus (--) 


Description. 15”. Easily distinguished by dark sooty brown color and 
rounded tail, white forehead and grayish crown. Much larger than its length 
would indicate. Imm: paler, crown gray brown bordered by white super- 
ciliary. 

Distribution. Occasional along coast or in estuaries. Specimens: All from 
Nog-Eens, EC Demerara (12 Dec. 1949, Mrs. J. Magner; 12 Dec. 1957, 
21 Dec. 1960 and 9 Jan. 1961, RSS, all BGM) here recorded for first 
time; stolidus. 


(Western Hemisphere: breeds from coasts of Central America south to 
islands of South Atlantic. Venezuela, Trinidad, Curagao.) 


SKIMMERS (Rynchopidae) 


17”. Distinguished by remarkable scissor-like bill with protruding under 
mandible. Gregarious, and partly nocturnal; voice, loud raucous “‘barks.” 
Sea coast and rivers. (1) 
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BLACK SKIMMER Rynchops ngra_ (58) 


Description. 16-20”. Large black and white bird with scissors-like bill. 
Adult: black upperparts, white forehead and trailing edge of wing, grayish 
forked tail. Bill thin, compressed, lower mandible longer, orange red at 
base, dark toward tip. Imm: smaller, browner and mottled above, bill all 
brown. Skimmers feed by skimming water with bill open, lower mandible 
cutting the surface. 

Voice. Puppy-like short, barking notes (v.o.). 

Distribution. Widespread, from coastal mud flats and estuaries, along 
rivers inland to Upper Takutu Mts., Cuyuni and Rupununi R’s.; 
cinerascens. 


(S United States south to Tierra del Fuego.) 


PIGEONS, DOVES (Columbidae) 


5-13”. Small bill and head, rather short neck and compact body with 
short legs. Solitary or in flocks, arboreal or terrestrial. Typically nods 
head in walking. Sea level to mountain forest. (12) 


SCALED PIGEON Columba speciosa (20) 


Description. 12-14”. Throat, entire neck, upper back and breast conspicu- 
ously scaled with white spots on deep purple, upper back cinnamon, simi- 
larly spotted, giving a decidedly scaly look. Head maroon, back chestnut, 
wings and tail dusky, belly pinkish buff, crissum white. Bill bright red. 
Female and imm: duller, earth brown above and whitish below. Large, 
forest-dwelling pigeon which flies and feeds high. 

Voice. Low, slow: “rock-tuh-coo-tuh-coo.” 

Distribution. Widespread. Treetops in forest borders, occasionally in 
shrubby growth of semi-cultivated areas. Atkinson, along coastal rivers, 
to Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Mazaruni R. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Paraguay. Trinidad.) 


[BAND-TAILED PIGEON Columba fasciata (22) 


Description. 13-15”. Heavily built bird with broad tail, resembling domes- 
tic pigeon. Narrow white crescent on nape, patch of metallic green below; 
rest of upperparts brownish gray with dark flight feathers. Gray tail with 
dark band near base. Head and underparts purplish gray, vent white. 
Dark-tipped bill and bright yellow legs.

Distribution. Mountain forests and highlands generally. Specimen from 
Roraima (6000’), Venezuela. Sight observation from Manari in Great 
Savannas by Smooker, Feb. 26, 1951 is improbable; roraimae. 


(SW Canada to Colombia, Venezuela, Peru, NW Argentina. Trinidad.) ] 


PALE-VENTED PIGEON Columba cayennensis (21) 


Description. 1214”. Head, upper back, wing coverts and breast vinaceous. 
Lower back, flight feathers and tail gray, latter brown-tipped, belly gray. 
Bill black, legs dark red. Large, distinguished from Scaled Pigeon by lack 
of spotting, less rufous color and different habitat. 

Voice. “Rook-tuh-coooo0-00.” Higher pitched and faster than Scaled. 
Distribution. Widespread in lowlands, common in pasture land with trees, 
along creeks (manicole forest at Parika). Coastland, occasionally George- 
town, Atkinson, along Abary R.; inland to Bartica, Takutu Mts., and 
Quonga; cayennensis. 


(S Mexico south to Bolivia, Argentina, Brazil.) 


RUDDY PIGEON Columba subvinacea (23 in part) 


Description. 11-13”. Head, neck and underparts vinous purple. Upperparts 
brownish, tinged purple; wings and tail darker. Bill black, legs red. 
Voice. Loud churring and purring. “cookh-huh-hoo-huh” and “wuk-huh- 
haw-hoh,” also “weh-weh-wok” (Rff). 

Distribution. Due to confusion between this and following species, areas 
are difficult to define. Widespread, though not common, in forest and clear- 
ings from Atkinson and coastal rivers inland to Mazaruni and Great Falls 
D; purpureotincta. 


(Costa Rica. W Ecuador, Colombia, Venezuela to Bolivia and Brazil.) 


PLUMBEOUS PIGEON Columba plumbea (23) 


Description. 11-13”. Crown, neck and upper back iridescent purple; back, 
wings and tail dull dark brown with tinge of olive. Throat pale buff, 
underparts gray brown. Bill black and legs red. 

Distribution. Forests. Specimens from Hyde Park, Demerara R., Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Rockstone, Merume and Acary Mts.; wallacet. 


(South America to S Bolivia and Paraguay.) 
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EARED DOVE Zenaida auriculata (24) 


Description. 9-11”. Forehead, face (with two blue black spots on cheeks) 
and underparts pinky cinnamon, back olive brown. Tail somewhat grad- 
uated, with gray base, and broad cinnamon rufous band above black tip. 
Hindcrown gray, nape copper chestnut, brown wings with rows of black 
spots. Bill black, legs red. Female: duller, underparts pale pinkish buff to 
buffy white. This species spends most of its time on or near the ground. 
Distribution. Coastlands: occasionally Georgetown, Buxton, flocks seen 
at Plaisance in coastal mangroves in July. Inland to Bartica, Upper Takutu 
Mts., Quonga, Annai, Great Savannas; stenura. 


(Most of South America to Brazil, Chile, N Argentina. West Indies. 
Trinidad. ) 


COLUMBIGALLINA: three small doves, with short, square tails, wings 
showing a flash of rufous in flight. Common Ground-Dove has spotted or 
scaled breast; Plain-breasted lacks this and has obscure spots on wings; 
Ruddy Ground-Dove is cinnamon-backed, wings more rufous chestnut. 


COMMON GROUND-DOVE Columbigallina passerim (25) 


Description. 6-7”. Mainly vinous gray with rufous primaries, very notice- 
able in flight; black spotting on wing coverts, dusky tail. Feathers of neck 
and breast dark centered, often called Scaly-breasted Ground-Dove. 
Voice. Soft, rising “coo-ah.” 

Distribution. Widespread and abundant in populated areas (Georgetown) 
and open arid country generally, both coastal and inland. Buxton, Belfield, 
Blairmont, Abary and Demerara R’s; inland to Bartica, Great Falls D, 
Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga, Annai, Great Savannas; griseola. 


(S United States to Ecuador and N Brazil. West Indies. Trinidad.) 


PLAIN-BREASTED GROUND-DOVE Columbigallina minuta (26) 


Description. 5-6”. Slightly smaller but similar to preceding. Lacks scaling 
or spotting.on neck and breast, crown blue gray, as is tail except broad 
black subterminal band; wing spots obscure. 

Voice. Soft “wup-wup,” higher pitched than other Ground-Doves. 
Distribution. Widespread but less common. Open, scrubby country and 
dry clearings from Georgetown, Blairmont, Abary R., inland to Bartica, 
Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts., Annai and Lethem; minuta. 


(Mexico to Brazil, Bolivia, Paraguay. Trinidad.) 
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RUDDY GROUND-DOVE Columbigallina talpacoti (27, 28) 


Description. 6-7”. Blue gray head contrasts with cinnamon brown and 
chestnut upperparts. Wing coverts spotted, axillars dark (seen in flight). 
Tail mainly black, tipped cinnamon. Underparts vinaceous, crissum chest- 
nut. Female more grayish brown without contrasting head. 

Voice. Gentle “woo-uh,”: slightly lower than two preceding. 
Distribution. Widespread and common. Populated coastlands, parks, 
gardens, coastal courida, forest edges. Georgetown, Buxton, coastal rivers 
inland to Bartica, Great Falls, Quonga, Annai; talpacoti. 


(Mexico to Bolivia and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


BLUE GROUND-DOVE Claravis pretiosa (29) 


Description. 8-9”. Male pale blue gray with large black spots on wing 
coverts, wings blue gray and dusky brown. Square-tipped tail blue gray 
with black on lateral feathers. Female: olive to rust brown, dark wing 
spots, chestnut wing bars, russet tail. Perches in trees but often feeds on 
ground. 

Distribution. Uncommon in forested areas, Abary and Demerara R’s., 
Great Falls D, Bartica, Quonga, Karanambo (DES). 


(Mexico to Peru, N Bolivia, Argentina.) 


WHITE-TIPPED DOVE Lepftotila verreauxi (30) 


Description. 10”. Crown, back, wings and tail drab olive brown; tail 
rounded and white-tipped. Hindneck tinged metallic violet bronze. Side 
of head, throat and breast silvery vinous, belly and sides vinaceous. Bare 
skin around eye blue. Underwing bright, pale chestnut. Legs red. Female: 
duller, less iridescentt. Feeds on ground, shy, flushes into thickets. 
Voice. Groaning call, rising on second note: “oo-oo.” 

Distribution. Along watercourses and lowlands (in courida and man- 
groves), rare in forest. Georgetown, coastal rivers and creeks, Buxton; 
inland to Bartica, Rockstone, Great Falls D, Marudi Mts., and Quonga; 
brasiliensis. 


GRAY-FRONTED DOVE Leftotilla rufaxilla (31) 


Description. 10”. Similar to preceding, but bare skin of eye pink, crown 
pale gray merging into brown of upperparts, side of face and throat gray 
buff. Under wing coverts dark chestnut, outer tail feathers blackish, tipped 
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Voice. Much like preceding, but falling in pitch: “oo-oo.” Also a loud, 
mournful. “oo-o00-00-00,” middle notes higher. 

Distribution. Widespread, sometimes found in scattered trees near habita- 
tions (Atkinson, Wineperu). River forests from coast inland to Bartica, 
Rockstone, Koriabo, Kamakusa, Upper Takutu Mts., Paruima M, Ayan- 
ganna, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; rufasilla. 


(South America to Brazil, Uruguay, Paraguay, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


RUDDY QUAIL-DOVE Geotrygon montana (32) 


Description. 9”. Rich chestnut above, vinaceous below, dark malar stripe. 
Female: olive brown, somewhat bronzy above and paler below. Note very 
short tail with no black or white. 

Voice. Long, booming note, suggesting a foghorn; very low-pitched 
“oooo000ong.” 

Distribution. Terrestrial forest birds, suggesting quail. Widespread in 
lowland forest (Mabaruma, coastal rivers, Bartica, Wineperu) and moun- 
tain forest (Upper Takutu, Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts.) ; montana. 


(Mexico to Brazil, Paraguay, Bolivia. West Indies. Trinidad.) 


PARROTS (Psittacidae) 


514-38”. Large head, short neck; short, stout, strongly hooked bill. 
Plumage brightly colored, predominantly green. Feed on fruit, nuts, and 
seeds. Arboreal, noisy flocks fly into trees, usually disappearing in 
foliage. Coastal and interior forest, savannas. (28) 


BLUE-AND-YELLOW MACAW 4ra ararauna (189) 


Description. 30-35”. Forehead, sides of head and nape green, upperparts 
mainly cerulean blue, including long, pointed tail. Underparts yellow, 
tinged orange. Bare skin of face white, feathered lines and chin blackish. 
Bill all black. 

Distribution. Wooded areas, also savannas. Widespread from Abary 
Savannas, woods along coastal rivers, Morawhanna to Courantyne R., 
Blairmont, Bartica, Pacaraima Mts. 


(Panama to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia.) 


SCARLET MACAW Ara macao (190) 


Description. 33-38”. Scarlet above and below except blue rump, tail 
coverts and flight feathers, yellow scapulars and wing bar. Central tail 
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feathers entirely red, lateral ones blue. Bare skin of face white, without 
markings. 

Distribution. Throughout, both forest and savanna. Occasional at Bartica. 
Mazaruni, Demerara, Burro-Burro R’s., Merume Mts. 


(Mexico to Bolivia, Peru, NE Brazil.) 


RED-AND-GREEN MACAW 4ra chloroptera (191) 


Description. 34-38”. Mainly red, including base of tail; a deeper tone than 
preceding. Wings mostly blue; bare skin of face with fine lines of red 
feathers. Resembles Scarlet Macaw, but central tail feathers blue, not red, 
wing coverts green, not yellow. 

Voice. Very low and strident: “raw-raw.” 

Distribution. Forested areas. Bonasika and Berbice R’s., Oko, Bartica, 
Wineperu, Kamakusa; Kanuku, Pacaraima Mts. 


(Panama to Bolivia, Argentina, Paraguay. ) 


CHESTNUT-FRONTED MACAW 4ra severa (192) 


Description. 17-21”. Grass green, with blue crown, tinge on wings and tip 
of tail. Forehead and edge of cheeks maroon chestnut. Flight feathers blue, 
under wing coverts rose pink. Under side of wings and tail red. 
Distribution. Rare. One specimen, Schomburgk (who says he met it only 
a few times). Occurs in Venezuela (wooded regions near rivers) and 
Surinam (rather common in coastal area) ; severa. 


(E Panama to S Brazil and Bolivia.) 


RED-BELLIED MACAW Ara manilata (193) 


Description. 18”. Mainly green, with bare yellow cheeks, bluish tinge on 
forehead and wings, a small patch of dull red on belly. Larger than follow- 
ing, yellow cheeks distinctive. 

Voice. Loud squawks: “wrrrrake-wrrrrake,” also a purring noise when 
feeding. 

Distribution. Typically ité swamps where moriche palms are plentiful, 
also parklands and plantations. Feeds on berries in treetops. Widespread 
from Conservancies, coastal rivers to Bartica, Takutu R. 


(South America to Brazil, Peru, Ecuador. Trinidad. ) 


RED-SHOULDERED MACAW Ara nobilis (194) 


Description. 12”. Grass green, with bluish forehead. Under wing coverts 
and small shoulder patch scarlet, under surface of flight feathers and tail 
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old gold. Bare face white. Smaller size and green, not red belly, distinguish 
this from preceding. 

Voice. Similar to Red-bellied, but higher pitched: “kreek-kreek” and a 
more throaty “ahk-ahk-ahk-ahk-ahk.” 

Distribution. Widespread in sand belt forests; coastlands, from Mabaruma 
west, forest fringed savannas (common around Abary R.), coastal planta- 
tions, Buxton, Hyde Park, inland to Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Ru- 
pununi R.; nobilis. 


(Venezuela, Surinam, N Brazil.) 


PARAKEETS are medium size or small parrots with pointed, and in Ara- 
tinga and Pyrrhura, long tails. Some parakeets are longer than smallest 
macaws. 


WHITE-EYED PARAKEET Aratinga leucophthalmus (196) 


Description. 14”. Similar to preceding but forehead red to maroon, spots 
on sides of neck and narrow band on wing coverts scarlet. Male has yellow 
under wings and tail. Bare skin of face ash-colored, not white. 
Distribution. Savanna, oases and palms. One specimen (Schomburgk, 
BM, received from Royal Geographic Society circa 1837). Smooker’s sight 
record from Manari probably refers to A. nobilis which occurs there; 
leucophthalmus. 


(Most of Central America, south to Bolivia, Argentina. ) 


SUN PARAKEET Aratinga solstitialis (195) 


Description. 12”. Largely yellow, suffused with red, greenish cast on back 
and quills, blackish primaries. Broad orange eye ring. Tail golden olive 
above tipped blue, underside green yellow tipped brown. 

Voice. Presumably “kessi-kessi,” its native name. 

Distribution. Specimens from Mahu and Pomeroon R’s, Pacaraima Mts., 
Quonga (Whitely), Annai. Sight record of flock near Waranambo 1964, 
DES. Beebe’s specimen recorded from Bartica, 1917 not in collection; 
Smooker’s record of flock in flight there, 1947, seems doubtful. 


(Guianas, Rio Branco, Brazil, Venezuela —1 Roraima specimen. ) 


BROWN-THROATED PARAKEET Aratinga pertinax (197) 


Description. 9-10”. Green above with bluish forehead and tips of flight 
feathers; base of forehead, line over eye and face orange. Throat and 
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breast dull yellowish olive brown, belly and under wing coverts yellowish, 
orange near vent. In general green upperparts, brownish yellow underparts 
and orange face. 

Voice. Sharp “krik-krik” or ‘“‘tchrit-tchrit” (NH), often two double 
notes which might be translated “itch-it, scratch-it.” (DES) 
Distribution. Probably commonest parrot. Widespread and abundant on 
coast: plantations, grasslands with scattered trees, parks and gardens in 
Georgetown, Atkinson, coastal rivers, Buxton, Rockstone, Wuismar; 
surinama. Inland: Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga, Annai, Manari, Kanuku 
Mts.; chrysophrys. 


(W Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas. Dutch West Indies.) 


PAINTED PARAKEET Pyrrhura picta (199) 


Description. 8%”. A multicolored parakeet with broadly graduated tail. 
Forehead, lores and line under eyes red, crown brown. Collar on hindneck 
and primaries blue, lower back and tail dull red. Throat and breast bluish, 
feathers edged buffy with scaly look, belly green with red center. 

Voice. Single note “eek”; flock screams “EEE-ee-m.” 

Distribution. Woods along rivers: Abary, Courantyne, Essequibo, Takutu 
R’s; inland: Quonga, Annai, Kanuku Mts., common at Nappi; picta. 


(South America south to Peru and Rio Branco, Brazil.) 


FIERY-SHOULDERED PARAKEET Pyrrhura egregia (200) 


Description. 10”. Crown brownish, large eye ring and bare skin around 
eye yellowish. Back and wings mostly grass green, shoulders orange red, 
primaries bright blue, tail purple brown. Breast dull green, scalloped with 
buff edged feathers. Belly dull green with red brown patch. 

Distribution. Wooded areas. Specimens from Paruima M. (Phelps Coll.), 
Minnehaha Creek (AMNH), Kamarang R. (4, MCZ); Merume Mts. 
Annai (all Whitely), Pacaraima Mts. (RSS, 1960, BGM) ; egregia. 


(Venezuela. ) 


GREEN-RUMPED (COMMON) PARROTLET 
Forpus passerinus (203) 


Description. 54%”. Bright green, paler below. Male: wing coverts and 
rump ultramarine. Female: yellowish forehead, green rump. Bill pale 
flesh gray. This species and next are tiny, chunky parrots with very short 
tails. 
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Voice. Penetrating double note, accented on second: “tsup-tsup.” 
Distribution. Extensive, both coastal and inland. Populated areas, George- 
town to New Amsterdam, Blairmont, Courantyne Coast, Essequibo R., in- 
land to Upper Takutu Mts.; passerinus. 


(South America to Brazil, Bolivia, N Peru. Trinidad.) 


DUSKY-BILLED PARROTLET Forpus sclatert (202) 


Description. 534”. Similar to preceding, but yellowish forehead and 
crown, some bluish black on wings, grass green rump. Upper mandible 
dusky, lower pale. 

Distribution. Known here only from type specimen “Psittacula 
modesta,” labeled “British Guiana’ (Schomburgk, Berlin Museum) ; 
eidos. 


(South America — except Surinam —to N Brazil, Peru, N Bolivia.) 


GOLDEN-WINGED PARAKEET Brotogeris chrysopterus (205) 


Description. 74%”. Green above and below, with blue primaries and orange 
wing coverts. Base of forehead and chin brown. Bill yellowish. Tail rather 
short, pointed. 

Voice. High “chil-chil-chil,” or “chit-chit.” 

Distribution. In and over high forest. Abary, Ituribisi and Potaro R’s. 
(common at F2), NW district, Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Mazaruni 
R., Rockstone, Annai; chrysopterus. 


(E Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil) 


RORAIMA PARROTLET WNannopsittaco panchlora (201) 


Description. 542”. Crown, back and wings vivid green, primary tips 
blackish. Cheeks and area around bill yellow green, underparts, especially 
under tail coverts, pale green. 

Distribution. Known only from Kamarang River specimen. (Peters III: 
208, source of record unknown at MCZ, fide R. A. Paynter, Jr.). 


(Mts. Roraima, Duida, etc., Venezuela.) 


LILAC-TAILED PARROTLET Towit batavica (216) 


Description. 6”. Bill and head apple green and yellow. Nape and back 
scaly due to dark edged yellow green feathers. Back, wings, rump and tail 
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coverts black, broad green and yellow wing bar, edged vivid blue. Central 
tail feathers bluish lilac, outer reddish lilac. Upper breast powder blue 
grading into apple green of underparts, underwing light peacock green. 
Touch of red on shoulder completes a spectrum of colors in this “Seven- 
colored Parakeet.” 

Voice. Flock utters miniature squealing, nasal calls: ‘“ee-eeth,”’ also soft 
chattering ones. 

Distribution. Forest. Supenaam, Mazaruni and Essequibo R’s., Bartica. 


(Venezuela, Surinam. Trinidad.) 


SAPPHIRE-RUMPED PARROTLET Towit purpurata (217) 


Description. 614”. Head yellow green tinged brown. Mostly dark green 
above, dusky and blackish feathers on wing coverts; lower back, rump and 
bend of wing violet blue. Outer tail feathers magenta tipped green, inner 
ones green. Underparts pale emerald green, under tail coverts brighter. 
Distribution. Wooded areas. Recorded from NWD, Barima, Arakaka 
R’s., east along Ituribisi, Supenaam and Bonasika, south to Bartica, 
Mazaruni, Kamarang R’s., and Kamakabra; purpurata. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NW Brazil.) 


SCARLET-SHOULDERED PARROTLET Towit huetu (218) 


Description. 7”. Differs from Lilac-tailed Parrotlet in much less black on 
wing, and none on back. Bend of wing, axillars, under wing coverts and 
patches on sides of breast scarlet. Tail crimson or violet purple, black 
subterminal band in male; green and yellow, with band in female. 

Voice. High “witch-witch.” 

Distribution. Tropical forest. Specimens from Berbice (“on sale in town, 
etc.’ C. A. Lloyd, Timehri IX :273), and Coverden (Rasool, 1938, 
CNHM). Howe recorded large flocks at Mabaruma and Wineperu. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Brazil, NE Peru.) 


BLACK-HEADED PARROT Pionittes melanocephala (219) 


Description. 10”. Crown and nape black, dull cinnamon collar around 
hindneck. Patch above and below eye, entire upperparts including tail soft, 
rather pale green. Face, throat, flanks, under tail coverts orange; breast 
and belly whitish to pale yellow buff. 

Voice. “Heeyah-heeyah,” a piping “toot,” also “wheech-wheech-wheech.” 
Distribution. Widespread and fairly common in high forest and edges. 
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NWD (Koriabo) along rivers east, Conservancies, Atkinson, to Abary R. 
Inland: Bartica, Wineperu, Rockstone, Potaro L., Mazaruni and Puruni 
R’s., Merume Mts. ; melanocephala. 


(South America south to N Brazil and Peru.) 


CAICA PARROT Pionopsitta caica (215) 


Description. 8%”. Mainly green, except black head, some black on wings, 
orange collar on neck and bronzy brown throat. Tail square, yellow and 
green rectrices blue-tipped. Imm: duller green, including head, sparingly 
flecked black; golden olive neck and upper breast. 

Voice. Nasal ‘“weeuck” and “wocha.” Medium low. 

Distribution. Not common, but widespread, from coastal rivers inland to 
Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Mazaruni, Kamarang, Potaro R’s., Acary 
Mts. 


(Recorded positively only from Guianas, possibly Brazil.) 


BLUE-HEADED PARROT Pionus menstruus (212) 


Description. 11”. Deep blue head, neck, throat and breast. Otherwise 
green, base of tail red. In flight note deep wing beats. A treetop bird. 
Voice. Rather high pitched wooden, “krit-krit,” or “chitty-wit-wit”’ and 
a more liquid “chil-chil.” 

Distribution. Widespread and moderately common in forest. Coastland: 
Atkinson, Hyde Park, rivers from NWD, Koriabo, Ituribisi, Bonasika, 
Waini. Inland: Bartica, Rockstone, Upper Takutu, Ayanganna and 
Kanuku Mts., Annai; menstruus. 


(Costa Rica to Brazil, Peru, Ecuador, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


DUSKY PARROT Pionus fuscus (213) 


Description. 1014”. Mainly dull brownish with blue wings and tail. Head 
purplish brown, pale pinkish eye ring and stripe from auriculars to chin. 
Back and upper wing sooty brown, secondaries bronzy green, primaries 
blue and purple. Tail dark blue, inner rectrices and under tail coverts rose 
red. Throat and upper breast bluish, with scalloped look, rest of under- 
parts plum brown. Underwings brilliant blue. 

Distribution. Moderately common in thick forest, widespread from coast- 
land: Atkinson, Conservancies, Hyde Park, Ituribisi and Abary R’s.; in- 
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land to Bartica, Kamakusa, Paruima M, Rockstone, Potaro L. to Marudi 
and Acary Mts. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


AMAZONAS: Large, square-tailed, mainly green parrots; wings blue black 
near tip, usually some red on outer tail feathers. 


BLUE-CHEEKED PARROT Amazona brasiliensis (209) 


Description. 16”. Only large green parrot with orange yellow speculum. 
Generally green above and below. Head yellowish tinged green, face and 
side neck soft blue, the amount varying. Bill dusky, base of upper mandible 
red. 

Distribution. Uncommon though fairly widespread in interior forests. 
Bonasika, Demerara R’s., Bartica, Kamarang R., Kamakusa, Potaro L, 
Kaietur Falls; dufresniana. 


(Venezuela, Guianas. ) 


FESTIVE PARROT Amazona festiva (210, 211) 


Description. 1514”. Dusky green with lower back and rump crimson, fore- 
head and lores dull red, bluish tinge on cheeks, purplish nape. No wing 
speculum. Tail with green base, yellow green tip. Primaries and coverts 
blackish, tinged blue. 

Distribution. A forest parrot. Known in British Guiana only from Schom- 
burgk, and specimen from Pomeroon R., Sclater (BM). Sight observa- 
tions by Smooker, Bartica, 1948-1949, not substantiated ; bodini. 

(Locally distributed in Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru; more com- 
mon in Rio Branco, Brazil.) 


YELLOW-HEADED PARROT Amazona ochrocephala (208) 


Description. 15”. Only center of crown yellow, cheeks green, speculum 
red. Sometimes yellow feathers in generally green plumage. Separate 
from similar Orange-winged Parrot by green cheeks and red, not orange 
speculum. 

Voice. Medium low “aow-aow” (NH) and rapid “ha-ha-ha.” (DES) 
Distribution. Wooded areas, more common inland than along coast. 
Georgetown occasionally, Lamaha Conservancy, Mahaicony, Abary and 
Barima R’s. Inland Bartica, Kamakusa, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai; 
ochrocephala. 

(Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil. Trinidad.) 
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ORANGE-WINGED PARROT Amazona amazonica (207) 


Description. 1344”. Green with yellow crown and cheeks, blue forehead 
and lores. Wings with speculum and inner web of rectrices orange. Spread 
tail shows pale scarlet base. 

Voice. This noisy parrot is well-known for its squealing and Ee 
“squeal-squeal”’ and a more nasal “ahnk-ahnk.” 

Distribution. Widespread and abundant in lowland forests. Georgetown 
(2-3 in Botanic Gardens), and along coastal rivers from NWD; inland 
Bartica, Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Rupununi R; amagonica. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, S Brazil. Trinidad.) 


MEALY PARROT Amazona farinosa (206) 


Description. 1614”. Largest Amazona, with dull gray green plumage and 
powdery or mealy look, paler below. Crown and hindneck dull bluish. Con- 
spicuous red wing patch, tail broadly tipped greenish yellow. 

Voice. Low, variable. Very loud, raucous “aaah-agha-agha” or “ha-ak, 
ha-ak” or a thinner “hwih-hwih.” Also throaty yodelling and falling series 
of six bell-like notes. 

Distribution. Lowland forests, less common than two preceding. Along 
coastal rivers from NWD to Courantyne R.; inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Rockstone, Kamakabra, Oko R.; farinosa. 


(Mexico to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


RED-FAN PARROT Deroptyus accipitrinus (214) 


Description. 15”. Generally green, erectile crest crimson widely edged 
blue. Forecrown whitish, most of head, throat and breast brown, pale 
streaked. Feathers of lower breast and belly red, tipped blue. Primaries 
and under side of tail black. Usually flies low. 

Voice. Resembles Black-headed Parrot: a nasal “angha-angha,” and 
“chn-chn-chn-eeyah-eeyah.” 

Distribution. Uncommon in forest. Atkinson, coastal rivers from Ituribisi 
to Courantyne; Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa; Merume, Kanuku and 
Acary Mts.; acctpitrinus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, and N Brazil.) 


CUCKOOS (Cuculidae) 


914-18”. Bill stout to heavy, curved; loosely feathered, long-tailed. Vary 
from arboreal species resembling North American cuckoos to mainly 
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chestnut squirrel cuckoos, blackish and gregarious anis, and large, ter- 
restrial pheasant-like birds. Two species parasitic. (12) 


YELLOW-BILLED CUCKOO Coccyzus americanus (298) 


Description. 11-12”. Dull brown above, basal half of primaries rufous. 
Whitish below, with large white spots on tips of rectrices. Yellow lower 
mandible. In flight flash of rufous on wings is distinctive. Often perches 
motionless inside trees and bushes. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America, October on. Georgetown, 
Buxton, Lower Essequibo and Mazaruni R’s., Upper Takutu Mts.; 
americanus. 


(Winters south to Uruguay, Argentina. Trinidad. Dutch Antilles.) 


PEARLY-BREASTED CUCKOO Coccysus euleri (299) 


Description. 10”. Similar to preceding, without rufous in wings. Outer 
rectrices blackish, tipped and edged white. Wing linings and inner webs 
white, visible in open wing. Underparts pale silvery gray. 

Distribution. Forest and thicket. Specimens from two widely separated 
areas: Supenaam R. (McConnell, BM) and Annai (Whitely, June, 1889, 
BM). 


(Colombia, local in Venezuela and Surinam, Brazil.) 


MANGROVE CUCKOO 1 Coccyzus minor (296) 


Description. 1114”. Upperparts gray, dusky ear coverts, outer tail feathers 
broadly tipped white, underparts pinky buff. Upper mandible black, under 
yellow. Differs from Yellow-billed Cuckoo in black ear coverts, grayer 
crown, bright buffy underparts. 

Distribution. Frequents both mangrove thickets and semi-arid land. Rare 
in coastal area. Georgetown (May-Oct.-Nov. not uncommon), sugar 
estates, Thomas Lands. Specimen labelled “Essequibo R.”’ McConnell, 
BM; minor. 


(Florida, West Indies, Central America, N South America. Trinidad, 
Aruba. ) 


DARK-BILLED CUCKOO Coccyzus melacoryphus (297) 


Description. 10”. Crown and sides of head gray, dusky ear coverts, back 
and wings olive brown. Central tail feathers brown, black-tipped, outer 
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ones black with white tips. Sides of breast gray, underparts mostly 
rufescent buff, paling to white on belly. Similar to preceding, but smaller 
with all black bill. 

Distribution. Forest and thicket. Georgetown (Botanic and Promenade 
Gardens), Conservancies, Buxton, trees bordering cane fields, courida 
(during June-August). Along coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Mazaruni 
and Yuruani R’s., Annai. | 


(South America to Peru, Bolivia, Paraguay, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


SQUIRREL CUCKOO Piaya cayana_ (300) 


Description. 17”. Upperparts chestnut, tail very long (9-10”) and grad- 
uated, with black band and white tip. Throat and breast cinnamon buff, 
belly pale gray. Bill dull greenish yellow. 

Voice. Musical “tek-wong” or “ik-wank,” a harsh “chit-chit” or “ch-ch- 
ch-chit.” 

Distribution. Fringe of light, secondary woods, dry scrub and forest. 
Widespread and common; Georgetown occasionally, Conservancies, Atkin- 
son, along coastal rivers; inland throughout: Kamakusa, Upper Takutu, 
Marudi and Acary Mts., Annai; cayana. 


(Mexico to Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


BLACK-BELLIED CUCKOO Piaya melanogaster (301) 


Description. 14”. Differs from preceding in smaller size, gray crown and 
lores, lower breast dusky, belly black. Bill red. 

Distribution. An inland forest species noted high in trees. Rare near coast. 
Ituribisi, Kamakabra, and Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, 
Rockstone, Tumatumari, Merume Mts.; melanogaster. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


LITTLE CUCKOO 1 Piaya minuta (302) 


Description. 914”. Like Squirrel Cuckoo, but much smaller and shorter- 
tailed. Upperparts pale chestnut, paler on throat, breast chestnut and belly 
buff (not gray). Bill greenish yellow. 

Voice. Musical “ik-ou” (pitch about sol-me). 

Distribution. Forest edges, light forest, scattered trees, along rivers. 
Primarily coastal: Georgetown, Koriabo NWD, coastal rivers, Buxton, 
Blairmont, Takutu R.; minuta. 


(Panama to W Ecuador, to central Brazil and Bolivia.) 
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GREATERANI Crotophaga major (307) 


Description. 17”. Plumage black with dark blue iridescence; mantle and 
breast feathers fringed bronze green. Tail (over 10” long) deep purple 
above, bronze green below. Bill black with “broken-nose” effect. Iris pale. 
Voice. Raven-like croaks and turkey-like gobbles; “olla kolla,” also 
pprukes 

Distribution. Marshy areas and riverside vegetation, trenches in sugar 
plantations. Widespread from Georgetown Botanic Gardens, Conservancies, 
Blairmont, Buxton, coastal river marshes; inland to Bartica, Upper 
Takutu Mts., Great Savannas, Annai. 


(Panama to tropical South America as far as Argentina. Trinidad. ) 


SMOOTH-BILLED ANI Crotophagaan (306) 


Description. 13”. Glossy black, upperparts and breast with greenish or 
purplish sheen. Black bill with high arch and knife-like upper mandible. 
Voice. Whinning, long, drawn-out “oo-eeek” (EE, Panama). 
Distribution. Common throughout: clearings, bamboo, cultivated land, 
parks, gardens, and pastures, both on coast and interior; savannas and 
mountains: Upper Takutu and Kanuku. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador and Argentina, east of Andes). 


[GROOVE-BILLED ANI Crotophaga sulcirostris (--) 


Description. 11%”. Very much like preceding, though smaller. Curved 
grooves and ridges on upper mandible only visible at close quarters. Upper 
mandible less arched than preceding. 

Voice. Different, not long drawn-out, drier “hoo-lick,”’ repeated, some- 
times “wicha-wicha-wicha.” (EE, Panama). 

Distribution. Dry pastures and savannas, often with cattle. Credited to 
British Guiana by Phelps (1958), de Schauensee (1964), Peters (1940), 
and in Hellmayr marked “British Guiana (?),”’ but no specimen or sight 
observations known. 


(Texas to coastal Peru on west; Venezuela, N Brazil. Dutch West 
Indies.) ] 


STRIPED CUCKOO ‘Wife-sick” Tapera naevia (304) 


Description. 10%”. Crown chestnut, white superciliary bordered below 
with brown, narrow black moustache. Breast chestnut, otherwise pale buff 
to white below. Bastard wing black, often flicked forward and visible. 
Parasitic nester. 
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Voice. Clear, melancholy whistles with minor notes. Most often heard: 
two-part, “wife-seek.” Longer, five notes is “wheu wheu wheu wh’euwheu. 
...’ Bird responds well to these easily imitated calls. (EE, Panama. v.o.) 
Distribution. Usually open areas, pastures with scattered trees, low 
thickets. In suitable country from Georgetown, coastal plantations and 
rivers inland to Bartica and Takutu R.; naewia. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


PAVONINE CUCKOO Dromococcys pavoninus (305) 


Description. 12”, Dark slate gray above, feathers margined white on back 
and upper wing coverts, primaries brown. Tail feathers tipped white, as 
are unusually long coverts (reason for common name of Peacock Cuckoo). 
Head, throat and foreneck pale chestnut, buffy superciliary, white throat, 
underparts whitish. Bill dark and almost straight. Imm: browner, with 
white streaks. Parasitic nester, but habits little known. 

Distribution. Locally distributed in wooded areas. Known from coastal 
rivers: (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Makauria, Abary, Berbice; all 
McConnell, BM), Mazaruni R. (Whitely, MCZ), Bartica (Beebe 
AMNB4) ; pavoninus. 


(Guianas, E Ecuador, Peru, Brazil to Matto Grosso, Paraguay. ) 


RUFOUS-WINGED GROUND-CUCKOO 
Neomorphus rufipenms (303) 


Description. 18”. Skin around eye pink, top of head and breast blue black, 
back greenish brown, wing coverts green, secondaries green and chestnut, 
primaries dark blue. Tail very long (11”), central rectrices purple bronze, 
the next green tipped black, outer ones greenish blue. Throat grayish buff, 
dark edged feathers giving a scaly look, breast dark blue, belly grayish 
brown, darker on flanks. Bill dark except pale tip of upper mandible. 
Distribution. Woods in tropical zone. Specimens from Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Mazaruni R’s. (McConnell, BM, CNHM), Kamakusa and Annai 
(Whitely, MCZ), Bartica (Beebe, AMNH). 


(Locally distributed in Venezuela south of Orinoco, and Rio Branco, 
Brazil. ) 


BARN OWLS (Tytonidae) 


15”. Long-legged, pale owls with white heart-shaped faces. Solitary, 
nocturnal, nest in buildings or holes in trees. Feed chiefly on rodents. 
Moth-like flight sometimes seen at dusk over open ground. (1) 
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BARN OWL Tyito alba (188) 


Description. 15”. Large hornless owl, with white heart-shaped face 
(“monkey-faced owl”) fringed with dark. Upperparts grayish to orange 
buff, speckled black and white. Underparts finely spotted white and buff. 
Voice. Harsh sound like that made by tearing canvas: “kshchhhh.” (v.o.) 
Distribution. Frequents buildings where it nests, also uses holes in trees. 
Widespread in settled areas from Georgetown (common, nests in church 
and other buildings), Buxton, coastal estates, Upper Takutu Mts.; hell- 
mayri. 


(Distribution practically world-wide.) 


OWLS (Strigidae) 


6-22”. Large-headed, with large eyes and facial disks; very short neck. 
Some have “horns” (feather tufts) ; in certain species there are two 
color phases: reddish brown and gray. Nocturnal predators. (11) 


TROPICAL SCREECH-OWL Otus choliba (182) 


Description. 9”. Small, short-eared owl, facial disk tawny gray with in- 
distinct dark border. Upperparts tawny gray brown—sometimes darker— 
and spotted. Underparts buffy white, with fine brown streaks and bars, 
(herringbone effect). There is a rufous phase. 

Voice. Whinnying, rising call ‘“bu-bu-bu-bu-bu-bu-buo.” (NH) Also “boo- 
boo-boo-boo-boo-boo-boo-who-oo-oo,” last part falling in pitch (DES, 
Trinidad). 

Distribution. Arid country, savanna, forested lowlands: Georgetown, 
Atkinson, Buxton, Blairmont, Abary R. Recorded inland from Bartica, 
Pomeroon R. (swampy forest), Manari, Kanuku Mts.; crucigerus. 


(Costa Rica south to Peru, S Bolivia, Argentina, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


CRESTED OWL Lobhostrix cristata (183) 


Description. 17”. Long ear tufts and conspicuous superciliary white, 
crown sooty brown, buffy to chestnut patch outlining facial disk. Upper- 
parts uniform brown, white spots on wing coverts. Underparts tawny, 
finely vermiculated with brown. Iris brown. 

Distribution. Forest owl. Only record known: Georgetown, two young 
taken from loft of house in Georgetown (Quelch, Timehri, 1925) ; peculiar 
place for a rare forest owl; cristata. 
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(S Mexico to Colombia, Guianas, Ecuador, Brazil, middle and upper 
Amazon. ) 


GREAT HORNED OWL Bubo virginianus (180) 


Description. 18-22”. Upperparts brown, vermiculated and mottled tawny, 
wings and tail barred tawny and brown. Underparts with narrow brown 
bars on buffy white. Distinguished by large size, prominent dark ear tufts 
and conspicuously barred underparts. 

Voice. Low “hoo-hoo-huh-huh-HOO.” (Heard in Georgetown April- 
August.) 

Distribution. Forest and thickets. Georgetown (Botanic Gardens in Royal 
Palms and Saman trees), Lower Abary R. (similar vegetation), Buxton, 
Pirara, Takutu and Kanuku Mts., Manari, Annai; scotimus. 


(Alaska south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil, Straits of Magellan.) 


SPECTACLED OWL Pulsatrix perspicillata (181) 


Description. 17-20”. Large hornless owl, sooty brown above, tawny below, 
broad black chest band. Tail barred brown and gray, tipped white. 
Feathers in front of eye and long superciliary white; small black throat 
patch enclosed by white crescent on upper breast. 

Voice. ‘“Boo-boo-boo-boo-boo,” reminiscent of Barred Owl (DES, 
Panama). | 
Distribution. Forest and wooded savannas. Widespread but not common. 
Georgetown occasionally, Supenaam, Bonasika R’s., Bartica, Annai; per- 
spicillata. 


(Mexico to southern tip of South America. Trinidad. ) 


LEAST PYGMY-OWL  Glaucidium minutissimum (- -) 


Description. 6”. Head dark brown finely spotted white, mantle dark chest- 
nut, wings spotted, streaked and barred pale rufous and white. Tail dark 
brown with spots forming 4-5 bars. Throat and upper breast brown, upper 
abdomen rufous chestnut, lower streaked chestnut. This species differs 
from the following in spotted, not streaked crown, and few, not many 
tail bars. | 
Distribution. Lowlands and foothills to moderate elevations. One speci- 
men, Kamakusa (Whitely, BM, Griscom. Proc. NE Zool. Club 12 :37-43, 
1931) ; minutissimum. 


(Mexico to British Guiana and Brazil: Amazonas, Para, Bahia, Matto 
Grosso, Sao Paulo.) 
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FERRUGINOUS PYGMY-OWL Glaucidium brasihanum (187) 


Description. 6”. Two color phases of this small, brown earless owl: 
rufous and dull brown. Facial disk brown, circled with white. Crown 
streaked white, superciliary and a few spots on wings white, tail with 
many bars. 

Distribution. Apparently both lowlands and mountains, though this and 
preceding species may have been confused. Recorded from Upper Takutu, 
Marudi and Pacaraima Mts., Annai and Great Savannas. A Glaucidium 
was seen in Georgetown Botanic Gardens in daylight, July, 1960 by 
Howe; phaleonoides. 


(Arizona to Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. 
Trinidad. ) 


BURROWING OWL Sbeotyto cuncularia (186) 


Description. 8-9”. Round head without ear tufts, yellow eyes, white super- 
ciliary and chin. Upperparts brown spotted white, wings and tail barred 
brown and white. Throat white, sides of neck dusky, underparts barred 
brown, rufous, white. A terrestrial owl with very long legs and short tail ; 
bobs and bows when approached. 

Voice. “Cuckahoo” and various chattering notes. (v.o.) 

Distribution. Open country, savannas, where it perches on termite nests. 
Uncommon. Upper Takutu and Marudi Mts., Annai, Great Savannas; 
minor. 

(North America through South America to Tierra del Fuego, in dry open 
areas. Caribbean Islands.) 


MOTTLED OWL Ciccaba virgata (184) 


Description. 13-15”. No ear tufts, pale facial disks outlined below with 
white. Upperparts sooty brown, finely dotted and vermiculated buffy 
(appearing plain). Underparts white to pale rufous, heavily streaked dark 
brown. Longish tail with 4-5 narrow white bars. Iris brown to yellow. 
Distribution. Forested areas. Specimens from Kamakusa (Whitely), 
Berbice and Ituribisi R’s (McConnell, BM), one labelled ‘““Miss Armitage, 
British Guiana” (AMNH) ; macconnell. 


(Mexico south to Argentina and Paraguay. Trinidad. ) 


BLACK-BANDED OWL Ciccaba huhula (185) 


Description. 16”. No ear tufts. Black, upperparts banded with narrow 
wavy white lines, underparts with slightly wider white bars. Chin black, 
bill yellow. Toes not feathered. 
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Distribution. Forested areas. Known from Ituribisi R. (McConnell, 
BM), Merume (Whitely, BM), and Kanuku Mts. (Schomburgk). No 
recent record; huhula. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


STRIPED OWL Asio clamator (179) 


Description. 13-15”. Prominent ear tufts. Face and throat white, disks 
bordered black. Upperparts tawny, boldly striped dark brown, flight fea- 
thers and tail barred brown. Underparts buffy white streaked dark brown. 
Feet and toes feathered, iris dark. 

Distribution. Forest. An old specimen from Demerara R. (McConnell, 
BM). Sight observation by Howe and three others in Georgetown Ceme- 
tery, 24 April 1960; clamator. 


(S Mexico to Argentina, Uruguay, S Brazil.) 


SHORT-EARED OWL Asio flammeus (--) 


Description. 15”. Ear tufts very small, rarely seen. Streaked and spotted 
tawny brown, wings spotted and barred. Buffy wing patches and large 
black patches on underwing prominent in flight. Tail barred rufous, buff 
and brown. Face tawny, yellow eyes ringed with black, head and breast 
boldly striped. 

Distribution. Meadow, marsh and open savanna. Known from four Bux- 
ton specimens taken in midsummer. (CNHM) ; pallidicaudus. 


(World-wide distribution. ) 


OILBIRDS (Steatornithidae) 


16x”. Long-tailed birds with hooked bills, resembling large nightjars. 
Nocturnal, flocks live and breed in caves, coming out at night for food, 
which they take on the wing. One species only, found locally in tropical 
South America and Trinidad. 


OILBIRD, GUACHARO Steatornis caripensis (220) 


Description. 15-17”. Looks like cross between large nightjar and hawk. 
Upperparts bright tawny, paler below; narrow dark bars on back, wings 
and tail; head speckled white, black edged white spots on wing coverts 
and outer tail feathers. A strange, nocturnal bird, feeds largely on palm 
nuts. 
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Voice. Clicking of bills (for echo location in nesting caves); groans, 
shrieks and yells, bill clicking, like a man in torment. (DES, Trinidad) 
Distribution. Colonies, nesting in caves. Barrington Brown, 1876, Upper 
Mazaruni area; Whitely, Mt. Twek-quay, 1885, BM; mounted specimen, 
Buxton, EC Demerara, no date, BGM. Sight observations: 2 at Kaietur 
Falls, Nov. 1955, RSS and Maurice Barlowe; N. J. Poonai visited an 
occupied cave near junction of Kawai R., same area as Barrington 
Brown’s, January, 1964. 


(Local: E Panama, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru. Trinidad.) 


POTOOS (Nyctibiidae) 


9-20”. Small bill, very large mouth, long wings and tail, very short legs. 
Solitary, nocturnal, perch upright on stub or part of tree. Clear, plain- 
tive, whistled notes from forest or open woodland. (4) 


GREAT POTOO WJNyctibius grandis (231) 


Description. 20”. Both upper and underparts pale; streaked, spotted and 
vermiculated blackish and buff, breast more coarsely marked. Tail long, 
barred and marbled dark brown. Perches upright on stub, looking like 
part of it. 

Distribution. Forested areas. Recorded from near Georgetown, Ituribisi, 
Kamakabra and Demerara R’s. (above Great Falls), and Kamakusa. 


(Guatemala, Panama, South America to Peru and SE Brazil.) 


LONG-TAILED POTOO WNyctibius aethereus (230) 


Description. 21”. Crown dark brown, back and tail rufous, streaked dark. 
Underparts brown fading to tawny on under tail coverts. Black spots on 
breast, underwings barred and striped. Tail more than half of length. 
Distribution. Specimen of female collected at Bartica (Whitely, 1880, 
BM) ; Beebe’s Bartica specimen not in coll. AMNH; longicaudatus. 


(Locally recorded in Colombia, E Ecuador, Paraguay, Brazil.) 


COMMON POTOO JAyctibius griseus (229) 


Description. 16”. Gray brown, mottled, streaked and vermiculated with 
cinnamon, gray and black. Broad black streaks on crown, black spots 
across center breast. Tail long. Iris bright yellow. 
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Voice. ‘“Ho-hoo” a gutteral and throaty “baw” and various plaintive 
phrases. Low melancholy descending whistled series, “poor-me-one” or 
“poor-me-all-alone.” (v.o. Trinidad) 

Distribution. Extensive, forests and clearings, along rivers and coastal 
streams to Bartica, Mazaruni R’s and Kanuku Mts.; griseus. 


(Mexico south to Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad. Greater Antilles.) 


RUFOUS POTOO WNyctibius bracteatus (228) 


Description. 9-12”. Orange rufous above and below, finely barred black 
and white. Shoulders and abdomen with black edged white spots. Tail 
brighter rufous with broken black bars. 

Distribution. One recorded (‘in the depth of a damp forest”) Schomburgk 
1848, Cumaka on the Pomeroon R. (Berlin M). 


(Colombia, 1 spec., Venezuela ?, Ecuador, Peru.) 


NIGHTJARS, NIGHTHAWKS 
(Caprimulgidae ) 


6-1214”. Small bill, large mouth, long pointed wings. Many are barred 
below, some have white throats, and/or white on wings and tail. Solitary, 
but may migrate in flocks; largely nocturnal or crepuscular. Hawk for 
insects ; perch lengthwise on branches, or on the ground. (11) 


SEMICOLLARED NIGHTHAWK Lurocalis semitorquatus (236) 


Description. 11”. Head, neck and upperparts blackish with small spots and 
rings of rufous. Much white in plumage, nape feathers often part white, 
wing coverts white spotted black, and white band across throat. Lower 
breast and belly rufous buff. Best identified by dark color, very long wings, 
extending well beyond tail when perched, without light patch on primaries, 
and short tail. 

Distribution. Both forest and open country. Coastal rivers (Demerara, 
Supenaam, Abary), Bartica, Great Falls D. and Takutu R.; semitorquatus. 


(Nicaragua south to Ecuador, Peru, SE Brazil. Trinidad.) 


LEAST NIGHTHAWK Chordeiles pusillus (233) 


Description. 6-7”. Dusky, with white band on throat and barred under- 
parts. Four outer primaries show white band, secondaries white-tipped, 
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tail with dark band and white tip. Flying at dusk this is a small, dark 
looking bird with white band on wing. 

Voices: hurr.’ : 

Distribution. Savannas. Specimens only from Annai, but rather common 
on Great Savannas (Lethem, Manari, Moccamocca, etc.) NH, DES; sep- 
tentrionalis. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, where rare, and Brazil.) 


LESSER NIGHTHAWK Chordeiles acutipennis (232) 


Description. 8”. Blackish brown, mottled, streaked and spotted buff. Long 
wings sooty black, white bar (male) or buffy white (female) near tip of 
four outer primaries. Tail barred dark and buff with white subterminal 
band. V-shaped patch of white on throat, otherwise underparts buff finely 
barred brown. 

Distribution. Widespread and common in open areas, grassy pastures and 
savannas. Georgetown (colony in Saman trees beside Botanic Gardens, 
Nov.-June NH). Flocks rising from courida at Hope Plantation in March 
(NH). Coastal rivers from Ituribisi to New Amsterdam and inland to 
Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Quonga, Rupununi R; acutipennis. 


(SW United States to Bolivia and Brazil.) 


BAND-TAILED NIGHTHAWK WNyctiprogne leucopyga (234) 


Description. 8”. Above dark brown mottled and spotted buff, crown and 
lower back streaked black. White tuft each side of throat. Underparts very 
dark, narrowly barred brown and buff, breast more rusty. Tail dark 
brown, with median white band (%”). No white on primaries. 
Distribution. Lowlands and forest edges, said to course up and down 
rivers. Specimens (3), Tauracully on Abary R., 1891, McConnell; one there 
Dr. T. Clay, 5 Feb. 1961; Quelch specimen labelled only “B.G.” —all BM. 
Howe saw very dark nighthawks with white bands on tail here in 1960; 
leucopyga. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana to S Brazil.) 


NACUNDA NIGHTHAWK Podager nacunda (235) 


Description. 1214”. Upperparts dark brown, mottled and vermiculated 
whitish, more heavily on secondaries and tail. Male has lateral tail feathers 
broadly tipped white. Triangle on throat and large patch on center wing 
white. Underparts two-toned, breast gray brown, barred and spotted, belly 
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and under tail coverts white. Legs stout and long. Note slow flight, bi- 
colored underparts and large white patches on wings. 

Distribution. Widespread in open areas. Ploughed fields where it is well 
camouflaged (to 35 a day on bare field, Buxton, NH), Blairmont, New 
Amsterdam; inland to Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Manari, Lethem; 
minor. 


(South America to Argentina, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


PAURAQUE Nyctidromus albicollis (238) 


Description. 9-11”. Gray brown (also rufous phase), finely spotted and 
streaked brown and black. White crescent on throat, cheeks and wing 
coverts chestnut. Long, rounded wings with broad white bar (buffy in 
female) ; long tail with white outer feathers, outermost black. Note wing 
shape, long tail and white on wings and tail, distinctive voice. 

Voice. “Whaup, whaup-hoo-yoo” usually translated “Who are you.” 
Distribution. Locally called “Roadside Hawk” since it is common on road 
edges, eyes reflecting red to lights at night. Widespread and common, 
from coastlands to interior savannas and mountains. Atkinson Field (along 
abandoned runways), coastal rivers from Morawhanna to Abary, inland 
to Bartica, Wineperu, Rockstone, Rupununi R; albicollis. 


(Texas south to Bolivia and SE Brazil. Trinidad.) 


[RUFOUS NIGHTJAR Caprimulgus rufus (--) 


Description. 9-1014”. Upperparts tawny to russet, streaked and mottled 
dusky and black, crown broadly streaked black. Broad band of rufous buff 
across throat and upper breast, lacks light bar on wings. Central tail 
feathers black mottled pale rufous, second pair with more black, outer 
three with terminal half rusty white. Rufous and black upperparts, pale 
buff throat and large amount of white in outer tail feathers are definitive. 
Voice. Much like Chuck-wills-widow. “Chuck-whip-with-will” (DES, 
Trinidad). 

Distribution. Wooded areas. Peters (IV :197) and Haverschmidt (1955: 
18) include British Guiana in range; source and locality unknown; rufus. 


(Costa Rica south to Argentina and S Brazil. Trinidad.) ] 


WHITE-TAILED NIGHTJAR Caprimulgus cayennensis (239) 


Description. 844”. Dusky brown mottled gray, pale rufous collar on hind- 
neck. Male has band on primaries and outer tail feathers white, latter with 
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black bar. Throat and abdomen white, breast buffy. Female: buffy or 
rufescent replaces white. 

Voice. Clear, high whistle, suggesting escaping steam, “kuhheeeeeecee,” 
at a distance “heeeeeeeeeeee.” (NH, DES) 

Distribution. Sandy savannas and open fields. Widespread from coastlands : 
Diamond Estate, Ituribisi R., inland to Merume Mts., Annai, Rupununi 
R.; cayennensis. 


(Costa Rica to N South America and Brazil. Lesser Antilles, Trinidad 
and other islands.) 


SPOT-TAILED NIGHTJAR Caprimulgus maculicaudus (241) 


Description. 714”. Black crown, ochraceous to rufous collar on hindneck, 
buff spots on shoulders, generally rufous tone. In male outer tail feathers 
with white bar at tip, inner webs with 3-4 white spots. 

Voice. High-pitched, passerine-like “pit sweet, spit-sweet” or “pit-sweer,” 
(Zimmerman, 1957, Mexico). 

Distribution. Forests, savannas, grassy clearings. Specimens from Upper 
Takutu Mts. (McConnell) and “British Guiana’ (Quelch), both BM. 
Beebe recorded it at Bartica (Beebe, 1919), his specimen in AMNH has 
no data on label, probably not from BG. 


-(S Mexico, South America to SE Brazil, Bolivia, Peru.) 


BLACKISH NIGHTJAR Caprimulgus nigrescens (243) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts generally blackish brown, mottled and barred 
buff. Two white patches on upper breast, underparts barred rufous, tail 
faintly barred. Male has white tips on outer rectrices and spots on 2nd-4th 
primaries. 

Voice. Churring “purr.” (Hisses when disturbed, Rff.) 

Distribution. Forest, clearing and savanna. Widespread and common from 
coastland (Atkinson) along coastal rivers to Courantyne; inland to 
Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Tumatumari Falls, Acary Mts., etc.; 
NIgrescens. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


LADDER-TAILED NIGHTJAR Aydropsalis climacocerca (237) 


Description. 8-10”. Long tail (to 7”) an inverted W in flight, outer 
(white) and central rectrices (gray barred brown) much longer. Upper- 
parts otherwise brown, patterned gray and buff; white bars and spots on 
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wing coverts and primaries, Breast and upper abdomen tawny with narrow 
dark bars, throat and lower belly white. Female: smaller, darker, lacks 
white on wings, shorter tail. 

Distribution. Sandy river banks and adjacent forest. Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Kamakabra R’s; Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, New R; schomburghkt. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


SWIFTS (Apodidae) 


5-8”. Differ from swallows in strong, swift flight, and long narrow 
wings. Tail short and square to long and forked, rectrices in many 
species spine-tipped. Gregarious, capture all food on wing. Only perch 
(vertically) when roosting. (8) 


WHITE-COLLARED SWIFT Streptoprocne zonaris (244) 


Description. 8”. Large black swift with complete white collar, broader 
below. Tail medium forked. 

Voice. Flock flying over: high, buzzy chippering calls “t-z-z-z-z-z.” 
(DES) High-pitched “scree-scree” (v.o. Mexico). 

Distribution. Mountain and lowland forest. Mabaruma, Demerara R., 
Bartica, Kamarang Pt., Kurupung (R., Potaro, AnnaimGreatm eaves: 
Kanuku Mts.; albicincta: Possibly a distinct race minor, Lawrence 1882, 
BG and Roraima. 

(Mexico to Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. Greater Antilles, Grenada, Trinidad.) 


CHAPMAN’S SWIFT Chaetura chapmani (--) 


Description. 434”. Upperparts dark blackish brown, greenish iridescence 
in fresh plumage, bluish purple in worn. Rump, tail coverts, underparts 
light grayish brown, slightly paler on throat. Tail long and spined. 

Voice. Similar to Short-tailed Swift. 

Distribution. Wooded hills and lowland savannas. Two specimens, Beebe, 
Bartica (25 June, 13 July 1916, AMNH) ; chapmani. 

(Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam to Matto Grosso, Brazil. 
Trinidad. ) 


GRAY-RUMPED SWIFT Chaetura cinereiventris (247) 


Description. 514”. Glossy black with pale gray rump. Throat whitish, 
underparts gray shading to black on under tail coverts. Tail spined, longer 
than following species. 
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Distribution. Prefers wooded areas in mountains. Georgetown, Abary 
Savannas (? peculiar areas for mountain species), Bartica, Kamarang 
R., Merume Mts.; gutanensis. 

(Nicaragua to Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, N 
Argentina. Trinidad, Grenada.) 


BAND-RUMPED SWIFT Chaetura spinicauda (246) 


Description. 5”. Upperparts sooty black, distinct white band across rump. 
Underparts grayish brown, paler on throat. Tail short and spined. A 
slender species with swift, irregular flight. 

Voice. Very soft “switty swit.” Also a dry, high, insect-like trill. (NH; 
DES? Trin.) 

Distribution. Prefers wooded hills and valleys. Formerly Georgetown. 
Atkinson, Rockstone, Kamakusa, Koriabo; spinicauda. 


(Costa Rica to W Ecuador and lower Amazon, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


SHORT-TAILED SWIFT Chaetura brachyura (245) 


Description. 4”, Dull black above and below (looks brownish in distance), 
rump, upper and under tail coverts pale grayish brown (often appears 
tan). Tail very short, spined. 

Voice. Soft “chippa-chippa.” 

Distribution. Common in lowlands and cultivated areas, also found at 
higher elevations. Widespread in coastal belt: Georgetown, Atkinson, 
Coverden, Blairmont, and from Mabaruma to Abary Savannas; inland 
Bartica, Annai; brachyura. 

(Panamasto, tert and 5 Brazil, Trinidad, St. Vincent, St. Croix.) 


CHESTNUT-COLLARED SWIFT Cypseloides rutilus (248) 


Description. 514”. Upperparts sooty black, belly brownish black. Throat, 
foreneck, sides of head and collar bright rufous chestnut (lacking in many 
females, indistinct in juvenals). Tail longer than other small swifts, not 


forked. 
Distribution. Frequents mountainous country. Recorded only from 
Merume Mts., Whitely, 27 July 1881, BM; rutilus. 


(Mexico to Peru, Bolivia, Brazil?. Trinidad.) 


BLACK SWIFT Cvypseloides niger (249) 


Description. 7”. Large black swift with rather long, slightly forked tail. 
Touch of white on forehead. Females often show white barring below. 
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Distribution. Highlands and mountains. Only specimen known for South 
America was collected by Whitely, Merume Mts. (13 June 1881, BM). 
Smooker records a small flock flying over Bartica, 15 Nov. 1947; Davis 
has four sight records for Mazaruni Station, 1936-1938, of 1 to 6 birds. 
Both are lowland areas and need confirmation; niger. 


(W North America, Mexico south in highlands to Costa Rica. West 
Indies. Trinidad. ) 


WHITE-CHINNED SWIFT Cypseloides cryptus (--) 


Description. 544”. Plumage blackish brown above and below; the (some- 
times obscure) whitish chin not visible in life. Tail square, not forked. 
Probably impossible to distinguish in the field. 

Distribution. Mountains. One specimen, Kaieteur Falls, an old skin in 
AMNH. Beebe lists one for Bartica under C. fumigatus; not in collection, 
AMNH. Known from a few scattered specimens in vast area from British 
Honduras to N South America. (Eisenmann and Lehmann, 1962.) 


(British Honduras to Colombia, Venezuela, Peru.) 


LESSER SWALLOW-TAILED SWIFT 
Panyptila cayennensis (251) 


Description. 5”. Velvety black except white spots on sides of forehead and 
patch each side of rump; white throat, narrow collar and breast. Slender, 
tail deeply forked but usually closed and appearing pointed. 

Distribution. Both coastal and highlands, but not common. Atkinson, 
Abary, Hoorie and rivers generally; Morawhanna, Bartica, Merume 
Mts. ; cayennensis. 


(S Mexico and Honduras to Brazil and E Ecuador.) 


FORK-TAILED PALM SWIFT  Reinarda squamata_ (250) 


Description. 5”. Most slender of swifts, tail very long and deeply forked, 
usually closed and needle-like. Upperparts dark brown glossed green; 
throat, breast and mid-abdomen white. Flanks and upper abdomen dusky. 
Voice. Trilling “trrrrreeeee’ (NH). Fine, buzzy “tsi-tsi-tsi-tsi-tsi’ or 
“d-z-z-z-z-z”” (DES). 

Distribution. Predominantly ité swamp around Georgetown, Conser- 
vancies, manicole swamp along coast, and inland. At times large (mi- 
grant?) flocks over Atkinson. Mabaruma, Coverden, Bartica, Rock- 
stone, Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts., Annai; squamata. 


(South America to E Brazil, E Peru. Trinidad.) 
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HUMMINGBIRDS (Trochilidae) 


234-7”. Tiny birds with brilliant iridescence on head and throat of males. 
Slender, pointed, usually long bills; long, narrow wings, tails varied, 
small weak feet. Solitary, pugnacious, arboreal. Fast flyers with rapid 
wing beats; hover. Voice: squeaking or twittering notes. Sea level to 
highest mountains. (36) 


BLUE-FRONTED LANCEBILL Doryfera johannae (252) 


Description. 314”. Very dark looking, with slender black bill (1%”). 
Forehead violet blue; crown, back and wing coverts bronze green, flight 
feathers brown, tail dark blue with brighter blue coverts. Underparts dark 
green to blackish blue. Female: underparts grayish green, outer rectrices 
tipped gray. 

Distribution. Mountains. Known from Merume Mts. (14 July 1881, 
Whitely, AMNH) and Kamarang R. (Whitely, MCZ) ; Membaro Creek 
(Phelps Coll.) ; guianensis. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru.) 


RUFOUS-BREASTED HERMIT Glaucis hirsuta (254) 


Description. 4’. Long, curved bill (to 1%”), black upper and yellow 
lower mandible. Upperparts glossy green, crown and cheeks dusky 
brown, stripe through, above and below eye and moustacial streak blackish. 
Central tail feathers green, lateral ones chestnut with black band and white 
tip. Underparts dull rufous fading to whitish on under tail coverts. 
Distribution. Woods, usually near streams. Known from Bartica, Anarica 
and Warima R’s (McConnell Coll., BM) ; hirsuta. 


(Panama to SE Brazil, Bolivia, Peru. Trinidad.) 


PALE-TAILED BARBTHROAT Threnetes leucurus (253) 


Description. 4”. Bill long, slightly curved, under mandible yellowish. 
Upperparts bronze green, wings brown. Tail greener, tipped white, outer 
feathers buffy with black band and white tips, showing much white from 
below. Throat black, sides outlined white with bright cinnamon rufous 
band below. Breast dusky green, belly grayish buff. 

Distribution. Fairly widespread, recorded from coastal rivers: Demerara, 
Ituribisi, Bonasika, to Rockstone, Minnehaha Creek, Mines District, Lower 
Mazaruni R. and Acary Mts.; leucurus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 
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HERMITS (Phaethornis), are distinguished by long, usually strongly de- 
curved bills, lower mandible partly red or yellow, and graduated white-tipped 
tail feathers, central ones much elongated. 


LONG-TAILED HERMIT Phaethornis superciliosus (255) 


Description. 5%”. Large hummingbird, bill arched (to 1.8”), very long 
buffy, white-tipped tail feathers. Bronze brown above with buffy white 
superciliary, wedge-shaped tail blue black, with elongated central feathers. 
Underparts buff, lower belly dull cinnamon. 

Voice. An ascending trill of about 14 notes. An oft-repeated “twitch- 
twitch-twitch” (Rff). 

Distribution. Feeds and sings from low saplings and bushes. Widespread 
in open areas and edges of woods, medium and high forest throughout. 
Georgetown, Atkinson, and coastal rivers south to Bartica, Kamarang R., 
Kamakusa, Ayanganna, Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts., Quonga, 
Annai; superciliosus. 


(Mexico south to Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


STRAIGHT-BILLED HERMIT Phaethornis bourcieri (257) 


Description. 5”. Bill almost straight. Upperparts including tail bronze 
green, rectrices with broad black band and buffy tips (white on central 
feathers). Narrow buff superciliary and inconspicuous moustacial streak, 
gular streak white. Underparts buff, darker on belly. 

Distribution. Interior forests. Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Minnehaha 
Creek, Merume and Ayanganna Mts.; whitelyt. 


(South America to E Ecuador, NE Peru, Amazonian Brazil.) 


SOOTY-CAPPED HERMIT Phaethornis augusti (256) 


Description. 5”. Crown gray brown, upperparts bronze green with bright 
rufous upper tail coverts. Streak behind eye, moustacial and gular streaks 
white. Base of tail coppery green, center black, broad white tips. Under- 
parts gray. 

Distribution. Specimens from Merume Mts. (AMNH), Quonga, Annai 
(CNHM), all Whitely ; incanescens. 


(Colombia, Venezuela. ) 


DUSKY-THROATED HERMIT Phaethornis squalidus (258) 


Description. 4%”. Crown dusky brown with pale feather edges; stripe 
behind eye and moustacial streak pale buff. Upperparts bronze green, tail 
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dull green, central feathers tipped white, the others edged buff. Throat 
black, streaked (buffy feather edges). Yellow base of lower mandible in 
this and two following Hermits. 

Distribution. Woods and thickets, as well as savannas, Annai (2, 
AMNH), Rupununi R. (BM, CNHM) all Whitely; rupurwmi. (For- 
merly P. rupurumiu, which is now lumped with P. squalidus.) 


(Colombia and Venezuela.) 


REDDISH HERMIT Phaethornis ruber (260, 261) 


Description. 3%4”. Light line above and below eye, black auriculars. 
Upperparts copper brown, wings brown, rump orange rufous. Tail bronzy, 
white-tipped central feathers not lengthened, rest tipped rufous. Chin, 
throat and patch on flanks white, black spot on breast, underparts rufous 
buff. 

Distribution. Sandy, open areas as well as forest. Widespread from Atkin- 
son and St. Cuthbert’s, Mabaruma, along coastal rivers to Bartica, Wine- 
peru, Rockstone, Kamakusa, Potaro, Annai and Acary Mts.; episcopus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, SE Brazil.) 


LITTLE HERMIT Phaethornis longuemareus (259) 


Description. 314”. Differs from preceding in slightly larger size, longer, 
graduated and white-tipped tail, duller coloration. Dark crown, buffy 
superciliary, dark auriculars and throat patch. Brown above, buffy below. 
Voice. An insect-like, hissing “ss-ss-ss-ss-seeoo.” 

Distribution. Edges of forest and scrub. More common near coast (for- 
merly Georgetown), Atkinson, where it occurs in pockets or “leks,” 
coastal estates, Warima and Bonasika R’s., Buxton, Bartica; longuemareus. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru. Trinidad.) 


GRAY-BREASTED SABREWING Campylopterus largipennis (262) 


Description. 5”. Bill black, straight, meduim heavy. White tic back of 
eye, upperparts including head shining green, wings purplish black with 
green coverts. Central tail feathers green, outer ones deep blue black 
broadly tipped white (perched, underside appears white). Auriculars and 
underparts gray. 

Distribution. Forests and clearings, both coastal and inland. Widespread 
(formerly Georgetown), Atkinson, along rivers from Koriabo to Berbice; 
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inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Great Falls D, Kamarang R., Potaro, Rock- 
stone; Kanuku, Marudi and Acary Mts.; largipennis. 


(South America to Bolivia and Brazil.) 


WHITE-NECKED JACOBIN Florisuga mellivora (264) 


Description. 4144”. Head, throat and neck shining violet blue, nape green. 
Crescent on lower hindneck, broad tail (male only) and underparts 
white; rectrices narrowly black-tipped. Back, rump, upper tail coverts and 
flanks bright green. Female: throat, breast and sides white scalloped green, 
tail bluish green, with black band and white tips. Straight black bill. Only 
hummingbird with an all white tail (male) or conspicuously scatloped 
throat and breast (female). Some females attain a masculoid plumage 
CEE 

Distribution. Thickets and forest where it perches high. Widespread from 
Atkinson, Koriabo, and coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamarang R., 
Rockstone, Kamakusa, Potaro, Annai, Merume and Acary Mts.; mellivora. 


(Mexico south to Bolivia and S Brazil. Trinidad.) 


BROWN VIOLET-EAR Colibri delphinae (276) 


Description. 4”. Generally gray brown, paler below, feathers of rump and 
tail coverts fringed rusty. Metallic violet blue band from eye over ear 
coverts, white moustacial streak (buffy in female) and narrow white stripe 
between this and glittering green blue throat. Tail coverts blackish above, 
rufous below, rectrices with broad dark band. Bill black, short and straight 


(38”). 
Voice. Loud, harsh “veep, veep, veep” (DES), or monotonous, chirping 
“chwee-chwee-chwee...” endlessly repeated (Mees), Trinidad. 


Distribution. Forest and clearings inland. Mazaruni and Anarika R’s, 
(McConnell, BM), Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM, MCZ), Acary Mts. 
(Blake, CNHM). 


(Guatemala to Bolivia and Peru, Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil. Trin- 
idad. ) 


FIERY-TAILED AWLBILL Avocettula recurvirostris (277) 


Description. 334”. Distinguished by upturned bill and short rounded tail. 
Male: golden green crown and upper back, lower back and rump vivid 
emerald, wings purplish brown. Outer tail feathers rufous brown above 
and bright copper below, central ones purple brown. Throat and foreneck 
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bright glittering green, belly bronze brown. Female: dusky brown line 
down throat and breast, bordered by broad white line, outer rectrices steel 
blue, tipped white. Imm: much like female but outer tail feathers copper 
red underneath. 

Distribution. Specimens from Supenaam, Arawai R’s (McConnell, BM), 
Upper Mazaruni, “BG’ (CNHM), Bartica (AMNH). No Beebe speci- 
men in collection at AMNH. 


(Venezuela, 1 spec. Roraima; French Guiana, NE Brazil, Ecuador.) 


GREEN-THROATED MANGO Anthracothorax viridigula (279) 


Description. 5”. Male: mainly green, throat and sides of neck brilliant 
iridescent emerald, belly blackish green, thighs and patch on flanks white. 
Wings dusky brown, tail dull green, outer feathers edged purple and tipped 
black. Female: white underparts with median bluish green stripe. Bill 
long, slightly curved. 

Distribution. Coastland. Mucaceae, vegetation along trenches, parks, 
orchards, immortelle trees. Extensive: Georgetown, Atkinson, Buxton, 
Garden of Eden, Abary and Great Falls D, Bartica, Mazaruni R., Annai, 
and Great Savannas. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil. Trinidad.) 


BLACK-THROATED MANGO Anthracothorax nigricollis (278) 


Description. 444”. Smaller than preceding, differs in having black under- 
parts including throat, latter bordered iridescent blue. Central tail feathers 
bronze green shot with blue and green, outer ones bright magenta purple, 
edged dark blue. Female: green above, white below with median black 
stripe from throat to vent, outer tail feathers tipped white. 

Voice. Sibilant “hsl-hsl-hsl-hsl ...” (7 notes). 

Distribution. Widespread in same areas as preceding, but prefers immor- 
telle and banana trees. Coastland, Mabaruma, Georgetown, Abary R. to 
mountains and Annai. 


(Panama south through most of tropical South America. Trinidad.) 


RUBY-TOPAZ HUMMINGBIRD Chrysolampis mosquitus (280) 


Description. 31%”. Crown and nape brilliant ruby red (appears black 
except in reflected light). Back, wings and abdomen blackish brown, tail 
chestnut tipped black. Throat and breast orange yellow. Female: bronze 
green above, gray below, tail chestnut with black band and white tips. 
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Imm: resembles female, but white tic behind eye, some buffy or rufous on 
rump, and black tail, outer feathers glossed blue and purple with white 
tips. 

Distribution. Open bush, gardens and thickets, courida, savannas and low, 
swampy forest. Widespread from Georgetown along coast: Buxton, Beter- 
verwagting, inland along Ituribisi, Kamuni, Arawai and Potaro R’s., Bar- 
tica, Great Falls D, Great Savannas, Annai. 


(South America to SE Brazil. Trinidad, Aruba, Bonaire, Curagao. ) 


TUFTED COQUETTE Lobhornis ornata (288) 


Description. 234”. Long pale chestnut crest and wing-like tufts of white 
(or chestnut) tipped green, each side of neck. Rest of head and throat glit- 
tering green, upperparts bronze green, narrow white band across rump. 
Wings brown, tail rounded and forked, chestnut tipped brown. Female: 
no crest or tufts, upperparts duller green, band across rump pale chestnut, 
underparts cinnamon. Note small sige and white or cinnamon band across 
rump in genus. Flight slow, resembling a bumblebee (Rff, Trinidad). 
Distribution. Bushes or hedges. Rare and local, specimens from Kama- 
rang (Whitely, BM) and Kako R’s. (Phelps Coll.), Kanuku Mts. 
(Schomburgk). Sight observation Nappi (NH). 


(Venezuela, Guianas. Trinidad.) 


PEACOCK COQUETTE Lophornis pavoninus (289) 


Description. 344”. Green crest and wing-like tufts on neck, latter with 
black spots. Throat black, whitish band across rump, tail bronzy, under- 
parts blackish green. Female: greenish, with buff rump band and dusky 
brown throat, underparts heavily streaked dusky. 

Distribution. Rare and local species, found in mountainous areas. Speci- 
mens from Kamarang R. (AMNH), Merume Mts. and Bartica (Whitely, 
1881, BM). Beebe recorded it, Bartica 1917, but not in collection at 
AMNH. 


(Only Venezuela: Roraima, Duida and west on highlands.) 


RACKET-TAILED COQUETTE Discosura longicauda (290) 


Description. 414”. Bill short and straight. Back dark green, rufous buff 
band across rump. Crown, throat and breast bright green, belly dull brown 
with gold spots, thighs and vent white. Wings and tail brown, latter deeply 
forked, two outer rectrices much longer (1%) and spatulate, rackets 
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purple. Female: dusky throat bordered by white line, narrow buffy white 
band across rump, outer tail feathers normal. Imm: differs from female 
in having sides of throat, center belly, outer rectrices and band across 
rump pale cinnamon. 

Distribution. Woods and low growth. Uncommon and local; specimens 
from Ituribisi, Demerara, Kamuni, Abary and Kamarang R’s., Membaro 
Creek, Bartica, Ireng R. 


(Otherwise 2 specimens Venezuela, Cayenne, E Brazil.) 


BLUE-CHINNED SAPPHIRE Chlorestes notatus (272) 


Description. 344”. Bill nearly straight, upper mandible black, lower red 
at base. Golden to dark green above with steel blue tail and brown wings. 
Chin and upper throat deep bright blue, rest of underparts glittering green. 
Female: white feather base visible through green on underparts. 
Distribution. Forest both high and low. Widespread from coastlands, 
Georgetown (common at Kitty Village), Atkinson, along rivers (Su- 
penaam, Bonasika, Mazaruni, Kamakabra, Tumatumari), Bartica, Rock- 
stone, Kanuku Mts.; notatus. 


(South America to E Peru and Bahia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


BLUE-TAILED EMERALD Chlorostilbon mellisugus (273) 


Description. 3”. Much like preceding, but bill shorter; mostly emerald 
green above and below. Throat and breast bluish, clear white patch on 
vent, wings purple brown and slightly forked tail steel blue. Female: dark 
green above, grayish white below, with narrow whitish superciliary and 
dark eye stripe. Coverts and central tail feathers blue green. 

Voice. Soft low “chip.” 

Distribution. Woods and thickets, perches low. Widespread from George- 
town (Promenade and Botanic Gardens, Cemetery) along coastal rivers 
(Ituribisi, Kamuni, Abary) to Wismar, Kako R. and Annai; subfurcatus. 


(Costa Rica south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad and other 
islands. ) 


FORK-TAILED WOODNYMPH  Thalurama furcata (274) 


Description. 334”. Medium long bill almost straight, black. Forehead and 
crown glittering green, upperparts bronze green, wings brown, forked tail 
steel blue. Throat and side of neck brilliant green extending around 
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shoulder; collar on upper back, breast and belly purple; thighs white. 
Female: bronze to emerald green above, grayish below, tail whtte-tipped, 
central feathers blue. Imm: like female, except iridescent golden throat, 
blue breast band, coppery rump. 

Distribution. Forest clearings. Widespread along coastal rivers from 
Koriabo east; Atkinson, Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Potaro, Great 
Falls D, Kako R., south and east to Acary Mts.; furcata (also fissilis ?). 


(Mexico to Ecuador, Bolivia, Peru, and SE Brazil.) 


[Thalurania watertonii was credited to British Guiana by Peters (V :48), 
type specimen, “Miribi Creek, 40 miles from the Essequibo R., British 
Guiana, error?” However, Butler (Ibis 1926, 236) believed Waterton’s 
specimen was credible. Otherwise known from coastal region of eastern 
Brazil, Para to Bahia.] 


RUFOUS-THROATED SAPPHIRE Hylocharis sapphirina (271) 


Description. 344”. Upperparts, lower breast and belly dark green, thighs 
white. Throat dark rufous, neck and upper breast violet blue. Upper tail 
coverts and central rectrices coppery bronze, outer ones purplish chestnut 
edged brown. Flight feathers purplish black. Bill straight, flesh color 
with black tip. Female: chin pale, lacks violet blue on neck and breast. 
Distribution. Throughout in thickets and clearings. Koriabo, Buxton, 
coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Bonasika, Supenaam, Demerara; inland to Bar- 
tica, Upper Mazaruni, Kamakusa, Potaro, Annai, Merume Mts. 


(South America to Peru, N Argentina, Paraguay, Brazil.) 


WHITE-CHINNED SAPPHIRE JAylocharis cyanus (270) 


Description. 314”. Head, sides of neck, throat (except white spot on chin) 
and breast brilliant bluish violet. Back green becoming bronzy on rump, 
flight feathers brown. Upper tail coverts dull purple, tail steel blue. Belly 
deep green, vent and thighs grayish white. Bill reddish, with dark tip. 
Female: head and upperparts bronze green, throat and breast gray. Lower 
mandible flesh color. Differs from preceding in steel blue tail. 

Voice. Cicada-like “dz-dz-dz-dz-dz” and “witch-it.” 

Distribution. Like preceding, but also in forest. Range similar with addi- 
tion of Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s and Mabaruma; wiridiventris. 


(South America to Peru, Bolivia, SE Brazil.) 
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WHITE-TAILED GOLDENTHROAT Polytmus guainumbi (282) 


Description. 4”. Above golden grass green, long eyebrow and short mous- 
tacial stripe white. Throat and sides of neck vivid apple green (in some 
lights iridescent gold), underparts duller blue green, vent and thighs white. 
Wings mostly dull purple brown. Long fan-shaped tail (with narrow rec- 
trices) emerald to blue green with much white, especially outer tail 
feathers. Bill curved and dull red. Female and imm: duller, underparts 
mainly white to rufous, tail bronze green tipped white. 

Voice. Rather soft “chip-chip.” 

Distribution. Rough, semi-arid pasture land with low bushes. Fairly wide- 
spread: formerly Georgetown, common along Demerara at Nonpareil, 
Buxton, Abary and Takutu R’s, Bartica, Annai; guainumbi. 


(South America to Paraguay, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


GREEN-TAILED GOLDENTHROAT Polytmus theresiae (281) 


Description. 344”. Much like preceding, but tail shining bronze green 
above, blue green below (contrasting with golden green upperparts), nar- 
row white band at base. Female: differs in having white-tipped outer tail 
feathers. 

Voice. Long, whinnying series “ting-ting-ting-ting . . .” to 10 notes. Also 
double “twit-twit.”’ 

Distribution. Sandy savannas and scrubby growth, both coast and inland. 
More widespread than preceding. Coastlands; Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s, 
Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika R’s., Wismar, Rockstone, Lower Mazaruni 
and Kako R’s., Tumatumari and Annai; theresiae. 


(Colombia, Guianas, Peru, Brazil.) 


WHITE-CHESTED EMERALD Amazilia chionopectus (268) 


Description. 334”. Upperparts iridescent green, lower back and _ tail 
bronze green, latter indistinctly tipped black, sometimes with narrow white 
edge. Underparts white with metallic green on sides and flanks. Under 
tail coverts pale brownish gray, margined white. Bill black, slightly curved. 
The montane subspecies whitelyi has brown wings and bronzy tail, copper 
rump, male with much green on belly. 

Distribution. Forest, thickets and semi-cultivated land. Species recorded 
from Georgetown (Quelch), Paramakatoi (1960, RSS, BGM) ; Merume 
Mts. (CNHM, AMNH), Annai, Quonga, all Whitely specimens; 
chionopectus, whitelyi. Sight observation Moco-moco (NH, EW).

Distribution. Gardens and open areas, mangroves and forest. Widespread 
and common, from coast inland to mountains. Georgetown (Botanic Gar- 
dens, Cemetery, etc.), Mabaruma and Koriabo, Hyde Park, Buxton, along 
rivers (Supenaam, Demerara, Abary, Pomeroon) to Bartica, Mackenzie, 
Upper Takutu and Merume Mts., Annai, Rupununi R; fimbriata. 


(South America to Paraguay and Bolivia.) 


PLAIN-BELLIED EMERALD Amazilia leucogaster (267) 


Description. 4”. Glittering green head and neck, bronzy tail coverts, 
brown wings. Tail forked, with steel blue outer feathers. Underparts white, 
some green on sides of breast and belly. Bill straight, lower mandible 
flesh-colored. Perches low. 

Distribution. Parks, gardens, plantations, mangroves and coastland gen- 
erally, also inland. Georgetown, Buxton, Abary, Paramakatoi, Quonga; 
leucogaster. 


(Venezuela 2 specimens, Guianas, Brazil.) 


GREEN-BELLIED HUMMINGBIRD Amasilia viridigaster (269) 


Description. 334”. Back and upper wing coverts bronze green. Lower back 
and rump copper bronze, tail rufous, coppery near tip. Top of head, throat 
and breast bright green, belly dull bronze, thighs and under tail coverts 
white. Bill as preceding but shorter (%4-5%”). 

Distribution. Recorded only from Merume Mts. and Quonga (Whitely, 
BM) ; cupreicauda. 


(Colombia, Venezuela.) 


VELVET-BROWED BRILLIANT JHeliodoxa xanthogonys (284) 


Description. 4”. Dark green above and below with brown wings and 
bronzy black tail. Glittering bluish green throat and mid-crown, latter 
bordered velvet black over eyes; violet patch on mid-throat. Female: 
paler above, with short white moustache, throat and belly. Imm: similar, 
moustacial streak sometimes buff. 
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Distribution. Mountains and ridges of hills. Specimens from Lower Maz- 
aruni (McConnell, BM), Kamarang R. (Whitely, AMNH) and Merume 
Mts. (Whitely), Wupaima (Phelps Coll.) and Ayanganna Mts. (Thomp- 
son-Williams, 1960, BGM). 


(Venezuela: Roraima and nearby highlands to those on Colombia border, 
mountains of Bolivia.) 


CRIMSON TOPAZ Topaza pella (283) 


Description. 5-7”. Male easily identified by long (3'%4” or more) crossed 
purple mid-tail feathers. Forecrown and band across chest velvety black. 
Otherwise coppery to dark red above with metallic golden green rump, 
brown flight feathers and pale chestnut outer tail feathers. Belly fiery red. 
Bill black and arched. Female: green above and below, with copper red 
throat patch, tail color of male’s, mid-feathers only slightly lengthened.

Distribution. Banks of rivers and creeks, usually inland. Widespread but 
not common, from coastal rivers (Supenaam, Bonasika) inland to Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Mazaruni, Kamarang, Pomeroon, Kartuni R’s., Merume Mts. ;

Tail graduated, 
central feathers steel blue, outer ones white. Bill rather long, straight and 
sharply pointed. Female: throat and breast spotted gray. 

Distribution. Open woods, flowering trees and shrubs, forest clearings 
(where it perches high). Widespread from Georgetown, Supenaam and 
Bonasika R’s., Koriabo to Bartica; Mazaruni, Kamarang R’s. east to 
Merume and Ayanganna Mts.; aurita. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, E Brazil.) 


LONG-BILLED STARTHROAT Heliomaster longirostris (286) 


Description. 454”. Brilliant blue green crown bordered black, purple red 
throat. Bronze green upperparts with dusky wings; short, rounded tail 
green and black, outer rectrices white on terminal half. Tic behind eye, 
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moustacial streak and flank stripe white. Underparts brownish gray with 
white central streak. Bill long (1%”) and straight. Female: throat patch 
black, crown dull green, moustacial streak wider, underparts paler, more 
white on belly. 

Distribution. Forest and low growth. Specimens from Merume Mts. and 
Annai (Whitely, BM). Recorded at Bartica by Beebe, but no specimen in 
collection AMNH; longirostris. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, Brazil except Surinam. ) 


AMETHYST WOODSTAR (Calliphlox amethystina (289) 


Description. 314”. Bill straight, dark, tail deeply forked. Upperparts olive 
green, wings brown. Central tail feathers olive, outer dusky tipped green. 
Glittering rose pink throat bordered at side of neck by white, forming a 
collar. Female: duller, lacks rosy throat patch; outer rectrices black, tipped 
white. 

Distribution. Savanna, copse, forest and forest edge. Atkinson Field and 
St. Cuthbert’s in sand forest belt, Kamuni R., Bartica, Merume Mts., 
Annai. 


(South America to E Ecuador, Peru, and most of Brazil.) 


TROGONS (Trogonidae) 


814-12”. Small bills and long tails (variously patterned). Brightly 
colored birds, males vivid green or metallic blue above, red or yellow 
below, females duller with browns and grays. Quiet, solitary, arboreal, 
with undulating flight. Forest or open woodland, coastland to mountain 
forest. (6) 


WHITE-TIPPED QUETZAL Pharomachrus fulgidus (--) 


Description. 12+”. Top and sides of head golden green, without crest. 
Upperparts, including very long upper tail coverts, and breast shining 
metallic green, belly crimson. Three outer tail feathers black with white 
tips. Female: differs in having bronzy green head, breast brownish gray 
bordered by green band, pink belly. 

Distribution. Listed by Berlioz, 1955: “lad. (en peau) de Guyane anglaise 
collectée par Whitely (anc. coll. Boucard),” in Museum National D’His- 
toire Naturelle, Paris. Nearest known P. fulgidus are 500 miles away in 
mountains of Venezuela, east only to Monogas and Sucre (Blake). How-

ever, Dorst (im litt.) considers specimen undoubtedly came from 
BG; fulgidus.

BLACK-TAILED TROGON Trogon melanurus (291) 


Description. 12”. Upperparts and breast dark blue green, latter separated 
from red belly by narrow white band. Primaries and wing coverts mar- 
gined white, tail blackish below. Sides of head and chin black, bill yellow, 
iris red. Female: head, back, throat and breast gray, wing coverts dimly 
spotted. 

Voice. “Wuh-wuh-wuh-wuh-WOH-WOH-wih-wuh,” to 13 syllables, on 
one pitch except “WOH-WOH?” which is slightly higher as well as louder. 
Distribution. Forest, widespread in suitable wooded areas. Abary, 
Demerara, Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro R., 
Tumatumari, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; melanurus. 


(Panama south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


WHITE-TAILED TROGON Trogon viridis (293) 


Description. 10”. Crown, neck and upper chest violet blue, rest of head 
and wings black, back blue green shading to peacock blue on rump. Tail 
below largely white. Belly vivid orange yellow, both sexes. Bill silvery 
gray, eye ring gray. Female: mostly dusky gray, with narrow white bars 
on wing coverts, outer rectrices notched and tipped white. 

Voice. Monotonous series of about 8 notes, “ow-ow-ow-ow-ow-ow ..., 
slower and louder than Violaceous Trogon. 

Distribution. Widespread both in forest (Atkinson, Mabaruma), and 
clumps of trees on cleared land, near coast (Abary R., Blairmont), and 
inland: Koriabo, Bartica, Kartabo, Kamakusa, Kamarang, and Potaro 
R’s., Upper Takutu, Merume and Acary Mts.; viridis.

MASKED TROGON Trogon personatus (292) 


Description. 914”. Similar to preceding, differentiated by outer tail 
feathers, which are black, obscurely barred with wavy white lines. Fe- 
male: outer tail feathers narrowly barred black and white, central feathers 
cinnamon, belly pinkish. 

Distribution. Mountain forests. Specimens from Mt. Twek-quay and “BG” 
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(Whitely, AMNH) and Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams 1960, 
BGM) ; roraimae. 


(Venezuela through mountains of western South America to Bolivia.) 


COLLARED TROGON Trogon collaris (--) 


Description. 10”. Face and throat black, with pinkish buff eye ring and 
yellow bill. Upperparts and throat black, wing coverts and secondaries 
finely streaked black and white. Outer tail feathers evenly barred black 
and white. Narrow white band between breast and bright red belly. 
Female: upperparts and breast brown, wing coverts brownish, outer tail 
feathers silvery with three narrow black bands and white tips. Belly as 
in male. 

Distribution. Mountain forests. Acary Mts. (Sept. 1938, Blake, CNHM). 
Mistakenly reported from Bartica by Beebe; collaris. 


(Mexico south to Bolivia and SE Brazil. Trinidad.) 


BLACK-THROATED TROGON Trogon rufus (294) 


Description. 914”. Upperparts including tail metallic green, as is breast. 
Rest of underparts bright yellow, an indistinct white band between belly 
and breast. Tail from below barred black and white. Eye ring bluish, bill 
greenish. Female: mostly brown, with pale yellow belly and chestnut on 
tail, outer rectrices barred black and white. 

Distribution. Inland forests. Fairly widespread from Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Mazaruni and Kamarang, Potaro R’s; Wismar, Rockstone, Tumatumari; 
Merume, Ayanganna, and Acary Mts.; rufus. 


(Honduras south to Paraguay, Bolivia, NE Argentina, S Brazil.) 


VIOLACEOUS TROGON Trogon violaceus (295) 


Description. 844”. Head and upper breast black glossed violet, back shin- 
ing blue green, tail peacock blue tipped black and barred black and white. 
Wing coverts finely vermiculated black and white, primaries brown. Bill 
silvery, eye ring yellow. Female: head, back and breast lead gray. 

Voice. Series of about 12 notes, rather faster than White-tailed and drop- 
ping slightly in pitch: “wih-wih-wih-wih-wih-wih-wuh-wuh-wuh-wuh- 
WiUhsvaeene 

Distribution. Widespread in forest, including manicole palms, from sand 
belt inland: Atkinson, Hyde Park, Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Kamar- 
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ang, Ituribisi, Potaro R’s., Wismar, Rockstone, Upper Takutu and Acary 
Mts. ; violaceus. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil, Trinidad.) 


KINGFISHERS (Alcedinidae) 


5¥%-151%4”. Heavy bill and large head, compact body with short tail and 
very short legs. Solitary, perch in open at edge of water, diving for fish 
(or catch insects in air). Various sharp, rattling calls. (6) 


RINGED KINGFISHER Ceryle torquata (222) 


Description. 1544”. Upperparts gray blue, broad white collar around nape 
and throat, rest of underparts chestnut. Crest streaked black, primaries 
black notched with white, under wing coverts white. Female: differs in 
broad gray band across chest, separated from chestnut belly by white, and 
chestnut under wing coverts. 

Voice. Rather slow wooden, “k-r-r-r-rk,’ “krutch.” In general larger 
kingfishers have slower “rattles.” 

Distribution. Rivers, streams and lagoons throughout, canals along coast. 
Georgetown, and coast inland along rivers to Upper Takutu, Merume and 
Kanuku Mts.; torquata. 


(Mexico, Central and South America. Trinidad. Lesser Antilles.) 


[BELTED KINGFISHER Ceryle alcyon (221) 


Description. 1114”. Much smaller than Ringed but similar in coloring 
except white underparts, blue gray breast band and flanks. Female has 
second, chestnut band across breast and rufous flanks. 

Voice. Somewhat faster and much longer rattle than preceding. (DES) 
Distribution. Rare migrant from North America. No specimens known, 
Quelch says two examples were found on coast. Howe and Willis found 
one resident at Nappi Creek, Kanuku Mts., Dec.-Jan. 1961-2; alcyon is 
form collected in Venezuela and Colombia. 


(North America wintering south to Panama, once Colombia, occasionally 
islands off Venezuela. West Indies, Trinidad, Bonaire, Curacao.) ] 


AMAZON KINGFISHER Chloroceryle amazona (223) 


Description. 101%”. This and following three kingfishers have green upper- 
parts. White nuchal collar and underparts, except broad chestnut breast 
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band in male, green or large green patch each side of breast in female. 
Tail spotted white. 

Voice. “Chuck,” also “itch-itch,” “kitch” and “tchit-chit-chik.” 
Distribution. Along rivers, creeks and ditches. Widespread throughout 
from coastlands (occasionally Georgetown), Conservancies, inland on 
rivers to Upper Takutu, Merume, Ayanganna and Kanuku Mts. ; amazona. 


(S Mexico, Central and South America. Trinidad. Lesser Antilles.) 


GREEN KINGFISHER Chloroceryle americana (224) 


Description. 714”. Much smaller than preceding. Glossy green above with 
white throat and sides of neck. Wings and tail much spotted and barred 
with white, noticeable on tail in flight. Male has rufous breast, white belly 
and green spots on sides and flanks. Female: differs in having two narrow 
green bands across breast, no rufous. 

Voice. Rapid, high “krik-krik-krik-krik. . . .” 

Distribution. Like preceding, but more often found in populated areas. 
Widespread, both coastland and inland, including mountains; americana. 


(Texas south to Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


GREEN-AND-RUFOUS KINGFISHER Chloroceryle inda (225) 


Description. 834”. Middle-sized green kingfisher. Upperparts dark green 
much spotted with white and pale buff (including wings and outer tail 
feathers). Underparts range from pale or orange buff throat to bright 
orange chestnut breast and belly. Female similar, except metallic green 
band between throat and chestnut underparts. 

Voice. “Chwack.” 

Distribution. Similar to other kingfishers, but uncommon and_ local. 
Coastlands (Georgetown cemetery, 1964, during drought, DES), coastal 
rivers inland, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Rupununi R., Kanuku Mts. 


(Nicaragua south to Ecuador, Peru and S Brazil.) 


PYGMY KINGFISHER Chloroceryle aenea (226) 


Description. 514”. Differs from preceding in very small size, white lower 
abdomen and under tail coverts. Feeds on insects as well as small fish. 
Voice. Thin “dzit-dzit-dzit. ...” 

Distribution. Found along ditches, trenches and narrow streams. More 
common near coast (Georgetown, occasional at Botanic Gardens), Blair- 
mont. Coastal rivers. inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Rupununi R., Upper 
Takutu Mts.; aenea. Reported to be decreasing (1966). 


(S Mexico to Bolivia, W Ecuador, NE Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 
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MOTMOTS (Momotidae) 


Description. 16+”. Rather slender birds with long, somewhat curved 
bills and long graduated tails, central rectrices often racquet-tipped. 
Very short legs. Solitary, sedentary, often twitch tail like pendulum as 


they perch low within foliage of forest or scrub. Low-pitched hooting 
calls. (1) 


BLUE-CROWNED MOTMOT “Hootoo” Momotus momota (227) 


Description. 16-17”. Easily identified by long tail (8”) with racquet-tips. 
Center of crown black, bordered turquoise blue, deepening to ultramarine 
on back. Lores, cheeks and spot on chest black, chestnut collar on hind- 
neck. Upperparts bronze green, primaries edged blue green. Tail blue 
green, central feathers with black-tipped blue racquets. Underparts cin- 
namon. Perches fairly low in undergrowth, swinging tail like pendulum. 
Voice. “Hootuk,” “hoo-hoo-hoo.” 
Distribution. Throughout forest belt, widespread from coastlands, Atkin- 
son, St. Cuthbert’s, along rivers inland to Upper Takutu, Merume, Ayan- 
ganna, Marudi Mts., Annai; momota. 


(NE Mexico to Peru, Ecuador, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


JACAMARS (Galbulidae) 


7-13”. Very thin, usually long bill, most species with brilliant metallic 
colors; long tails and medium to very short legs. Solitary, perch quietly 
on bare branch at edge of opening, sallying out for flying insects. Nest 
in hole in bank, excavated by both sexes. (7) 


BROWN JACAMAR Brachygalba lugubris (323) 


Description. 614”. Mostly sooty brown, rump glossed greenish, wings and 
tail blackish. Throat and midabdomen white. Tail graduated, black bill 
long and pointed. 

Voice. “Sweet.” 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM), one 
marked “Guiana” (AMNH), and Bartica (Beebe, 1916, AMNH). Sight 
observation Nappi, 1960. (Howe, Willis) ; lugubris. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 
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BRONZY JACAMAR Galbula leucogastra (321) 


Description. 9”. Back coppery bronze, mixed with purple violet, wings 
greenish. Head brownish blue, chin and upper throat black, large white 
triangle on lower throat (buff in female). Rounded tail steel blue, except 
brown outer feathers edged white. Belly mixed black and white. Bill black. 
Distribution. Forest, and river edges. Specimens from widely separated 
areas: Berbice, Adaroo, Arabaru, Arabopo R’s, Membaro Creek, Merume 
Mts. ; lewcogastra. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


PARADISE JACAMAR Galbula dea (318) 


Description. 11-13”. Graduated tail with long central feathers (to 7”), 
black bill long and sturdy. Crown dusky brown, pale superciliary and 
white triangle on throat and breast. Upperparts brownish black, sides of 
head, lower breast and belly blue black, flanks streaked and tail edged 
white. Perches rather higher than Green-tailed. 

Voice. Ventriloquistic “pip-pip-pip-pip,” or hesitant “pee... pee... 
Peer. gee 

Distribution. Common jacamar along water, in both sand belt and high 
forest. Widespread from Georgetown (has occurred in Botanic Gardens) 
Atkinson, coastlands, rivers, inland to Merume and Acary Mts.; dea. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


YELLOW-BILLED JACAMAR Galbula albirostris (322) 


Description. 8”. Upperparts metallic green, crown and feathers around 
bill purple, central tail feathers emerald green. Triangular white patch on 
lower throat (lacking in female), rest of underparts chestnut. Tail fairly 
short, bill slightly arched, lower mandible yellow. 

Voice. Short “tiooc,” and a longer, trilling series. 

Distribution. Throughout in forest. Coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Cotinga, 
Supenaam; inland to Bartica, Paruima Mission, Kamakusa, Potaro, Tu- 
matumari, Kamakabra; Oko, Merume, Acary Mts.; albirostris. 


(South America, to Ecuador, Peru and E Brazil.) 


RUFOUS-TAILED JACAMAR Galbula ruficauda (320) 


Description. 10-11”. Head and upperparts, including central tail feathers 
and band across breast, iridescent golden bronze green. Large white 
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triangle on throat and lower breast; belly, under tail coverts and outer 
tail feathers chestnut. Long, thin black bill and graduated tail. Female: 
duller, with buffy throat and pinky buff underparts. 

Voice. Single squealing notes and a nasal “peep-peep-peep .. .” (DES, 
Tobago). 

Distribution. Wooded country, clearings, narrow valleys (where it 
perches low on roadsides). Known only from “Golden Hill” (Schom- 
burgk), Upper Takutu Mts. (McConnell, BM). Recorded at Bartica by 
Beebe, but not in collection AMNH; ruficauda. 


(S Mexico to Bolivia, Paraguay, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


GREEN-TAILED JACAMAR Galbula galbula (319) 


Description. 814”. Top and sides of head bluish; short, rounded tail cop- 
pery blue green. Otherwise much like preceding. 

Voice. Piping, rhythmic “pip-pip-pip-pip .. .” 
times a rhythmic “daw-dit-dot-dit.” 
Distribution. Woods near water, where it perches low. Coastal planta- 
tions, Conservancies, Coverden, Abary R., Bartica, Upper Takutu and 
Kanuku Mts., Annai, Rupununi R. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil.)

GREAT JACAMAR Jacamerops aurea (324) 


Description. 1114”. Upperparts iridescent coppery green, more bluish on 
head, purple iridescence on back. Broad triangular white patch on throat 
in male, otherwise underparts cinnamon rufous. Tail graduated, outer 
rectrices bluish. Bill rather heavy and slightly arched, unlike slender bills 
of other jacamars. 

Distribution. Wooded areas and watery edges. Rather widespread from 
coast: Boerasirie, Ituribisi R.; inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Arawai and 
Kamarang R’s., Mines District, Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; aurea. 


(Costa Rica south to Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, NE Brazil.) 


PUFFBIRDS (Bucconidae) 


6-10%4”. Bulky-looking with large heads, short thick necks, most with 
heavy, hooked bills. Solitary, arboreal, very sedentary (except Chelidop- 
tera). Catch insects on wing or from ground on infrequent sallies from 
low perch. Forest, nesting in holes in trees or burrows in banks. (7) 
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WHITE-NECKED PUFFBIRD Notharchus macrorhynchos (326) 


Description. 914”. Upperparts including wings and tail black except white 
forehead and broad nuchal collar. Underparts mainly white, wide black 
band across upper belly, flanks barred black and white. 

Distribution. Wooded areas, mostly inland. Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika 
and Demerara R’s., Koriabo, Bartica, Mazaruni R., Membaro Creek, 
Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; macrorhynchos. 


(SE Mexico south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


PIED PUFFBIRD WNotharchus tectus (327) 


Description. 6”. Upperparts including most of head, black. Lores, eye- 
stripe, broad tips of scapulars and spots on tail white. Underparts white, 
with broad black breast band. 

Voice. Thin, high pitched ‘“‘tee-oo.” 

Distribution. Forest. Treetops at Mabaruma, both moderate and high 
forest at Nappi, NH. Inland from Koriabo, Mabaruma, Supenaam, Bona- 
sika, Warima, Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Merume and Kanuku 
Mts. ; tectus. 


(Costa Rica south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


SPOTTED PUFFBIRD Bucco tamatia (328) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts brown, spotted tawny. Forehead, eyebrow 
and throat orange rufous. Face black with white moustache and broad 
black patch on sides of neck. Lower breast and belly white thickly spotted 
black. 

Distribution. Widely distributed in dense woods, where it perches quietly 
on low branch (occasionally high, Wineperu). Forests from coastal rivers: 
Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasica, Abary; inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Kamarang R., Great Falls D, Rockstone, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai; 
tamatia. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


COLLARED PUFFBIRD Bucco capensis (325) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts from crown to tail rufous barred with fine, 
wavy black lines. Sides of head and superciliary orange buff, collar across 
hindneck black bordered pale rufous. Throat white, black band across 
breast joining collar on hindneck, underparts otherwise tawny. 
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Distribution. Forests. Widespread from Ituribisi, Bonasika, Mazaruni, 
Kamarang R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Mines District, Merume 
and Acary Mts.; capensis.

WHITE-CHESTED PUFFBIRD Malacoptila fusca (329) 


Description. 8’. Upperparts smoky brown, darker on head and boldly 
streaked tawny. Throat, sides of head and tail brown. Spot in front of 
eye, moustacial streak and patch on breast, white. Lower breast broadly 
streaked tawny and dark brown, belly white. Base of bill yellow. 
Distribution. Forests. Specimens from Bartica (McConnell, BM), De- 
merara R. (BM) and Acary Mts. (Blake CNHM); sight observation 
Mabaruma (NH) ; fusca. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, W Brazil.) 


BLACK NUNBIRD Monasa atra (330) 


Description. 1014”. Dark slate gray above and below, somewhat paler 
on abdomen, white upper and under wing coverts, and arched red bill. 
Voice. Flute-like ‘“whoo-doo-doo” and “hyu-hoo-hoo-00-00-00” (down- 
scale, as it flirts tail). In duet a loud: “yawkl-diddle’ (NH), or “quee- 
didada” (Rff) increasing to crescendo, first syllable variable. 
Distribution. Forest, forest edges, clearings, roadsides, where it perches 
from low to medium high. Widespread inland from Mabaruma, Berbice 
and Demerara R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Rockstone, Potaro 
L to Upper Takutu, Merume, Marudi, Kanuku and Acary Mts. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


SWALLOW-WING Chelidoptera tenebrosa (331) 


Description. 6”. Short-tailed, dumpy, with pointed, swallow-like wings. 
Black with whit rump, under wing and under tail coverts, lower abdomen 
and flanks cinnamon chestnut. Unlike most puffbirds this species is active, 
perches high on dead branches in the open (sometimes low). Nests on 
sandy roadsides ; found in small flocks. 

Voice. Typically a slight ‘“wit-it-it,’ or “pit-wit-wit,’ also a plaintive 
“pi, pu,” piping calls suggesting Spotted Sandpiper (NH, Rff, DES). 
Distribution. Widespread and abundant. Open areas, forest and river 
edges, from Atkinson Field and Abary R., inland to Kako R., Kamakabra, 
Tumatumari, Ayanganna Mts., Great Savannas; tenebrosa. 


(Tropical South America.) 
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BARBETS (Capitonidae) 


7”. Somewhat curved large heavy bill, large head, heavy body. Brilliant 
plumage boldly marked with solid areas of yellow, red, etc.; underparts 
conspicuously spotted. Solitary, arboreal, perch for long periods, weak 
Hyers. (ly) 


BLACK-SPOTTED BARBET Capito niger (308) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts including wings and tail mainly black. Crown 
and long superciliary golden yellow, forehead and throat bright red. Wing 
coverts barred and some feathers of mantle fringed yellow. Breast and 
belly yellowish, with oval black spots on sides. Female differs in having 
lower throat orange, both it and breast heavily spotted and sides broadly 
streaked black. Barbets have heavy bills, usually rather short tails; re- 
semble Swallow-wings in shape. 

Distribution. Forest and low growth. Widespread from Atkinson, Garden 
of Eden (bushes near swampy woods), Mabaruma and Koriabo, to Acary 
Mts. ; niger. 


(South America south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


TOUCANS (Ramphastidae) 


13-24”. Easily distinguished by huge, often brightly colored bills. Plum-— 
age with boldly contrasting colors: black, white, orange or yellow, red, 
green. Bare skin around eye; tail rather long and rounded. Partly gre- 
garious, arboreal, active birds of forest and edges. Noisy, with croaks, 
shrill calls, or yelping like hounds. (7) 


RED-BILLED TOUCAN Rambhastos tucanus (310 in part). 


Description. 21”. Upperparts, including top of head, lower breast and belly 
black. Throat and upper breast yellowish white, divided from black by 
red band. Upper tail coverts Jemon yellow, under ones scarlet. Bill mainly 
dark red, ridge of culmen, base of upper mandible and tips yellow; base 
of lower mandible light blue. (See under R. auranturostris). 

Note: some of Chubb’s records under R. monilis may belong here. 

Voice. Honking calls, more often heard at sunrise and sunset. Yelps like 
a puppy. “eee-yukl-heung” repeated 3X, and a high, rather, musical ‘“yok- 
ook-ook,” often two-toned. (NH, Rff) 
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Distribution. Wooded areas, including coconut plantations and manicole 
forest along coast. Widespread throughout: Atkinson, river forests inland 
to mountains, Marudi, Merume, Ayanganna and Kanuku Mts.; tucanis. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, N Argentina.) 


ORANGE-BILLED TOUCAN 
Ramphastos auranturostris (310 in part) 


Description. 19”. Similar to preceding except bill, which is dark with tip 
of lower and ridge of upper mandible orange yellow. 

Distribution. Specimens from Koriabo and Abary R. (RSS, YPM). 
Chubb’s R. monilis probably includes both this species and preceding, 
which differ mainly in bill color. Relationship of the two is uncertain. 
Some authors include this form and R. cuviert in same species as R. 
tucanus ; on that basis the complex may be called White-throated Toucan. 
(EE) 


(Venezuela and Guianas. ) 


CHANNEL-BILLED TOUCAN Ramphastos vitellinus (312) 


Description. 20”. Bill black with yellow ridge, base of bill and bare skin 
around eye blue. Cheeks white, grading into bright yellow and orange on 
center breast. Rest of breast and both upper and under tail coverts red, 
belly black. 

Voice. Low, a short “tywuk” or “eauck-eauck.” 

Distribution. Widespread and common throughout forest from Atkinson, 
Koriabo and coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., 
Tumatumari, Potaro L and Acary Mts.; vitellinus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


TOCO TOUCAN Ramphastos toco (309) 


Description. 24”. Differs from preceding toucans in size, huge bill (714’”) 
which is golden yellow with narrow base and large patch on upper man- 
dible black. Also in yellowish white cheeks, throat, foreneck and breast, 
and white upper tail coverts. 

Distribution. From ité vegetation in Conservancies (Flagstaff), coconut 
and sugar plantations along coast, to high forest inland. Atkinson, Abary, 
Cuyuni and Hoorie R’s., Tiger Is., Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts. 
(Nappi), savannas; toco. ee 


(Guianas, Brazil, Bolivia, NW Argentina.) 
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BLACK-NECKED ARACARI Pteroglossus aracari (313) 


Description. 21”. Head, neck and breast black, ear coverts red. Back, 
wings and tail bronze green, rump red. Belly yellow with broad scarlet 
band separating breast. Upper mandible white with black ridge, the lower 
black. 

Voice. A sibilant “sillik” or “wissik.’ (NH) High-pitched, squeaky 
“kissik, kissik” (Rff). 

Distribution. Widespread in forest and clearing, also found in isolated 
trees of parklands and plantations. Georgetown, Atkinson, Blairmont, Con- 
servancies, along coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Supenaam, Abary, inland to 
Bartica, Rockstone, Potaro R to King Fred. Wm. IV Falls. Courantyne 
R., and Acary Mts.; roraimae. Subspecies atricilla, assigned to country 
(specimens YPM) proves to be roraimae. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


GREEN ARACARI Pireroglossus viridis (314) 


Description. 14”. Differs from preceding in orange upper mandible, less 
red on rump, none on lower breast and underparts straw yellow except for 
green on thighs. 

Voice. Rapid, rattling “tikka-tikka-tik-tikka-tik.” 

Distribution. Common in both low (manicole) and high forest, where it 
perches high. Widespread from Atkinson, Blairmont, Koriabo, coastal 
river woods, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro L, Takutu 
R., Ayanganna, Marudi, Kanuku Mts., and Courantyne R. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


GUIANA TOUCANET. Selenidera culik (315) 


Description. 13”. Bill short and black with blue base. Top of head, neck, 
throat, breast and upper abdomen glossy black. Ear coverts yellow, golden 
collar on hindneck. Back, wings and tail dark green, rectrices tipped 
chestnut. Lower abdomen greenish yellow, vent red, thighs chestnut. 
Female has chestnut collar and throat, breast and sides of neck gray. 
Voice. ‘“Aaa-aaa” and “ang-ang.” 

Distribution. High forest and forest edges. Along rivers: Ituribisi, Su- 
penaam, Kamarang, to Bartica, Kamakusa, Paruima M, Merume, Ayan- 
ganna, Kanuku, Acary Mts. 


(Guianas and N Brazil.) 
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TAWNY-TUFTED TOUCANET Selenidera nattereri (316) 


Description. 13”. Head, hindneck, throat, breast and mid-abdomen black; 
back, wings and tail yellowish olive green. Cheeks and collar on hindneck 
yellow, tufts over ears yellow tipped tawny. Thighs, lower flanks and tips 
of tail feathers chestnut, under tail coverts mostly red. Bill reddish at base. 
Female: black of male replaced by chestnut. 

Distribution. Said to be same as preceding, but known only from Kanuku 
Mts. (Schomburgk, BM, and Fowler-Cope-Singh Expedition, 1960 BGM). 


(Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil.) 


CHESTNUT-TIPPED TOUCANET 
Aulacorhynchus derbianus (317) 


Description. 16”. Plumage largely grass green, paler below. Bill (3”) 
mostly black, upper mandible with yellow green ridge, tip and base of man- - 
dibles both dark red. Blue moustacial stripe (whitelianus), osgoodi lacks 
this and chestnut tips of rectrices. 

Distribution. Forests at high elevations. Specimens from Quonga 
(Whitely, 1887, BM), Merume Mts. (Whitely), Kanuku Mts. (Schom- 
burgk), whitelianus; Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; osgoodi. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, E Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia.) 


WOODPECKERS, PICULETS (Picidae) 


334-14”. South American woodpeckers, with undulating flight like their 
northern congeners, show much variation in size and color. Found in 
forest and edges. 

Small piculets, also with undulating flight, are quite distinctive and 
more resemble nuthatches, as they climb around on twigs and branches 
in a more open type of country. (20) 


GOLDEN-SPANGLED PICULET Picumnus exilhis (348) 


Description. 334”. Back and wings yellowish brown, tail black, margined 
white. Feathers of forecrown tipped red, line over eye black, hindcrown 
black spotted white. Cheeks and underparts yellow, heavily streaked and 
barred black. Immature piculets have unspotted crowns. 

Distribution. Small piculets are found along the coast, in gardens, planta- 
tions and open woodlands, as well as inland, but there is some confusion as

WHITE-BARRED PICULET Picumnus cirratus (347, in part) 


Description. 4”. Head black, feathers on forecrown tipped red (male 
only), nape spotted white. Back and wings earth brown, tail feathers black 
margined white. Entire underparts boldly barred black and white. 
Distribution. Specimens from Takutu R., and Takutu Mts. (McConnell, 
BM) ; confusus. 


(French Guiana, Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia, Peru, Paraguay.) 


GUIANAN PICULET Picumnus minutissimus (348) 


Description. 4”. Similar to preceding but underparts dingy white with 
dark brown spots only on throat, foreneck barred black and white. 

Voice. Rather thin series of about 14 wooden notes: “it-it-it-it. . 
Distribution. Fairly widespread from coastlands (mangroves and water- 
side vegetation) Georgetown (Lamaha, Botanic Gardens), Ituribisi, Su- 
penaam, Bonasika and Abary R’s, Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts.; minutis- 
simus. Some authorities include forms from eastern and southern Brazil 
to Bolivia in this species, in which case Arrowhead Piculet may be used. 
(ale Ep) 


( Guianas. ) 


SPOT-BREASTED WOODPECKER Chrysoptilus punctigula (--) 


Description. 9”. Forehead and crown black, superciliary, lores and sides 
of head white, nape (sometimes center throat) red. Back, wings, tail yel- 
low green narrowly barred black; rump orange yellow. Throat speckled 
black and white, upper breast orange to dull gold, rest of underparts with 
central black spots on dull gold feathers. 

Distribution. Known from mangroves, coffee plantations, scrub and wood- 
land in neighboring countries. Specimens from “Demerara” listed in Cat. 
Bds. Brit. Mus.; punctigula. 


(E Panama south to’Brazil, E’ Peru, N Bolivia:) 


GOLDEN-OLIVE WOODPECKER Piculus rubiginosus (334) 


Description. 8”. Forecrown slate gray, cheeks and nape red. Upperparts 
largely golden olive, tail black edged olive. Throat and side of neck black, 
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breast and belly narrowly barred brown and yellow buff. Female: fore- 
crown blackish, moustacial streak black. P. r. nigriceps Blake 1941, was 
described from a series collected in Acary Mts. 1938. Pileum is blacker, 

- red nape reduced to obscure line in male, lacking in female, back and 
wings more yellow green. 

~ Voice. Medium high “wrrrrrrrr.” 

_ Distribution. Forest and woodland. Widespread from Georgetown, Con- 
servancies, Mabaruma, Bartica, Koriabo, Mazaruni and Kamarang R’s, 
Rockstone, Paramakatoi, Merume, Marudi Mts.; guianae. Acary Mts.; 
nigriceps. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina, except 
-French Guiana and Surinam. Trinidad.) 


YELLOW-THROATED WOODPECKER Piculus flavigula (333) 


Description. 7%”. Crown, nape and moustache red, face and throat yel- 
low, with prominent dark eye and lores. Back, wings and tail olive green, 
flight feathers and underwings cinnamon to chestnut. Underparts olive 
brown, barred and spotted buffy. Yellow replaces red in head of female. 
Distribution. Forest, both heavy and light. Widespread from coastal 
rivers, to Bartica, Wineperu, Great Falls D, Rockstone, Potaro L, Manari, 
Rupununi R., Kanuku and Acary Mts.; flavigula. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


GOLDEN-GREEN WOODPECKER Piculus chrysochloros (332) 


Description. 10”. Crown, nape and moustacial streak crimson. Side of 

head golden green, golden yellow line from base of bill to sides of neck. 

Above golden green including wings and tail, with cinnamon flight 

feathers. Underparts dull olive green barred buffy white. Female: lacks 

red, crown green like back. 

Distribution. Forests. Specimens from Rupununi R. (Whitely, 1889, BM) 
_and Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; capistratus. 


(Panama to Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Peru, Argentina.) 


CHESTNUT WOODPECKER Celeus elegans (340) 


Description. 10”. Mostly chestnut, with elongated cinnamon crest, male 
with glossy crimson moustache. Lower back and rump yellow, tail and 
primary tips black. 

Voice. “Whick-frrr.” “wick-wick-wick. ...”’ (DES) 
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Distribution. Widespread, in heavy and light forest. Atkinson, coastal 
rivers, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Rockstone, Potaro L, 
Tumatumari, Upper Takutu, Oko, Marudi Mts.; hellmayri. Specimen of 
approximans from Quonga (Whitely, BM). Birds from southwestern 
localities may be this subspecies. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


WAVED WOODPECKER Celeus undatus (341) 


Description. 814”. General color rufous, upperparts with wavy black bars, 
underparts irregularly barred black. Head and crest pale cinnamon, finely 
dotted black, as are face, chin, and upper throat. Moustache bright red 
in male, wing coverts pale yellow. 

Voice. Soft, husky, whispering call, rising in pitch: “kowahair.” 
Distribution. Heavy forest, occasionally in light. Widespread in interior: 
Ituribisi; Supenaam, Bonasika. Abary, Kamarang R’s, Bartica, Wineperu, 
Kamakusa, Potaro L, Merume, Kanuku, and Acary Mts.; undatus. 


(Guianas, N and NE Brazil.) 


CREAM-COLORED WOODPECKER Celeus flavus (343) 


Description. 1014”. Head, including high crest, and body soft yellow, male 
with red moustache. Wings rufous brown with black primaries, tail 
blackish. Bill yellow. 

Voice. “Wutchuk .. . kee-hoo-hoo-hoo.” Also “kiu-kiu-kiu-kiu.” 
Distribution. Forests, including manicole swamp at Garden of Eden and 
Parika. Widespread but not common from coastal rivers, Hyde Park, 
Rockstone, Upper Takutu and Acary Mts., Rupununi R.; flavus. 


(South America to Brazil, Peru, N Bolivia.) 


RINGED WOODPECKER Celeus torquatus (342) 


Description. 10-11”. Generally rufous chestnut above and below, barred 
black. Wide red moustacial streak (male). Feathers around eye, foreneck, 
collar on hindneck, breast and outer edge of wings black. Black eye, yellow 
bill. 

Distribution. Forests. Not as widespread as preceding, but found at 
Koriabo, Abary, Essequibo, Pomeroon, Takutu and Rupununi R’s. Potaro 
L, Acary Mts.; torquatus. 


(South America to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia.)

yik-yik-yik.”

Back and tail narrowly barred black and white, rump and tail coverts 
white. Wings black, barred and spotted white.

YELLOW-TUFTED WOODPECKER Melanerpes cruentatus (335) 


Description. 714”. Mainly black, including breast, with golden yellow 
forehead, tuft behind eye and band across nape. Center of crown red (male 
only) hindcrown black, rump white, belly red, sides barred black and 
white. 

Distribution. Forest inland: Demerara R., Bartica, Kamarang and Takutu 
R., Potaro L, Ayanganna Mts., Paramakatoi; cruentatus. 


(South America east of the Andes south to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia.) 


RED-FRONTED WOODPECKER Melanerpes rubrifrons (336) 


Description. 714”. Much like preceding, by some considered a color phase 
or hybrid. Lacks yellow nape except one small spot, has noticeable yellow 
eye ring, only center of belly red, less white on wings and tail. 

Voice. Nine-syllable “ih-ih-ih-ih ... ,” rapid at first, slow at end. Loud 
chatter (Rff).

GOLDEN-COLLARED WOODPECKER Veniliorms cassim (339) 


Description. 7”. Crown and nape crimson, sometimes mixed with black, 
narrow collar of golden yellow on hindneck. Back and wings golden olive, 
some white spots on wings. Tail blackish, banded olive. Underparts white 
barred black. Female: forecrown olive brown, hindcrown and nape dull 
yellow. 

Distribution. Forest, shrubbery and clearings. Usually rather high in 
trees (Nappi) also riverside shrubs (Lethem), NH. Widespread from 
Koriabo, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kamakabra, Rockstone, Merume, Kanuku 
and Acary Mts., Annai, Rupununi R’s; cassini. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


BLOOD-COLORED WOODPECKER Veniliornis sanguineus (337) 


Description. 6%”. Head, back, rump and tail coverts vermilion, wings 
brown with white notches, tail brown, outer feathers barred or edged 
whitish. Ear coverts brown, underparts blackish brown narrowly barred 
white. Female: brown crown. 

Voice. Rapid, thin, rather wooden series “wih-wih-wih-wih-wih .. .” to 
16 notes. 

Distribution. Common in coastal area, Georgetown (Botanic Gardens, 
Cemetery), Conservancies, coconut plantations, lower reaches of rivers: 
Ituribisi, Abary, Anarika.

CRIMSON-CRESTED WOODPECKER 


Phloeoceastes melanoleucos (345) 


Description. 1344”. Crown, crest and sides of head scarlet, pale buff spot 
on cheek, and white line from below cheek (from base of bill in female), 
along sides of neck, branching at shoulder. Throat, lower neck, upper 
breast, back, wings and tail black. Lower breast and abdomen barred 
black and buffy. Female has center crown black, only crest red. Distin- 
guish from Lineated Woodpecker by red crest encircling eye, black throat, 
V pattern of white on back, and darker (horn color) bill. 

Voice. High-pitched resonant, oboe-like “ing-ing-ing-ing-ing.” 
Distribution. Woods, especially along rivers, and swampy vegetation. 
Widespread from coastland: Koriabo, Georgetown, Conservancies, Garden 
of Eden (manicole and ité swamp), Hyde Park, plantations, inland to 
Bartica, Kartabo, Rockstone, Upper Takutu Mts., Aremu and Takutu R’s; 
melanoleucos. 


(Panama south through much of South America. Trinidad.) 


RED-NECKED WOODPECKER Phloeoceastes rubricollis (344) 


Description. 13-14”. Head, neck, throat and upper breast crimson; back, 
wings and tail black. Lower breast, abdomen and wing linings dark chest- 
nut. Female: white forehead and broad stripe below eye, latter edged 
black. 

Voice. An explosive, nasal “ngkah-ngkah,” a loud “kikka” or “tikka.” 
(NH) Also “querra-querra” (Rff). 

Distribution. Sand belt forest and edges of deep, high forest. Widespread 
from Atkinson, Koriabo, Mabaruma, Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Rock- 
stone, to Merume, Marudi, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; rubricollis. 


(South America to Ecuador, E Peru, Bolivia, W Brazil.) 


WOODCREEPERS (Dendrocolaptidae) 


6-121%”. Strong bills, plumage in various shades of brown, most species 
streaked and/or barred, with rufous wings and tails. The latter are long 
with rigid, pointed shafts; suggest overgrown tree creepers. Solitary, 
arboreal, climbing tree trunks (braced by tail) in search of food, then 
flying to base of another tree. Distinctive voice: loud, rolling trills. (16) 
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WHITE-CHINNED WOODCREEPER Dendrocincla merula (424) 


Description. 614”. Generally bronze brown, with contrasting white chin 
and center throat. Wings, rump and tail chestnut. Bill dark and rather 
short. 

Voice. Typical woodcreeper call of many single notes, rather soft, falling 
in scale (Rff). 

Distribution. Inland forests. Bartica, Wineperu (uncommon), Supenaam 
R., Potaro L, Tumatumari, Minnehaha Creek; merula.

PLAIN-BROWN WOODCREEPER Dendrocincla fuliginosa (423) 


Description. 9”. Unstreaked dusky olive brown body, with rich rufous 
wings and tail, some rufous on mid-abdomen. Bill rather long and slender, 
upper mandible grayish horn, lower bluish. Cheeks and lores grayish, male 
with lightly streaked, buffy throat. 

Voice. Low, short, soft “bzz.” 

Distribution. Forest, along rivers. Widespread from Supenaam, Demerara, 
Mazaruni, Potaro R’s, Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Kaietur Falls, 
Marudi Mts., Tumatumari, Rupununi R.; fuliginosa. 


(Honduras to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil to the Amazon. Trinidad.) 


LONG-TAILED WOODCREEPER Deconychura longicauda (426) 


Description. 814”. Crown with fine, pale shaft streaks, back and wings 
brown, tail and upper coverts rufous chestnut. Throat, sides of head and 
narrow superciliary tawny, chest conspicuously spotted this color. Rather 
long bill, Jong tail. 

Voice. Very light whinnying rattle, up and down scale; rapid notes: 
“tiuc-tiuc-tiuc-tiuc” (Rff). 

Distribution. Specimens from Merume Mts. and Bartica (Whitely, type, 
BM). Recorded at Bartica by Beebe, no specimen in collection. Sight ob- 
servation at Wineperu, fairly common there (Rff, NH) ; longicauda.

WEDGE-BILLED WOODCREEPER 
Glyphorhynchus spirurus (422) 


Description. 6”. Upperparts cinnamon brown, wing coverts darker with 
flash of white, rump and tail chestnut.

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able pale eyebrow. Throat buffy, underparts like upper, with arrow shaped 
pale spots forming conspicuous streaks on breast. Tail long, spined. Bill 
short, wedge-shaped, black. 

Voice. A five syllabled “chik-chik-chik-chik-chik,” “djeep” (Rff). 
Distribution. Forest both high and low. Widespread from Koriabo, and 
coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakabra, Paruima M, Wismar, Potaro 
L, Tumatumari; Marudi, Ayanganna, Kanuku, Acary Mts.; spirurus.

CINNAMON-THROATED WOODCREEPER 
Dendrexetastes rufigula (--) 


Description. 10+”. Bill (1%4”) heavy, slightly arched. Head and upper 
back olive brown, forecrown more rufous, whitish streaks on hindneck. 
Flight feathers, lower back, rump and tail chestnut. Throat (slightly 
streaked), breast and upper abdomen cinnamon buff, lower abdomen barred 
buff, with dark edged feathers. 

Distribution. Forest. Two specimens from Mines District, “Int. of Brit. 
Guiana, 1901,” Tring (AMNH) ; rufigula.

RED-BILLED WOODCREEPER Aylexetastes perrottti (--) 


Description. 11”. Bill red. Crown, back and underparts bronzy brown; 
lower back, rump and tail bright chestnut. Wings more rufous, primaries 
edged pale orange. Lores and line below eye pale buff, latter edged brown. 
Throat pale buff, abdomen light brown and finely barred. Under tail 
coverts rufous, indistinctly barred. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens: Demerara R., Rodway, 1908, Rockstone 
(CNHM) ; 3 Potaro Landing (Miller, 1913, AMNH) ; two on sand ridge 
near Amatuk Falls, Karaima Mt., (Oxford Expedition, 1959) ; perrotti.

STRONG-BILLED WOODCREEPER 
Xiphocolaptes promeropirhynchus (- -) 


Description. 12%”. Note large size and heavy, curved Dill (to 2”). Crown 
and back bronze brown with pale shaft streaks. Primaries and tail dark 
chestnut brown, latter faintly marked pale buff. Most of head, neck and 
underparts bronze brown, with many pale (dark-edged) streaks. 
Distribution. Forest. Acary Mts. (1938, Blake, CNHM) ; tenebrosus. 
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(S Mexico south to Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, 
Brazil.) 


BARRED WOODCREEPER Doendrocolaptes certhia (435) 


Description. 10-11”. Brown crown and underparts, rufescent mantle 
barred black. Wings, rump and tail coverts rufous chestnut. Bill long 
(1%4”), sturdy, upper mandible hooked. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread from Atkinson, Koriabo, coastal rivers 
inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Tumatumari, Potaro L, 
Annai, Merume and Acary Mts.; certha.

BLACK-BANDED WOODCREEPER 
Dendrocolaptes picumnus (434) 


Description. 1114”. Differs from preceding in crown streaked tawny, 
underparts tawny, throat dotted brown, breast with pale elongated streaks, 
belly broadly barred black. 

Voice. Whinnying series of about 15 syllables: “whing-whing-whing.. .” 
falling in pitch. 

Distribution. Forest. Koriabo, Bartica, Kamakusa; Waini, Anarica and 
Kamarang R’s., Oko Mts., Potaro L, Tumatumari; picumnus. 


(Guatemala south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


STRAIGHT-BILLED WOODCREEPER 
Xiphorhynchus picus (430) 


Description. 844”. Crown and sides of neck dusky, streaked with oval buff 
spots, ear coverts and eyebrows white. Back, wings and tail bright chest- 
nut. Throat, foreneck, and upper breast pale buff, feathers margined 
black; rest of underparts brown. Bill straight and noticeably pale. 

Voice. Rapid, penetrating series, to 14 syllables: “tut-tut-tut-wee-wee- 
wee-wee. ...” 

Distribution. Woods, thickets and dry scrub. Georgetown (parks and 
gardens), Conservancies, Hyde Park, Buxton, swampy forests near coast, 
coastal rivers, inland to Bartica, Takutu and Marudi Mts., Takutu and 
Ireng R’s.; picus.

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STRIPED WOODCREEPER Xiphorhynchus obsoletus (--) 


Description. 714”. Head brown with pale tear drop marks. Mantle rufous . 
brown, streaked rufous and black; wings, rump and tail chestnut brown, 
primary tips darker. Throat buff, underparts brown streaked with con- 
spicuous pale tear drop marks edged black. 

Distribution. Forest edge and openings. Specimens from Rockstone 
(Miller, 1913, CNHM) and 2 from Annai (Whitely) ; obsoletus.

BUFF-THROATED WOODCREEPER 
Xtiphorhynchus guttatus (429) 


Description. 914”. Head and nape dark brown with conspicuous pale oval 
spots (edged black) forming streaks. Mantle and wing coverts brown, 
streaked rufous; rump and tail rufous chestnut. Throat warm buff, breast 
and sides gray brown, broadly streaked with oval spots. Pale bill is long, 
stout, curved only at tip. 

Voice. “Cherk” with variations, loud and ringing. Also “kyu-kyu-kyu- 
Kylee 

Distribution. Forests. Common and widespread from Atkinson, Hyde 
Park, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Great Falls D, 
Takutu Mts., Tumatumari, Annai, Kanuku Mts.; polystictus.

CHESTNUT-RUMPED WOODCREEPER 
Xiphorhynchus pardalotus (428) 


Description. 9”. Head and upper back dusky brown with pale shaft 
streaks; lower back, wings, and tail rufous chestnut. Throat ruddy buff, 
rest of underparts amber brown, dark-edged feathers forming streaks on 
breast; belly mottled with pale spots. Bill almost straight, slender. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread in interior, from Meamu R., Bartica, 
Wineperu, Kamakusa, Paruima M, along rivers to Rockstone, Potaro L, 
Tumatumari; Merume, Ayanganna, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; pardalotus. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Amazonian Brazil.) 


LINEATED WOODCREEPER 
Lepidocolaptes albolineatus (431, 432) 


Description. 7”. Dark brown crown (with small black-edged buff spots) 
and nape. Back dull russet brown; rump, wings and tail rufous. Throat 
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pale tawny, underparts gray brown with narrow whitish stripes; under 
wing coverts and streaks on flight feathers orange rufous. 

Distribution. Forests. Specimens from Bartica (Beebe, 1916, AMNH), 
Rockstone (CNHM), Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM), Tumatumari 
(AMNH). Sight observations Potaro Road “72” (NH); albolineatus.

CURVED-BILLED SCYTHEBILL 
Campylorhamphus procurvoides (433) 


Description. 854”. Long sickle-shaped bill (2”), chestnut color, Head 
dark brown with narrow buffy shaft lines, continuing as narrow streaks on 
underparts, especially throat and breast. Mantle rust brown, rump rufous, 
wings and tail chestnut, primaries dusky. 

Distribution. Forests. Fairly widespread though not common, from coastal 
rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary) inland to Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Lower Mazaruni, Kamarang R’s, Tumatumari, Mines District; 
sanus. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, Ecuador, Brazil.) 


OLIVACEOUS WOODCREEPER 


Sittasomus griseicapillus (425, Roraima) 


Description. 6”. Bill rather short. Small woodcreeper with dull grayish 
olive head, back and underparts. Wings darker with concealed pale patch. 
Bright chestnut lower back, rump and long tail; rectrices with narrow, 
stiff, curved tips. 

Distribution. Forest, tropical and subtropical. Kamakusa, Merume Mts. 
(Whitely, BM), recorded by Salvin, 1885; axillaris.

HORNEROS5, SPINETAILS, 
FOLIAGE-GLEANERS (Furnariidae) 


5-814”. Large and varied Neotropical family, some species resembling 
woodcreepers (treerunners, xenops), some thrushes (leafscrapers), 
some terrestrial with strongly developed legs (horneros) ; spinetails 
have graduated tails with projecting shafts. Almost all are medium or 
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small brown birds often found in tangles and thickets. Foliage-gleaners 
feed in the forest canopy, leafscrapers skulk in dense undergrowth root- 
ing through leaves, spinetails are usually in thickets even in open coun- 
try. True ovenbirds build large, domed mud-ovens on branches, many 
others nest in holes or burrows. Nests vary as greatly as do the various 
species. (19) | 


PALE-LEGGED HORNERO $ Furnarius leucopus (404) 


Description. 714”. Crown and nape gray, with pale buff eyebrow. Sides 
of head and upperparts including tail mostly bright rufous, primaries black 
with rufous band near base. Throat and center abdomen white, breast and 
sides rufous. Bill curved, legs reddish. 

Voice. “Wheep-whee-whee-whee .. . ,” about 16 piercing, loud notes, 
falling in pitch. 

Distribution. Riverine forest, along creeks, open scrub and openings in 
forest. Specimens from Upper Takutu Mts., Takutu and Ireng R’s. (all 
McConnell, BM). Pirara. Barrington Brown recorded it on Demerara R., 
Willis and Howe at Lethem; leucopus.

PALE-BREASTED SPINETAIL Synallaxis albescens (411) 


Description. 6%-7”. Upperparts mostly pale olive brown with rufous 
crown and shoulders. Throat and belly white, breast gray. Tail rather long 
and graduated, rectrices with pointed tips. Imm: more ochraceous below. 
Voice. Loud, characteristic “whi-doo,’ “whi-choo,’ or “whu-keer,” re- 
peated incessantly, as it skulks inside low bush (DES). Also a song “tru- 
tru-tru-whit-tutu-whit-tutu” (NH). 

Distribution. Scattered bushes and shrubbery in wet coastal areas and 
dry secondary savanna growth. Widespread along coast from Georgetown 
(accidental), Atkinson, Buxton, coastal plantations and rivers inland to 
Upper Takutu and Merume Mts.; josephinae.

PLAIN-CROWNED SPINETAIL Synallaxis gujanensis (412) 


Description. 61%”. Differs from preceding as follows: wings and tail 
chestnut, feathers on forehead with dark edges, giving scalloped effect, 
breast and belly pale rust brown. 
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Voice. Sharp, repeated “wep-wep-wep .. .” (NH) or “wup-wup-wup- 
Ati: wei) e 

Distribution. Mangroves and coastal vegetation inland to forest borders 
and clearings. Widespread and fairly common from outskirts of George- 
town, Conservancies, Supenaam R., Bartica, Wineperu, Mazaruni, Rock- 
stone, Potaro L, Wismar, Minnehaha Creek; gujanensis.

RUDDY SPINETAIL Synallaxis rutilans (--) 


Description. 6”. Forehead and cheeks chestnut, crown and back olive 
brown, wings with chestnut coverts and brownish black flight feathers, tail 
black. Throat black, chest and upper abdomen chestnut, lower abdomen 
and under tail coverts gray brown. Bill black. 

Distribution. Forests. Acary Mts. (3 spec. Blake, CNHM) ; dissors. 


(South America except Argentina, Paraguay, Uruguay.) 


YELLOW-THROATED SPINETAIL 
“Rootie’ Certhiaxis cinnamomea (413) 


Description. 6”. Eyebrow white, otherwise rufous chestnut above, brighter 
on rump. Wings and tail chestnut, primary tips black. Center throat yellow, 
underparts buffy white. Tail shorter than Synallaxis. 

Voice. Wooden, trilling “trrrrrrrrrrrrrrr,’ rapid ticking “tik-kutta- 
kutta-kutta-kutta .. .” (NH, Rff) or “harsh, rapid, scolding notes like 
pebbles clicking” (DES). 

Distribution. Widespread and common in low marshy vegetation, coast- 
land (including courida), and inland. Georgetown, Conservancies, Blair- 
mont, Hope, Buxton, Bonasika, Abary and Anarica R’s., Bartica, Upper 
Takutu Mts., Annai; cinmnamomea.

TEPUI SPINETAIL Cranioleuca demissa (409) 


Description. 6”. Pale eyebrow and pale brown cheeks; crown, nape, wing 
coverts and tail rufous. Wings brown with cinnamon tinge, back olive 
brown. Chin streaked black and white; throat, breast and belly dark ash 
gray, sides and vent yellow brown. Imm: back rufous, breast and belly 
dusky. 

Distribution. Mountain forest. One specimen: Mt. Ayanganna, Thomp- 
son-Williams Exp., 1960, BGM.

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RORAIMAN BARBTAIL Roraimia adusta (414) 


Description. 54%”. Upperparts dark chestnut, wings tinged black. Cheeks 
and underparts mostly smoky white, feathers of breast and belly edged 
coffee brown (scalloped effect), sides coffee brown. 

Distribution. Mountain forest. Specimens Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM), 
Ayanganna Mts. (Mar. 6, 1960, Thompson-Williams Exp. BGM) ; adusta.

POINT-TAILED PALMCREEPER Berlepschia rikeri (415) 


Description. 84%”. Entire head and underparts black and white striped 
(black with white shaft lines). In strong contrast back, wings and tail are 
rufous chestnut, primaries tipped black. Tail rounded and graduated, 
feathers with pointed tips. Bill pale gray. 

Voice. Distinctive ringing, musical series, downscale, of 13-16 notes: 
“hyeu-hyeu-hyeu .. .” or “whih-whih-whih-whih.” 
Distribution.:-Thickets (involving palm trees?). Specimens from Barima, 
Supenaam, Kamakabra R’s. (McConnell, BM). Sight observation (and 
voice) Georgetown Botanic Gardens, 18 January 1961, where it perched 
on top of royal palms. (NH).

RUFOUS-RUMPED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Philydor erythrocercus (420) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts olive, with rufous rump and tail. Superciliary 
and throat yellowish, underparts olive yellow, sides tinged olive. 
Distribution. Interior forests, both low and high. Ituribisi R., Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Tumatumari; Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; erythro- 
cercus.

CINNAMON-RUMPED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Philydor pyrrhodes (419) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts brown, wings darker. Cheeks deep ochreous, 
superciliary, rump and underparts cinnamon, graduated tail paler. Head 
somewhat crested, bill medium heavy. 

Distribution. Forests near coast, along Ituribisi, Supenaam, Abary R’s., 
also inland: Bartica, Marudi Mts.

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RUFOUS-TAILED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Philydor ruficaudatus (--) 


Description. 7”. Differs from Rufous-rumped principally in well-marked 
pale yellow superciliary and absence of rufous on rump and tail coverts. 
Distribution. Forests. Known from Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM), 
and Kanuku Mts. (Fowler-Cope-Singh, 1960, BGM) ; ruficaudatus.

OLIVE-BACKED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Automolus infuscatus (418) 


Description. 714”. This genus is thrush-like in appearance. Head slightly 
crested, upperparts olive brown with chestnut rump and tail. Sides of head 
with a few pale shaft streaks, throat whitish, breast and belly pale olive 
with dusky streaks, flanks and under tail coverts olive. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread from coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Bonasika, Meamu Mouth, inland to Bartica, Kamarang R., Kamakusa, 
Kamakabra, Nappi, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; cervicalis.

RUDDY FOLIAGE-GLEANER Automolus rubiginosus (--) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts chestnut brown, brightest on rump and tail. 
Cheeks deep rufous, throat and foreneck ochraceous, breast and abdomen 
olive brown. 

Distribution. Undergrowth in dense forest. Known from Acary Mt. speci- 
men (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; obscurus.

BUFF-THROATED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Automolus ochrolaemus (416) 


Description. 8”. Upperparts olive brown, wings browner, rump and long 
broad tail rufous chestnut. Pale eye ring, streaked auriculars, ochre brown 
breast and belly. Bill stout at base, sharply pointed. Flirts tail. 

Voice. Loud, ringing ‘“weh-weh-weh-weh .. .”; also “chut-chut-cheur” 
like woodcreeper, but shorter and weaker (NH). “Ku-ku-ku-ku .. 
rrrrr,’ the churr audible only at close range (Rff). 

Distribution. Dense undergrowth in forest and fairly thick cover at edges. 
Common and widespread in this habitat from coastal rivers (Ituribisi, 
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Supenaam, Bonasika) inland to Bartica, Kamakabra, Mazaruni R,, 
Paruima M, Rockstone, Potaro L; turdinus.

CHESTNUT-CROWNED FOLIAGE-GLEANER 
Automolus rufipileatus (- -) 


Description. 714”. Head somewhat crested, crown chestnut, lores whitish, 
back rufous brown, wings and long tail chestnut. Throat buff, breast pale 
rufous, abdomen dull yellow brown. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Takutu River (Hellm., 1925, IV: 
224) ; consobrinus. 


(South America, except French Guiana, to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, N 
Brazil.) 


PLAIN XENOPS Xenops minutus (421) 


Description. 5”. Bill short, lower mandible conspicuously upturned. 
Noticeable white stripe above and below eye. Crown and upperparts olive 
brown, wings darker with diagonal cinnamon band. Tail coverts and cen- 
tral feathers cinnamon rufous, next two black, outer black at base, cin- 
namon-tipped. Throat and upper breast buffy, streaked, otherwise olive 
brown below. Note bill and in flight patchy look of wings and tail. This 
genus often creeps (head up or down) on lianas in search of food. 

Voice. Soft “wee-chit-chit-chit . . .” or “wee-ch-ch-ch .. .” (NH), 
“a series of little shocks” (v.o.). 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread from coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Berbice, 
Supenaam, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro L, Wismar, 
Marudi and Kanuku Mts.; ruficaudus.

LEAFSCRAPERS are long-billed, short-legged brown ground birds, some- 
what resembling thrushes but thinner-billed and shorter-tailed.

Description. 6”. Upperparts rust brown, tinged olive, wings darker, tail 
coverts bright rufous, conspicuous above short black tail. Cheeks, throat 
and upper breast rufous, abdomen soft cinnamon brown. 

Distribution. Dense undergrowth in heavy forest. Merume Mts. ( Whitely, 
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BM), Ituribisi R. (McConnell, BM), Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson- 
Williams Exp. 1960, BGM) ; macconnelli; Kurupung R.; andinus (Phelps

SHORT-BILLED LEAFSCRAPER Sclerurus rufigularis (407) 


Description. 614”. Similar to preceding, but upperparts more chocolate 
brown. Eyestripe, cheeks, and throat rufous buff; bill shorter. 
Distribution. Forest, more widespread than preceding: Supenaam, Ma- 
kauria, Anarica, Kamarang and Takutu R’s., Bartica, Merume and Acary 
Mts.; fulvigularis. 


(South America south to N Bolivia and Brazil.) 


BLACK-TAILED LEAFSCRAPER Sclerurus caudacutus (406) 


Description. 7”. Dark brown, with rufous head and foreneck. Throat buffy 
white, with black-tipped feathers. Tail black, longer than other leaf- 
scrapers. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread from coastal rivers inland to Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Paruima M, Great Falls D, Merume, Ayanganna and Acary 
Mts. ; caudacutus. 


(South America south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Amazonian Brazil.) 


ANTBIRDS (Formicariidae) 


3-814”. Some species of this large Neotropical family follow columns of 
ants, many do not, and show only slight resemblance to various common 
names: antwrens, antvireo, antshrike. Sexual dimorphism is common, 
black or dark male accompanied by rufous brown or chestnut female is 
helpful in family identification. Often crested, one species with crest and 
beard. Bills stout and strong, upper mandible hooked, legs strong. Essen- 
tially birds of thickets and undergrowth, though antwrens and antvireos 
are tree dwellers and antpittas are terrestrial.

FASCIATED ANTSHRIKE Cymbilaimus lineatus (352) 


Description. 7”. Short crest, noticeably heavy, hooked bill, conspicuous 
red eye, graduated tail. Male narrowly barred black and white, except 
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black crown. Female barred black and pale cinnamon, crown rufous chest- 
nut. 

Distribution. Shrubby undergrowth in forest and edges. Widespread from 
coastal rivers, coastal estates, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Mazaruni, 
Great Falls D, Tumatumari, Marudi and Kanuku Mts., Nappi, Acary 
Mts. ; lineatus. 


(Nicaragua to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


BLACK-THROATED ANTSHRIKE Frederickena viridis (353) 


Description. 8”. Bill short, thick, hooked. Male: dark slate gray except 
black head and throat. Female: chestnut brown above, darker on head, 
blackish underparts barred white. Imm: male like female, but darker 
above, indistinctly barred below. 

Distribution. Forest. Recorded from Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, 
Makauria and Mazaruni R’s., Bartica. 


(Venezuela and Guianas. ) 


GREAT ANTSHRIKE Taraba major (354) 


Description. 8”. Black bill, heavy and hooked, iris bright red. Male: 
black above with white barred wings, underparts white. Female: rufous 
chestnut above, white below. 

Voice. Rather soft, rapid “tok-tok-tuhuhuhuhu .. . cheee,’ 
a flute-like trill. 

Distribution. Forest, fringes of riverside vegetation, manicole forest, 
shrubbery on citrus and cocoa plantations; skulks in thickets and under- 
brush. Widespread from Atkinson, Garden of Eden, Hyde Park, Blair- 
mont, coastal rivers as well as Takutu and Quongag R’s., Koriabo, Bartica, 
Ayanganna and Kanuku Mts.; semtfasciatus.

BLACK-CRESTED ANTSHRIKE Sakesphorus canadensis (356) 


Description. 6”. Male: long loose crest, black hood includes throat and 
upper breast. Back rufous brown, grayer on rump, wings and tail black, 
wing feathers tipped white (look spotted). Underparts, tail edges and tips 
white, flanks grayish. Female: crown and crest chestnut, cheeks mottled 
black, upperparts rufous brown, underparts buffy, dark streaks on breast. 
Voice. Series, about 14 low, bubbling notes: “doo-diddiddiddid .. .” 
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“hyeu-hyeu-hyeu, heh-heh-he .. . hyeuh.” Slower than following species, 
descending, then rising in pitch. 

Distribution. Open woodland and bushy growth. Perches low on riverside 
vegetation, beside trenches, parkland and gardens along coast. Widespread 
from Mabaruma, Buxton, Blairmont and coastal rivers to Abary, Bartica; 
trimtatis. Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga, Annai, Rupununi R. eg 
subsp.? S. c. loretoyacuensis occurs across border in Brazil. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NW Brazil.) 


BARRED ANTSHRIKE Thamnophilus dohatus (355) 


Description. Genus has a thick, hooked bill. Male: loose black crest, 
white base to feathers, otherwise striped and banded black and white above 
and below (wider stripes than in Fasciated). Iris yellow. Female: top of 
head rufous chestnut, cheeks and hindneck buff streaked black, back orange 
rufous, underparts tawny buff. 

Voice. Lengthy series of chuckling notes, much like Black-crested, but 
lower in tone, more emphatic, ending with descending cadence. 
Distribution. Much like preceding, though less often associated with 
water, and found on forest fringe. Widespread and common throughout 
coastal regions (Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont) and rivers inland to 
Koriabo, Bartica, Takutu Mts.; doliatus. 


(Mexico south through tropical South America.) 


MOUSE-COLORED ANTSHRIKE Thamnophilus murinus (361) 


Description. 544+”. Male: upperparts bluish slate, crown with narrow 
black streak, double wing bar paler gray, white-tipped tail. Cheeks 
streaked gray and white, underparts paler gray, center abdomen white. 
Female: crown, wings and tail dull chestnut, back olive brown, pale wing 
bars and tail tips. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread in low and high growth from coastal 
rivers to Kartabo, Bartica, Rockstone, Kamakabra; Merume, Ayanganna, 
Kanuku and Acary Mts.; murinus. 


(South America south to Ecuador, Peru and NW Brazil.) 


SLATY ANTSHRIKE Thamnophilus punctatus (357) 


Description. 6”. Male: crown blue black, eyebrows and cheeks speckled 
black and gray, back (with large concealed white area) and rump slate 
gray, black wings and tail, feathers broadly tipped and edged white. 
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Underparts gray, except white center adbomen. Female: upperparts olive 
brown, crown, wings and tail dull chestnut, pale tips on wing and tail. 
Underparts yellowish olive, except white throat, center abdomen and under 
tail coverts. A stocky short-tailed bird. 

Voice. Low, measured “hoh-hoh-hoh-hoh ... ,” 7-8 notes on one pitch, 
tail vibrating in rhythm (DES). © 

Distribution. Light secondary (sand-base) forest and shrubs on edges of 
heavy forest. Widespread from Atkinson and coastal rivers inland to 
Paruima M, Great Falls D, Wismar, Arabaro R., Upper Takutu Mts., 
Nappi in Kanukus ; punctatus. 


(Honduras south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


AMAZONIAN ANTSHRIKE Thamnophilus amazonicus (358) 


Description. 644”. Male: virtually indistinguishable in field from preced- 
ing. Female: whole head, throat and breast orange rufous. Back olive, 
shaded rufous on mantle, wings and tail as in punctatus. 

Distribution. Forest and low bush. Widespread from coastal rivers, Bar- 
tica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Great Falls D, Arabaru R., Takutu Mts., 
Paramakatoi; paraensis. 


(South America south to Bolivia and Brazil.) 


DUSKY-THROATED ANTSHRIKE 
Thamnomanes ardesiacus (362) 


Description. 514”. Whitish eye ring, hooked bill. Male: dark bluish gray, 
black gular patch below chin. Small interscapular patch and under tail 
coverts white, as are tips of rectrices. Female: olive brown above, wings 
and tail browner, underparts tawny buff, under tail. coverts brighter, breast 
mottled olive. 

Distribution. Perches moderately high in forest. Widespread from coastal 
rivers inland to Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Paruima M, Rockstone, 
Kamakabra, Great Falls D, Tumatumari, Merume, Takutu, Kanuku and 
Acary Mts.; obidensts. 


(South America south to E Ecuador and Peru, Amazonian Brazil.) 


CINEREOUS ANTSHRIKE Thamnomanes caesius (363) 


Description. 6”. Slender hooked bill. Male: dark slate gray with con- 
cealed interscapular patch, pale wing coverts and edges of outer rectrices. 
Female: upperparts pale rufous brown, throat buff edged brown, under- 
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parts tawny. Rufous eye ring. Rather brighter colored than Dusky- 
throated. 

Distribution. High, dense forest. Perches fairly low on branches or 
creepers. Mabaruma, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kurupung R., 
Tumatumari, Potaro L, Nappi, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; glaucus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


PYGMY ANTWREN Myrmotherula brachyura (364) 


Description. 3”. Very small, rather long bill, very short tail. Male: broad 
white streak below eye, black crown and back with pale feather edges, 
rump gray. Wings black with large spots and primary edges white. Under- 
parts pale yellow, sides of breast streaked black. Female: chest and broad 
streak under eye buffy. 

Voice. Rather soft “chup-chup-chup-chup” and “tyeee-tyeee” or “tyup- 
tyup” (NH). A thin, high “tsip-tsip-tsip-t-t-t-t” accelerating, also “tsip- 
tior-teeya” and a wheeze (Rff). 

Distribution. Low trees and shrubs in forest clearings and edges. Atkin- 
son, Supenaam R., Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro L, 
Nappi, Acary Mts.; brachyura. 


(Panama south to E Ecuador, E Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


STREAKED ANTWREN Myrmotherula surinamensis (365) 


Description. 414”. Similar to preceding, but larger, acts like a warbler. 
Male: black above, crown and back finely streaked white, rump pale gray. 
Wing coverts spotted and two distinct wing bars white, black rectrices 
tipped and edged white. Underparts white, throat and breast streaked 
black. Female: head and hindneck rufous, streaked black, back and wings 
as male. Throat buff, breast orange buff, belly pale buff. 

Distribution. Forest and clearing. Widespread from coastal rivers, Bar- 
tica, Kamakusa, Kamarang and Takutu R’s., Great Falls D, Rockstone, 
Potaro L, Kamakabra; surinamensis. 


(Panama south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


RUFOUS-BELLIED ANTBIRD Myrmotherula guttata (371) 


Description. 4”. Male: slate gray above, darker on head and paler on 
throat, black wings with large orange rufous spots forming wing bars, 
rufous rump and tip of blackish tail. Breast and upper abdomen slate gray, 
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rest of underparts cinnamon rufous. Female: dusky brown, paler on 
breast, with cinnamon rufous belly. 
Distribution. Interior forests. Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra; Makauria, 
Lower Mazaruni and Arawai R’s. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil.) 


BROWN-BELLIED ANTWREN Myrmotherula gutturalis (366) 


Description. 414”. Slender bill, short tail. Male: upperparts bright olive 
brown, wing coverts tipped buff, tail rufous brown. Throat black, streaked 
white. Sides of face and breast gray, rest of underparts buffy brown. Fe- 
male: rufous brown upperparts, tawny below, including plain throat. 
Distribution. Forest, mostly inland. Ituribisi, Supenaam, Anarica and 
Kamarang R’s., Bartica, Paruima M, Potaro L, Tumaturari, Quonga, 
Acary Mts. 


( Venezuela, Guianas, INS iS T37110) 


WHITE-FLANKED ANTWREN. Myrmotherula axillaris (367) 


Description. 4”. Male: head and body mostly dark slate gray. Wings and 
tail black, upper wing coverts spotted and tail feathers tipped white. 
Flanks, long soft axillaries and under wing coverts form a conspicuous 
white plume against black underparts when wing is raised (common action 
in both sexes). Female: crown and upper back grayish olive, lower back 
and tail coverts tinged rufous. Wings brown with chestnut coverts, tail 
brown, with rufous edges and coverts. Plume on flanks buffy white, under- 
parts warm buff. 

Voice. High, thin ‘“weeweet.” 

Distribution. Fairly low in light secondary forest, higher in heavy forest, 
also among lianas. Widespread and common from Atkinson, Koriabo, east 
along coastal rivers, and inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Great Falls D, 
Rockstone to Kanuku Mts.; axillaris. 


(Honduras south to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


LONG-WINGED ANTWREN Myrmotherula longipennis (368) 


Description. 4”. Bill short and slender. Slate gray above and below except 
white tuft on shoulder. Upper wing coverts black and white, flight feathers 
dark brown. Black throat, upper breast and tail, rectrices white-tipped. 
Female: upperparts rufous brown, cheeks, eye ring, throat and upper 
breast buffy yellow, fading to white on abdomen. 
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Distribution. Forest. Widespread from coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Su- 
penaam, Anarica to Bartica, Kamakusa, Paruima M, Potaro R., Tumatu- 
mari, Acary Mts.; longipennis. 


(South America south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


PLAIN-WINGED ANTWREN Myrmotherula behm (369) 


Description. 4”. Male: similar to preceding, but wing coverts gray like 
wing, and tail all black. Female: rust brown, somewhat paler below, with 
whitish eye ring and throat. 

Voice. A medium high trill, “kyerrrrrrr.” 

Distribution. Forests and clearings, fairly low in trees and undergrowth. 
Supenaam and Makauria R’s., Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa; inornata. 


(East central Colombia, SE Venezuela.) 


GRAY ANTWREN Myrmotherula menetriesu (370) 


Description. 334”. Bill rather long and stout. Male: uniform blue gray, 
paler below, with brownish wings, black and white bars on coverts. Gray 
tail narrowly white-tipped. Female: upperparts gray, crown edged olive, 
wings and tail brownish gray. Underparts cinnamon buff. 

Distribution. Forest. Berbice and Supenaam R’s., Tiger and Minnehaha 
Creeks, Bartica, Kamakusa, Potaro L, Tumatumari and Acary Mts.; 
cinereiventris. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, NE Brazil.) 


SPOT-TAILED ANTWREN Herpsilochmus sticturus (372) 


Description. 414”. Male: crown and nape black, long superciliary white. 
Upperparts mostly slate color, dark patch (black-tipped white-based 
feathers) on center back. Wings black, coverts spotted or broadly tipped 
and flight feathers edged white. Tail black, rectrices with white spots and 
tips. Underparts white, sides lead gray. Female differs in rufous streaks 
on black pileum, back paler, touch of yellow buff on breast, paler flanks. 
Distribution. Forest. Bartica, Kamakusa, Tumatumari; sticturus. Chubb 
also lists Supenaam R. and Great Falls D, but these may refer to follow- 
ing, described in 1927. 


(Colombia 1 spec., Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 
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TODD’S ANTWREN Herpsilochmus stictocephalus (--) 


Description. 414”. Male differs from preceding in slightly paler upper- 
parts (dark gull gray) and small white dots on forehead. Female: pileum 
white spotted, strongly buffy breast band. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Bartica (Beebe, 1917), Merume 
Mts. (Whitely, 1892), Tumatumari (Miller & Igleseder, 1914) —all 
AMNH—and Acary Mts. (CNHM). See also under sticturus. 


(French Guiana and Surinam to extreme Eastern Venezuela.) 


RORAIMA ANTWREN Herpfsilochmus roraimae’ (373) 


Description. 5”. Male: crown black, lores and long superciliary white, 
cheeks grayish, spot in front of, and line back of eye black. Back, rump, 
upper tail coverts lead gray (interscapular patch with black-tipped, white- 
based feathers). Wing black, coverts tipped and flight feathers edged 
white. Tail black, middle rectrices spotted white, outer rectrices and tips 
white. Breast and flanks gray, rest of underparts white. Female: crown 
spotted white. 

Distribution. Forests. Specimens from Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM). 


(Venezuela, Roraima and mountain ridges, N Brazil.) 


DOT-WINGED ANTWREN Maicrorhopias quixensis (--) 


Description. 434”. Male: shining black except large white interscapular 
spot, wing coverts tipped and spotted, graduated outer rectrices broadly 
tipped white. Female: differs in having dull black head and upperparts, 
rufous chestnut underparts. 

Distribution. Forest and scrub. Specimen from Nappi Creek, Kanuku 
Mts. (RSS and Cope, Dec. 1959, BGM) ; microsticta. 


(SE Mexico to Colombia, French Guiana, Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


WHITE-FRINGED ANTWREN Formicivora grisea (374) 


Description. 5”. Slender bill, long tail. Male: upperparts gray brown, 
separated from black underparts by white superciliary which broadens to 
include sides of breast and long, silky feathers of flanks. Wings brown, 
white wing bar on black coverts, rounded tail edged black and tipped 
white. Female: differs in having throat and underparts white or buffy 
white, some orange buff on breast and belly. 

Distribution. Forest. At times perches very low in light cutover forest. 
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Atkinson, Ituribisi and Abary R’s., Merume Mts., Rockstone, Great Falls 
D, Quonga, Ireng R; grisea. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil. Trinidad, Pearl Islands.) 


RUFOUS-RUMPED ANTWREN Terenura callinota (--) 


Description. 414”. Resembles a warbler. Golden-yellow bend of wing, 
bright olive yellow abdomen, black streaks on olive green center back, 
purplish brown lower back and rump. Flight feathers edged green, wing 
coverts black edged yellow, tail dull olive. Top of head blackish brown; 
superciliary, nape, throat and breast pale gray, abdomen dull yellow. Fe- 
male lacks dark cap and yellow shoulders. 

Distribution. The unique specimen (guianensis, Blake) taken in Acary 
Mts., Sept. 1938 (CNHM). First record east of Andes, a range extension 
of 1200 miles. 


(Panama, 1 spec.; W Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru.) 


ASH-WINGED ANTWREN Terenura spodioptila (375) 


Description. 434”. Slim, pointed bill. Male: crown and nape blackish, 
lores, long superciliary and cheeks grayish white. Hindneck, body, wings 
and tail ash gray except chestnut lower back and rump, double white wing 
bars and white-tipped outer rectrices. Female: yellow rufous head, brownish 
olive mantle, underparts paler, feathers of throat and foreneck tipped fawn. 
Distribution. Interior forests. Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro L, 
Tumatumari, Acary Mts.; spodioptila. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


GRAY ANTBIRD Cercomacra cinerascens (377) 


Description. 6”. Tail long and graduated. Male: blue gray (sometimes 
concealed white patch on upper back and white dots on greater coverts), 
tail tipped white underparts paler gray. Female: head and upperparts olive 
brown, rump and tail coverts gray. Wings and tail coverts tipped white, 
underparts dull rust brown. 

Distribution. Forest. Recorded from Bartica, Kamakusa, Supenaam, 
Great Falls D; immaculata. 


(South America south to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 
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DUSKY ANTBIRD Cercomacra tyrannina (378) 


Description. 6”. Male similar to preceding, but darker, more slaty gray, 
with narrow white margins on blackish wing coverts. Females have olive 
brown upperparts, wings and tail, and are mainly tawny below. 

Voice. Chattering, mewing call (Rff). 

Distribution. Forest, thicket and undergrowth, often near streams. Wide- 
spread from Atkinson, coastal rivers to Bartica, Kamakusa, Takutu and 
Mazaruni R’s., Rockstone, Ayanganna and Kanuku Mts.; saturatior. 


(Mexico south to Ecuador and Brazil, except French Guiana.) 


WHITE-BROWED ANTBIRD Myrmoborus leucophrys (390) 


Description. 54%”. Male: forepart of head and long superciliary white, 
sides of face and throat black, otherwise dark slate gray, wings more 
brownish. Female: forepart of head and superciliary rufous, lores and 
face black. Upperparts including wings and tail olive brown, wing coverts 
tipped buff, underparts white except grayish olive sides. 

Voice. Call “weech” or “cheep.” 

Distribution. Forests, where it hops around on ground in dense bush. 
Coastal river forests inland to Bartica, Takutu R. and Mts., Kamakabra, 
Kanuku Mts.; angustirostris. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, Brazil.) 


WARBLING ANTBIRD AHypocnemis cantator (389) 


Description. 444”. Tail rounded and graduated. Male: crown black with 
three streaks of white dots and white superciliary, black line behind eye. 
Sides of head and olive brown mantle spotted black and white. Wings, 
rump and tail rust brown, wing coverts black and white. Underparts 
whitish, spotted black on breast, flanks rufous chestnut. Female: cinnamon 
buff replaces white on crown and upperparts, back more uniform brown, 
wing coverts rusty brown. 

Voice. “Hu-hu-eeech” or “pip-pee-pee . . . pee-pee.” 8-11 syllables (NH). 
Also “twee-twee-twee,” and “churr,” as well as a higher “teek-tik-tik-tik,” 
falling in scale and ending in a wheeze (Rff). 

Distribution. Forest undergrowth. Widespread both on coastal plain and 
inland. Atkinson, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Potaro L, 
Tumatumari, Kamakabra, Merume, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; notaea. 


(South America to Ecuador, Bolivia, Peru, Brazil.) 
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BLACK-CHINNED ANTBIRD AHAypocnemoides melanopogon (392) 


Description. 444”. Short tail and long upper tail coverts. Male: blue 
gray, darker on wings, black coverts edged white and black tail tipped 
white. Throat black, underparts dusky gray. Female: differs in having 
throat white with narrow dark-tipped feathers, white abdomen, olive gray 
streaks on breast and flanks. 

Voice. Mouse-like squeaks while feeding (around fallen logs at river’s 
edge) DES. 

Distribution. Forest. Fairly widespread from Ituribisi and Bonasika R’s., 
Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang and Kako R., Rockstone, Great Falls D, 
Tumatumari; melanopogon. 


(South America to Peru and Brazil.) 


BLACK-HEADED ANTBIRD Percnostola rufifrons (382) 


Description. 634”. Male: head crested, crown and throat black. Upper- 
parts dark slate gray, wing coverts black narrowly edged white, under- 
parts somewhat paler. Female: crown and nape dark brown, narrow super- 
ciliary, cheeks, throat and upper breast bright rufous, becoming cinnamon 
buff on abdomen. Back, wings and tail dusky brown, wing coverts black 
edged buff, flight feathers and rump rust brown. 

Distribution. Forests. Widespread from Blairmont and coastal rivers in- 
land to Bartica, Rockstone, Great Falls D, Kamakabra, Acary Mts.; 
rufifrons. 


(South America to N Peru and Brazil.) 


SPOT-WINGED ANTBIRD Percnostola leucostigma (384) 


Description. 6”. Male: upperparts including tail blackish, wings brownish 
with round white spots on coverts. Underparts pale gray, flanks ash gray. 
Female: head gray, back brown, tail blackish, wings rufous brown, spots 
on coverts cinnamon buff. Underparts bright rufous. 

Voice. High, rapid “pi-pi-pi-pi” (10-15 notes) falling in pitch (Rf). 
Distribution. Forest and open areas, grass and bushes. Widespread from 
coastal rivers, Bartica, Wineperu, Mazaruni, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Tu- 
matumari, Merume and Ayanganna Mts.; leucostigma. 


(South America to E Peru, E Ecuador, N and W Brazil.) 


SILVERED ANTBIRD ' Sclateria naevia (383) 


Description. 6”. Bill long and thin. Male: upperparts, wings and short 
tail dark slate gray, white wing bars. Throat white, underparts gray, 
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streaked silver. Female: olive brown above, wing coverts dotted rufous. 
Superciliary, cheeks and central underparts white, sides rust brown, under 
tail coverts ruddy brown. 

Voice. Long, bubbling series, rising and falling in pitch: “pip-p-p-pip- 
PIP-PIP-PIP-pip-pip” (to 15 notes); a rapid trill. 

Distribution. Swamps and forest near streams. Walks and perches near 
ground and in bushes. Atkinson, Blairmont, coastal rivers, inland to Bar- 
tica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Rockstone; naevia. 


(South America to Bolivia and Matto Grosso, Brazil.) 


WHITE-BELLIED ANTBIRD Myrmeciza longipes (386) 


Description. 54%”. Long black bill and pinkish legs. Male: upperparts 
bright chestnut, gray forehead and long superciliary stripe extending down 
either side borders black cheeks, throat and upper breast. Lower breast 
and abdomen white, sides gray, changing to pale cinnamon on flanks and 
under tail coverts. Female: only cheeks black, wing coverts with black bar, 
foreneck and upper breast rufous. 

Voice. A clinking sound, also series of piping notes, descending in scale. 
Distribution. Terrestrial in forest, especially wet undergrowth. Known 
from Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga, Annai, Kanuku Mts., Nappi; grtsei- 
pectus. 


(Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil. Trinidad.) 


FERRUGINOUS ANTBIRD Myrmeciza ferruginea (387) 


Description. 6%”. Male: crown, upperparts and tail rufous chestnut. 
Lores and long superciliary black, edged by white line running from eye 
to flank. Bare skin around eyes brilliant blue. Wing coverts with cinnamon 
and black bars, and white dots. Cheeks, throat and breast black, belly gray, 
flanks brownish. Female: differs in having white throat, conspicuous 
against broad black chest band, and pale gray lower breast. 

Voice. Plaintive, descending warble: “hieue-heeyur-heeyur-heeyuur,” 
“chyrr” (NH). Also medium low warble: “te-deedle-deedle-deedle . . .” 
(Rff). 

Distribution. Feeds and calls from ground or low stump within heavy 
forest, occasionally near edges. Widespread from Mabaruma and Koriabo, 
along coastal rivers, Atkinson, inland to Bartica, Mazaruni R., Rockstone, 
Kamakabra, Takutu R., Kanuku and Acary Mts.; ferruginea. 


(Guianas, Brazil.) 
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BLACK-THROATED ANTBIRD Myrmeciza atrothorax (338) 


Description. 544”. Male: crown, back and wings olive brown, rump and 
coverts blackish. Concealed white interscapular patch and spots on wing 
coverts. Throat, upper breast and tail black, lower breast and abdomen 
medium gray. Female: spots on wing coverts buff, throat and center belly 
white, breast and sides rufous. 

Distribution. Forests. Supenaam, Makauria, Abary and Arawai R’s., 
Merume Mts., Rockstone ; atrothorax. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


RUFOUS-CAPPED ANTTHRUSH Formicarius colma_ (395) 


Description. 7”. Tail carried erect in this genus. Male: crown and nape 
rufous chestnut. Forehead, face, throat, upper breast black, becoming 
gray brown on abdomen, tinged olive on flanks. Upperparts olive brown, 
wings brown, coverts tinged rufous, tail tipped blackish. Female: throat 
white, heavily spotted black, center abdomen pale buffy. 

‘Voice. A low whistle, tremulous “hu-huuu-eu,” easily imitated, will 
bring this bantam-like bird out into view. | 
Distribution. Antthrushes are ground dwellers. Widespread throughout 
forest belt, often heard from thick undergrowth. Atkinson, Mabaruma 
along coastal rivers to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Upper Takutu 
Mts., Potaro L, Tumatumari, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; colma. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


BLACK-FACED ANTTHRUSH Formicarius analis (396) 


Description. 734”. Olive brown above, including crown and nape, wings 
brown with broad orange bar (more noticeable from below), tail coverts 
rufous brown, short tail tipped black. Conspicuous white eye ring, face and 
throat black, breast dark gray, abdomen paler, flanks olive and under tail 
coverts chestnut. 

Voice. A descending whistled series of 5-6 quarter-tones, easily imitated: 
“hu- (pause ) hu-hu-hu-hu.” 

Distribution. Prefers dense forest. Found in suitable habitat along coastal 
rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang and Takutu R’s., Kamakabra, Oko 
and Acary Mts.; crissalis. 


(S Mexico to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 
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SHORT-TAILED ANTTHRUSH Chamaeza campanisoma (397) 


Description. 84%”. Thrush-like except small bill and short tail. Crown 
tinged rufous, upperparts olive brown, including tail which has black bars 
and white tips. Lores and stripe behind eye yellowish white, noticeable 
against dark cap and auriculars. Throat whitish, speckled dark, breast 
buffy, belly white, dark feather edges giving scaly look. Under tail coverts 
pale cinnamon. 

Distribution. Mountain forests, Merume (Whitely, AMNH) and Ayan- 
ganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams Exp., 1960, BGM) ; fulvescens. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Paraguay.) 


WHITE-PLUMED ANTBIRD Pithys albifrons (397) 


Description. 5”. Black head with long white crest and beard. Broad rufous 
collar, mantle and wings slate gray, rump, tail and underparts chestnut. 
Legs orange. Imm: lacks crest and beard, gray of adult replaced by 
brownish. 

Voice. Thin “weeer-weer,” also “chup-chup” or “tsiup-tsiup.” 
Distribution. With army ants on ground to high in forest. Coastally At- 
kinson, Koriabo east to Demerara R.; inland to Bartica, Wineperu, 
Kamakusa, Rockstone, Tumatumari, Potaro L, Merume, Ayanganna, 
Kanuku and Acary Mts.; albifrons. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


RUFOUS-THROATED ANTBIRD Gymnopfithys rufigula (380) 


Description. 544”. Head and upperparts dark chocolate brown, feathers of 
center back with rufous bases. Cheeks, throat and foreneck cinnamon, 
breast more yellowish, abdomen brown. Bare skin around eye blue. 
Distribution. Forest, associated with preceding at same levels, following 
army ants. Recorded from Ituribisi and Makauria R’s., Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Maccaseema, Tumatumari, Kanuku and Acary Mts.; rufigula. 


(Venezuela, Guianas and N Brazil.) 


SPOT-BACKED ANTBIRD Aylophylax naevia (393) 


Description. 414”. Male: head slate gray, upperparts generally rust brown 
much spotted with buff, wings with spots and bars. Short tail reddish 
brown, tipped white. Throat black, foreneck and breast white heavily 
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spotted black, belly warm buff. Female: spotted like male, but center 
throat white, underparts cinnamon buff. 

Distribution. Forest. Ituribisi and Supenaam R’s., Bartica, Great Falls 
D, Kamakabra, Acary Mts.; naevia. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


SCALE-BACKED ANTBIRD Aylophylax poecilonota (391) 


Description. 5”. Male: head and body slate gray, center back and wings 
black fringed white, with a scaly look. Upper tail coverts white, tail black, 
row of white spots across center of rectrices and narrow white tips. 
Female: differs in having head and neck chestnut, back olive brown, tail 
brown, rufous brown flanks. 

Voice. “Pup-ekk” (NH), a very light “shreee”’ (Rff). 

Distribution. Both high forest and shrubbery, where it clings to stems and 
works from branch to branch without flying. Usually 10-30 feet up. 
Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Potaro L, Tuma- 
tumari, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; poecilonota. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


WING-BANDED ANTTHRUSH Myrmornis torquata (381) 


Description. 6”. Long bill, heavy legs, very short tail. Male: crown chest- 
nut with pale shaft streaks, cheeks finely barred black and white, white line 
back of eye, another outlining black throat and upper breast. Back brown, 
blackish in center, chestnut-tipped feathers forming scallops. Wings brown, 
three pale rufous wing bars, stubby tail and coverts chestnut, lower breast 
and abdomen gray. Female: differs in having throat and upper breast 
rufous chestnut. 

Voice. Faint, wooden, insect-like trill “wrrr.” 

Distribution. High forest, where it walks on ground like miniature wood- 
cock. Along rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Demerara, etc.) Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Mazaruni R., Kamakabra, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; torquata. 


(Nicaragua, E Panama to E Ecuador, N and W Brazil.) 


THRUSH-LIKE ANTPITTA Myrmothera campanisona (400) 


Description. 614”. Upperparts rufous brown, throat and belly white, breast 
heavily streaked brown and white. Legs long and strong, tail very short 


(only 11%4”). 
Distribution. Forest. Ituribisi; Makauria and Arawai R’s., Tiger Creek, 
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Bartica, Kamakusa, Rockstone, Upper Takutu Mts., Kamakabra, Tuma- 
tumari, Acary Mts.; campanisona. 


(South America to E Ecuador and Peru, Central Brazil.) 


VARIEGATED ANTPITTA Grallaria varia (399) 


Description. 8’. Crown and nape gray, streaked dark and light, cheeks 
pale buff with broad white moustacial streak. Back and upper wings 
brownish olive; flight feathers, very short tail and under tail coverts orange 
rufous. Throat and breast rufous streaked white, abdomen cinnamon 
streaked and dotted white. 

Distribution. Terrestrial in inland forests. Kamakusa, Takutu and Quonga 
R’s., Acary Mts.; varia. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil, Paraguay, NE Argentina.) 


SPOTTED ANTPITTA Grallaria macularia (402) 


Description. 614”. Tail hardly longer than rather short bill, legs long 
and flesh-colored. Crown and nape slate gray, rest of upperparts olive 
brown, two chestnut wing bars. Noticeable orange buff eye ring, cheeks 
tawny, somewhat streaked; dark streak edging white throat, with second 
from base of bill. Underparts cream white, heavily spotted on breast and 
upper abdomen. Sides warm buff. 

Voice. Thin, wooden rattle “TRRRRRR,” a loud “wuh-wuh-weoh-woh- 
wuh-waw” and an owl-like “hoo-hoo-hoo-hoo-hoo.” (Rff renders it “low 
C-note series: D,D,E,B,C,D,D, easily imitated.” ) 

Distribution. Terrestrial in heavy forest, from Ituribisi R., Bartica, Wine- 
peru, Kamakusa, Mazaruni and Kamarang R’s., Paruima M, Merume and 
Acary Mts.; macularia, 


(South America to E Peru and N Bolivia, Brazil.) 


GNATEATERS, ANTPIPITS 
(Conopophagidae ) 


5+”, Small Neotropical family of insectivorous terrestrial forest birds; 
the chunky, almost tail-less gnateater resembling a tiny antpitta; the 
antpipit with long tail and legs more like a small pipit. This family is 
usually considered allied to Formicariidae, Rhinocryptidae and Furnari- 
idae; it has been suggested recently that the genus Corythopis is closer 
to Tyrannidae. (2) 
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CHESTNUT-BELLIED GNATEATER Conopophaga aurita (350) 


Description. 434”. Crown and nape deep chestnut. Upperparts bright olive 
brown, feathers of back edged black, with a scaly look. Lores, sides of 
head and throat black, noticeable long silver white line from eye through 
neck. Chest bright chestnut, sides olive brown, abdomen white. Note very 
short (1”) tail, long legs and toes and silver eye-line. 

Distribution. Undergrowth on forest floor (where they scratch for insects 
like some northern sparrows). Coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Abary), inland to Bartica, Mazaruni R., Great Falls D, Rockstone, Kama- 
kabra ; aurita. 


(South America to E Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


RINGED ANTPIPIT Corythopis torquata (351) 


Description. 5%”. Longer, thinner bill and longer tail than preceding. 
Upperparts, including wings and tail dull rufescent brown, feathers of 
crown dark gray or black-tipped (male only). Sides of head gray, throat 
and underparts white with broad black breast band, brownish sides 
streaked black. Imm: breast band and sides olive. 

Distribution. Forest undergrowth. Coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Bonasika, 
Abary) inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Takutu and Kamarang R’s., Acary 
Mts. ; anthoides. 


(South America to E Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


MANAKINS (Pipridae) 


3-5 (one 6%4)”. Neotropical, allied to cotingas and tyrant-flycatchers. 
Small, chubby birds, most with short, slightly hooked bills, short wings 
and tail. Sexes different, male usually shows much black with brilliant 
red, orange, blue or other color in patches; female greenish. Noted for 
elaborate courtship displays, either on ground in “leks” or on horizontal 
branches at various heights, these accompanied by various snapping and 
whirring sounds, some made by wings. Forest and second growth, feed- 
ing on small fruits and to some extent insects. (15) 


WING-BARRED MANAKIN 1Piprites chloris (514) 


Description. 414”. Short bill and medium tail. Forehead, lores and eye ring 
bright olive green. Conspicuous yellowish white wing bars (greenish in 
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female), black primaries (fringed white in male), tail black with tips and 
outer rectrices pale yellow brown. Broad breast band and flanks slate gray, 
belly white, under tail coverts yellow. 

Distribution. Forest. Ituribisi and Supenaam R’s., Bartica, Merume Mts. 
(McConnell, BM and Whitely) ; Beebe, Kartabo, Jan. 1921 (AMNH) ; 
chlorion. 


(South America to E Ecuador, Argentina, Paraguay, Bolivia. ) 


CRIMSON-HOODED MANAKIN Pipra aureola (508) 


Description. 4%”. Bill slightly hooked, wing rounded, tail very short and 
square. Male: orange cheeks and throat; crown, nape, wide collar around 
neck, breast and belly red, otherwise mostly velvety black. Wings with 
varying amounts of white on flight feathers (more pronounced on under 
surface), and yellow outer edges. Female: yellowish olive, flight feathers 
gray brown, varying amounts of orange on throat, center breast and belly. 
Distribution. Light coastal woods, second growth, and forest. Hyde Park, 
Craig Village, Bonasika, Demerara, Anarica and Abary R’s., inland Bar- 
tica and Merume Mts.; aureola. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


WHITE-FRONTED MANAKIN Pipra serena (511) 


Description. 3%”. Male: black except white forehead fringed blue, bright 
azure rump and tail coverts and yellow orange belly 1, or prominent 
orange spot on breast 2. Female: green above, throat gray, breast dusky, 
belly orange yellow. 

Distribution. Forest and edges. Widespread from Coastal rivers inland to 
Bartica, Wineperu, Mazaruni R., Great Falls D, Merume and Ayanganna 
Mts., Quonga; suavissima 2 and Acary Mts.; serena 1. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


GOLDEN-HEADED MANAKIN Pipra erythrocephala (509) 


Description. 334”. Male: head rich orange yellow, margined scarlet be- 
hind, otherwise blue black except white thigh with red side. Iris staring 
white. Female: olive green, paler below, vent whitish, thighs bright 
orange, legs flesh color. Lower mandible pink. 

Voice. Call “tch R R R-chit-chit-chit,” NH (or “tee-arrr,’ DES). Flight 
song “tew-tew-tew-tew-twit, BZZZ” (v.o.). 
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Distribution. Forest, found both low and high. Widespread throughout 
coastland from Atkinson (uncommon high in trees), Koriabo and coastal 
rivers, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Potaro L, Tumatumari, 
Ireng R, Merume, Ayanganna, Kanuku, and Acary Mts.; erythrocephala. 


SCARLET-HORNED MANAKIN Pipra cornuta (515, 516) 


Description. Short bill, medium tail. Male: head and long nape feathers 
shining scarlet forming doubt crest, throat streaked scarlet. Otherwise 
black (gray tinge on back) with scarlet thighs. Female: olive green upper- 
parts, dull brown wings and tail, underparts pale olive green, tinged yel- 
low, lower abdomen more buffy. 

Distribution. Highland forest. Specimens from Adaroo R., Jan., 1939 
(Phelps Coll.). 


(Venezuela, W Brazil.) 


WHITE-CROWNED MANAKIN 1£Pipra pipra (510) 


Description. 4”. Male: blue black with white crown and nape. Female: 
crown and cheeks gray, upperparts bright olive green, wings and tail dusky 
brown, underparts olive yellow. Imm: has gray crown and cheeks and dis- 
tinctive green breast band on gray underparts. 

Distribution. Heavy forest, secondary growth and scrub in sandy areas. 
Widespread and common from Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s, Hyde Park, 
coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Mazaruni and Kamarang R’s., 
Tumatumari, Rockstone, Potaro L, Great Falls D, Merume, Ayanganna 
and Acary Mts.; pipra. 


(Costa Rica, W Panama, South America to SE Brazil, S Peru.) 


UNIFORM MANAKIN Chloropipo uniformis (513) 


Description. 5”. Short bill, longer tail. Olive green above, dull brown 
wings and tail. Throat gray, breast and sides dusky olive, abdomen olive 
green tinged yellowish. 

Distribution. Mountain forests. Twek-quay, Merume Mts. (Whitely, 
BM) and Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams Exp., 1960, BGM) ; 
uniforms. 


( Venezuela. ) 
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BLACK MANAKIN Xenopipo atronitens (517) 


Description. 5—”. Male: glossy blue black except brownish black wings 
and tail. Female: head and neck gray tinged green, dark green above, 
paler below. Iris red, legs plumbeous. 

Distribution. Edges of coastal woods in trees and low bush, also savanna 
and mountains. Berbice and Abary R’s., Merume Mts. (McConnell, 
Whitely, BM). Wineperu, female trapped August 1962, Rff (“uncommon 
here in forest’’). 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, N'W Brazil.) 


BLUE-BACKED MANAKIN Chiroxiphia pareola (518) 


Description. 5”. Male: V-shaped scarlet crest, otherwise black with exten- 
sive sky blue patches on back and upper wing coverts. Female: rich olive 
green above, brownish wings, underparts paler olive green, shading to 
yellowish on abdomen. 

Voice. “Aarrrr-arrrr’” and “chweet-chweet” (NH). “Er-er-r-tu-tu (tu)” 
and “arr-anghr-r-r” (DES, Tobago). 

Distribution. Forest and low bush. Abary and Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, 
Upper Takutu Mts., Paramakatoi, Annai, Rupununi R; pareola. 


(South America to Bolivia and SE Brazil. Tobago.) 


WHITE-THROATED MANAKIN Corapipo gutteralis (519) 


Description. 4”. Male: shining blue black with white throat, foreneck and 
patch on wing. Female: upperparts olive green, dull brown tips on flight 
feathers and short tail. White throat, dark gray breast band, gray green 
abdomen. 

Distribution. Forests. (With tanagers on medium sized trees, Potaro 
Road, NH.) Widespread from coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Mazaruni 
R., Kamakusa, Potaro L, Rockstone, Ayanganna, Pacaraima and Acary 
Mts. 


(Venezuela, Guianas. ) 


WHITE-BEARDED MANAKIN Manacus manacus (520) 


Description. 414”. Male: crown, back, wings and tail black, rump gray. 
Cheeks, collar, hindneck and lengthened throat feathers (forming a wide 
collar) white. Underparts gray, legs orange. Female: bright olive green 
above, more yellowish green below, gray throat and under tail coverts. 
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Iris and bill dark, legs orange yellow. Male puffs throat feathers forward 
while calling, showing white “beard.” 

Voice. Churring or humming, followed by “CRA-ACK” and “bzzz-bzzz” 
(v.o.). 

Distribution. Forest, especially secondary growth. Near forest edge at 
Atkinson and Wineperu, 4-7 feet up in shrubbery. Locally common and 
fairly widespread: Koriabo, coastal rivers, Hyde Park, inland at Bartica, 
Rockstone, Wismar, Potaro L; manacus. 


(Most of South America. Trinidad.) 


CINNAMON MANAKIN JNeopipo cinnamomea (521) 


Description. 314”. Thin bill, comparatively long tail. Male: largely cin- 
namon, crown olive brown with large yellow center patch, nape and side 
of head more grayish. Upper back dull cinnamon, lower back and tail 
rufous, wings dark brown edged rufous. Throat buffy, underparts cin- 
namon. Female has narrow cinnamon spot on crown. 

Distribution. Specimens from Kamakusa, Ituribisi and Makauria R’s 
(McConnell, BM) ; helenae. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


TINY TYRANT-MANAKIN $ Tyranneutes virescens (512) 


Description. 3”. Upperparts olive green, partly concealed golden yellow 
crown patch (very small in female), wings and tail more brownish. Throat 
pale, streaked, underparts yellowish olive, breast and upper abdomen mot- 
tled gray. 

Distribution. Forest. Coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika) in- 
land to Bartica, Kamakusa, Mazaruni and Kamarang R’s. 


(Venezuela, W Brazil.) 


ORANGE-CRESTED TYRANT-MANAKIN 
Neopelma chrysocephalum (523) 


Description. 5”. Resembles a flycatcher, bill and tail long for manakin. 
Wide central crown stripe orange, upperparts olive with browner wings 
and tail. Throat gray, breast grayish olive, streaked yellow as are sides of 
yellowish abdomen. Mating display: male raised its crest and spread it, 
covering crown in flaming orange (T. A. W. Davis). 

Voice. Calls continuously while feeding, a sharp little “mik ...mik... 
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mik...mik....” (NH, DES) Song like twanging of Jew’s harp: “twang- 
twang-twang-twang” (T. A. W. Davis). 

Distribution. Forest, including light second growth. Atkinson, Ituribisi, 
Supenaam, Anarica and Berbice R’s.; Demerara — Essequibo and Esse- 
quibo — Mazaruni watersheds; Bartica, Kamakusa, Wismar, Rupununi R. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil.) 


THRUSH-LIKE MANAKIN = Schiffornis turdinus (522) 


Description. 614”. In dim forest light looks like dull-colored thrush. 
Heavy, hooked bill. Crown cinnamon, upperparts olive brown with cin- 
namon brown wings and tail, underparts grayish olive. 

Distribution. Forest, usually hidden in undergrowth. Found from coastal 
rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamarang R., Potaro L, Tumatumari; 
olwaceus. 


(Mexico south to E Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


COCKS-OF-THE-ROCK (Rupicolidae) 


13”. Distinguished by helmet-like crest which conceals bill, and modified 
secondaries, as well as brilliant orange color of male. A number of pairs 
clear an area of ground and assemble for courtship dances, usually in 
rocky woodland near water. Included in next family by some authors. 


(1) 


GUIANAN COCK-OF-THE-ROCK 1 Rkupicola rupicola (539) 


Description. 13”. Male: large fan-shaped crest from bill to nape. Brilliant 
orange except black wings with white speculum; inner flight feathers 
square edged, outer webs with long orange filaments. Tail short, dark 
brown, with orange edges and tips. Female: crest much smaller, dark olive 
gray with browner wings and tail (filaments of inner flight feathers like 
male), only under wing coverts orange. 
Voice. A rather disagreeable, explosive 
hoo.” 

Distribution. Interior forests with rocky outcrops (undergrowth of open 
woodland, Nappi, NH). Kamakusa, Upper Essequibo, Kamarang and 
Potaro R’s.; Merume, Ayanganna, Pacaraima, Kanuku and Acary Mts., 
Courantyne R. 


(SE Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NW Brazil.) 
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COTINGAS, BECARDS, FRUITCROWS 
(Cotingidae ) 

4-19”, Large Neotropical family, allied to manakins and tyrant-flycatch- 
ers. Diverse group, alike only in rather broad slightly hooked bills, 
rounded wings and short, sturdy legs. Sexes similar or entirely different, 
males often have brilliant colors or modified feathers on head (crests, 
wattles), females inconspicuously colored. Some species known for 
voices, bellbirds for ringing calls like striking an anvil, or persistent, 
loud calls of screaming piha. (27) 


GUIANAN RED COTINGA  Phoenicircus carnifexr (538) 


Description. 8”. Male: crown red, ear coverts maroon, eye ring, nape and 
back blackish, wings dusky brown with chestnut coverts and secondaries, 
scarlet tail (bright pink underneath) and underparts, except maroon throat 
and breast. Female: duller, largely olive green above with red crown and 
tail. Throat olive streaked red, breast red, belly and under tail coverts 
pinkish. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread but uncommon. Known from Ituribisi 
and Demerara R’s., Tiger Creek, Bartica, Kamakusa, Wineperu, Puruni 
R., Rockstone, Great Falls D, Merume, Kanuku and Acary Mts. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, W Brazil.) 


PURPLE-BREASTED COTINGA Cotinga cotinga (541) 


Description. 7”. Male: head, upper and most of underparts glittering 
royal blue. Throat, breast and upper abdomen rich purple. Base of mantle 
feathers, wings (with blue wing bars) and tail black. Female: upperparts 
dark brown, feathers edged tawny and tinged blue; underparts dark 
brown, feathers edged tawny, with a scaly look. 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread but not common. Coastal rivers, Bartica, 
Mazaruni, Kamarang and Kako R’s., Membaro Creek, Pacaraima Mts., 
Paramakatoi, Nappi (in treetops along river, NH).

SPANGLED COTINGA Cotinga cayana (542) 


Description. 814”. Male: shining turquoise blue with black wings and 
tail, flight feathers and rectrices edged blue. Throat bright reddish purple. 
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Female: brown above, underparts paler with white-edged feathers and 
scaly look. Cheeks and throat gray, tail pale brown. 

Distribution. Widely distributed in forest and open areas. Atkinson, 
coastal rivers, inland to Bartica, Mazaruni, Membaro Creek, Great Falls 
D, Annai, Acary Mts. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


POMPADOUR COTINGA Xipholena punicea (543) 


Description. 8”. Male: deep glossy reddish purple, wings white with pur- 
ple coverts much elongated, outer primaries tipped black. Under tail rose 
pink. Female: gray brown, paler below, blackish or brownish wings wit 
large white patches and edges. 

Distribution. Widely distributed in forest and open areas, more common 
inland. Perches high. Ituribisi and Demerara k’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Kamarang and Kako R’s., Membaro Creek, Great Falls D, Wismar, 
Tumatumari; Merume, Ayanganna and Acary Mts. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NW Brazil.) 


RED-BANDED FRUITEATER Pipfreola whitely: (540) 


Description. 8”. Male: head slate gray, back and tail coverts olive green, 
wings blackish, tail bronze brown. Deep orange superciliary; collar on 
nape, sides of breast, and breast band scarlet. Throat and underparts olive 
gray, more yellowish toward tail. Bill and legs red. Female: green above, 
golden tinge on wings and tail. Side of neck yellowish green, white throat 
somewhat streaked, underparts pale yellow, broadly streaked. 
Distribution. Mountain forest. Only Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM, 
AMNB) ; wihitelyt. An isolated species, no near ally. 


( Venezuela. ) 


WHITE-RUMPED PURPLETUFT lodopleura pipra (544) 


Description. 4”. Smallest cotinga. Dusky brown above with white band on 
rump, ear coverts and nape dark gray, wings and tail brown, underwings 
white. Throat and tail coverts pale cinnamon, breast and belly white 
heavily barred black. Small tufts of silky lilac feathers on sides of breast. 
Distribution. Two specimens marked British Guiana (typical “Demerara” 
trade skins, BM) ; leucopygia, only specimens known. 


(Another sub-species SE Brazil.) 
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DUSKY PURPLETUFT Jodopleura fusca (545) 


Description. 434”. Blackish slate above with white rump, throat and 
underparts smoke brown except white under tail coverts and spot on center 
belly. Male has tufts of long silky violet feathers on sides of breast; 
smaller and whitish in female. 

Voice. “Pawee.” 

Distribution. Forest, uncommon. Atkinson (Nov. 1960, May 1962, NH), 
Wineperu (where it perched in treetops, Rff). McConnell specimen from 
Makauria (BM), Demerara R (labelled “Capt Bugle, C,’ AMNH), 
Bartica (Whitely, BM). 


e (Bolivar, Venezuela; Guianas.) 


BRIGHT-RUMPED ATTILA Aitila spadiceus (534, 535) 


Description. 8”. Bill hooked and shrike-like. Large greenish (varying to 
cinnamon) flycatcher-like bird. Dark crown, brown wings with gray to 
cinnamon coverts and bright yellow to orange tawny rump, tail golden 
olive. Underparts paler, throat, breast and flanks often tinged green and 
streaked, belly whitish. Female: duller, more brownish, back and mantle 
dark chestnut brown; wing coverts rufous, dark edged; rump patch 
smaller and duller; throat and breast brownish, streaked. Sometimes 
known as Polymorphic Attila, because of many color forms. Best identified 
by bright rump, streaked throat and breast. 

Voice. Monotonous “beedidit” (rising in pitch, repeated many times, with 
variations) ending “tweed” (NH). A loud series, increasing in volume, 
“quip, queedit, queedit .. . queed,” and a flute-like ‘“toodle-oodle” (Rff). 
Distribution. Widely distributed in forest, especially inland. Ituribisi, 
Supenaam, Bonasika, Berbice R’s.; Bartica, Kamakusa; Mazaruni, Kama- 
rang, Makauria, Arawai R’s., Upper Takutu Mts.; spadiceus. 


(Mexico to SE Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


CINNAMON ATTILA Attila cinnamomeus (537) 


Description. 8”. Bill like preceding. Crown, back and mantle rufous 
chestnut, wings brown, coverts spotted. Rump and tail rufous. Throat and 
breast rufous cinnamon, abdomen rufous tawny. 

Distribution. Forest. Craig Village (Georgetown), coastal rivers: Ituri- 
bisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary; Koriabo, Bartica, Mazaruni R.; 
cinnamomeus. 


(South America to NE Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.)

CINEREOUS MOURNER Laniocera hypopyrrha_ (532) 


Description. 8”. Ash gray with brown wings (coverts and secondaries 
with black bands and cinnamon tips), tail tipped and edged cinnamon. 
Lower breast and belly tinged yellowish and faintly barred, yellow tufts 
at sides of breast. Some birds have bright cinnamon feathers (black tipped) 
on center breast and under tail. Female differs in having smailer spots on 
wings, breast tufts paler or duller. 

Distribution. Forest. Coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika) to 
Tiger Creek, Bartica, Kamakusa, Tumatumari, Pacaraima Mts. 


(South America to Amazonian Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


GRAYISH MOURNER Rhybtipterna simplex (533) 


Description. 8”. Upperparts, throat and breast grayish fuscous, tinged 
green. Wings and tail darker, belly paler tinged yellow green. 

Voice. Flute-like series, or rapid yodelling (to 24 syllables) : “kolululululu 
... lulu... whik” (NH). “Wee-wee-wee-wee ... TIO” (Rff). 
Distribution. Forest at various heights, often low in trees or shrubs. 
Widespread from coastal rivers to Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Kama- 
kusa, Kamakabra, Meamu R., Adaroo R., Great Falls D, Potaro L, Rock- 
stone, Merume and Acary Mts.; frederict. 


(South America to Bolivia and SE Brazil.) 


SCREAMING PIHA “Greenheart Bird” Lipaugus vociferans (530) 


Description. 10”. Large, somewhat hooked bill and longish tail. Slate gray 
above, wings and tail tinged brown, paler gray below. Lives well up in 
treetops where it is difficult to spot, since call is somewhat ventriloqual. 
Voice. The shrill, piercing whistle rings out continuously in Guianan 
forests. Variously rendered: “pi-pi-yo” and “hwees-HWEES-yoo.” Also 
“wha-woo” (NH). “Weeiss-weeiss-layar,’ and musical double cawing, 
ending “coo” (Rff). 

Distribution. Throughout in forests, from 25 feet to treetops. Common 
from Atkinson, coastal rivers, Koriabo, Bartica and most inland collecting 
areas through Marudi, Ayanganna, Kanuku and Acary Mts. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, E Brazil.) 


PINK-COLLARED PIHA Lipangus streptophorus (531) 


Description. 934”. Similar to preceding, slightly smaller, with rose pink 
collar and vent, tail black. Female lacks collar and has chestnut vent. 
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Distribution. Mountain forest. One specimen, type, Mt. Twek-quay 
(Whitely, BM). 


(Only Bolivar, Venezuela.) 


CINEREOUS BECARD Pachyramphus rufus (527) 


Description. 544”. Male: crown and nape glossy black, conspicuous white 
forehead and lores. Back, wings and tail ash gray, wing coverts, secon- 
daries and outer tail feathers edged white. Throat, belly and under tail 
coverts white, breast gray, tinged yellow. Female: cinnamon upperparts, 
yellowish buff below except white belly. Imm: brown crown, tinged tawny 
on back and breast, tail rufous, underparts white. 
Voice. Prolonged soft, bubbling trill: “trrrrrrrrrrrrrrr,’ 
in pitch. 

Distribution. Coastally in parkland, plantations, and cultivated fields with 
fairly tall trees. Mainly arboreal, also feeds low. Georgetown, Garden of 
Eden, Supenaam and Bonasika R’s., inland to Bartica, Mazaruni R., Great 
Falls D. 


(E Panama to N Brazil, E Ecuador and Peru.)

WHITE-WINGED BECARD Pachyramphus polychopterus (528) 


Description. 6”. Male: crown black, feather tips iridescent steel blue. 
Back, wings and tail shining black, wings with conspicuous white bands 
and feather edges, deeply graduated tail broadly tipped white. Underparts 
dark gray. Female: dusky head and olive mantle, brown wings with black 
bars and buffy edges. Tail brown, outer rectrices broadly tipped buff. 
Underparts pale yellow. 

Voice. Plaintive, musical: “tyuung-tyuung-tyuung-tyuung-tyuung,” falling 
slightly in pitch (NH), “tweet-eer.. .”’ (DES). Birds in female plumage 
noted singing. 

Distribution. Forest and edges, usually within cover. Widespread from 
Atkinson (light forest), Vreedenhoop (courida), Georgetown (outskirts), 
Buxton, coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika), inland to Bartica, 
Membaro Creek, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Lethem, Rupununi R.; tristis. 


(Guatemala south to Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


BLACK-CAPPED BECARD Pachyramphus marginatus (529) 


Description. 5”. Male: crown like preceding, nape, rump and tail coverts 
gray, mantle gray mixed with black, tail black tipped white. Underparts 
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pale gray. Female: forecrown rufous, blackish behind with rufous tips. 
Back, sides of head, neck and breast olive. Throat and center belly pale 
yellow. Wings margined tawny, tail tipped fawn, central rectrices olive 
brown, outer ones black. 

Distribution. Forest, edges and clearings. Widespread from Georgetown, 
Atkinson, coastal rivers, inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Mazaruni and 
Arawai R’s., Great Falls D, Merume and summit of Marudi Mts.; nanus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Bolivia, SE Peru.) 


PINK-THROATED BECARD Platypsaris minor (525) 


Description. 714”. Male: upperparts, wings and tail glossy black, wing 
feathers with white bases. Rose red patch on lower throat, otherwise dark 
gray below. Female: slate gray above with rufous chestnut tail, coverts 
and wings (secondaries). Underparts cinnamon rufous. Imm: like male 
with red collar on foreneck. 

Voice. Thin, musical, whinnying series, higher in pitch and more tinkling 
than White-winged Becard. 

Distribution. Forest, sometimes low shrubbery beside clearing. Appar- 
ently widespread, but this and preceding may have been confused (E. R. 
Blake). According to Chubb: Georgetown, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Mazaruni, Arawai R’s., Great Falls D. Recent specimens from 
widely separated areas: Tauraculli (Abary R), Tumatumari, Nappi Creek 
(Kanuku Mts.), Acary Mts. 


(South America to E Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


BLACK-TAILED TITYRA Tityra cayana (524) 


Description. 814”. Male: skin around eye, lores and base of bill pink (tip 
black). Head, wings and tail black, otherwise very pale gray, almost white. 
Female differs in having darker gray back, which with throat and chest is 
streaked black. 

Voice. Frog-like croak, “auk’” (Mees, Trinidad). Toneless, weak, rolling 
“errrrrrrrrrerrr.”” 

Distribution. Forest, openings, edges, single trees. Perches moderately 
high. Widespread from Atkinson (using hole in telephone pole near build- 
ings), Hyde Park, Koriabo, coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Mazaruni R., Wismar, Rockstone, Great Falls D, Tumatumari, Marudi 
and Ayanganna Mts.; cayana. 


(Most of South America, Trinidad.) 
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BLACK-CROWNED TITYRA Tityra inquisitor (--) 


Description. 714”. Bill, lores, crown, nape and cheek all black, as are 
flight feathers and tail, with narrow white band at base. Otherwise pearl 
gray, somewhat bluish above and paler below. Female differs in having 
chestnut cheek (which with black crown is diagnostic), brownish back, 
wings and tail tinged brown. 

Distribution. Forest. An old skin (AMNH) “said to be from British 
Guiana”; 2 from Abary R. (Sept. 3, 1948, Ram S. Singh, BGM) ; erythro- 
genys. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


CRIMSON FRUITCROW JdHaematoderus militaris (546) 


Description. 15”. Male: crimson, with white bases to feathers except 
dusky brown wings and tail. Female: dusky, with red head and rose pink 
underparts. 

Distribution. “Fruit trees, June and July” (Schomburgk, 1848). This rare 
species was taken by McConnell, prior to 1900, at Tiger Hill, Demerara 
R. (BM), Schomburgk (who considered it a migrant) found it in Kanuku 
Mts. (Berlin M). 


(Guianas, NE Brazil.) 


PURPLE-THROATED FRUITCROW Querula purpurata (547) 


Description. 1144”. Glossy black, except dark crimson patch on throat and 
foreneck in male. Flies in heavy swoops, like woodpecker. 

Voice. Low, slightly nasal “awow,” soft “aoh, wohh,” or rough “wakh,” 
also “lhok-ak-ak-ak-ak” (NH). Musical, repeated “wer-a-wer” (Rff). 
Distribution. In flocks, usually high in forest trees or trees on cleared and 
cultivated land near forest. Widespread from Koriabo, Mabaruma and 
coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Mazaruni R., Great Falls D, Tumatumari, 
Kanuku Mts. Sight observations Wineperu, not common (Rff). 


(Costa Rica to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Amazonian Brazil.) 


RED-RUFFED FRUITCROW Pyroderus scutatus (548) 


Description. 17”. Upperparts glossy black with red throat and ruff, under- 
parts cinnamon rufous. 
Distribution. Uncommon in forest. Specimens from Great Falls D 
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(Quelch), not extant. Cuyuni and Demerara R’s. (McConnell, BM) ; 
orenocensis. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, E Ecuador and Peru. SE Brazil, and adjacent 
Paraguay and Argentina.) 


AMAZONIAN UMBRELLABIRD Cephalopterus ornatus (549) 


Description. 19”. Tall crest of hair-like feathers with white shafts on 
forecrown and flat, feathered wattle on lower throat, both steel blue. 
Otherwise black with dark brown flight feathers and tail. 

Distribution. Forest. Only Kanuku Mts. (straggler, one specimen, Schom- 
burgk, 1848). Some authors put all umbrellabirds in one species; ornatus. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, NW Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


CAPUCHINBIRD “Calfbird” Perissocephalus tricolor (550) 


Description. 14”. Bare skin of face blackish gray, nape and upperparts 
bronze brown, blackish brown wings and tail, under tail coverts bright 
orange brown (used in display). Underparts rufous chestnut, bill and feet 
slate gray. 

Voice. Calflike bellowing, beginning with a rasping note: “ch-h-h-r-r-r- 
raaaaaah-o,” the middle highest in pitch. Sometimes only initial rasping 
note is given. Also an oft repeated rasping buzz, ‘““waow,” as wel! as “ah- 
wang-oh,” middle syllable resembling a foghorn (NH and Rff). 
Distribution. Forest, where it perches near or at tops of leafy, fruiting 
trees, neck stretched out or sunk in body. Widespread but not common 
from coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, Kurupung R., 
Great Falls D, Nappi, Kanuku and Acary Mts. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


BARE-NECKED FRUITCROW Gymmnoderus foetidus (551) 


Description. 14”. Soft, velvety black feathers on crown, throat and hind- 
neck, neck mostly bare, black skin tinged blue. Back and underparts black 
with grayish powdery look, wings mostly silvery gray, tail grayish, central 
rectrices black. Female differs in having black wings. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Kanuku Mts., prior to 1848 (Schom- 
burgk) ; Upper Takutu Mts. and Berbice R. (McConnell, BM) ; no speci- 
men in Beebe Coll.; Marudi Mts. (Peberdy, not extant), Abary R., 1952, 
RSS and Rupununi R., 1954, McTurk (BGM). Sight observation of pair 
in second growth jungle, Blairmont (Young, 1924). ~ 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 
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WHITE BELLBIRD Procnias alba (553) 


Description. 12”. Male: pure white with black bill, eyes and three inch 
wattle hanging over bill. Female: yellowish green above with brownish 
wings and tail. Throat and belly white, feathers margined green, vent and 
under tail coverts lemon yellow. 

Voice. Dissyllabic “doi-ng, doi-ng,” rising in pitch, also a sharp, staccato 
“ding-ding” (Snow, 1961). “Ringing bell-like note uttered from tops of 
tall trees” (NH). 

Distribution. Forest, where it perches in top branches. Upper Berbice, 
Supenaam, Burro-burro, Adaroo and Kamarang R’s., Bartica, Wineperu, 
Great Falls D, Merume and Ayanganna Mts., Quonga. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


BEARDED BELLBIRD Procnias averano (552) 


Description. 11”. Male: grayish white with coffee brown head. Wings, 
bare throat and foreneck black, latter with numerous string-like wattles. 
Female: dark green forehead and forecrown, rich olive green above, more 
yellowish below, streaked. Wings brownish above, white below, tail light 
brown, fringed olive. Legs yellow. 

Voice. Loud calls resembling sound of hammer hitting anvil, repeated 
rapidly 20-30 times (v.o.). Made by bird opening bill widely and snapping 
it shut vigorously. Also a softer series, where bird drops mandible and 
then snaps it up to meet maxilla. Wattles are shaken vigorously during the 
calling. (DES, Trinidad.) 

Distribution. A bird of high forest. One specimen, Adaroo R., 1939 
(Phelps Coll.). Records in Chubb are all Bolivar, Venezuela; carnobarba. 


(Colombia, N Venezuela, NE Brazil, Trinidad.) 


TYRANT-FLYCATCHERS (Tyrannidae) 


3-914” (to 16” with 10” tail). Very large family, typically dull gray, 
brown or olive green (sexes usually similar), though some show much 
black, white or yellow. A few are streaked, some crested, many have 
wing bars or partly concealed red, yellow or white crown patch. Bills 
vary from narrow and pointed to flat and very wide. In general similar 
to North American species (one a migrant here), but many are gleaners 
like vireos; water and marsh tyrants differ, being terrestrial with strong | 
legs and feet. Two species have very long tails, many flick or twitch 
tail. 
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Principal food insects, taken on wing or by searching among leaves, 
also fruit and small animals. Nests vary from cup-shaped woven from 
grass, open or dome-shaped with side entrance, to those placed in cavi- 
ties or old woodpecker holes. 

Western Hemisphere only, found in every type of country from bare 
savanna to tropical forest, from coastland to mountains. (74) 


LONG-TAILED TYRANT Colonia colonus (440) 


Description. 514” (+ tail). Blackish with hoary white forehead and 
crown spotted dark, and very long narrow central tail feathers (to 5”), 
white patch on rump. Imm: lacks long central rectrices. 

Voice. Very high, thin, ascending call: “wheee” (WJS). 

Distribution. Forest (tall, dead trees) and scrub. Interior woods from 
Bartica, Mazaruni and Arawai R’s., Conwarook, Marudi and Kanuku 
Mts.; poecilonota. 


(Honduras through most South American countries. ) 


AMAZONIAN BLACK-TYRANT Phaeotriccus poecilocercus (--) 


Description. 514”. Rather short bill and long tail (2—”). Male: glossy 
black except brownish black primaries and greenish black tail. Female: 
Upperparts dull olive brown, buffy wing bars and edges of remiges; upper 
tail coverts and edges of rectrices cinnamon. Underparts pale buff, dusky 
streaks on throat and breast. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimen Merume Mts., Oct. 3, 1890 (Whitely, 
BM). 


(Venezuela, Amazonian Brazil, Peru.) 


PIED WATER-TYRANT  Fluvicola pica (438) 


Description. 6”. White with black bill, hindcrown, nape, most of back, 
wings (white on shoulder and coverts), and tail (coverts and rump 
white). Imm: dark brown replaces black of adult. Wags tail. 

Voice. Brief, explosive “tchpeeur,” “tuk,” lower in pitch than following 
(WJS, Brazil). Short, rolling “brzh” or “brzheoo” (NH). 

Distribution. Near water with clumps of grassy vegetation, shrubs or 
scrub, even lawns in Georgetown suburbs. Nearly always on ground or 
perched on low branch over water. Coastal plantations (Buxton, New 
Amsterdam, Belfield, Blairmont), Bonasika and Abary R’s., inland to Bar- 
tica, Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts., Manari and Karanambo; pica. 


(E Panama. Most of South America in suitable habitat. Trinidad.) 
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WHITE-HEADED MARSH-TYRANT 
Arundicola leucocephala (439) 


Description. 5”. Male: head and neck pure white, rest of plumage black. 
Female: most of head and underparts white, back and wings pale grayish 
brown, tail black. Bicolored bill (black upper, yellow lower mandible), 
useful in separating grayish immatures from preceding species. 

Voice. “T-seet, t-seet,” also “tuk” (WJS, Brazil). 

Distribution. Swampy savannas, reedy ponds, swamps and pastures. Wide- 
spread from outskirts of Georgetown, coastal plantations (Buxton, Blair- 
mont) and rivers, inland to Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai, Manari, 
Karanambo. 


(South America to Brazil, E Bolivia, Paraguay, N Argentina. Trinidad.) 


VERMILION FLYCATCHER Pyrocephalus rubinus (494) 


Description. 514”. Male: crown and underparts scarlet, otherwise sooty 
black. Female: upperparts pale grayish brown, tinged scarlet. Throat and 
upper breast white streaked brown, lower breast and belly pink. Imm: 
yellowish belly. 

Voice. “Pipit-tzeee” or “zzbree.” Flight song a thin, melodic “tweent-twin” 
uttered repeatedly. “Peep” or “tnt” when perched. 

Distribution. Inland: riverine forest, bushes near creeks, low vegetation 
on savannas. Upper Takutu, Marudi and Kanuku Mts., Annai, Manari, 
Great Savannas; saturatus. 


(SW United States through Nicaragua. South America except French 
Guiana and Surinam.) 


DRAB WATER-TYRANT Ochthornis littoralis (437) 


Description. 514”. Pale sandy brown, wings and tail darker, rump paler. 
White lores, superciliary and line below eye. 

Distribution. Sandy shores along rivers. Merume Mts., 1890 (Whitely, 
BM). Marudi Mts., formerly BGM; New River specimens (Blake, 1938, 
CNHM). 


(South America except Surinam to N Brazil, Bolivia, Ecuador, Peru.) 


FORK-TAILED FLYCATCHER Muscivora tyrannus (506) 


Description. 11-16”. Very long forked tail (male 9-12", female 7+”). 
Top of head and tail black, upperparts gray, wings dusky. Underparts in- 
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cluding tail coverts white. Imm: differs in having brown cap, much shorter 
tail, wing margined cinnamon. 

Voice. Harsh series: “krt-krt-krt-krt ... krt” ; an occasional “kit” (WJS, 
Panama, Argentina). 

Distribution. Widespread in all suitable territory, common in semi-arid 
pastures, behind seawall in Georgetown (April-August), thousands roost- 
ing in courida. Buxton, coastlands, Bonasika, Makauria, Lower Mazaruni, 
Takutu, Demerara and Arawai R’s., Bartica, Marudi and Kanuku Mts., 
Great Savannas (abundant at Manari, Karanambo) ; tyrannus, probably 
migrant from south; monachus, resident. 


(Mexico through South America to Falkland Is. Trinidad.) 


EASTERN KINGBIRD Tyrannus tyrannus (504) 


Description. 814”. Blackish above, white below, tail with white terminal 
band, wings with white-edged coverts and secondaries. 

Voice. Probably silent during migration. ‘“T-zee,” a series “kit-ter-ter” 
repeated 3 times, or “kit-ter, kit-ter,” all high pitched. (North America, 
WJS.) 

Distribution. Open country. Specimens Abary R. (McConnell, Nov. 1906, 
BM), Buxton (PMY). Sight observations Blairmont, July (peculiar date) 
1924, Nov. 1925, Young. 


(E North America. Winters south to Bolivia.) 


WHITE-THROATED KINGBIRD Tyrannus albogularis (--) 


Description. 814”. Pale gray with dark line through eye. Back warbler 
green, wings and deeply emarginated tail brown, some feathers pale-edged. 
Throat and lower cheeks pure white, as is upper breast. Foreneck and 
lower breast olive yellow, abdomen bright yellow, flanks gray. 
Distribution. Open country. Specimens from Paruima M, Kamarang R. 
and Membaro Creek (Phelps Coll.), Upper Mazaruni R. (A. ° Pinkus, 
1938). 


(Bolivar, Venezuela, 2 spec.; Surinam, 1 spec., Brazil.) 


TROPICAL KINGBIRD Tyrannus melancholicus (505) 


Description. 84%”. Head gray with darker line through eye, back olive, 
wings and slightly forked tail dusky brown. Throat white, breast greenish 
yellow, belly bright yellow. 
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Voice. “Tee-teetee,’ or with fluttering wings “tee-teetee-tee-teetee” and 
longer series, also very high-pitched short calls. (WJS) 

Distribution. Forest, open areas with trees, along creeks and rivers, plan- 
tations, gardens and parks in city or town. Common throughout, from 
Georgetown, Atkinson, Buxton, Blairmont, coastal rivers, Koriabo, inland 
to Bartica, Kamakusa, Paruima M, and most inland collecting localities to 
Marudi and Kanuku Mts.; melancholicus. 


(Texas through Central and most of South America. Trinidad, other 
islands. ) 


GRAY KINGBIRD Tyrannus dominicensis  (--) 


Description. 9+”. Very large bill. Gray above with dark stripe through 
eye, wings (with pale edges) and conspicuously notched tail brownish 
gray. Underparts white, tinged gray on sides. 

Voice. ‘“Tee-tirree.’ Also a prolonged chatter, short notes, much lower 
than preceding species. “Tee-ti-ti-lee titireeree’” (WJS). 

Distribution. Open woodland. Winter visitor from Lesser Antilles along 
the coast, October-May (NH, DES). Specimens from Buxton (Dec., 
vorax, CNHM). Many sight observations (NH, DES): Georgetown 
(Botanic Garden, to 8 a day), Cemetery (12 one morning, DES), Atkin- 
son (8 in small area, DES) and Mahaica R; vorax (and dominicensis?). 


(S United States through Central America, Caribbean Islands, Colombia, 
Venezuela. Trinidad.) 


VARIEGATED FLYCATCHER Empidonomus varius (503) 


Description. 714”. Brownish, differing from much commoner Piratic Fly- 
catcher in size, large bill, white superciliaries which do not meet on nape. 
Upperparts and wings brown margined buff, tail chestnut, both upper and 
underparts heavily streaked, sometimes forming breast band. 

Voice. Rather silent. High, thin rather nasal calls: ‘‘zreee” or “zreeetee” 
(WJS). 

Distribution. Clearings and open woods. Georgetown, Atkinson, Ma- 
baruma, Bonasika, Abary and Arawai R’s., Bartica, Ayanganna Mts.; 
rufinus. E. v. varius should occur; migrant from further south in Vene- 
zuela, French Guiana, Surinam. 


(Most of South America. Trinidad.) 


PIRATIC FLYCATCHER Legatus leucophaius (479) 


Description. 6”. Smaller than preceding with small bill, less streaked 
above and below. Crown dark brown, circled by broad white line, eye 
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stripe black bordered white with dusky edge. Back and wings dark brown, 
feathers edged paler, upper tail coverts and tail olive brown. Throat white, 
breast pale yellow, abdomen and sides yellow, lightly streaked dusky on 
breast and sides. Imm: wing coverts and rectrices edged rufous. Easily 
identified by call. 

Voice. “Whee-yee” and a chattering “ti-ti-ti-ti-ti,” moderately high, loud 
(WJS). One of the commonest calls in BG from before dawn to dusk. 
Distribution. Open woodland, stream sides, isolated trees and gardens, 
especially where caciques nest. Atkinson (12 counted in small area), Gar- 
den of Eden, Koriabo, coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, Great 
Falls D, Kamakabra, Ayanganna Mts.; leucophaius. 


(Mexico south to Paraguay, Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad. ) 


STREAKED FLYCATCHER Myiodynastes maculatus (485, 486) 


Description. 9+”. Large, brown, conspicuously streaked whitish above 
(including wings) and below, darker tail streaked rufous chestnut. Broad 
blackish stripe through eye, forehead whitish, superciliary yellow. 

Voice. Harsh “kuhchee-kuhchee” and “keep,” also clear whistle “wheed- 
loo, whoodloo, whee” (WJS). 

Distribution. Uncommon in forest and rare in open areas and coastland. 
Georgetown (Promenade Gardens), Essequibo and Rupununi R’s.,) Anna, 
Pacaraima Mts.; tobagensis. Upper Takutu Mts., Arawai, Supenaam, 
Mazaruni and Rupununi R’s., Bartica; solitarius, migrant from farther 
south, March-September. 


(Mexico, Central and most of South America. Trinidad.) 


BOAT-BILLED FLYCATCHER Megarynchus pitangua (497) 


Description. 9—”. Broad, flat bill. Crown blackish, edged with broad 
white line. Upperparts olive, wings and tail olive brown, feathers edged 
cinnamon. Throat white, underparts bright yellow. Differs from similar, 
more abundant Great Kiskadee in size of bill, lack of rufous patch on 
upper wings, and voice. 

Voice. Loud, harsh, buzzing. “Kkkkkkkkkk . . . kee,” “keeaak,” “kueck.” 
C(WJS) 

Distribution. Throughout coastal areas and open lowlands, fairly common 
inland. Georgetown (Botanic Gardens, Cemetery), Atkinson, St. Cuth- 
bert’s, Ituribisi and Mazaruni R’s., Mackenzie, Wineperu, Ayanganna and 
Kanuku Mts., Manari; pitangua. 


(Mexico, Central and most of South America. Trinidad.) 
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WHITE-RINGED FLYCATCHER Coryphotriccus parvus (484) 


Description. 614”. Small thin bill, dark brown crown with yellow center, 
ringed with broad white band. Cheeks and neck blackish, back olive, wings 
and short tail brown. Throat and underparts yellow. 

Voice. ‘“PEE-di-di-dee, PEE-di-di-dee’ (NH), a thin “weedle-de-weedle- 
de-wee” (Rff). | 
Distribution. Forest edges, clearings, open areas, roadsides; more com- 
mon in lowlands. Widespread from Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s, Ituribisi; 
Supenaam and Kamarang R’s., Kamakusa, Tumatumari, Merume Mts., 
Paramakatoi; parvus. 


(Costa Rica south to Ecuador and N Brazil.) 


RUSTY-MARGINED FLYCATCHER Myiozetetes cayanensis (480) 


Description. 634”. Much shorter bill than similarly patterned species. 
Crown with orange red center, white band black-edged barely meeting on 
nape (see preceding species), black auriculars, some rufous margins to 
wing feathers and tail coverts. Throat white, underparts yellow. 

Voice. “Keeyeeyee-keeyeeyee-ye, keeyeeyee,” usually given with fluttering 
wings; a plaintive “EEeeeeeeee” which rises noticeably in pitch (WJS). 
An excited “pee-a-wer, pee-a-weer” and loud “tsee-it, tsee-it” (Rff). 
Distribution. Widespread in clearings, forest edges, stream sides. Com- 
mon in Georgetown (shore front, Botanic Gardens —10 in short walk, 
Cemetery), Atkinson, coastal rivers, Buxton; inland to Bartica, Wineperu, 
Potaro L, Tumatumari, Rupununi Savanna (Manari, Karanambo), 
Kanuku Mts.; cayanensis. 


(E Panama, South America to Bolivia, Brazil.) 


SULPHURY FLYCATCHER Myiozetetes sulphurea (481) 


Description. 7+”. Broad bill, crown and sides of head slate gray, darker 
patch through eye. Back olive, wings and tail brown. Throat and upper 
breast white, mottled olive gray (suggesting collar or breast band on some 
birds), otherwise brilliant yellow below. Contrast of dusky malars with 
white throat distinguishes from Tropical Kingbird. 

Voice. Harsh “k-reeezh,” “week” not harsh; “renh-chirr-renh-chir-renk” 
— two birds, “kee-kee-kee-kee penteerentz” (first notes and “tee” very high, 
ending very nasal, WJS, Brazil). Harsh parrot-like squeals and squeaks 
(DES, Trinidad). 

Distribution. In or near manicole forest along coast, open and rolling 
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pasture land with trees inland. Garden of Eden, Bartica, Bonasika and 
Great Falls D; cayanensis. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, N Brazil. Trinidad.) 


GREAT KISKADEE “Bientivi” Pitangus sulphuratus (482) 


Description. 9”. A noisy, abundant species, differs from Boat-billed 
principally in more slender bill, only partly concealed golden yellow crown 
patch, conspicuous cinnamon rufous patches on wings, and voice. 

Voice. Best described by French phrase “Qu’est-ce-qu’il dit,” “Qu il dit” 
and “keer” sometimes prolonged (v.o. and WJS). 

Distribution. Parks, gardens and residential areas (Georgetown, nests in 
eaves of houses), open woodland and scrub. Abundant throughout, from 
coastland, along rivers inland to Bartica, Rockstone, Upper Takutu Mts. 
Less common in Great Savannas, though found at Manari, Waranambo; 
sulphuratus. 


(Texas south through most of South America. Trinidad. ) 


LESSER KISKADEE Pitangus lictor (483) 


Description. 8”. Much like preceding, though less aggressive. Smaller, 
decidedly less bulky bird, with more slender bill, wings less blackish, little 
rufous on wing coverts (though tail coverts are rufescent). 

Voice. Loud and nasal: “draay-zee,” “dray,” “drayee-zee,” “whit-zeer,” 
“whit-dree-zeer” (WJS). “Wheezsh-shzee-zhee,’ as though calling 
through a mouthful of mush (DES). 

Distribution. Proximity of water, mangroves along coast, irrigation 
ditches, manicole forest. Georgetown (especially water front), Blairmont, 
Koriabo, Bartica, Aremu R., Upper Takutu Mts., Rockstone, Annai, 
Rupununi R.; lictor.

(Panama to Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


MYIARCHUS: An extremely difficult genus. Head somewhat crested, 
without superciliary or eye ring, throat and breast pale gray, belly yellow. 
Upperparts usually dull olive brown or olive, wing coverts with pale edges. 
Tail usually dusky olive brown, often edged rufous. Voice is helpful in identi- 
fying different species; distinguishing field marks under species. 


BROWN-CRESTED FLYCATCHER Mytarchus tyrannulus (499) 


Description. 9”. Two gray wing bars, tail dark brown, broadly fringed 
rufous. Black bill. Sometimes erects crest. 
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Voice. ‘“Reer-reer-reer-k-reet,” also “kwit-kwit-kwit-kwit-kwit,” series 
varying in length (WJS). Short wooden rolling trill “hwok-huuk RRRR, 
wik” (NH). 

Distribution. Typically coastal courida, coconut and sugar plantations, 
open bushy country. Perches low. Georgetown, Atkinson, Abary and 
Takutu R’s., to Bartica, Kamakusa, Great Falls D; tyrannulus. 


(SW United States south, except Panama, to Brazil, Peru, Bolivia, Para- 
guay, Argentina. Caribbean Islands. Trinidad.) 


SWAINSON’S FLYCATCHER Myiarchus swainsom (501) 


Description. 8”. Smaller; crown and wings darker, back dusky olive 
green, cheeks brown, lacks rufous in wings and tail. Upper mandible 
brown, most of lower paler. 

Distribution. Forest. Annai, Whitely ; amazonus (AMNH). Merume Mts. 
(Whitely, type, BM), Upper Takutu Mts., Arabaro R. (Phelps Coll.) ; 
phaeonotus. Migrant from south, Annai (AMNH) ; swainsom. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam, Brazil, Paraguay, Uruguay, Argentina. 
Trinidad. ) 


SHORT-CRESTED FLYCATCHER Myzarchus feror (500) 


Description. 8-+”. In size like preceding but bill black (though often pale 
at base of lower mandible), smaller than Brown-crested, darker crown, 
greener upperparts, lacks rufous edges to rectrices (imm. may have tinge 
of rufous). 

Voice. Low “churrreeee” (WJS, Panama). Very soft trill “prrrrt” (NH). 
Distribution. Forest, both high and secondary, and coastland (sugar and 
rice plantations, along rivers). Widespread from Georgetown, Atkinson, 
Buxton, Supenaam and Pomeroon R’s., Upper Takutu Mts., Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Mazaruni R., Great Falls D, Kamakabra, to Kanuku Mts.; 
ferox. 


(Costa Rica to E Brazil, Paraguay, Bolivia, Argentina. ) 


DUSKY-CAPPED FLYCATCHER Myiarchus tuberculifer (502) 


Description. 7—”. Smaller size, blacker crown (crest sometimes erected), 
back more olive green, wings and tail brown. 

Voice. Soft, mournful: “whe-ee-ee-eer” and shorter phrases, pitch rising 
in middle, softer at end (DES, Trinidad). 
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Distribution. In open woodland (Mahdia), and light secondary forest. 
Perches low. Widespread from Atkinson (coll. Feb., 1962, MTA), coastal 
rivers, Koriabo, inland to Bartica, Kamakabra, Adaroo and Kamarang 
R’s., Paruima M, Rockstone ; tuberculifer. 


(Mexico, Central and South America to W Ecuador.) 


TROPICAL PEWEE Contopus cinereus (498) 


Description. 5”. Bill black above, light below. Dark crown, patch in front 
of eye, chin and throat white. Dusky brown above, with white wing bars 
and paler tail. Breast and sides gray brown, belly white tinged yellow. 
Voice. “Wheeep” and a high shrill trill (DES, Trin.). 

Distribution. Specimen from Abary R. (McConnell, BM) ; surinamensis. 


(Mexico through South America except Paraguay, Uruguay. Trinidad.) 


BLACKISH PEWEE Contopus nigrescens (--) 


Description. 5”. Crown dark mouse gray, upperparts sooty gray, under- 
parts slightly bluer (deep neutral gray). 

Distribution. Boundary camp, Acary Mts. (Sept. 1938, Blake). More than 
1400 miles northeast of this rare Peruvian flycatcher’s known range; 
canescens. 


(NE Peru.) 


SMOKE-COLORED PEWEE Contopus fumigatus (491) 


Description. 544+”. Dark slate gray with blackish crown and wings, 
brownish black tail. Underparts slightly paler gray. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimen from Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, 1881, 
BM) ; duidae. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


FUSCOUS FLYCATCHER Cnemotriccus fuscatus (495) 


Description. 6”. Upperparts sooty brown, long white superciliary. Narrow 
wing bars clay-colored; tail feathers fringed and tipped lighter. Throat 
white, sides of-breast gray, forming a band across it, belly white or yel- 
lowish. Bill all black. 

Distribution. Open scrub. Coastal rivers: Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, 
Makauria, Abary, Anarica; Bartica, 1911 and Beebe, 1918; fumosus. 


(South America to Ecuador, SE Brazil, N Peru. Trinidad.) 
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RUDDY-TAILED FLYCATCHER Terenotriccus erythrurus (493) 


Description. 4”. Crown and side of head pale gray, back olive gray, be- 
coming bright rufous on rump and tail. Throat white, contrasting with pale 
ochraceous buff of underparts. Looks big-headed, with short broad bill 
(numerous bristles) ; flits about like a manakin. 

Voice. Thin ‘“tsee-oo-tsee’ (EE, Panama) or ‘“see-psee,’ second note 
higher (DES). 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread but not common. Coastal rivers (Ituri- 
bisi, Supenaam, Anarica, Arawai), Bartica, Kamakusa, Adaroo, Kamarang, 
Aremu R’s., Merume Mts., Rockstone, Potaro L, Great Falls D, Tuma- 
tumari; erythrurus. 


(Guatemala to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


SULPHUR-RUMPED (WHISKERED) FLYCATCHER 
Myiobtus barbatus (490) 


Description. 5”. Partly concealed bright yellow crest, long curved ‘“whisk- 
ers.” Upperparts and wings olive, rump yellow, wings and tail brown. 
Throat white, breast pale olive, belly pale yellow. Flirts wings and displays 
bright rump; perches low in forest. 

Voice. High-pitched “chittychik” and “whist” (NH). “Tsip” or “pik” 
CRtt)s 

Distribution. Widespread from Atkinson and coastal rivers inland to Bar- 
tica, Paruima M and most collecting areas, including Merume, Kanuku and 
Acary Mts.; barbatus. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


RORAIMA FLYCATCHER Myiophobus roraimae (491) 


Description. 514”. Upperparts coffee brown, wings darker with rufous 
coverts, tail dark. Cheeks olive, throat whitish, sides of neck, breast and 
body olive, belly yellow. 

Distribution. Mt. Twek-quay, Kamarang and Takutu R’s (all Whitely, 
BM). 

( Venezuela. ) 


CLIFF FLYCATCHER Hirundinea ferruginea (489) 


Description. 714”. Head and chin mottled and streaked white on dusky 
brown. Upperparts dark brown, tail black. Long, swallow-like wings black 
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when closed, but spread wing shows large chestnut patch. Underparts en- 
tirely chestnut. 

Distribution. Rocky cliff or canyon. Mt. Twek-quay, Whitely (BM, 
AMNB) ; ferruginea. 


(Venezuela, French Guiana, NE Brazil.) 


AMAZONIAN ROYAL FLYCATCHER 
Onychorhynchus coronatus (488) 


Description. 814”. Brilliant crimson fan-tailed spreading crest (dark 
orange in female), feathers tipped steel blue enclosing velvet black spots. 
With crest flattened and inconspicuous, note: long, flat bill, olive brown 
back, wings with buff spots on coverts. Tail olive brown with rufous base, 
rump and coverts yellow buff. Pale buffy white throat, underparts fawn 
color, breast lightly barred dusky olive. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Ituribisi and Cotinga R’s., Tiger 
Creek (McConnell, BM), Mazaruni R. (Whitely, CNHM), Tumatumari; 


coronatus. 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


SPADEBILLS are very small flycatchers with broad, flat bills and short 
tails. 


WHITE-CRESTED SPADEBILL Platyrinchus platyrhynchos (411) 


Description. 444”. Head slate gray with white crown patch and white on 
lores. Upperparts umber brown, throat white, underparts orange buff. 
Large bill, as broad as long. 

Distribution. Forest undergrowth. Ituribisi, Supenaam, Makauria, Abary 
R’s., Bartica, Kamakabra, Merume Mts. (formerly P. senex griseiceps) ; 
platyrhynchos. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


CINNAMON-CRESTED SPADEBILL Platyrinchus saturatus (443) 


Description. 4—”. Differs from preceding in brown head with bright cin- 
namon crown patch, more white on lores and yellowish underparts, 
brownish band across breast and darker sides. Immature lacks coronal 
patch. 

Distribution. Forest, low in undergrowth. More widespread than preced- 
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ing; additional localities are: Anarica R., southwest to Merume Mts. 
(type) and Acary Mts. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil, Peru.) 


WHITE-THROATED SPADEBILL Platyrinchus mystaceus (442) 


Description. 344-4”. Head conspicuously marked: broad partly concealed 
yellow crest (male only), narrow yellow buff eye ring and loral streak 
(continuing behind eye to neck), dark cheek enclosing diagonal stripe of 
cinnamon buff. Back brownish olive, wings dark brown, tail blackish, 
feathers of both pale-edged. Center throat white, sharply defined against 
deep honey yellow breast and belly, which fades to white on lower part. 
Distribution. Montane forest. Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM); Ayan- 
ganna Mts. (Thompson-William Exp. 1960, BGM) ; duidae. 


(Mexico to Peru, Ecuador, Brazil, except French Guiana, Surinam. 
Trinidad.) 


GOLDEN-CROWNED SPADEBILL Platyrinchus coronatus (444) 


Description. 4—”. Feathers of center crown chestnut with golden yellow 
base. Broad eye ring, superciliary and cheeks pale yellow, edged black as 
is malar streak and patch behind eye. Back, wings and short tail olive to 
brownish, underparts yellow. Female lacks yellow base of crown feathers. 
Distribution. Specimens from Ituribisi, Kamakabra and Arawai R’s., 
Merume Mts., Macouria Creek, Bartica, Acary Mts.; gumia. 


(Nicaragua south to NW Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia. ) 


TOLMOMYIAS are small flycatchers, very difficult to identify even in 
hand. They have large heads, rather broad somewhat flattened bills, are 
usually olive green above, wing feathers edged pale yellow. Throat and breast 
usually tinged pale olive green, belly yellow. No coronal patch. Distinguish- 
ing marks under species. 


YELLOW-OLIVE FLYCATCHER Tolmomyias sulphurescens (--) 


Description. 6+”. Crown dull greenish, sometimes dusky. Back dull 
green, dusky wings broadly edged greenish yellow, indistinct pale yellow 
wing bars, tail dusky brown. Throat and foreneck yellowish white, under- 
parts yellow. Bill dark above, pale below. 

Distribution. Forest. Distribution not known; according to Zimmer 
(1939) probably much less common than following. Eight specimens 
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(probably cherriet) in British Museum. Subspecies occurs in all the 
Guianas. 


(S Mexico to SE Brazil and Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


YELLOW-MARGINED FLYCATCHER 
Tolmomyias assimilis (446) 


Description. 5+-”. Similar to but somewhat smaller than preceding, top 
of head greener. Wings darker with broadly yellow-edged feathers and 
small, inconspicuous yellowish white speculum at base of primaries. Field 
separation of this species and preceding totally unreliable (unless voice 
proves useful). In banding birds note 10th (outer) primary: longer than 
4th in this, shorter in sulphurescens. 

Distribution. Forest. Confusion between this and preceding species by 
many authors leave Chubb’s localities in doubt: coastal rivers, Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Kamarang, Great Falls D, Merume Mts.; most of them prob- 
ably belong here. The form has been collected at Bartica (Beebe, AMNH) ; 
Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Potaro L, Minnehaha Creek, Tumatumari, Acary 
Mts. (fide Zimmer, Blake) ; 22 specimens in BM; examinatus. 


(Costa Rica south to NE Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


GRAY-CROWNED FLYCATCHER Tolmomyias poliocephalus (447) 


Description. 5—”. Smaller, otherwise resembles preceding, except dark 
gray crown. Bill all black. 

Voice. “Teheer.”’ Moderately high, but much lower than following species 
and falling at end (WJS). A hoarse “wheez” (NH). 

Distribution. Forest. Perches fairly low. Atkinson, Bartica, Supenaam, 
Anarica R’s., Great Falls D, Kanuku and Ayanganna Mts.; sclateri. 


(South America to SW Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


YELLOW-BREASTED FLYCATCHER 
Tolmomyias flaviventris (448) 


Description. 5”. Differs from three preceding: crown and upperparts 
concolor, more yellowish olive green; lores, eye ring, eyebrow and under- 
parts rich yellow, two yellow green wing bars. Pale mandible. 

Voice. “Tcheee-ee,” high-pitched and rising at end (WJS, Brazil). 
“P-seeee,” rising in pitch (DES). 

Distribution. Open woodland, gardens, coconut and sugar plantations, 
along streams.

Throat streaked dull olive and white, breast streaked olive and yellow, 
belly pale yellow, under tail coverts dull rufous.

TODY-FLYCATCHERS are very small, active, rather long-tailed birds 
with odd flat, long bills.

Description. 314”. Head glossy black, back palish yellow green, wings 
black with yellow-edged feathers and double wing bars. Lores, ear coverts 
and throat white, underparts bright yellow, necklace of black spots across 
breast. Bill entirely black. 

Voice. Thin S“tit . 3. tit-tit.... ...tittit’ (NH). Phin, hesitantnacely, 
audible “tsi-chi” (Rff). 

Distribution. A shy bird of coastal courida, scrub, forest. Georgetown 
(Botanic Gardens, uncommon), Belfield, Bartica, Makauria R. and Annai 
(type specimen) ; pictum.

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COMMON TODY-FLYCATCHER 
“Pipitoorie’ Todirostrum cinereum (450) 


Description. 4—”. Color shades from black on crown and cheeks to slate 
gray on nape and back, rump olive. Wings and coverts black edged yellow, 
tail black. Throat and underparts plain yellow. Slender body ; long tail con- 
stantly in motion. 

Voice. “Tchik” in a rapid series of short notes (WJS). “Tip-tyip-pipitit” 
(Rff). 

Distribution. From low to high in woodland borders. Widespread in coast- 
lands: courida, parks, gardens, plantations, along canals. Georgetown, Bux- 
ton, Craig Village, Lamaha, Koriabo and coastal rivers inland to Bartica, 
Upper Takutu Mts., Tumatumari; cinereum.

SPOTTED TODY-FLYCATCHER Todirostrum maculatum (452) 


Description. 4—”. Forehead and part of crown blackish, lores gray, cheeks 
whitish. Back and scapulars gray green, wings and coverts brown, pale 
edged, tail brown. Throat whitish, underparts yellow, heavily streaked 
black except center abdomen. 

Voice. Bursts of doubled “teek-teek” or single “teek” (WJS).

Cheeks and breast pale gray, faintly streaked white to 
yellowish white, sides yellow. Bill blackish.

Throat yellow heavily streaked dark gray, 
foreneck and chest mainly dull greenish, belly pale yellow, under tail 
coverts buffy.

Description. 4—”. Forehead deep olive, crown with long flatiened crest, 
the broad, rounded feathers black, tipped pure gray. Back yellow olive, 
wings and tail brown with olive feather edges, two wing bars blackish 
tipped yellow. Throat and breast yellowish white, faintly streaked gray, 
belly pale yellow. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Rockstone (CNHM), and Wismar 
(Miller & Igleseder, AMNH) ; guianensis.

HELMETED PYGMY-TYRANT Colopteryx galeatus (457) 


Description. 4”. Crest like preceding but not as full, feathers narrower

Throat whitish streaked gray, underparts yellowish white, streaked dusky 

on breast. Looks puffy-headed. 

Voice. “Teek” rather like Spotted Tody-flycatcher (WJS, Brazil). 

“Pik-pik-pik” (Rff). 

Distribution. Both high and secondary forest, as well as scrub in culti- 
~ vated areas. Perches low. Widespread and fairly common from Atkinson,

PALE-EYED PYGMY-TYRANT Afalotriccus pilaris (456) 


Description. 4—”. Iris pale. Lores whitish, eye ring and sides of head 
cinnamon buff. Smoke gray crown contrasting with bright olive green 
back, wings and tail. Underparts dirty white, throat mottled and breast 
faintly streaked pale brown. Under tail coverts and flanks yellow. 
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Distribution. “Riverine forest and ravines” (Phelps, 1963). Three speci- 
mens from Quonga (Whitely, BM) ; griseiceps.

SHORT-TAILED PYGMY-TYRANT Myiornis ecaudatus (455)

Description. 414”. Lores and eye ring whitish, rest of head and upperparts 
dull olive green, wing bars and underparts pale yellow. © 

Distribution. Specimens from Potaro L and Rockstone (Miller & Iglese- 
der, AMNH). 


(The Guianas.) 


YELLOW TYRANNULET Capsiempis flaveola (465) 


Description. 444”. Short yellow superciliary. Upperparts, wings and tail 
yellowish olive, two pale buff wing bars. Underparts bright yellow. Bill 
rather large, tail somewhat graduated. 

Voice. Rapid “pwee pwee pwee pwee pwee” or a shorter series of lower 
notes, a quavering “pweeeeeeee.” (WJS, Panama) 

Distribution. Scrub and open woods. Keeps rather low. Takutu Mts., 
(McConnell Coll., BM) ; flaveola.

CRESTED DORADITO Pseudocolopteryx sclatert (458) 


Description. 314+”. Small, with bright yellow underparts. Erect blackish 
crest, lores and eyebrows brownish yellow, sides of head pale. Back dark 
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green with darker streaks. Wings and long tail (1%”) brown, 2 buffy 
wing bars. 

Distribution. Probably migrant from farther south. Open woodland, near 
water (DES, Trinidad). Abary R. (McConnell Coll., BM), Annai 
(Whitely, BM).

BEARDED TYRANNULET Polystictus pectoralis (459) 


Description. 4+”. Slaty white crest and semiconcealed crown patch, eye 
ring and conspicuous white mark above dusky lores. Back brown, shading 
to rufous on rump, wings and tail dark brown with rufous wing bars and 
pale edged rectrices. Throat (in male heavily streaked with dusky) and 
belly pale grayish buff, breast and sides rufous. Female has dull brown 
crest and sides of head, buffy throat, more rufescent underparts. 
Distribution. Marshy areas. Upper Takutu Mts. (McConnell Coll.), 
Annai (Whitely, 5 spec. AMNH) ; brevipennis.

Throat pale buff, underparts 
lemon yellow, except grayish sides. 

Distribution. Wooded savanna and forest edge (coastal mangroves in 
Surinam).

(type, Whitely, BM) ; caudata.

ELAENIA: Species: numerous. Identification: very difficult. Head loosely 
crested, sometimes conspicuously so, usually more or less concealed crown 
patch.

Widespread along entire 
coast (except in courida) and inland. Georgetown (parks and gardens), 
Buxton, Craig Village, Plaisance, Lamaha, coastal rivers, Koriabo, in- 
land to Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Rockstone, Wismar, Annai; flavo- 
gaster.

Also (Argentina) “tchk-too, preech-tuk,” very 
brief, two-parted, moderately high but throaty (WJS).

Georgetown (common, Quelch, 1925), Abary R., Upper Takutu 
and Merume Mts., Nappi Creek, Kanuku Mts. (Singh & Cope, Jan. 1960,

(McConnell, BM), Rockstone (CNHM), Merume Mts., Annai (Whitely, 
BM) (Paramakatoi RSS, BGM) ; cristata.

LESSER ELAENIA 1 Elaenia chiriquensis (--) 


Description. 6”. Resembles Yellow-bellied Elaenia, but smaller, shorter 
crest, and more slender, compressed bill. Less strongly marked below, 
breast and sides tinged olive, belly paler yellow. 

Voice. “Wheez,” “wheee,”’ “beezwee.” (EE, Panama) 
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Distribution. Open country: scrub, savanna, thin woods. Specimens from 
Bartica, Kamarang R., Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM) ; albivertex.

Description. 6—”. Concealed crown patch rufous. Upperparts browner 
than preceding.

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM), 
Membaro Creek (Phelps Coll.).

SIERRAN ELAENIA  Elaenia pallantangae (474) 


Description. 6”. Differs from other Elaenias in yellower underparts, 
brownish mottling on breast. 

Distribution. Forest openings. Specimen from Kamakusa (Whitely, 
BM) ; olivina.

FOREST ELAENIA Myiopagis gaimardii (478) 


Description. 5—”. Crown dark gray with concealed pale yellow patch. 
Upperparts, wings and tail olive, two conspicuous yellowish white wing 
bars. Throat white, breast gray indistinctly streaked yellow, rest of un- 
derparts clear yellow. 

Voice. Low, husky, soft, snoring call: “pree-eeee-o0-00,” rising in center, 
then falling slightly. (DES) 

Distribution. Woods and open country. Widespread throughout, from 
Georgetown (Botanic Gardens), Atkinson, Koriabo, coastal rivers, in- 
land to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Rockstone, Wismar, Quonga, 
Kanuku and Acary Mts.; guianensis.

SCRUB FLYCATCHER Sublegatus arenarum (--) 


Description. 534”. Bill black, broader, flatter than Elaenias, shortish 
crest, lores and eye ring whitish. Head and upperparts including wings 
and tail dusky brown, two dull wing bars, rectrices pale-tipped. Throat 
and breast pale gray contrasting with clear pale yellow of belly. 
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Distribution. Two types of habitat: mangroves and swamp, dry scrub 
and open forest. One specimen, Rockstone (March 19, 1939, Blake, 
CNHM) ; obscurior.

MOUSE-COLORED TYRANNULET Phaeomyias murina (467) 


Description. 5—”. Resembles preceding, but smaller, with pale super- 
ciliary, more conspicuous wing bars, much browner back, less contrast 
between breast and belly. Lower mandible pale. 

Voice. “Tih-tih,” “tih-peeee prih’ or “tih-peeee.’ (WJS, Brazil, 
Panama). Call “ik-ik,” “tit-tit-tit-tit-TIT-tittit” (NH). 

Distribution. Low to medium growth in scrubby areas. Widespread from 
Georgetown (Cemetery), Mabaruma, Buxton, Blairmont, coastal rivers, 
Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Annai; wagae.

SOUTHERN BEARDLESS FLYCATCHER 
Camptostoma obsoletum (469) 


Description. 414”. Back and pale-tipped tail olive green, crown and wings 
dusky, two white wing bars, throat white, underparts pale yellow. A slight 
crest like miniature Elaenia, twitches or cocks tail. Bill horn color above, 
pink at base below. 

Voice. Varied. ‘“Tch-tee-yk,” “tee-ir-it” repeated, followed by “tee, tee, 
tee, tee” or given alone, and often emphatic. “Tee-tyeeur,” “t-t-tpwheeee” 
(ascending), “teeyk” (WJS, Brazil, Peru). “Tee tiu tiv’ (DES, Trini- 
dad). An excited “chi-chi-chi, che-che-che” (Rff). 

Distribution. Forest edge and clearing, parkland (Botanic Gardens), 
wooded river edges. Usually fairly low in tree or shrub. Koriabo, Bartica, 
Arawai R., Rockstone, Potaro L; napaeum.

SOOTY-HEADED TYRANNULET PaAyllomyias griseiceps (466) 


Description. 4—”. Crown deep gray with fine dark shaft lines and 
moderate crest. Upper lores, narrow superciliary and cheeks white, 
dusky patches before and behind eye. Hindneck and back green, wings 
sooty brown, yellow feather edges. Tail darker brown, outer margins 
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olive. Throat pale yellow, breast and sides greenish to grayish olive, belly 
greenish yellow. 

Distribution. Woods and thickets. Specimens of this rather uncommon 
species from Bartica. (Whitely, Jan. 1884, BM and Beebe, July 1922, 
AMNB), Annai; pallidiceps.

SLENDER-FOOTED TYRANNULET Tyranniscus gracilipes (472) 


Description. 4”. Lores and eye ring yellowish white, crown gray, back 
olive. Wings brown, feather margins yellow, tail olive brown, edged 
olive. Whitish throat, ash gray chest, pale yellow belly. 

Distribution. Forest. Coastland (Craig Village), Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Anarica and Kamarang R’s., Potaro L, Acary Mts.; acer. 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


YELLOW-CROWNED TYRANNULET Tyrannulus elatus (470) 


Description. 4+”. Cap slaty black (or black feather tips), rest of head 
gray with yellow crown patch (often revealed, especially when calling) 
and dark eye stripe bordered by gray superciliary. Upperparts grayish 
olive, dusky tail and wings, latter with yellowish wing bars; underparts 
yellowish. Cheeks vary from whitish to gray or greenish yellow. Very 
small bill. 

Voice. Clear, rhythmic, oft repeated whistles, “dee-ee, deea” or “deh 
deea.” (EE, Panama). 

Distribution. Open woods and clearings. Koriabo (YPM), Bartica (Mc-

Throat whitish, underparts yellowish green, center belly 
lemon yellow. Very tiny. 

Distribution. Forest. Bartica, Kamarang R. (Whitely, BM), Kamakabra 
(McConnell, BM).

SEPIA-CAPPED FLYCATCHER Leptopogon amaurocephalus (464) 


Description. 544”. Crown and nape sepia brown, back olive green. Buffy 
wing bars on dusky brown wings, tail brown. Throat grayish, breast 
olivaceous, rest of underparts greenish yellow. Bill long and slender. 
Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM) and 
Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; obscuritergum. 


(Guatemala south to Colombia, Venezuela, SE Brazil, Peru, Bolivia, 
Paraguay, Argentina.) 


OCHRE-BELLIED FLYCATCHER 
Pipromorpha oleaginea (462 in part) 


Description. 5”. Upperparts rich olive green, dusky brown wings, coverts 
edged buffy, tail brown, rectrices edged olive. Throat grayish olive, upper 
breast olivaceous, lower breast and belly warm orange buff. 

Voice. “EeeeeeeR R R R” (NH). “Pip-pip-(pip) sque a a,” falling in 
Pircmande skit. (DES, Trinidad): 

Distribution. Forest, especially along streams. Two subspecies: wallace 
from Bartica, Rockstone, Tumatumari, Wismar, Kanuku Mts., intensa 
from Paruima M, Kamarang R. (Phelps Coll.)

McCONNELL’S FLYCATCHER 
Pipromorpha macconnelli (462, 463 in part) 


Description. 5”. Differs from preceding chiefly in lack of buffy edges to 
wing coverts and inner secondaries. *Montane form roraimae is more 
richly colored than lowland macconnelli, with olive green back, dull 
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orangy olive edges of wing and tail feathers. Throat and chest more 
strongly shaded olive, belly deeper yellow ocher.

SHARPBILL O-xyruncus cristatus (507) 


Description. 6”. Forehead and sides of face barred black and white, 
midcrown blackish with partly concealed orange to red crest, hindneck 
with dark collar. Upperparts green, wing coverts dark centered and pale 
edged, primaries and tail blackish, rectrices margined green and tipped 
white. Throat (barred dark gray) and underparts white with dark oval 
spots, sides and under tail coverts sulphur yellow. Bill long, narrow, 
sharply pointed. 

Distribution. Forest. Merume Mts., Kamarang R. (Whitely, AMNH) ; 
hypoglaucus. Acary Mts. (Blake 1938, CNHM), Pacaraima Mts. (RSS, 
1960, BGM) ; phelps. 


(Costa Rica, Panama, Venezuela, Brazil.) 


SWALLOWS (Hirundinidae)

WHITE-WINGED SWALLOW Tachycineta albiventer (555) 


Description. 5—”. Most of plumage glossy steel blue green; underparts, 
rump, tail coverts, large wing patch white, tail slightly forked. Imm: 
brown replaces blue green. 

Voice. Normally silent. 

Distribution. Rivers, waterfalls, conservancies, trenches along coast, 
savanna swamps, “most characteristic bird of inland waters’ (Blake, 
1938). Flies rather low and perches on stumps in rivers. Widespread from 
coast (occasional Georgetown), Blairmont, coastal rivers, Abary Savan- 
nas, New Amsterdam to Courantyne R., and inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Arawai, Aremu R., Rockstone, Potaro L, Rupununi R., New R. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


BROWN-CHESTED MARTIN Progne tapera (559) 


Description. 7”. Upperparts smoke brown, darker on wings and slightly 
forked tail. Throat and abdomen white, breast and sides (1) pale gray 
brown, or (2) darker, with well-defined pectoral band and round dark 
spots on mid-abdomen. Resembles giant Bank Swallow. 

Voice. Rolling “tweet-tweet.” Flight song “tweet-tweet-tweet- (repeated) 
tweeo-tweet.” 

Distribution. Usually near water, along rivers, savannas. P. t. tapera (1) 
presumably breed, Annai (Whitely, 1889, MCZ) ; P. t. fusca (2) breeds in 
S South America, migrates north; Georgetown, Ituribisi and Courantyne 
R’s., Bartica, Annai. Sight observations of species: occasional Atkinson, 
Wineperu (flocks in late March, DES, and August, NH and Rff), 
Berbice River (May-Sept., Young, who was puzzled by these “non- 
breeders.’’ ) 


(South America south to Bolivia and Argentina. Southern race migrates 
north to Panama.) 


PURPLE MARTIN Progne subis (557) 


Description. 8”. Male: head and body glossy blue black, wings and tail 
blackish brown. Female: hoary gray forehead, sometimes gray collar on 
neck, duller above than male. Dingy gray throat and breast with dusky 
streaking, whitish belly. 

Voice. Short, resonant “chu” or “chu chu”; sweet warbling or trilling 
song in flight. 

Distribution. Migrant from north, wintering? Specimens from Ituribisi 
and Supenaam R’s, Upper Takutu Mts. (McConnell, BM). Beebe’s 
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Georgetown specimen proved to be P. chalybea, female (AMNH). Davis 
(1954) reported this species in singles or small numbers at Mazaruni 
Station (adult males) in February, April, August-September. 


(Alaska to Gulf of Mexico; in migration Central America south to 
Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam.

[CARIBBEAN MARTIN  Progne dominicensis (--) 


Description. 8”. Male differs from preceding in having considerable medi- 
an white on belly. Females resemble those of following species. Descrip- 
tion of birds observed (Howe) indicates nominate P. d. dominicensis 
occurs as migrant or winter visitor along coast. P. cryptoleuca, Cuban 
Martin may also occur. Genus badly needs collecting, winter and migratory 
ranges little known. (EE, in I:tt.) 


(Breeds in Mexico, Cuba, Isle of Pines. West Indies. Tobago.) ] 


GRAY-BREASTED MARTIN 1Progne chalybea (558) 


Description. 7”. Male: upperparts glossy steel blue, wings and tail black- 
ish. Throat and breast gray brown, belly whitish. Female lacks gray fore- 
head of Purple Martin, whitish ring on hindneck and pale areas on side 
neck; less dusky streaking on underparts, belly whiter. 

Voice. Liquid “chilp” or ‘“tyup-tyop-tyoop.” Similar to Purple Martin, 
but no prolonged song noted. 

Distribution. Widespread from Georgetown (where it apparently nests 
on buildings), Atkinson, coastlands: Koriabo, Buxton, Bonasika and 
Abary R’s.; inland to Bartica, Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Wismar, Annai; 
chalybea. 


(Casual in Texas; Mexico south to Argentina, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


BLUE-AND-WHITE SWALLOW WNotiochelidon cyanoleuca (562) 


Description. 5”. Upperparts including head, sides of breast and under 
tail coverts glossy blue black. Wings and forked tail dusky black (under- 
wing coverts pale ash gray 1). Underparts white. Imm: ashy brown above, 
white below with brownish band on breast, sides and vent brown. 

Voice. Silent here. 

Distribution. Appears to be migratory in coastal areas; farms, rice, 
sugar cane and flooded fields (Apr.-Oct., NH). Migratory birds should 
be patagonica (1) from farther south. Specimens from Kamakusa ~ 
(Whitely, BM) Bartica (Beebe, 1916, AMNH) ; cyanoleuca. 


(Costa Rica south to Tierra del Fuego. Trinidad.) 
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WHITE-BANDED SWALLOW 4iticora fasciata (560) 


Description. 54%4+-”. Shining blue black except broad white band on lower 
breast. Imm: duller, with dusky underparts and whitish breast band. A 
slender, graceful swallow with rather deeply forked tail. 

Voice. Fine, buzzy “z-z-z-z-ee-eep” (DES). 

Distribution. Upper reaches of forested rivers. Widespread from Bartica, 
Kamarang and Kurupung R’s., Membaro Creek, to Merume and Ayan- 
ganna Mts. Sight observations, Rupununi R. and Wineperu, DES. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, and Matto Grosso, Brazil.) 


BLACK-COLLARED SWALLOW 4iticora melanoleuca (561) 


Description. 5%”. Glossy blue black above, white below with striking 
blue black chest band and under tail coverts. Deeply forked tail. Imm: 
brown replaces blue black of adult. 

Distribution. Forest rivers, especially near waterfalls. Locally distributed. 
Specimens from Ireng, Ituribisi, Arawai, Kamakabra, Makauria and 
New R’s. Sight observation Tumatumari. (NH) 


(Colombia, S Venezuela, Guianas, to Matto Grosso, E Brazil.) 


ROUGH-WINGED SWALLOW Stelgidopteryx ruficollis (564) 


Description. 5+”. Upperparts smoke brown, more blackish on wings and 
slightly forked tail, rump sometimes paler. Sides of head and throat light 
rufous, breast and sides more brownish, belly and under tail coverts yellow- 
ish white, secondaries with pale margins. 

Voice. Appears to be silent here. 

Distribution. Clearings in forest. Uncommon, Georgetown and coastland 
(Quelch, v.o.). Sight observations, Abary R., Atkinson; Wineperu, small 
flocks passing in March, 1963 (DES). Specimen Upper Takutu Mts. 
(McConnell, 1908, BM) ; cacabata. 


(S Canada to Bolivia and Argentina. Trinidad.) 


BANK SWALLOW Ribparia riparia (554) 


Description. 5”. Upperparts grayish brown, underparts white with distinct 
brown breast band. Lacks pale rump of preceding. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Specimens from Buxton 
(CNHM), Bartica (Whitely, BM; but not found in Beebe’s Coll., 
AMNBE). Sight observations, outskirts of Georgetown “over flooded

field with other swallows, May, October, but not common” (NH) ; Wine- 
peru (2-3, March 1964, DES). Blairmont “a few singly, March-May, 


August” (Young, 1929) and migrant April-May, Sept.-Oct., December

Asia.) 


BARN SWALLOW UHirundo rustica (556) 


Description. 6-714”. Adult: long, forked tail with large white dots form- 
ing a broken bar near tips. Blue black above, forehead, throat and center 
breast chestnut, otherwise pinkish to cinnamon buff below, belly whiter. 
Imm: outer rectrices hardly longer than others, duller, somewhat mottled, 
with dark breast band. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Common on coastal mud 
flats and along coast. Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont, Abary R. and 
savannas, Aremu R., inland to Bartica, Mazaruni Station (Aug.-May) ; 
erythrogaster. 


(World-wide. Subspecies winters Panama south to central Chile, N 
Argentina, Brazil.) 


JAYS (Corvidae) 


15”. Strong bills, one species with short crest. Rounded wings and rather 
long tails, strong legs. Gregarious, bold aggressive birds with loud, 
harsh calls. (2) 


VIOLACEOUS JAY Cvyanocorax violaceus (716) 


Description. 15”. Violet blue all over except black head, throat and breast, 
and narrow white band from nape to ear coverts. 

Distribution. Forest and openings. Kanuku Mts. (type, Schomburgk, 
Berlin M.) and Nappi Creek (same general area), Dec. 29, 1959, J. 
Cope, Earlham College (reports flocks to 10 common in area) ; violaceus. 


(Colombia, S Venezuela to NW Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


CAYENNE JAY Cvyanocorax cayanus (715) 


Description. 14”. Forepart of head, face, throat and foreneck black. Hind- 
crown, nape, moustacial streak white. Back and scapulars purplish smoke 
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brown, wings darker, tail purple, white-tipped. Breast and belly creamy 
white. 

Voice. Variety of yapping or crowing sounds, sometimes suggesting trogon 
or toucan, “chak,” “hyo”; “eeeah,” “weezh,” “shzeee”’ and a ringing, fluty 
“hu-hu-hu-hyoh,” last syllable lower (NH). Also a variety of trumpeting, 
wheezing calls, including a toucan-like “tiop-tiouw” (Rff). 

Distribution. Absent from coastal strip, ité swamp and manicole forest; 
generally distributed in wooded areas, visits fruit trees in towns and settle- 
ments. Atkinson, Koriabo, coastal rivers inland to Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Tumatumari, rivers and creeks in Roraima area, Rockstone, Wismar, 
Potaro L, to Ayanganna and Acary Mts. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil.) 


WRENS (Troglodytidae) 


4-9”, most 5+”. Bill rather slender, curved, medium to long. Most are 
soberly clad brownish birds, barred, streaked and/or spotted, especially 
on wings, tail and sides. Tail usually short, often held erect. Highly 
developed songsters. Solitary, weak flyers. One species (9”) suggests 
mockingbird more than wren. (9) 


BICOLORED WREN Campylorhynchus griseus (566) 


Description. 9+-”. One of the largest wrens; bill long, curved. Crown, 
nape, most of upperparts and stripe through eye dark brown; lower back, 
rump, wings, russet brown, primaries dark barred. Tail blackish brown, 
long white tips. Superciliary, throat and underparts creamy white. 

Voice. Low, chuckling throaty calls: “KRRRR,” “wawky tuck,” “chuckill- 
chuckill,” “ukoo-hyoh.” 

Distribution. Savannas, farm oases there, open woods, creek vegetation. 
Interior only: Schomburgk “savanna country,” Takutu R. and Upper 
Takutu Mts. (McConnell Coll., BM), Quonga (Whitely, 1887, BM), 
Marudi Mts. (Peberdy, 1938, formerly BGM), Manari (DES, 1964, 
MCZ) ; griseus. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil.) 


SHORT-BILLED MARSH WREN (Cistothorus platensis (569) 


Description. 4—”. Crown brown, tipped ashy. Mantle black, streaked pale 
buff. Wings, tail and under tail coverts brown, barred dusky. Underparts 
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whitish, sides dull cinnamon. Short, rather straight bill. 
Distribution. Grassy marshes. Annai (Whitely, July 1890, seen by Hell- 
mayr, whereabouts unknown) ; alticola. 


(E North America south through Panama, Colombia, N and W Vene- 
zuela, down the Andes to Tierra del Fuego. Falkland Islands.) 


CORAYA WREN Thryothorus coraya (568) 


Description. 6”. Top of head dull brown brightening to chestnut brown 
of back and rump, wings rufous brown, tail barred black and brown. Nar- 
row white superciliary and broad black moustacial streak, sides of head 
streaked black and white. Throat white, breast gray, rest of underparts 
bronzy brown (1) or sides rufous brown, belly paler (2). 

Voice. “He-SEEEO-cheee-cheee” (NH). Churring sound (Rff). 
Distribution. Forest edge and low secondary growth. Widespread, with 
Essequibo R. the dividing line; west is ridgwayt (1): Bartica, Ituribisi, 
Supenaam, Mazaruni, Kamarang R’s., Kamakabra, Merume and Ayan- 
ganna Mts. East of river is coraya (2): Rockstone (CNHM, AMNH), 
Wismar (AMNH). Sight observations of species Georgetown, Atkinson 
(NH). 


(South America to E Ecuador, E Peru, middle Amazonian Brazil.) 


BUFF-BREASTED WREN Thryothorus leucotis (567) 


Description. 544”. Crown, neck, back and wings rufous brown, latter 
barred dusky, tail black barred rufous. White eye ring and superciliary, 
dusky streak behind eye, sides of head streaked dusky. Throat and malars 
white, becoming buffy on breast and deepening to cinnamon buff on belly 
and sides. 

Voice. Low ‘“weehy-chuck-chuck” given repeatedly. 

Distribution. Woods and thickets. Coastland: Hyde Park, Craig Village, 
Blairmont, Garden of Eden, along canals, coastal rivers (Ituribisi, Supe- 
naam, Bonasika, Abary), inland to Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts.; albi- 
pectus. 


(Panama. South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


SOUTHERN HOUSE WREN Troglodytes musculus (570) 


Description. 5”. Lores and eyebrows pale buff, upperparts dull brown 
(male grayer), wings and tail barred black. Underparts pinkish buff, 
flanks more cinnamon.

Voice. Bubbling, gurgling phrases, much variation: “skip-skip-skip-skip- 
dyit-dyit-diddle-duut” ‘wee-chee-CHEEE-hyuo-hyuo.” Sings best Feb.- 
March. 

Distribution. Gardens (abundant in Georgetown Botanic Gardens, nests 
near center of city), open country and pastures. Absent from forest, 
though found in isolated clearings. Atkinson, Buxton, Craig Village, 
Blairmont, Upper Takutu Mts., Bartica, Koriabo, Paruima M, Rockstone, 
Marudi Mts., Annai; clarus. 


(Mexico to most of South America, Tierra del Fuego. West Indies. 
Trinidad, etc.) 


WHITE-BREASTED WOOD-WREN Henicorhina leucosticta (572) 


Description. 4—”. Tail very short, bill straight and slender. Crown and 
hindneck black, long white superciliary, cheeks streaked black and white, 
this extending onto neck. Back rufous, wings and tail rufous brown barred 
black. Throat, breast and midbelly white, sides of breast gray, flanks 
chestnut. 

Voice. Reeling “whis-issis-wheel-heel-heel.” Call ‘“ch-ch-ch-ch-ch-ch” 
(NH). Churring and “chep-chep-chep-chep .. .” (Rff). 

Distribution. Fairly common in forest. Along rivers (Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Bonasika, Makauria, Arawai, Takutu) to Bartica, Kamakusa, Kama- 
rang R., Merume Mts., Potaro L, Tumatumari; leucosticta. 


(Mexico to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


WING-BANDED WREN Microcerculus bambla_ (574) 


Description. 4+”. Very short tail, longish bill. Head and upperparts 
rufous brown, spotted and barred dusky, wings and tail blackish, contrast- 
ing white band on wing coverts. Throat ash gray, breast and belly darker, 
flanks and under tail coverts chestnut, entire underparts finely barred with 
wavy black lines. 

Distribution. Forest. Fairly widespread from Supenaam, Bonasika, Ma- 
kauria R’s, Bartica, Kamakusa, Mazaruni R., Paruima M, Kamakabra, 
Potaro L and Acary Mts.; bambla. 


(Venezuela, French Guiana, Brazil, Ecuador.) 


FLUTIST WREN Microcerculus ustulatus (575) 


Description. 4”. Chestnut brown above, wings and tail dusky, wing co- 
verts and remiges edged chestnut, tail mottled rufous brown. Lores and 
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sides of head somewhat paler than back, throat tawny, breast and belly 
coffee brown with dark feather edges giving scaly look. In general very 
plain colored. 

Distribution. Mountain forest. Specimen from Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, 
BM) ; ustulatus. 


(Venezuela. ) 


ORGAN (MUSICIAN) WREN Cyphorhinus arada_ (573) 


Description. 5”. Forehead, forecrown, superciliary and nape rufous. Up- 
perparts tawny brown, collar on hindneck black with white spots. Wings 
and tail ruddy brown, barred black. Throat and upper breast bright 
rufous, rest of underparts dark ruddy brown. 

Voice. Short, simple phrases of remarkable organlike quality. (v.o.) 
Distribution. Forest. Very widespread, often heard but seldom seen. 
Coastal rivers, from Pomeroon east, Bartica, Kamarang R., and most 
inland collecting points, to Marudi, Merume, Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; 
arada. 

(Guianas, Venezuela, NE Brazil. Some authors include birds from Hon- 
duras to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil, EE.) 


MOCKINGBIRDS (Mimidae) 


9-10”. Strong medium curved bill, long tail, short or rounded wings. 
Usually gray or brown, with white areas on wings and lateral tail 
feathers. Good songsters, and sometimes mimics. Found near ground in 
dense brush and low trees, where they feed on small insects and fruit. 
Bulky, open or globular nests placed in bushes or low trees. (2) 


TROPICAL MOCKINGBIRD Mimus gilvus (576) 


Description. 10”. Palish gray above, wings and tail darker, wing coverts 
and flight feathers narrowly margined white, rectrices broadly tipped 
white. Dark stripe through eye, eyebrow and underparts grayish white. 
Voice. Song: rather musical phrases of 2-3 syllables, oft repeated. Calls: 
“chung” and froglike notes. (v.o.) 

Distribution. Interior highlands, uncommon on coastal plain. Scattered 
clumps of vegetation. Atkinson (around buildings), St. Cuthbert’s, com- 
pound at Wineperu, Upper Takutu Mts., Mazaruni and Abary R’s., inter- 
mediate and Great Savannas, Annai, Kanuku Mts.; melanopterus. 


(Mexico to Brazil. Lesser Antilles, S Caribbean Is., Dutch West Indies. 
Trinidad. ) 
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BLACK-CAPPED MOCKINGTHRUSH 
Donacobius atricapillus (577) 


Description. 9—”. Crown, nape, face and hindneck black, back coffee 
brown, rump and tail coverts rufous. Wings and tail darker brown, base 
of flight feathers white, graduated tail broadly tipped white (except central 
pair). Throat and underparts warm orange yellow. 
Voice. Loud, churring “CHRRRRRRR,” harsh “eee-etch,” rapid “uk-kuk- 
kuk-kuk-kuk” (to 16 syllables), ringing, musical “hweuy-hweuy-hweuy 
. ,’ slower, to 8 syllables, each slurred upward. Song best in April, 
Georgetown. 
Distribution. Widespread in variety of habitats, especially coastal area. 
Usually concealed in undergrowth: irrigation ditches in cane fields, edges 
of manicole and ité swamps, savannas, rivers, marshes, sometimes dry 
scrub. Georgetown (Botanic Gardens along Lamaha), Blairmont, Buxton, 
Atkinson, coastal rivers, Abary Savannas; inland Bartica, Upper Takutu 
Mts. ; atricapillus. 


(Panama south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Paraguay, Argentina. ) 


THRUSHES (Turdidae) 


6-944”. Slender-billed, small to medium in size. Usually dull in color 
(brown, black, olive, etc.), most young with spotted plumage. Terres- 
trial to arboreal songbirds, noted for fine voices. Found in grassland, 
forest clearings or dense tropical forest. (11) 


[YELLOW-LEGGED THRUSH Platycichla flavipes (578) 


Description. 9+”. Narrow yellow eye ring and yellow legs. Male: head, 
breast, wings and tail glossy black, contrasting with blue gray back and 
belly. Female: gray brown replaces black of male; whitish throat streaked 
dark, breast paler brown than back, belly dirty white. 

Distribution. Species has been confused with P. leucops below, and as- 
cribed to country. Nearest known specimens are from Mt. Roraima; 
polionota. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil to Argentina. Trinidad.) ] 


PALE-EYED THRUSH Platycichla leucops (580) 


Description. 8—”. Male: glossy blue black, iris whitish or yellow, bill 
and feet yellow. Female: upperparts, wings and tail dark olive brown, 
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sides of head, upper breast and body somewhat paler, rest of underparts 
pale gray. Iris brown, bill black, feet yellow brown. 

Distribution. Montane forest. Specimens Merume Mts., Kamarang R. 
(Whitely, BM). 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


BLACK-HOODED THRUSH Turdus olivater (581) 


Description. 914”. Head and throat black; upperparts including wings 
olive brown, tail blackish. Breast and abdomen grayish buff. Bill dusky 
brown. Female: upperparts olive brown, underparts dull buff, throat 
slightly streaked, under wing coverts dull cinnamon. 

Distribution. Montane forest. Specimen Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM) ; 
roraimae. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, NW Brazil.) 


PALE-BREASTED THRUSH Turdus leucomelas (584) 


Description. 914”. Upperparts, wings and tail dull brown, head and back 
of neck grayer, auriculars streaked pale. Throat white streaked brown, 
breast and sides pale grayish buff, center abdomen and under tail coverts 
white. Under wing coverts and edges of flight feathers bright rufous. 
Voice. Medium low, throaty: “krrrk-krrrk-krrrk” or “itch-itch-itch” ; 
a harsh, grating “zit-zit-zit.’ Song variable: “eeoh-hauh-eeoh-heuh,” 
“hyuuwitt hyuuwitt.” (NH). Resembles that of T. fumigatus (Rf). 
Distribution. Widespread and common, especially in coastland: forest 
edges, plantations, near habitations. Georgetown, Atkinson, Buxton, Craig 
Village, Koriabo, coastal rivers, Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts., Rockstone, 
Bat Mt., Annai, Quonga, Rupununi R; albiventer. 


(South America to Brazil, Paraguay, Peru.) 


BLACK-BILLED THRUSH Turdus ignobilis (586, 587) 


Description. 8-9”. Bill black, generally dusky olive brown, wings and 
tail darker, breast and sides paler, belly grayer than upperparts. Throat 
whitish, streaked dark; axillars and under wing coverts pale cinnamon (1) 
or axillars gray, under wing coverts yellow buff; upperparts more grayish 
(2): 

Distribution. Somewhat larger highland race murinus (1) Merume 
Mts., Arawai R. (McConnell, Whitely, BM). Lowland race arthuri (2) 
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Abary and Makauria R’s. (McConnell, BM). Paramakatoi subs. undeter- 
mined (RSS, 1960, BGM). 


(South America, to N Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


PALE-VENTED (COCOA) THRUSH Turdus fumigatus (582, 583) 


Description. 9”. Generally rufous brown, paler below. Throat whitish, 
streaked dusky, center belly whitish. 

Voice. Loud ‘wheeo-wheeo-wheeo,” falling in pitch; calls “tuck” or 
“chuck.” 

Distribution. Forest, usually interior. Occasional Georgetown, Koriabo, 
Ituribisi, Supenaam, Abary R’s, Upper Takutu Mts., Bartica, Kamakusa, 
Mazaruni R., Mt. Twek-quay. Sight record Nappi, in Kanukus (NH) ; 
fumigatus. 


(Costa Rica to W Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Brazil. Trinidad.) 


BARE-EYED THRUSH Turdus nudigems (585) 


Description. 914”. Bare skin around eye orange yellow. Generally olive 
brown, paler below, wings and tail somewhat darker. Streaked throat, 
lower belly and under tail coverts whitish. 

Voice. Catlike mewing “meeayoo”; song “tooray-too-too.” 
Distribution. Forest borders, clearings, gardens. Specimens Quonga 
(1887, Whitely, BM). Sight observations Atkinson (uncommon, NH, 
DES) Lethem, Waranambo, Nappi (same observers) ; nudigenis. 


(South America to W Ecuador, NW Peru, NE Brazil. Lesser Antilles. 
Trinidad. ) 


WHITE-NECKED THRUSH Turdus albicollis (588) 


Description. 8”. Olive brown above, wings darker, tail dusky. Throat 
white, boldly streaked black, flashing white patch on lower foreneck 
contrasting with pale olive brown underparts. Bill and legs yellowish. 
Voice. Calls: “tuk,” “chackackack” (NH). Slow, mournful song in 
minor key, notes in pairs. (DES). 

Distribution. Forest. Widespread from Georgetown, Ituribisi, Demarara, 
Kamakabra, Aremu, Kurupung R’s., Bartica, Wineperu, Kamakusa, 
Tumatumari; Bat, Merume and Ayanganna Mts., Nappi; phaeopygus. 
Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938); potteaut. Some old specimens taken east of 
Essequibo may be this form. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Paraguay, Argentina. 
Trinidad. ) 
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RUFOUS-BROWN SOLITAIRE Myadestes leucogenys (579) 


Description. 8+”. Bill wide at base, somewhat hooked, tail medium long. 
Head and upperparts dark rufous brown, tail paler. Throat pale rufous; 
foreneck, breast, sides rust brown (latter sometimes dusky brown), belly 
grayish with yellow buff flanks and cinnamon under tail coverts. 
Distribution. Montane forest. :Merume Mts. (type, Whitely, BM); 
Kamarang R., Bat Mt. (2 formerly in BGM, destroyed 1945 fire) ; 
gularis. 


(Venezuela, W Ecuador, Peru, SE Brazil.) 


GRAY-CHEEKED THRUSH Aylocichla minima (590) 


Description. 6-7”. Dull gray brown to olive brown above, gray cheeks, 
eye ring hardly visible. Breast rather heavily spotted dusky on white, sides 
grayish. 

Distribution. Forest. Winter visitor from North America. Bartica, Feb. 
2, 1882, Kamarang R., Mar. 29, 1882 (Whitely, BM), “BG,” (McConnell, 
BM) ; minima. 


(Winters south to Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Peru.) 


VEERY Aylocichla fuscescens (589) 


Description. 614-714”. Uniform cinnamon brown or tawny from head to 
tail. Least spotted of these migrant thrushes, indistinct spots on buffy 
breast, otherwise white below. 
Distribution. Winter visitor from North America. Kamakusa (coll. April 
12, Whitely, BM) ; fuscescens. 


(Winters south to Colombia, Venezuela, S Central Brazil.) 


GNATCATCHER, GNATWREN 
(Sylviidae ) 


4-5”. Gnatcatchers are tiny, slender, active birds of woodland, often 
cocking or twitching long, graduated tails, wings drooping. Long 
slender, pointed bills. Squeaky, wheezy call and song. Gnatwrens are 
small, long-billed birds of underbrush, with soft trilled whistles all on 
one note. (3) 
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GUIANAN GNATCATCHER Polioptila guianensis (--) 


Description. 4+”. Male: upperparts, including crown and cheeks black- 
ish blue gray, narrow white eye ring. Tail black, at least three outer 
rectrices almost entirely white. Chin and throat white, breast dark gray, 
abdomen and under tail coverts pure white. Female: paler, with white 
superciliary. 

Distribution. Interior forests. Potaro L (1913, Miller & Igleseder, 
AMNH). Sight observation: small flock, Kamarang Point, Mar. 18, 
1961, DES; guianensis. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


TROPICAL GNATCATCHER Polioptila plumbea (505) 


Description. 4”. Black crown and nape (gray in female), white auric- 
ulars, upperparts blue gray, wings black with white-edged remiges. Tail 
black, less white on outer rectrices than preceding. Cheeks, throat and 
underparts white or whitish. 

Voice. ‘““Wee-eee-eee” or “weehy-eehy-eehy.” Lisping “swee-soowee, swee- 
soowee.” Call “sweeee” or nasal mewing “HEES.” (NH) Soft, chippering 
“ne-e-e-e-ee,” high pitched. (DES). 

Distribution. Savannas, dry scrub, light forest. Fairly common near 
coast and on Great Savannas. Atkinson, Garden of Eden (manicole 
forest), Bonasika, Abary and Berbice R’s., Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga, 
Annai, Rupununi R., Karanambo (female seen, 1964, DES) ; innotata. 


(S Mexico south to W Ecuador, NW Peru, E and N Brazil.) 


LONG-BILLED GNATWREN Ramphocaenus melanurus (376) 


Description. 5”. Slender, with long bill (1+”), short wings, long tail 
(134”). Head and hindneck dull rufous, rest of upperparts brownish gray, 
tail blackish, outer feathers white-tipped. Throat white, underparts cin- 
namon buff. Opens and flirts tail. 

Voice. Rapid, lengthy trill, high-pitched: ‘“chik-chik-chik-ch-ch-ch-chik.” 
Distribution. Openings and borders of interior forest, second growth 
woodland and tangles, especially about fallen trees. Climbs around shrubs 
and lower branches like warbler. Fairly widespread from Ituribisi and 
Supenaam R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Great Falls D, Tumatumari, Arawai 
and Quonga R’s; albiventrts. 


(Mexico south to Brazil, E Ecuador, E Peru. Trinidad.) 
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PIPITS (Motacillidae) 


5”. Small, streaked terrestrial birds with long tails which wag continu- 
ously. Walk or run rather than hop, on damp or dry open ground. (1) 


YELLOWISH PIPIT Anthus lutescens (614) 


Description. 5+”. Streaked, sparrow-like plumage. Upperparts pale 
brown, streaked black; superciliary, eye ring, throat and underparts pale 
yellow, streaked blackish. Outer tail feathers white. Slender-billed bird, 
walks and runs on ground in open areas. 

Voice. High-pitched flight call “seep,” “tsup” or “it-tsee-tip.” Song, given 
on ground “tz-nz-nz-nz”’ or “tn’s-tn’s-tn’s-tnn ZZZZZZ,” nasal, rather 
thin and uttered repeatedly. 

Distribution. Rough, moist pasture land, savannas. Small colony May, 
1960 Belair (NH; spec. RSS, BGM), Blairmont, Buxton, Abary R., 
Demerara, Merume, Marudi Mts., Annai, Rupununi R., Manari. Two 
subspecies are involved: abariensis, lutescens; specimens need to be 
re-examined. 


(W Panama to Bolivia, Argentina, coast of N Chile, S Peru.) 


PEPPERSHRIKE (Cyclarhidae) 


6+”. Resembles vireo, but more heavily built with large head and power- 
ful, hooked bill. Neotropical, in open woodland and second growth. (1) 


RUFOUS-BROWED PEPPERSHRIKE Cyclarhis gujanensis (601) 


Description. 6+”. Short, stout bill, hooked and arched. Head and neck 
gray, conspicuous long superciliary rufous chestnut. Upperparts bright 
green, throat and breast greenish yellow, belly whitish. 

Voice. ‘“A-whee-wheehy-hu,” ‘“wirowee-wirraweee”’ (NH). “Too-too- 
wheet-ter-too,” clear notes, repeated incessantly, or “wheeu wheeu wheeu 
...” (suggesting Veery to northern ears), each section falling in pitch. 
(DES) irinr) 

Distribution. High forest and clearings. Upper Takutu (McConnell, 
BM) and Kanuku Mts. (Fowler-Cope-Singh, 1960, BGM), Yuruani R. 
Sight observations Atkinson, Potaro Road “72” (NH) ; gujanensis. 


(Mexico south to Bolivia, Argentina, SE Brazil. Trinidad.) 
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SHRIKE-VIREO (Vireolaniidae ) 


6”. Included in Vireonidae by some authorities, differ from typical 
vireos in heavier bill, hooked at tip. (1) 


SLATY-CAPPED SHRIKE-VIREO Smaragdolanius leucotis (600) 


Description. 6”. Crown, nape and face blue gray. Forehead, superciliary 
and spot below eye bright yellow, lower ear coverts white. Back, wings, 
tail, sides of body olive green; rest of underparts bright golden yellow. 

Distribution. Top of forest trees, very difficult to see. Specimens from 
widely scattered areas: Ituribisi and Kamakabra kR’s, Bartica, Merume 
Mts. (BM), Tumatumari (AMNH), Acary Mts. (Blake, CNHM) ; 


leucotis. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, W Brazil.) 


VIREOS (Vireonidae) 


414-644”. Small and plain colored, some with conspicuously hooked 
bills. Primarily birds of thicket or second growth, though some inhabit 
tall trees. Search under tree leaves for insect food; pendant, cup-shaped 
nests, suspended from forks of branches. 

Greenlets are Neotropical, often associating with mixed flocks in the 
jungle. (8) 


RED-EYED VIREO Vireo olivaceus (593) 


Description. 6+”. Gray crown with black-bordered white stripe over eye. 
Upperparts dull olive green, underparts white with olive flanks and slight 
yellow tinge on under tail coverts. 

Voice. Monotonous series of abrupt phrases: ‘““Who are you? —I see you. 
— Do you see me? — Where are you?” These are separated by pauses, 
vary slightly, repeated interminably. (v.o.,,. DES) 

Distribution. Forest. Migrant from north, winters. Specimens Ituribisi 
R. (McConnell, BM), Buxton (PMY), Kabaimata and Paruima M 
(Phelps Coll.). Howe considered this form fairly well distributed and 
common in Georgetown (Promenade Garden, Cemetery, Thomas Lands) ; 
olivaceus. 


(Winters in South America to Colombia, Venezuela, Peru, S Brazil.) 
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VIREOS 
CHIVI VIREO Vireo chivi (594) 


Description. 544”. Crown clear gray, contrasting with bright yellowish 
green upperparts, superciliary like preceding. Underparts white tinged 
green on lower belly, under wing and under tail coverts bright yellow. 
Similar to preceding, probably not definitely separable in field except by 
voice. Measurements (for banders): V. chivi, wing 64-77, 9th primary 
shorter than 6th, usually shorter than 5th. V. olivaceus, wing 73-85, 9th 
primary usually distinctly longer than 6th. (EE). 

Voice. Similar to Red-eyed Vireo, but more 2-note phrases, “chee-wee” 
or “chee-wit” (v.o.). Phrase suggesting Pale-breasted Spinetail’s “whit- 
tee’ is distinctive (DES). 

Distribution. Resident vividior, Bartica, Kamarang R., Kamakusa, Upper 
Takutu Mts., Annai. Migrant from south (nominate chivi) probably 
widespread. V. chivi group is included in olivaceus by some authorities. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, NE Brazil, Guianas. Trinidad; vividior. Southern 
population, chivi, breeds throughout most of South America and migrates 
north to N South America. ) 


BLACK-WHISKERED VIREO Vireo altiloquus (592) 


Description. 61%”. Differs from preceding principally in inconspicuous 
narrow black whisker marks outlining white throat. Larger, crown more 
greenish (like back), underparts more grayish white, tinged dull yellow, 
especially under tail coverts. 

Voice. Resembles Red-eyed Vireo’s; 1-4 notes, usually 3, strongly ac- 
cented: “whip-Tom-KELLY” etc. (v.o.) 

Distribution. Winter resident (breeding form from Greater Antilles) : 
Ituribisi R., Bartica (McConnell, Whitely, Beebe, AMNH), Kamakusa, 
Paruima M (Phelps Coll.) ; altiloquus. 


(Breeds in Florida and West Indies. Winters south to Panama, Vene- 
zuela, N Brazil. Trinidad.) 


LEMON-CHESTED GREENLET Aylophilus thoracicus (595) 


Description. 5”. Nape and crown tinged gray, otherwise yellowish green 

above, including face. Band across foreneck and breast lemon yellow, 

throat and underparts pale gray, indistinct broken breast band greenish. 

Iris white. 

Voice. Thin, monotonous, usually 6 syllables: “wishy-wichy-wichy-whichy 
.’ not as loud as Cinereous-headed Greenlet. 

Distribution. Forest, usually along streams: Ituribisi, Supenaam, Abary, 
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Makauria, Kamarang R’s., Bartica (McConnell, Beebe, AMNH), Koriabo 
(YPM), Rockstone (CNHM), Tumatumari (AMNH). Sight observa- 
tion Atkinson (NH) ; griseiventris. 


(South America south to Bolivia, SE Brazil.) 


TEPUI GREENLET JAylophilus sclatert (598) 


Description. 5”. Forehead and lores clay color, crown and nape slate 
gray, cheeks paler. Back rather pale green, wings, upper tail coverts and 
tail mouse gray. Throat pale buff bordered buffy yellow, midbreast deep 
warm yellow, center belly whitish, sides of body greenish. 

Distribution. Montane forest. Specimens from Kamakusa, Mt. Twek-quay 
(Whitely, BM). 


(Venezuela, N Brazil.) 


BUFF-CHEEKED GREENLET JAylophilus muscicapinus (597) 


Description. 444+”. Crown and nape dark ash gray; forehead, lores, 
superciliary rufescent, face and throat deep buff. Back, wings, tail yellow- 
ish green, breast and sides pale ash gray, belly whitish, under tail coverts 
yellowish. 

Distribution. Forest. Apparently not very common, though widely dis- 
tributed. Ituribisi, Supenaam R., Bartica (McConnell, Whitely, Beebe), 
Aremu R., Kamakusa, Tumatumari, Potaro L, Marudi Mts. (BGM), 
Acary Mts. (CNHM) ; muscicapinus. 


(Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


TAWNY-CROWNED GREENLET Aylophilus ochraceiceps (599) 


Description. 444+”. Forecrown dull rufous (1) or dull buffy yellow (2). 
Hindneck, back and wings olive, tail ruddy olive brown. Throat and 
center abdomen grayish white (1), or primrose yellow (2), breast and 
sides olive. 

Distribution. Forest. Paruima M, Phelps Coll.; ferruginetfrons (1). Ituri- 
bisi, Supenaam, Makauria and Aremu R’s., Bartica, Kamakusa, Tuma- 
tumari, Wismar, Acary Mts.; luteifrons (2). 


(S Mexico to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil.) 


CINEREOUS-HEADED GREENLET Hylophilus pectoralis (596) 


Description. 414”. Differs from Lemon-chested Greenlet by: entire crown 
and face pale ash gray; warbler green upper tail coverts; tail, wing 
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edgings, shafts of rectrices dark. Also yellow on breast brighter and more 
extensive, belly white. Dumpy, short-tailed bird suggesting White-eyed 
Vireo to Northerners. 

Voice. Monotonous but pleasing series: “a-wirra-wirra-wirra-wirrawoo,” 
falling at end, or rolling “weedlee-weedly-weedly-weedly-weedly” (NH). 
Call a wheezy “jee” (Rff). 

Distribution. Scrubby borders and bush. Widespread along coast: 
Georgetown (Botanic Gardens, Cemetery), Atkinson, Buxton; Supenaam, 
Bonasika, Abary R’s., inland Bartica, Annai, Quonga. 


(Guianas, Brazil.) 


WOOD-WARBLERS (Parulidae) 


414-514". Birds with slender, pointed bills, often brightly colored 
(though North American migrants are usually in dull winter plumage). 
Inhabit all strata from ground, grasses and low bushes to treetops; 
found in forest, swamp and scrub where they feed on insects and fruit. 


(13) 


PROTHONOTARY WARBLER Protonotaria citrea (--) 


Description. 514”. Head, neck and breast deep golden to orange yellow, 
rest of underparts yellow. Back olive green, wings and tail blue gray, all 
but central rectrices with white inner webs. Female paler and duller. 
Distribution. Migrant from North America, where found in wooded 
swamps. Two specimens: Georgetown, Oct. 1951, J. Allen; Pacaraima 
Mts., winter 1960, RSS, both BGM. 


(Winters from S Mexico to Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam, Ecuador. 
Trinidad. ) 


TROPICAL PARULA 9 Parula pitiayumi (602) 


Description. 414”. Small gray blue warbler with bright yellow to burnt 
orange throat and breast, broad black stripe separating blue crown from 
yellow throat (male only) ; two white wing bars, olive green patch on 
upper back. 

Voice. Buzzy trill, climbs up scale and drops abruptly on last note; 
“zeeeeeeeeee-up.” Trill sometimes preceded by three slower notes: “zh-zh- 
Ze VCOa) 

Distribution. Forest, edges, thickets. Chubb’s records (P. p. roraimae) 
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are from Roraima, Venezuela, but Blake collected 2, Oct. 1, 1938, Acary 
Mts., extending known range of elegans 200 miles east. (CNHM) Two, 
BGM, Marudi Mts., destroyed in 1945 fire. 


(S Texas to Colombia, Venezuela, S Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina, Bolivia. 
Trinidad. ) 


YELLOW WARBLER Dendroica petechia (603) 


Description. 444”. Crown and underparts bright golden yellow, male 
with chestnut streaks on breast. Upperparts olive yellow, wings and tail 
browner with bright yellow feather edges on wings and inner margins of 
rectrices. Female duller, lacks breast streaks. 


Voice. Call: an insistent “chick-chick.” Seldom sings here, but heard in 
Georgetown Cemetery (Sept. 29, 1960) “weet-weet-weet-weet-wih-sissy- 
seet” (NH). Cheerful bright “tsee-tsee-tsee-tsee-ti ti wee” (v.o. on breed- 
ing grounds). 

Distribution. Common migrant from North America (Aug. 31, Rff), 
September-early April, in open coastal areas, clearings, parks, gardens, 
city streets. Quelch thought it occurred in Georgetown all year. Atkinson, 
Blairmont, Koriabo, Abary and Berbice R’s., Bartica, Mazaruni Station, 
Kamakabra, Rockstone, Great Falls D. There is some confusion about 
subspecies, usually recorded as aestiva, called “brewsteri” by Zimmer. 


(Breeds in North America, also West Indies, coastal mangroves of 
Middle and N South America, Galapagos Is. Middle American and 
West Indian birds sometimes regarded as different species from migra- 
tory North American D. aestiva group. EE) 


BLACKPOLL WARBLER Dendroica striata (604) 


Description. 5+”. Fall plumage, as usually seen: olive green above, back 
streaked black, pale wing bars, underparts dingy yellowish, faintly 
streaked, white under tail coverts. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America, winters. Specimens Kama- 
rang R. (Whitely) ; Paramakatoi (RSS, 1960), Nappi. (Singh, Cope 
1960), both BGM. Not uncommon: 3 observed Feb. 17, 1964, Atkinson 
(DES). 


(Winters south to Ecuador, Peru, Chile, W Brazil. Migrates through 
and nests on some Caribbean Islands.) 
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NORTHERN WATERTHRUSH  Seturus noveboracensis (605) 


Description. 5-6”. Upperparts, wings and tail brown. Superciliary and 
underparts pale yellowish; throat, breast and sides streaked dark. Walks 
along water’s edge or forest floor teetering like Spotted Sandpiper. 
Voice. Call a distinctive “chink-chink.” 

Distribution. Migrant from North America, winters, November-March. 
Terrestrial, usually swamps, edges of estuaries, mangroves. More com- 
mon along coast: Georgetown, canals and courida. Arunamai, Ituribisi, 
Bonasika, Abary, Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, Kamakabra, Rockstone. Should 
be collected as another race, notabilis, with white superciliary may also 
occur ; noveboracensis. 


(Winters south to Ecuador, Peru, Trinidad. Curacao.) 


MASKED YELLOWTHROAT Geothlypis aequinoctialis (605) 


Description. 5+”. Blue gray crown, broad black cheek patch and band 
across forehead. Upperparts bright olive green, underparts bright yellow, 
sides olive. Female lacks black mask and blue gray crown. 

Voice. Calls “chweet,” “ti-ti-teet.” Song a monotonous series, about 11 
notes: “hya-hya-hya-hya-hya-hya. .. .” 

Distribution. Marshy areas. Widespread from Georgetown (Conservan- 
cies, sugar cane trenches), Buxton, Blairmont, Mabaruma, Bonasika, 
Abary, Yuruani R’s., Bartica, Upper Takutu Mts.; aequinoctialis. 


(W Panama south through much of South America. Trinidad.) 


ROSE-BREASTED CHAT  Granatellus pelzelni (607) 


Description. 414+”. Male: crown, face, band on throat, and tail black. 
Upperparts, including tail coverts slate blue. Line behind eye and sides 
of throat white, breast and center belly rose red, latter separated from 
gray flanks by silky white line. Female: crown like back; sides of face, 
line over eye and throat warm buff, breast and belly duller than in male. 
Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Ituribisi, Supenaam, Mazaruni 
R’s., Kamakusa (McConnell and Whitely, BM), Bartica 3 (Beebe, 1916, 
1922, AMNH) ; pelzelni. 


(Venezuela, Surinam, Brazil, N Bolivia.) 


AMERICAN REDSTART  Setophaga ruticilla (608) 


Description. 5-+”. Male: mostly black; wing bars, patches either side 
upper breast, and color outlining black T in tail bright orange red; 
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belly white. Female and imm: orange red replaced by yellow, chiefly olive 
brown above, whitish underparts. Moves constantly, droops wings, spreads 
tail fanwise. 

Voice. Loud “chip” or “chick” call. 

Distribution. Migrant from North America (in autumn, Quelch), winter- 
ing. Forest. Specimens from Bartica (McConnell, 1911, BM; not in 
Beebe Coll., AMNH). “Demerara,” formerly BGM, recorded as tricolora. 
S.r. ruticilla also occurs, according to Phelps, 1963. 


(Winters south to Ecuador, N Brazil, except French Guiana. Trinidad. ) 


SLATE-THROATED REDSTART Myioborus miniatus (609) 


Description. 5%”. Male: forehead, edges of chestnut crown, and throat 
black. Cheeks and upperparts dark gray, tail black with white-tipped 
outer feathers. Foreneck warm deep yellow, breast and belly golden 
yellow. Female: black of head replaced by slate, underparts paler. 

Distribution. Forest. Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely), Kamarang R. (Whitely, 
BM), Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams Exp. 1960, BGM); verti- 


calis. 


(Mexico south to Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, 
Bolivia. ) 


BROWN-CAPPED REDSTART Myioborus brunniceps (610) 


Description. 544+”. Crown chestnut, upperparts, wings and tail blackish 
brown, outer rectrices white. Underparts yellow, throat and foreneck 
deeper, warmer tone. . 

Distribution. Forest. Mt. Twek-quay on Kamarang R. (Whitely, 
AMNH) ; Bartica (Beebe, May 19, 1916, AMNH) ; castaneicapillus. 


(Venezuela, Argentina, Bolivia, NW Brazil.) 


TWO-BANDED WARBLER Basileuterus bivittatus (611) 


Description. 514”. Center crown orange rufous bordered black, pale line 
from bill to eye, and dark line through it. Cheeks, back, wings and tail 
olive green. Underparts yellow, dusky band across breast, tail yellow on 
underside. | 

Distribution. Whitely specimens, Merume Mts. (BM) and Mt. Twek- 
quay (AMNH) and Bartica, Beebe Coll., May 10, 1916 (AMNH). 
Hellmayr, 1935 said of this record “undoubtedly erroneous . . . strictly 
confined to the subtropical zone”; roraimae. 


(Venezuela, Argentina, Bolivia, Peru.) 
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GOLDEN-CROWNED WARBLER Basileuterus culicivorous (612) 


Description. 5”. Center crown yellow to orange, bordered black, super- 
ciliary whitish, black stripe through eye. Rest of head and upperparts 
grayish olive, wings and tail browner. Underparts bright yellow. 
Voice. “Deer-deer-deer-dee-REE,” rising in pitch (DES, Trin.). 
Distribution. Forest. Specimen from Annai (Whitely, Hellm. VIII: 
501). Sight observations of Basileuterus at Blairmont (Young, 1929) 
and specimen from Atkinson, Howe and Ashcroft, Aug. 1961 (given to 
BGM, but not found there, DES, 1965) may belong here; segrex. 


(N Mexico south through much of South America, except French 
Guiana and Surinam. Trinidad. ) 


RIVER WARBLER Basileuturus rivularis (613) 


Description. 514”. Superciliary and cheeks rufous, dark line through eye. 
Crown blackish gray, hindneck and back olive green, wings brown, 
feathers edged olive, rump and tail cinnamon to bronzy brown, tail 
broadly tipped olive brown. Throat and center abdomen white, sides and 
under tail coverts cinnamon buff to pale fawn. 

Voice. An exuberant “cheer-CHEER-tititititck.” Often in flight: “hear- 
hear-hear-HEAR-hihihihihihihihi.” 

Distribution. Forest and light woodland, along clear or rapid streams. 
Absent from open coastland and courida. Specimens from _ Ituribisi, 
Supenaam, Demerara, Kamakabra, Kamarang R’s., Kamakusa, Rock- 
stone, Minnehaha Creek, Tumatumari. Sight observations: Atkinson, 
Mabaruma, Nappi Creek in Kanukus (NH) ; mesoleucus. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, Brazil, Bolivia.) 


HONEYCREEPERS (Coeribidae) 


4-6”. A diverse group, with rather thin, decurved bills or short, straight 
ones. In many species males are brilliantly coloured, females much duller, 
usually greenish. Rather sedentary and gregarious except in breeding 
season. Feed on nectar and fruit. Neotropical; typically forest birds but 
also found in cultivated areas and mangroves. 

Some authorities assign most species to Emberizidae, near tanagers, 
and Coereba to Parulidae. (8) 
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BANANAQUIT Coereba flaveola (647) 


Description. 444”. Bill curved, %4” long. Upperparts, sides of head, wings, 
tail, sooty gray, head darkest. Long white superciliary, gray throat, yel- 
lowish rump and underparts. Tail tipped white. 

Voice. “Witchity-witchity-WEET-witchity-WEEAR” and_ variations, 
also: “switty-switty-switty-ch-ch-ch-weet” (NH). High, squeaky, monot- 
onous warble, call “sweet” (DES). 

Distribution. Forest, edges, clearings. Widespread and common, except 
along coast. Georgetown (Cemetery, parks, gardens), Koriabo, Hyde 
Park to New Amsterdam, inland along rivers and most collecting areas 
through central British Guiana; guianensis. Upperparts more sooty, rump 
duller, Acary Mts. (Blake, 1939, CNHM) ; minima. 


(Mexico south through most of South America. West Indies, Trinidad, 
etc. ) 


BICOLORED CONEBILL Conirostrum bicolor (651) 


Description. 4+”. Bill stout, curved, dark upper, pale lower mandible. 
Upperparts blue gray, underparts grayish buff. Females duller. Imm: pale 
olive above, clear yellow below. Feeds actively, flitting around bushes like 
warbler. 

Voice. Thin “seet-seet.” 

Distribution. Chiefly mangroves and courida, along coast and estuaries. 
Georgetown (occasional), Plaisance, Belfield, Buxton, Abary (at mouth), 
Bartica; bicolor. 


(South America to SE Brazil, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


CHESTNUT-VENTED CONEBILL Conitrostrum speciosum (--) 


Description. 444”. Male: crown, back, upper tail coverts purplish gray 
blue. Wings and tail blackish brown, wing with white speculum and 
bluish feather edges. Cheeks and underparts deep slaty blue, fading to 
white-fringed feathers of upper abdomen; lower abdomen and under tail 
coverts chestnut. Female: crown bluish green, upperparts green, wings 
and tail yellowish green, underparts white with buff breast and under tail 
coverts. 

Distribution. Open woodland. Specimen recorded from lower Berbice 
(mistake?) near Rio Branco, Brazil. (Cat. Coll. Amer. Bds. 1862). 
Hellmayr, 1935, says “from confines of British Guiana to... eastern base 
of Andes” ; amazonum. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, Peru, Guianas, Brazil.) 
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Two following HONEYCREEPERS have conspicuously curved, rather 
long (1”) bills. 


PURPLE HONEYCREEPER Cyanerpes caeruleus (653) 


Description. 4+”. Male: legs bright yellow. Rich, deep purple blue with 
black forehead, line through eye, throat, wings and tail. Female: upper- 
parts green, separated from rusty lores and throat by pale blue moustacial 
streak. Throat buff, underparts yellow, breast streaked green and blue. 
Legs greenish yellow. 

Distribution. Forest and borders. Widely distributed except coastland 
(occasionally Georgetown). Koriabo east on coastal rivers to Abary. Bar- 
tica inland to Paruima M and most collecting areas to Merume, Ayanganna 
and Acary Mts. (caeruleus). The race hellmayri, described from Potaro 
Highlands is not generally accepted.

RED-LEGGED HONEYCREEPER 
“Grampo” Cyanerpes cyaneus (652) 


Description. 5—”. Male: crown brilliant turquoise blue. Otherwise pur- 
plish blue with velvety black lores, upper back, wings, tail. Underwings 
lemon yellow, legs crimson. Nonbreeding male resembles female with 
black wings and tail. Female: upperparts darkish green, underparts paler 
green streaked grayish. Pale superciliary, blackish lores, legs dull crimson. 
Imm: like female, but legs dusky. 

Voice. Very thin, high “hees.” 

Distribution. As preceding but mainly second growth and forest border; 
equally widespread, including Atkinson, occasionally Georgetown, but not 
open coastland; cyaneus.

BLUE DACNIS Dacnis cayana (649) 


Description. 5”. Bill shorter (%—”), straight, pointed. Male: bright 
turquoise blue with black forehead, lores, throat, center back, wings, tail; 
remiges edged turquoise. Imm: male like female or (more advanced) has 
back and throat flecked with black (to those in male plumage which lack 
black on back). Female: mostly green with greenish blue crown and 
sides of head, gray throat. Wings and tail blackish brown. 
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SWALLOW-TANAGER 


Distribution. Forest and borders. Usually absent from coastland, straggler 
in Georgetown. Otherwise widespread, much as preceding and collected 
in most areas including Ayanganna and Acary Mts.; cayana.

BLACK-FACED DACNIS Dacnis lineata (650) 


Description. 44%4+”. Male: shining sky blue with blue black forehead, 
side of head and neck, back, wings and tail. Center abdomen, under wing 
and under tail coverts white. Female variable, upperparts brown to olive, 
underparts greenish, center abdomen whitish. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Bonasika and Arawai R’s. (Mc- 
Connell, BM), Bartica (Whitely, BM), Paruima M (Phelps Coll.), 
Pacaraima Mts. (RSS, 1960, BGM) ; lineata. 


(South America to Amazonian Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


GREEN HONEYCREEPER Chlorophanes spiza (654) 


Description. 5-6”. Bill short, thick at base, under mandible yellow. Male: 
brilliant emerald green; top and sides of head, under wing coverts, edges 
of wing and tail feathers black. Female: upperparts apple green, under- 
parts yellowish green, throat yellow. 

Distribution. Forest and edges, especially flowering trees (manicole 
forest at Boerasirie). Widespread both high and low, including Atkinson, 
but absent from cultivated coastlands. Coastal rivers inland from Bartica 
to Membaro Creek and usual inland collecting areas to Merume, Ayan- 
ganna, and Acary Mts.; spiza. 


(S Mexico south to W Ecuador, NE and SE Brazil. Trinidad.) 


SWALLOW-TANAGER (Tersinidae) 


514”. Short, flat wide bill, long slender, swallowlike wings and short 

legs give this monotypic species its common name. Feeds on insects and 

some fruit. Partially migratory; gregarious birds of open woodland 

which nest in holes in banks or trees (sometimes walls of houses). 
Placed in Thraupidae by some authorities. (1) 


SWALLOW-TANAGER Tersina viridis (655) 


Description. 54%”. Male turquoise blue with black patch surrounding 
forehead, eyes and throat. Sides of body and thighs narrowly banded black, 
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center abdomen and under tail coverts white. Wings and tail black, broadly 
fringed blue. Female: mainly grass green, with gray facial patch; center 
abdomen and bars on flank yellow. Wings and tail black, broadly fringed 
green. 

Distribution. Clearing and open woodland. Known in country from 
Schomburgk’s specimen, Kanuku Mts. (Berlin Museum). Whitely speci- 
mens were all from Mt. Roraima; occidentalts.

TANAGERS (Thraupidae) 


34%4-7¥4"” (2 of 10-11”). Very large and diverse, purely American 
family, most Neotropical, only four species North American. Many 
species noted for highly colored plumage. Bill short to medium, rather 
conical, tail short to medium in most species. Solitary or gregarious in 
mixed flocks ; most are poor songsters. Found from upper levels in forest 
to clearings, plantations and low, bushy growth. Feed on fruit, flowers 
and insects. (39) 

Thraupidae are considered by some authors a subfamily of Em- 
berizidae, in which they place in separate subfamilies cardinal grosbeaks 
and most Neotropical finches, buntings and sparrows. 


BLUE-NAPED CHLOROPHONIA Chlorophonia cyanea (656) 


Description. 444”. Small, brightly colored (green, blue, yellow) with 
tiny bill, eye ring, hindneck and back bright blue, wings and tail green, 
feathers edged black. Head, throat, upper breast bright yellowish green, 
rest of underparts bright yellow. Female differs in having green back, 
only band on hindneck, rump and tail coverts blue, underparts greenish 
yellow. 

Distribution. Mountain forest, rare in tropical zone. Bonasika R. (Mc- 
Connell, BM), Quonga (Whitely), Waremia Creek, Kamarang R. 
(AMNH). Sight observation of pair, Atkinson, Apr. 4, 1961, DES;

Description. 544”. Head rufous chestnut, separated from bright grass 
green back by narrow golden half collar. Wings and tail black, feathers 
edged green, wing coverts tinged yellow, closed tail appears green. 
Underparts green with pale cerulean blue mid-breast and belly. 

Voice. Squeaks like Bananaquit ; mewing calls like catbird. (DES, Trini- 
dad.) 

Distribution. Forest, and edges, usually treetops. Widespread. Sight 
observations Atkinson, Butenabu R (Mahaicony R.), Wineperu. Speci- 
mens: coastal rivers, inland to Bartica, Mazaruni and Kamarang R., 
Kamakusa, Paruima M, Rockstone, Paramakatoi, Merume and Ayanganna 
Mts.; gyrola.

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RUFOUS-CROWNED TANAGER Tangara cayana_ (670) 


Description. 6”. Crown rufous, lores and sides of head black. Nape, side 
of neck, back and tail coverts golden straw; wings and tail cerulean blue 
edged black. Throat and upper breast greenish blue, rest of underparts 
yellow buff. Female: much duller. 

Voice. Calls, high thin “tsit” or “tski” and longer “tsweek-tsweek-chweek- 
week-chweek.” Song 6-9 buzzy notes: “sizza-sizza-sizza-sizzasizza-Sizza” 
or “‘sississa-sississa. .. .” 

Distribution. Absent from dense forest but found near water, in open 
savanna, cultivated areas, gardens. Widespread from Georgetown 
(Promenade Gardens), coastland, Buxton, Atkinson (nested near build- 
ings), coastal rivers inland to Rockstone, Upper Takutu, Marudi, Merume, 
Ayanganna Mts., Quonga; cayana.

BLACK-HEADED TANAGER Tangara cyanoptera (674) 


Description. 544”. Male: head and throat, wings and tail black, contrast- 
ing with golden straw back and underparts, latter spotted dusky.

Back and 
underparts yellowish green. 

Distribution. Forest. Known only from Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM) ;

Voice. Very high. Call a thin “seek.” Song a series of singsong, mouse- 
like squeaks : ‘“see-seih-swih-szweee-swih-sweer.”

Abundant 
throughout: Georgetown (city and parks), Atkinson, coastlands (sugar 
plantations) from NWD to Abary; inland at usual collecting areas to 
Quonga, Annai, Manari, Kanuku Mts; virens.

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PALM TANAGER “Palmiste’ Thraupis palmarum (676) 


Description. 7--”. Very dull colored. Generally dark olive green, often 
with violaceous gloss. Wings and tail blackish, coverts and base of pri- 
maries pale soft green. Female duller, greener. 

Voice. Very high. Call a rising “eeeer”; song a formless “switty-switty- 
sWitty-see-seer-see-see-see-seer,” little change in pitch. 

Distribution. As preceding, including forest; abundant and country-wide, 
recorded from same areas; melanoptera. 


(Nicaragua south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Paraguay, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


SILVER-BEAKED TANAGER Ramphocelus carbo (677) 


Description. 7-+-”. Lower mandible enlarged, egg-shaped and opalescent 
white, noticeable at a distance even in poor light. Male: head, rump, 
underparts deep maroon crimson, back, lower abdomen, wings and tail 
blackish. Female: dull red and blackish brown replaces maroon red and 
black of male. 

Voice. Call: “titzeet,’ reminiscent of House Sparrow; song a repeated 
“chiku-wee” (NH). Dawn song a long emphatic series: “chank-diu, 
chank-diu, chank-diu ... ,” second syllable lower (DES, Trinidad). 
Distribution. Abundant in forest edges, shrubbery, open bush and coast- 
land generally. Inland to Paruima M, Merume and Kanuku Mts., Rupu- 
nuni (common at Waranambo) ; carbo. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Brazil, Paraguay, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


SUMMER TANAGER Piranga rubra (678) 


Description. 7+”. Pale bill. Male: all rose red. Immature male may be 
splotched red, green, yellow. Female: upperparts, including wings and 
tail yellow green (little contrast between back and wings). Underparts 
warm yellow. 

Voice. Call: distinctive “pi-tuck” or “pit-i-tuck.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Winter visitor from North America. Clearings, plantations. 
Sight observations Georgetown (Cemetery, May and Dec. 22, 1959, molt- 
ing males, NH). Specimen Koriabo (PMY), Pacaraima Mts. (Fall 1960, 
RSS, BGM) ; rubra. 


(Winters from Mexico south to W Brazil, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


HEPATIC TANAGER Piranga flava (679, 680) 


Description. 7+”. Blackish bill. Sides of head brownish or grayish. Male 
more brick than rosy red, underparts paler, almost scarlet, under tail 
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rose pink (1). Upperparts darker, tinged garnet (2). Female: much like 
Summer Tanager, except dark bill and gray cheek. In hand upper mandible 
shows “tooth,” absent in Summer Tanager. 

Voice. Call very different than preceding, sharp “tup” or “chuck.” (v.o.) 
Distribution. Forest. Specimens from Upper Takutu Mts., Quonga (Mc- 
Connell, Whitely, BM, CNHM), Annai (1. macconnellt). Quonga 
(Whitely, probably stragglers, BM), Kanuku Mts. (Cope, Singh 1960, 
BGM); (2.) haemelea. 


(Southwestern United States and chiefly hill country through Middle 
America south to Colombia, Venezuela, Bolivia, Argentina, S Brazil. 
Trinidad.) 


FULVOUS SHRIKE-TANAGER Lanio fulvus (683) 


Description. 7”. Bill strong and hooked, dark gray. Male: head, wings 
and tail black, contrasting with orange yellow back and rump and white 
shoulders. Tail coverts, foreneck, upper breast, sides and underwing (in 
flight) chestnut. Lower breast and belly yellow gold. Female: tawny brown 
above, pale rufous below, deeper on under tail coverts. 

Distribution. Forest and edges. Specimens from Ituribisi, Supenaam, 
Bonasika, Mazaruni, Kamarang and Adaroo R’s., Bartica, Merume and 
Ayanganna Mts. “Upper strata of forest edge, Wineperu,” (NH, Rff) ; 
fulvus. 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


BLUE-BACKED TANAGER Cyanicterus cyanicterus (682) 


Description. 7”. Most of head and upperparts pale blue, wings and tail 
black, feathers fringed blue, rectrices tipped white. Cheeks and underparts 
yellow. Female has throat and foreneck orange yellow, tail below pale 
blue. 

Distribution. Forest. Specimens of this rare and little known species from 
Merume Mts., Bonasika, Makauria, Mazaruni R’s. (McConnell, Whitely, 
im Thurm, BM), Kako R. (Phelps Coll.), Mines District (AMNH), 
Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM). 


(Guianas, N Brazil.) 


WHITE-LINED TANAGER Tachyphonus rufus (684) 


Description. 714+”. Male: glossy blue black, small shoulder patch and 
lining of wing coverts white, visible only in flight. Female: rufous chestnut. 
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Voice. Sings in thick cover from medium height. Rather faint, high “tyip- 
tyeeoo ... tyip-tyeeoo .. .” repeated many times. 

Distribution. Open woods, scrub, coastland. Common and widespread, 
Georgetown (outskirts), sugar cane plantations, Craig Village, Blairmont, 
Atkinson, Koriabo, coastal rivers east through Abary. Inland Bartica, 
Rockstone. 


(Costa Rica south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, N Argentina, 
Paraguay. Trinidad.) 


FLAME-CRESTED TANAGER Tachyphonus cristatus (688) 


Description. 6-+-”. Male: crown and crest orange yellow, throat orange 
buff, back straw color. Otherwise black with white at bend of wing. Fe- 
male: olive brown above, buffy yellow below. 

Distribution. Forest and scrub, fairly common. Specimens from Ituribisi, 
Supenaam, Anarica, Arawai, Kamarang R’s., Bartica, Paruima M, Rock- 
stone, Potaro L, Tumatumari, Acary Mts.; intercedens. 


(South America to Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


FULVOUS-CRESTED TANAGER Tachyphonus surinamus (687) 


Description. 6--”. Male: mostly blue black, with white upper and under 
wing coverts and tuft on breast. Center crown and rump orange tawny, 
flanks chestnut. Female: top of head dark gray, rest of upperparts olive, 
underparts warm bright buff. 

Distribution. Forest edges, open woods and clearings. Fairly common 
and widespread. Usual coastal and inland rivers, collecting areas from 
Koriabo, along coast to Abary; Bartica, Kamakusa, Upper Arabaro R., 
Rockstone, Potaro L, Tumatumari, Merume, Oko and Acary Mts. Sight 
observations, “low strata,’ Atkinson and Wineperu, NH; surinamus. 


(South America to NE Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


RED-SHOULDERED TANAGER Tachyphonus phoeniceus (685) 
Description. 6+-”. Male: black with scarlet lesser upper wing coverts, 
inner coverts white. Female: dusky brown above with rufous lesser wing 
coverts, brown wings, blackish brown tail. Underparts dingy white, breast 


grayer. 
Distribution. Forest. Specimens from: Merume Mts. (Whitely, Mc- 
Connell, CNHM, BM), Kamarang R. (AMNH), Membaro Creek and 


Kako R. (Phelps Coll.). 
(South America to N Brazil, Peru.) 
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WHITE-SHOULDERED TANAGER Tachyphonus luctuosus (686) 


Description. 5+”. Male differs from much larger and more common 
White-lined Tanager in having large white shoulder patch (always 
visible). Female: olive green above with slate gray head, underparts dull 
yellow except white throat and under wing coverts; somewhat suggests 
small, dull-colored White-headed Tanager. 

Voice. Medium high, six syllable series, slow, then accelerating: “ch-ch- 
ch-chchch” (NH). Short, insectlike “d-d-zzzz’’ (DES, Trinidad). 
Distribution. Forest and openings. Ituribisi, Supenaam, Kamakabra, 
Makauria, Anarica, Upper Mazaruni R’s., Bartica, Pacaraima and Acary 
Mts. Sight observations Mabaruma, Nappi in Kanuku Mts. (NH); 
luctuosus. 


(Costa Rica south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


GRAY-HEADED TANAGER Eucometis penicillata (689) 


Description. 7+”. Head gray, with large pale (usually flattened) crest. 
Back, wings and tail olive green, throat white, underparts bright yellow, 
breast tinged orange. 

Distribution. Humid forest. Known only from Abary R. specimens 
(McConnell, BM); pentcillata. 


(Yucatan south to E Ecuador, Peru, Paraguay, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


OLIVE-BACKED TANAGER Mitrospingus oleagineus (690) 


Description. 74%”. Upperparts yellowish olive, wings and tail blackish. 
Forehead, cheeks and throat slate gray, underparts golden buff except 
greenish flanks. 

Distribution. Montane forest. Specimens from Mt. Twek-quay (3, in- 
cluding type, Whitely, BM), Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams 1960, 
BGM) ; oleagineus. 


HOODED TANAGER WNemosia pileata (691) 


Description. 5+”. Male: head and streak down neck to breast black. 
Short superciliary and throat white, otherwise lavender blue above and 
below, tinged blackish on wings and tail, whiter on belly. Female lacks 
black head, underparts pale buff, legs orange. 

Voice. Very high. Call “chit-chit.” Flight call a trembling, nasal “ts-sn- 
sn-sn-sn” and what appears to be a song: “tick-chn-shn-sh-n.” 
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Distribution. Forest, especially near water. Upper Takutu Mts., Ituribisi, 
Abary R’s., (McConnell, BM), Demerara R. (AMNH), Annai (2, 
Whitely, MCZ), Paramakatoi (RSS, 1960, BGM). Sight observations 
Blairmont “not abundant, second growth, March-May,” (Young, 1929) ; 
Garden of Eden, near Georgetown (NH); surinamensis. 


(South America to N Peru, Paraguay, Bolivia, N Argentina, Brazil.) 


GUIRA TANAGER JHemithraupis guira (692, 693) 


Description. 5--”. Crown and upperparts bright olive green, with orange 
buff rump. Forehead, superciliary and patch on neck golden yellow, sides 
of head and throat black. Tail coverts above and below yellow. Breast 
orange yellow, rest of underparts pale lemon yellow. Female: upperparts 
bright olive green (or darker and larger, 1) upper tail coverts yellowish, 
wings and tail brownish edged greenish yellow. Underparts greenish 
yellow (or yellow, 1) under tail coverts yellow. 

Distribution. Open woods, lowlands (nigrigula): specimens Abary R. 
(McConnell, BM), Pacaraima Mts. (RSS, 1960, BGM), Acary Mts. 
(Blake, 1938, CNHM). Highland forest (1. roraimae), Merume Mts. 
(Whitely, BM), Arabaro and Upper Arabaro R’s. (Phelps Coll.). 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Paraguay, Argentina.) 


YELLOW-BACKED TANAGER JHemithraupis flavicollis (692) 


Description. 5+”. Head, upper back, wings and tail black, flash of white 
at base of primaries. Throat, lower back, rump and tail coverts golden 
yellow. Underparts white, slightly mottled dark, except yellow vent. Fe- 
male: upperparts, wings and tail brownish olive, underparts yellow, paler 
on belly. 

Distribution. Forest. Merume Mts. (Whitely, BM), specimen recorded 
as H. f. hellmayri, a poor race (type Berlepsch Coll., Frankfurt Museum). 
Blake considers all BG specimens are nominate race. Kamarang R., Rock- 
stone (CNHM), Membaro Creek (Phelps Coll.), Potaro L, Tumatumari 
(AMNH), Sukabi R. (south of Ayanganna Mts., Thompson-Williams, 
1960, BGM), Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; flavicolhis. 


(E Panama south to E Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, Brazil.) 


MAGPIE TANAGER Cissopis leveriana (695) 


Description. 10-11”. Thick, short dark bill and long, graduated tail. Black 
(head, neck, upper back, breast extending in narrow V to center abdomen, 
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wings and tail) and white (lower back, tail coverts, belly, flanks, wing 
coverts and edges, broad tips of rectrices). 

Voice. Medium high. Soft “swee”’ or loud “stlik” (in flight). Song a 
strongly cadenced wooden series: “tittitTIK-tittitTIK ...” or rattling 
variant: “tl-ti-tl-eechuk-eechuk-eechuk.” 

Distribution. Forest and cleared areas with scattered trees. Specimens: 
Koriabo (YPM), Bartica, Ituribisi and Mazaruni R’s. (BM, AMNH), 
Demerara, Coverden (CNHM). Sight observations: near houses at Maba- 
ruma, near Atkinson, Garden of Eden (DES, NH) ; leveriana. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Paraguay, Bolivia, Argentina.) 


RED-BILLED TANAGER Lamprospiza melanoleuca (694) 


Description. 10—”. Bill red. Male: upperparts, throat and band each side 
of breast bluish black, rest of underparts white. Female differs in having 
nape, back, scapulars and tail gray. 

Distribution. Tropical forest and open areas. Specimens of this little 
known tanager recorded “from few . . . widely scattered localities” (Zim- 
mer, 1947). Peberdy collected one, Marudi Mts., 1938, lost in BGM fire; 
Blake, 1938, Acary Mts. (CNHM). Beebe recorded one from Bartica, 
not in coll., AMNH. 


(Guianas, Brazil, Peru.) 


BLACK-FACED TANAGER  Schistochlamys melanopis (696) 


Description. 7+”. Black mask covering face, throat and upper breast. 
Nape, back, wings, tail coverts lavender gray, black tail tipped white. 
Underparts paler gray. Bill pale at base. Imm: olive green upperparts, 
greenish breast, otherwise yellowish below. 

Voice. Medium high. Call a sharp “swit” or “swik.” 

Distribution. Dry, secondary scrub savanna (St. Cuthbert’s almost to 
Atkinson), open woodland, scrub along water (Lamaha and Boerasirie 
Conservancies, NH). Fed on mango trees in compound, Waranambo 
(DES). Kamarang R, aterrima (AMNH). Ituribisi, Bonasika, Abary, 
Berbice, Courantyne R’s., Bartica, Merume Mts., Annai; melanopis. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, Peru, Bolivia.) 


AMERICAN ORIOLES, BLACKBIRDS 
(Icteridae ) 


7-18”. A diverse New World group including oropendolas, caciques, 
grackles, American blackbirds, troupials, cowbirds, meadowlarks. Bills 
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conical and usually pointed, in larger species with frontal shield or 
casque. Predominant color black, in many species patterned with various 
browns, reds, and yellows. Streaking is uncommon, though found in 
savanna or marsh dwellers and in some females. Sexual dimorphism 
includes both color and size, many males being conspicuously larger 
(given first below). 

Greatest variety of species in tropical forests, but found also in 
savannas, fields, fresh and salt water marshes. Voice varies from musi- 
cal songs of orioles to harsh gurgling notes of oropendolas. Feed on 
both plant and animal matter, some species omnivorous. (17) 


CRESTED OROPENDOLA Psarocolius decumanus (697) 


Description. 18-15”. Long bill pale greenish yellow, with prominent 
frontal shield. Head with narrow crest. Glossy greenish black, with chest- 
nut rump and tail coverts. Tail yellow with central rectrices black. 
Voice. Very low, musical hodgepodge of bubbling “blubalubalub’s,” plus 
a falling piano-like sequence, climaxed with loud “how-hoo.” 
Distribution. Forest, clearings, coconut plantations, sugar estates, patches 
of trees or bush. Colonial nester. Widespread throughout and abundant 
(less so along coast). Georgetown, Atkinson, Blairmont, Coverden, Craig 
Village, Buxton. Bartica and most inland collecting areas to Kanuku Mts. 
and Great Savannas; decumanus. 


(Panama south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina. Trinidad.) 


GREEN OROPENDOLA Psarocolius viridis (698) 


Description. 17-14”. Bill ivory color, crest like preceding. Olive green 
with chestnut rump, black wings, tail like preceding. 

Voice. Sounds like cowbell, given while thrusting head forward and 
down, sweeping wings forward and around in semicircle: “quack-a-whick.” 
Song “tong-tong-tong” (Rff). 

Distribution. Forest. Fairly common and widespread, especially inland. 
Solitary nester. Atkinson, St. Cuthbert’s, from Koriabo along coastal 
rivers to Meamu R and most collecting areas inland to Kanuku and Acary 
Mts; wiridis. 


(South America to Amazonian Brazil, NE Peru, E Ecuador.) 


YELLOW-RUMPED CACIQUE Cacicus cela (699) 


Description. 11-9”. Bill ivory yellow, iris blue. Glossy black with bright 
yellow wing coverts, lower back, tail coverts and basal half of tail. 
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Voice. Varied, mimics other species (woodpeckers, trogons, jay). Typical 
phrases: liquid throaty, “chuch-uch-uch-uch-uch” and a far carrying 
“owak-awee-owakoo.” 

Distribution. Widespread and abundant throughout in forest edges and 
open country with scattered trees, uncommon or absent from flat coastal 
lowlands. Georgetown (Lamaha), Atkinson (nesting near buildings), 
Blairmont, coastal rivers inland, usual collecting areas to Kanuku Mts., 
Rupununi and New R’s., Acary Mts. (foothills) ; cela. 


(E Panama south to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


RED-RUMPED CACIQUE Cacicus haemorrhous (700) 


Description. 11-9”. Bill pale greenish yellow, iris blue. Glossy black 
with scarlet lower back and rump. 

Voice. Harsher, less musical than preceding: “khak” and “chak-chak” 
(NH). Harsh quack or “cheulp” (Rff). 

Distribution. Forest and clearings, absent around habitations. Fairly 
common and widespread. Atkinson (two or more colonies, one nesting 
in same tree with preceding), Koriabo, Abary R., Bartica, Mazaruni and 
Konawaruk R’s., Minnehaha Creek, Marudi and Kanuku Mts.; haemor- 
rhous. 


(South America to Brazil, Ecuador, Paraguay, N Argentina.) 


GIANT COWBIRD Scaphidura oryzivora (701) 


Description. 13-11”. Bill black in adults, yellow in immature. Black 
glossed purple, neck feathers expand to form ruff. Iris red (DES, NH, 
numerous observations). Shorter tail separates this from grackle. 
Voice. Soft, jay-like “wow” or “yow.” 

Distribution. Forest and clearings, coconut plantations, pastures with 
trees, along rivers. Widespread, usually in small numbers. Lays eggs in 
oropendola and cacique nests. Atkinson, Buxton, Craig Village, Blairmont, 
Ituribisi and Abary R’s., Bartica, Wineperu (around houses), Upper 
Takutu Mts., Mazaruni and Demerara R’s., Rockstone, Oko and Marudi 
Mts.; oryzivora. 


(S Mexico to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, E Bolivia, Paraguay. Trinidad.) 


SHINY COWBIRD Molothrus bonariensis (703) 


Description. 9-8”. Pointed, conical bill. Male: black, head and body with 
purple gloss, wings and tail glossed green. Iris dark. Female: drab brown 
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with pale superciliary and throat, underparts paler and grayer. Imm: 
throat and superciliary yellowish, underparts somewhat streaked. 
Voice. Male has lively song combining canarylike trills with snappings 
and bubblings like starling. Female (or immature male?) continues liquid 
bubbling on one pitch. Usually sing in flight. Parasitizes a variety of 
species, chiefly those with closed nests. 

Distribution. Open coastland, sugar and rice plantations, pastures. Parks 
and gardens in Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont, Craig Village, Anarica 
and Abary R’s., inland Bartica and Rockstone; munimus. 


(E Panama south through most of South America. Lesser Antilles. 
Trinidad. ) 


GOLDEN-TUFTED GRACKLE Macrcagelaius imthurni (705) 


Description. 10-++-”. Glossy blue black, distinguished by Jong orange 
axillaries and long, graduated tail (54”). 

Distribution. Mountain forest. Kiateur Falls, Potaro R. (im Thurn) ; 
Merume Mts. and Mt. Twek-quay (Whitely, BM); Kanaima Mt. above 
Amatuck Falls, “quite common” (C. M. Perrins, Oxford Exp., 1959), 
Ayanganna Mts. (Thompson-Williams, 1960, BGM). 


(Bordering SE Venezuela and N Brazil.) 


CARIB GRACKLE Quwuiscalus lugubris (714) 


Description. 11-814”. Iris yellow. Glossy purple black, wings and long 
fan-shaped tail (often compactly folded to form a keel) greenish black. 
Female: dull sooty black, without long V-shaped tail. Imm: paler, 
browner, with light throat. 

Voice. Low-medium. Short “chack” and variations of phrase: “stleeuu- 
wut-chutchuck.” 

Distribution. Fairly common in cultivated coastlands, towns, pastures, 
canefields, occasionally private gardens. Apparently absent at Mabaruma, 
not recorded in Great Savannas. Georgetown (Lamaha etc.), Buxton, 
Belfield, Demerara and Abary R’s., Courantyne coast, Bartica; lugubris. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, N Brazil. Lesser Antilles, Trinidad.) 


VELVETY-FRONTED GRACKLE Lampropsar tanagrinus (713) 


Description. 10-+--8+”. Short, heavy pointed bill; black plushlike feathers 
on forehead and lores. Black glossed blue, tail and wings indistinctly 
barred, fan-shaped tail tinged green. 
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Distribution. Specimens: Schomburgk’s type, no exact locality (Berlin 
Museum) ; Koriabo (Wardlaw-Singh, Jan. 29, 1949, YPM). Howe found 
this grackle between Mabaruma and Hosroro Creek in mangroves, also on 
dry ground (clearing on edge of secondary forest). Dr. J. G. Myers re- 
ported nest in manicole over water, Baracuba Creek, Waini R., March 
28, 1935; Smooker reported several pairs along Aruka R, NWD, and 
pair in forest, Mazaruni R., 1947 (Smooker, 1961) ; guianensis. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


MORICHE ORIOLE Icterus chrysocephalus (711) 


Description. 9+”. Black with yellow crown, nape, rump, thighs and wing 
patch. Female has only nape and wing patch yellow. Long, graduated tail. 
Voice. Medium pitch. Variable, with phrases and notes suggesting wren, 
canary, starling, explosive and spluttering. Also resembles Yellow Oriole, 
with more throaty series ‘“ch-ch-ch-ch-ch,” variant “chwut-chwut-chwut” 
and clear slurred “heea-heea-heea.” Also “hee-chee-chwit-wit,” ‘“heea- 
hwihoo-heheea” and “hwit-huwit-heuuweet-hwihuu-weet” (NH). Squeaky 
for an oriole, varied, with short trills (DES, Trin.). 

Distribution. Forest, edges, citrus groves (Tauracully), around houses 
and gardens, savannas, but generally absent from coastlands. Widespread 
and common: Mabaruma, Koriabo, coastal rivers, Takutu Mts., Abary 
R., Bartica, Mazaruni R., Rockstone, Wismar. Sight observations Atkin- 
son, Garden of Eden, Wineperu. 


(South America to N Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru. Trinidad.) 


YELLOW ORIOLE Icterus nigrogularis (710) 


Description. 8+”. Golden yellow with black lores (bordered orange 
yellow), throat, wings and tail. Wing coverts and remiges broadly edged 
and tail narrowly tipped white. Female more greenish yellow. 

Voice. Low. Common call is hesitant “chuch-uch-ch-ch.” Song: pairs or 
trios of flutelike notes, simpler in pattern than preceding. Also longer 
phrases combining fluty notes with throatier ones, as: “chwit-chwoot- 
cht-cht-cht-chwit-chu.” 

Distribution. Widespread and common in coastlands, plantations, open 
areas with trees, towns, occasionally gardens; less common inland. George- 
town (Botanic Gardens, 6 or more), Buxton, Craig Village, Belfield, 
coastal rivers, Abary R., Bartica, Upper Takutu, Marudi Mts., Great 
Savannas (Manari, 6, Karanambo, 4, DES) ; nigrogularis. 


(Colombia, N Venezuela, N Brazil. Margarita Is. Trinidad.) 
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ORANGE-BACKED ORIOLE [Icterus croconotus (712) 


Description. 9144+”. Orange yellow including crown and nape; rest of 
head, narrow band across back, neck and upper breast, wings and tail 
black. Wing coverts yellow, large white patch on secondaries. Feathers 
of throat and foreneck long and pointed. 

Voice. Slow, rich, whistled phrase: “who-hu-chu-who-hu-chee-oo-oo,” 
third syllable highest (DES). 

Distribution. Creek and riverside vegetation in Rupununi, near ranch 
houses at Manari, Waranambo (DES). Specimens: “savannas,” Schom- 
burgk, 1848 (Berlin M?), Upper Takutu Mts. (McConnell, 1909, BM), 
Georgetown, Quelch (who states that species is common in interior) ; 
croconotus. 


(Colombia south to Brazil, E Ecuador, Peru, N Bolivia, Paraguay.) 


ORIOLE BLACKBIRD Gymnomystax mexicanus (709) 


Description. 11+”. Patch of bare black skin surrounding eye. Head, 
hindneck, underparts, wing coverts bright yellow. Back, wings and tail 
black. 

Distribution. Open fields, thin woodlands, gardens. Specimen from 
“Demerara” (circa 1840, no other data, BM). 


(E Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru.) 


YELLOW-HOODED BLACKBIRD Agelaius icterocephalus (704) 


Description. 7+”. Male: head, neck and upper breast golden yellow, 
otherwise glossy black. Female: greenish yellow head, neck and breast; 
body, wings and tail brownish. Imm: body sooty black, yellowish throat 
and foreneck. Flock in flight, twisting and turning like shore birds, al- 
ternately show black, then gold. 

Voice. Medium high. Call: nasal “peenz-tu-tu-tu.” 

Distribution. Coastlands: marshes, pastures, canefields, ricelands, savan- 
nas: occasionally open grassy fields and borders of towns, private gardens. 
Georgetown, Buxton, Blairmont, Maurepoix, Wakenaam, Takutu and 
Abary R’s.; icterocephalus. 


(South America to N Brazil and NE Peru. Trinidad.) 


RED-BREASTED BLACKBIRD Leistes militaris (706) 


Description. 7+”. Male: upperparts black (or brownish until feather 
edges wear off). Throat, bend of wing and underparts bright crimson. 
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Female: crown brown, streaked, upperparts streaked gray brown and 
black, wings brown, tail barred brown and black. Underparts buffy, 
breast sometimes stained red and, with sides, streaked dusky. 

Voice. Medium high. Nasal “hwee-eenz” and harsh “chak” (NH). Song 
in flight: an insectlike “zeeee b-z-z-z-z” rising pitch (DES). 
Distribution. Much as preceding, plus courida, but more abundant and 
widespread. Georgetown (grassy, bushy outskirts), Blairmont, Buxton, 
plantations, coastal rivers (flocks of hundreds on Abary savannas), New 
Amsterdam, Bartica, Upper Takutu, Marudi and Kanuku Mts., Great 
Savannas (Waranambo) ; militaris. 


(Panama south to N Brazil, Peru. Trinidad.) 


EASTERN MEADOWLARK  Sturnella magna _ (707) 


Description. 9-10”. Long, pointed bill, very short tail. Head striped 
black and white, upperparts brown streaked black and buff, outer tail 
feathers white. Throat and underparts bright yellow, a large black 
crescent on breast. Terrestrial. 

Voice. Perched on fence or tree: thin “whee-tit-tit-tee” or “whee-diddle- 
diddle.” Also a musical “teeyaah-teeyair” and series of bubbling or splut- 
tering notes. Call, a harsh, gutteral note. 

Distribution. Savannas and fields. Specimens: Abary R., Upper Takutu 
Mt., Quonga. Intermediate arid savannas between Atkinson and St. 
Cuthbert’s, Great Savannas (several pairs Manari, feeding in yard with 
chickens; Waranambo, DES) ; praticola. 


(S Canada to Colombia, Venezuela, N Brazil.) 


BOBOLINK Dolchonyx oryzivorous (702) 


Description. 8-644”. Male, breeding plumage: head, wings, tail and 
underparts black. Nape and hindneck buff, upper back striped black and 
white. Large shoulder patch, lower back and rump white. Fall male and 
female: like large, striped buffy yellow (or grayish) and brown sparrow. 
Differs from female Red-breasted Blackbird by unbarred, pointed tail 
feathers, and warm pinky buff underparts (sides of both streaked). 
Voice. Call: distinctive “pink-pink.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Plantations and grassy culti- 
vated fields. Kamakusa (Whitely, BM), Pancake Creek, Marudi Mts. 
(2, formerly BGM). 


(Migrates through Colombia, Venezuela, Surinam. Winters W _ Brazil, 
Bolivia, Paraguay, N Argentina.) 
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FINCHES, SEEDEATERS, GROSBEAKS 
(Fringillidae ) 


4-9”. Very large family of small birds, most species dull colored, a few 
with brilliant plumage. Bills vary from massive in grosbeaks, which also 
have large heads and stocky build, to more usual short, conical ones for 
cracking seeds (supplemented by fruit and insect food). Many species 
are terrestrial in fields, scrub and open woodland, others are purely 
arboreal. Voice varies from rudimentary to musical. Most species build 
cup-shaped nests on ground, in grasses, shrubs or trees. 

Some authors break up family and place certain species included here 
in Emberizidae, others in Carduelidae. (31) 


BUFF-THROATED SALTATOR Saltator maximus (634) 


Description. 8--”. Upperparts, wings and tail bright yellowish olive. 
White superciliary, gray cheeks, long black moustacial streak. Lower 
throat and under tail coverts cinnamon buff, rest of underparts gray. 
Voice. Call note a thin “tn-tn-tn.” Song variable, sweet (recalling 
Moriche Oriole and Peppershrike). Phrases such as “tittywee-tiwee,” 
“tih-teeoh-tiwee-tiwee,” “hee-seela-heesay-yoo,” “teeoweet-eetaweech” and 
a slurring: “heech-heuhoh ... heuhoh-heuhoh.” Delivered in open or from 
cover, usually high in tree. 

Distribution. Swampy areas with low trees, openings bordering forest, 
pond edge. Widespread and fairly common from Georgetown (formerly), 
Blairmont, Hyde Park, Koriabo, Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika and 
Abary R’s. to Bartica, Paruima M, Rockstone, Potaro L, Tumatumari, 
Acary Mts.; maximus. 


(SE Mexico to Ecuador, Peru, Paraguay, Bolivia, Brazil.) 


GRAYISH SALTATOR Saltator coerulescens (635) 


Description. 9+”. Large finch with heavy black bill. Brownish gray 
above, with white superciliary, blackish lores and sides of throat. Throat 
and mid-abdomen creamy white; breast and sides dusky gray, vent fawn. 
Imm: throat and underparts yellowish, back tinged yellow; juvenile is 
streaked. 

Voice. Low-medium. Usual call a scratchy phrase which gives it common 
name: “pitchoil” or “Tom Pitcher,” also “WHIT-tom-PIT-choil,” first 
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and third syllables higher and stressed. Another sequence is “WHIT chitty- 
WH ITchitty-WHIT-chitty. .. .” 

Distribution. Open woodland, low trees in coastal area. Georgetown 
(Botanic Garden, Cemetery), Conservancies, Buxton, Blairmont, Craig 
Village; Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary R’s. Inland: Upper 
Takutu and Marudi Mts.; olivascens. 


(S Mexico through most of Central America (not Panama) ; Colombia, 
Venezuela, Guianas, Brazil.) 


RED-AND-BLACK GROSBEAK Periporphyrus erythromelas (632) 


Description. 814”. Black hood, dull red upperparts (flight feathers bronzy 
brown), scarlet underparts. Female: black hood, bronzy yellow above, 
orange yellow below. 

Voice. Loud, sweet whistle, varied phrases ascending and descending 
(Beebe, 1910). 

Distribution. Forest. Demerara, Supenaam, Makauria, Mazaruni, Kama- 
rang and Aremu R’s; Bartica, Kamakusa. 


(Venezuela, French Guiana, N Brazil.) 


GREEN GROSBEAK Caryothraustes canadensis (633) 


Description. 714”. Black mask covering lores, eyes, throat. Upperparts 
including wings and tail, bright olive yellow. Underparts yellow, sides of 
breast tinged olive. 

Voice. From moderately high in tree: “tseeup-tseeup” (Rff), “dz-z-z-zt,” 
while feeding (DES). 

Distribution. Forest and clearings (near Atkinson, Wineperu, Merume 
Mts.) both sand belt and interior; small trees and shrubs, villages and 
plantations in coastal areas. Specimens from Ituribisi, Supenaam, Kama- 
kabra, Mazaruni R’s., Tiger Creek, Bartica (all McConnell) ; Merume 
Mts., Kamakusa (Whitely) ; Bartica (Whitely, MCZ; Beebe, AMNH), 
Acary Mts. (Blake, 1938, CNHM) ; canadensis. 


(E Panama south to N and E Brazil.) 


SLATE-COLORED GROSBEAK Pitylus grossus (631) 


Description. 8+”. Heavy, bright red bill. Dark blue gray except white 
throat; black tail, lores, sides of neck, breast band. Female paler, lacking 
black at sides of neck and across breast. 
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Voice. Medium to high. Call: “tsit,” a mewing “aoh.” Song repeated over 
and over from treetop, sweet but thin refrain reminiscent of Moriche 
Oriole and Buff-throated Saltator: “peehee-hoo-weeoo” or “hwihh-weeoh- 
hwihaweeoch” on one note. 

Distribution. Forest, clearings, scrub. Noisy flocks in treetops or low 
in clearings: Atkinson, Wineperu, Mabaruma. Widespread from coastal 
rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra; Mazaruni, Kamarang, Arawai, 
Adaroo R’s; Rockstone, Great Falls D, Tumatumari; Merume, Marudi, 
Acary Mts.; grossus. 


(Nicaragua south to W Ecuador, E Peru, N Bolivia, Brazil.) 


RED-CAPPED CARDINAL Coccopsis gularis (644) 


Description. 7—”. Head and upper throat scarlet; broad stripe through 
eye, deep V on lower throat (missing in some subspecies) and upperparts 
bluish black. Underparts, including collar on side neck, immaculate white. 
Imm: head and upperparts brownish, a few red feathers on head. 
Voice. Medium high “chwee” (NH). Squeaky “wiss-wiss-wiss .. . 
(DES). 

Distribution. Near water, scrub, coconut plantations, mangrove, courida 
and other vegetation near coast and lower reaches of rivers: Bonasika, 
Essequibo, Arawai, Abary, Mazaruni R’s.; Bartica, Takutu and Marudi 
Mts. More common inland: Great Savannas, Rupununi R. (abundant at 
Waranambo, flock of 50 at compound, where they fed on verandah, DES; 
tame as reported by Barrington Brown in 1876) ; gularis. 


(South America south to Brazil, Peru, E Bolivia. Trinidad.) 
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BLUE-BLACK GROSBEAK Cyanocompsa cyanoides (615) 


Description. 6”. Stout, conical bill. Male: dark blue with bright blue 
forecrown, superciliary and base of bill; wings and tail blackish. Female: 
reddish brown, paler below, with blackish wings and tail. 

Voice. Song from forest edge or marsh vegetation in thick cover, low or 
medium height. Melancholy series of 8-11 syllables, falling by half-tone, 
and after a short pause, rising to original pitch: “did-day-day-day ... 
did-dididid-dee.” 

Distribution. Forest and clearings. Widespread but not common. Low in 
trees or shrubs (Wineperu, Mabaruma, also swamp vegetation here). 
Hyde Park, coastal rivers, Bartica, Kamakusa, Kamakabra, Kamarang 
R., Great Falls D, Rockstone; rothschildu. 


(S Mexico south to W Ecuador, Brazil, Peru, Bolivia.) 
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SOOTY GRASSQUIT Tiaris fuliginosa (629) 


Description. 5—”. Male: head, throat and upperparts dark sooty brown, 
underparts grayish brown. Female: upperparts brownish olive, throat and 
breast paler; center abdomen cream white. 

Distribution. Known only from Bat Mt. (collected by Peberdy, 1938, 
destroyed in 1945 fire). Whitely’s 1883 specimen was from Roraima, 
Venezuela; fumosa. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil.) 


LESSER ANTILLEAN BULLFINCH 9Lovigilla noctis (618) 


Description. 5--”. Male: black with spot before eye, throat and under tail 
coverts rufous. Females are olive brown and gray. Bill stout, pointed. 
Distribution. Shrubbery and uridergrowth. Subspecies propinqua known 
from 3 specimens: Essequibo R. (AMNH), Berbice (AMNH) collected 
by A. H. Alexander. (James Bond doubts that this species could occur 
naturally in BG). 


(Lesser Antilles except Grenadines. ) 


DICKCISSEL Spiza americana (639) 


Description. 614”. Breeding plumage male: like miniature meadowlark, 
size of House Sparrow, which it resembles in winter and female plumage. 
Separate by white stripe over eye, touch of yellow on breast, bluish bill, 
chestnut shoulder patch. 

Voice. Call a rasping buzz or “raspberry.” Song “dick, dick ... dick-ciss- 
ciss-el.” (v.o.) 

Distribution. Migrant from North America. Abary R. (McConnell, 
BM), Marudi Mt. (formerly BGM), Paruima M (Phelps Coll.). Huge 
flocks of Dickcissels which winter from Guatemala, Panama to Colombia, 
and Venezuela apparently barely reach British and French Guiana, or 
are overlooked. 


SPOROPHILA. Flocks of these small finches frequent grasslands, marshes 
and clearings. Females of most species look alike, being brownish above, paler 
below, and virtually indistinguishable in the field. Only males are described 
below. Adult males are heavily trapped for cage birds; thus a colony may 
consist of females and immature males, making identification very difficult. 
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[SLATE-COLORED SEEDEATER Sporophila schistacea (620) 


Description. 5—”. Bill clear yellow. Upperparts, sides of head, breast and 
sides gray, as are two streaks along throat. Sides of throat and speculum, 
as well as edges of coverts white. Lower breast, center abdomen and 
under tail coverts white. 

Voice. A hoarse cry, followed by “tzcheee-peezeezeezee,” last four syl- 
lables fast, high-pitched. Quite unlike following species. (Junge & Mees, 
1958). 

Distribution. Arboreal, wooded borders and clearings (not grassland). 
S. c. longipennis is credited to “the Guianas” by various authors; nearest 
specimens known to the author are from Roraima, Venezuela. 


(S Mexico, Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, French Guiana, 
Surinam, W Ecuador, N Brazil, Bolivia. Trinidad.) ] 


GRAY SEEDEATER Sporophila intermedia (619) 


Description. 444”. Very much like preceding; somewhat paler gray, con- 
spicuous white moustacial streak. Bill smaller, whitish to pale yellow or 
pinkish. 

Voice. “Song varied and attractive . . . imitates other birds.” (Junge & 
Mees, 1958. Trinidad). 

Distribution. Reported from bushy savannas and cultivated fields (in 
other countries). Only specimen, Upper Takutu Mts. (McConnell, BM). 
Smooker lists one without comment except “scattered second growth 

. pasture” (Bartica, Nov. 1960) ; intermedia. 


(Colombia, Venezuela. Trinidad.) 


PLUMBEOUS SEEDEATER Sborophila plumbea (621) 


Description. 414”. Bill black. Upperparts lead gray, white speculum on 
wing, black tail. Upper throat, belly and under tail coverts white, breast 
and sides pale gray. 

Distribution. Savannas, plains, open fields (in other countries ). Specimens 
from Upper Takutu Mts., Abary R. (McConnell, BM); Kanuku Mts. 
(Cope-Singh, 1960) ; whiteleyana. 


(South America to Brazil, Paraguay, E Bolivia, NE Argentina.) 


WING-BARRED SEEDEATER Sporophila americana’ (622) 


Description. 444”. Bill black. Cheeks and upperparts black, rump gray, 
wings with white patch and edges of coverts forming bars. Band across 
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side of neck, throat and underparts white, band across upper breast and 
flanks grayish: 

Voice. High. Call or song a repetitive, rather sweet “titty-ootaw.” 
Distribution. Widespread along coast. Common near water, borders of 
conservancies, outskirts of Georgetown. Specimens: Georgetown, Hyde 
Park, Blairmont, Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary, Anarika R’s., 
Bartica, Rockstone ; americana. 


(Colombia, Venezuela, Guianas, NE Brazil. Tobago.) 


YELLOW-BELLIED SEEDEATER Sporophila migricollis (625) 


Description. 4+”. Bill pale blue gray. Head, throat and upper breast 
black: wings and tail brownish olive. Lower breast and belly pale yellow. 
Voice. Song a short, melodious warble (v.o.). “Cici cici cici bee.” 
(Herklotz, 1961, Trinidad) 

Distribution. Brushy pastures. Abary R. (McConnell, BM), Paruima M 
(Phelps Coll.), Kamarang R., Annai, Bartica (Beebe, AMNH) ; nigri- 
collis. 


(Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, W Ecuador, E Peru. 
Trinidad, Grenada.) 


LINED SEEDEATER Sporophila lineola (624) 


Description. 4+”. Head and upperparts mostly blue black, broad white 
moustache and midcrown stripe, long white wing bar, grayish rump. 
White breast (dappled black) and abdomen. Favorite cage bird, few adult 
males seen in field. 

Voice. A dull trill, “krrrr.’ (NH) A rattle: “djee” (Rff). 
Distribution. Wet grassland with sedges and low bushes. Grassy areas in 
forest opening (Wineperu, NH). Widespread and common from George- 
town, Blairmont, Buxton; Supenaam, Abary, Kamarang R’s; Bartica, 
Kamakusa, Paruima M, Merume and Marudi Mts., Potaro L, Tumatu- 
mari, Annai; lineola. 


(South America to E Ecuador, E Bolivia, Peru, Brazil, Argentina. 
Trinidad. ) 


LESSON’S SEEDEATER Sporophila bouvronides (623) 


Description. 4+”. Similar to preceding but crown wholly black (or fore- 
head with a few white dots), rump whiter, dappling on breast more pro- 
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nounced. Doubtfully distinct from preceding with which it interbreeds 
freely; probably only a variant. (see de Schauensee, Proc. Acad. Nat. 
Sc a ieilay 1952; 175-181). 

Voice. Howe considered voice had a more wooden quality than preceding ; 
ffrench thought it indistinguishable. 

Distribution. As preceding. Specimens from Takutu Mts. and Supenaam 
R. (McConnell, BM), Kamarang R. (Whitely), Bartica (Beebe, 
AMNH). 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru. Trinidad.) 


CHESTNUT-BELLIED SEEDEATER 
Sporophila castaneiventris (626) 


Description. 4--”. Upperparts, including rump gray blue, wings and tail 
black. Underparts chestnut, sides blue gray. 

Voice. Sings from perch on bush, sugar cane, even telephone wires. 
Common note is “seeoo,” and song “toto-seet . . . toto-seet.” 
Distribution. Coastland: pastures, swampy fields, sugar estates, borders 
of cultivated fields and plantations. Widespread from Georgetown, Bux- 
ton, Blairmont, Atkinson, Koriabo, inland to Bartica (very common) 
and Abary Savannas (abundant), Marudi Mts., Rockstone, Great Falls 
D, Mines District, Wismar. 


(South America to N Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia.) 


BAY-RUMPED SEEDEATER Sporophila hypochroma (--) 


Description. 4”. Differs from common Chestnut-bellied in chestnut 
cheeks, auriculars, lower back and rump, absence of gray on sides, paler 
gray of underparts and thicker, stouter bill. 

Distribution. S. h. rothi, subsp., nov., a single specimen collected at 
Tauracully, Abary R. (80 miles from coast), Dec. 9, 1958 (Ram S. Singh, 
BGM). Sporophila hypochroma is known only from males collected in 
Eastern Bolivia; de Schauensee considers it a subspecies of castane- 
iveniris, Blake a separate species. Additional specimens of rothi are 
needed to work out relationships. 


RUDDY-BREASTED SEEDEATER Sporophila minuta (627) 


Description. 4—”. Head and upperparts mainly dusky grayish brown, 
rarely blue gray; lower back, rump and underparts (including sides) 
bright chestnut. Wings and tail blackish brown, white speculum on wing 
and (rarely) white base of tail. 
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Voice. High-pitched and sweet. Common song: “tsip-tsip-tsip-tsee.” 


Distribution. Much as Chestnut-bellied, plus secondary savanna (aban- 
doned airport areas, Atkinson and Wineperu). Widespread and common 
near coast. Georgetown, Blairmont, Buxton, Koriabo; Supenaam, Abary 
R’s., Hoorie Creek, Upper Takutu Mts., Bartica; minuta. 


(Mexico to NE Ecuador, Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay, Uruguay, E 
Bolivia. Trinidad.) 


LARGE-BILLED SEED-FINCH Oryzoborus crassirostris (617) 


Description. 6”. Grotesque thick white bill. Male: black with white 
speculum on wings. Female: olive gray above, grayish cinnamon below, 
no speculum. Popular cage bird, known as “Twa-twa.” 


Voice. Sweet, rich whistles and chirps. (v.o.) 


Distribution. Forest edges, clearings. Formerly Georgetown; Blairmont, 
Koriabo, Bartica, Hoorie Creek, Great Falls D, Pacaraima Mts. (RSS, 
1960, BGM), Annai; crassirostris. 


(Nicaragua. South America to W Ecuador, SE Brazil, Peru, Bolivia. 
Trinidad.) 


LESSER SEED-FINCH Oryzoborus angolensis (616) 


Description. 5”. Bill black. Male: black with white speculum, under wing 
coverts and axillaries; lower breast to under tail coverts maroon. chestnut. 
Female: upperparts dull gray brown, underparts reddish brown. Known 
as “Twa-twa slave.” 

Voice. Call: “chweel.”’ Song a monotonous series, in phrases of about 6 
syllables, falling in pitch, rising on fourth and falling again: “hwee-hwee- 
hwee-H WEE-hwee-hwee.” 

Distribution. Cleared land, second growth, waste areas bordering cane- 
fields, forest edges. Georgetown (outskirts), Santa Mission, Hyde Park, 
Blairmont, Koriabo; Ituribisi, Supenaam, Abary kR’s., Bartica, Kama- 
kusa, Kamarang and Kako R’s. (along river edge at Indian village, 
DES), Arabaro R., Paruima M, Rockstone, Wismar; torridus. Called 
Chestnut-bellied Seed-Finch by those who treat all black O. funereus of 
west of Andes as distinct species. 


(Including O. funereus: Mexico to Brazil, Ecuador, Peru. Bolivia, 
Argentina. Trinidad. ) 
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BLUE-BLACK GRASSQUIT Volatinia jacarina (630) 


Description. 4”. Male glossy blue black, sides of breast with concealed 
white patches. Female: olive brown above, buffy below, breast and sides 
streaked dusky. 

Voice. A thin “tss”; sibilant “eeslick” or “stlik.” Latter also accompanies 
display when male jumps up two feet (from perch on twigs, fence or tele- 
phone wire), turns in air, landing on same spot, displays and calls 
“chieu” or “chzoo” and “ee dzoop.” (v.o., DES) 

Distribution. Widespread and common, high and low, coastland and 
inland. Bushes, shrubs, plantations, cultivated fields, gardens in town 
and country, forest borders. Georgetown, Buxton, Atkinson, Koriabo, 
Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Abary, Kamarang R’s.; Bartica, Upper 
Takutu Mts., Paruima M, Kanuku Mts.; splendens. 


(Mexico south through much of South America to N Argentina. Trini- 
dad, Grenada.) 


RED-CRESTED FINCH Coryphospingus cucullatus (643) 


Description. 54%4-++-”. Crest scarlet, bordered black, side of face and neck 
warm brown, split eye ring (or line over and under eye) white. Nape, 
back and wings chocolate brown, tail blackish. Center breast and abdomen 
red, sides and rump crimson. Female duller. Imm: chocolate brown 
above and below, same eye ring. Bill rather long, bluish. 

Voice. High, thin “tsis” and “tsis-tsis-tsis-tsis.” Song, from inside low 
bush or fence “hweeawit-hweeawit-hweeawit” or “tuttyhweet-tuttyhweet.” 
Distribution. Scattered second growth, pastures, cleared lands, gardens. 
Terrestrial. Scattered pairs (and young, garden in Georgetown, 1960- 
1963, DES, v.o.), Hyde Park, Ituribisi, Supenaam, Bonasika, Mazaruni 
R’s., Bartica, Takutu Mts.; cucullatus.

Description. 444”. Black hood, olive green back, faintly streaked. Wings | 
black with yellow speculum and feather bases, tail black with yellow 
base. Underparts bright yellow. Female lacks black hood. 

Distribution. Savannas. One specimen, Quonga (Whitely, CNHM):;: 
longirostris.

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CITRINE YELLOW-FINCH  Sicalis citrina (638) 


Description. 4—”. Head, rump and upper tail coverts olive yellow. Back 
grayish or yellowish olive, broadly streaked, wings and tail brownish, 
large white patches on two outer tail feathers. Underparts bright yellow, 
breast tinged olive on sides. Female differs in being more heavily streaked 
above, rump olive, underparts duller, streaked on breast and sides, lower 
abdomen very pale yellow. 

Distribution. Open country. Specimen from Merume Mts. (Whitely, 
BM), many from Mt. Roraima; browni. 


(British Guiana, Venezuela, Colombia, Peru, Brazil to Argentina. ) 


SAFFRON FINCH  Sicalis flaveola (636) 


Description. 5+”. Canarylike with deep orange crown, bright yellow 
underparts. Upperparts greenish yellow, indistinctly streaked, wings and 
tail dusky with white or yellowish feather edges. Female: lacks orange 
on head, upperparts streaked, underparts buffy white, streaked dusky, 
under wing brighter yellow. Imm: differs from female in dingy white 
underparts with broad pale yellow breast band and under tail coverts. 
Distribution. Schomburgk (1876) and Quelch (1891) say it frequents 
the coast, especially Georgetown, in flocks: “bushes and trees in town, on 
high grass in open areas.” Marudi Mts. (PSP, 1938, formerly BGM). No 
recent records; flaveola. 


(Panama, tropical South America. Trinidad. Jamaica.) 


GRASSLAND YELLOW-FINCH  Sicalis luteola (637) 


Description. 5—”. Head mostly yellow (including superciliary) streaked 
dusky, cheeks grayish olive. Upperparts streaked ruddy brown or olive 
brown and black, rump yellowish olive. Dark wings and tail, feathers pale 
edged. Underparts bright yellow, sides tinged olive. Female: throat mostly 
buffy white, duller below, sides tinged brownish. 

Distribution. Grasslands, low bushes, cultivated ground (Manari). 
Georgetown (formerly more common, now occasional) Botanic Gardens, 
Cathedral garden. Blairmont and coastal savannas (mostly cage birds), 
Abary (McConnell, BM), Rupununi savannas (Whitely), Annai, Kanuku 
Mts. (Cope-Singh 1960, BGM) ; luteola. 


(S Mexico, Guatemala, Panama, through most of tropical South America. 
Lesser Antilles, introduced.) 
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PECTORAL SPARROW A4rremon taciturnus (645) 


Description. 6+-”. Crown stripe gray, long white superciliaries which 
meet on nape, rest of head black. Back and wings yellowish olive, 
shoulder patch bright yellow, tail blackish. Underparts white with black 
breast band. Females have buffy crown stripe and underparts, obscure 
breast band or dusky patches. Bill black. 

Voice. Very high and thin, a katydid-like “tsn-tsn,” from log or forest 
floor. 

Distribution. Forest and scrub. Terrestrial. Widespread but not common. 
Atkinson, Mabaruma (along creek, NH), coastal rivers, Bartica, Wine- 
peru, Kamakabra, Kobaimata, Paruima M, Upper Arabaro R., Minne- 
haha Creek, Tukeit, Rockstone; Merume, Ayanganna, Acary Mts.; 
taciturnus. 


(South America to Brazil, Peru, N Bolivia.) 


GRASSLAND SPARROW MUMyiospiza humeralis (640) 


Description. 414”. Short superciliary and lesser wing coverts yellow, 
front of head black, nape sooty. Upperparts streaked gray, black, chest- 
nut; tail and wings brown, secondaries chestnut. Throat and belly white, 
breast and sides grayish buff. Pale lower mandible. 

Voice. High. Thin, nasal double note (from clod, shrub or fence post) : 
“tsee-zeeeeeng.” Calls best in early morning and late afternoon. 
Distribution. Grassland, coastal and inland, savannas: Georgetown, Bux- 
ton, Blairmont, Mocha, Abary R., Upper Takutu and Kanuku Mts., 
Annai, Karanambo; humeralts. 


(Tropical South America to SE Brazil, Argentina, Bolivia.) 


RUFOUS-COLLARED SPARROW Zonotrichia capensis (641) 


Description. 6+-”. Long, thin bill. Head dusky gray, striped black, collar 
around hindneck (continuing to side breast) bright rufous. Mantle gray- 
ish brown, broadly streaked black, wings and tail brown, inconspicuous 
wing bars. Throat white, broken black collar (or black spotted) across 
foreneck; breast grayish, belly white. Imm: differs in crown and back 
reddish brown, streaked black; underparts pale buffy heavily streaked 
dusky. 

Voice. Simple, clear trill: “wis-wis-wis-wis-wiswiswis” (Bond, 1961). 
Husky “wheuur, deuur,” falling in pitch; “ooo-zeu-ee’ and ‘“zeu-00”; 
“zeu” higher. (DES, Mexico) 
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Distribution. Grassy open fields. Specimens from Merume Mts. (BM), 
Kamarang R. (AMNH), Arabaro R’s. (Phelps Coll.). Colony of Z. 
capensis with young at Kamarang Pt., March 1961. (DES); roraimae 
(macconnelli apparently only on summit of Roraima). 


(S Mexico through most of South America to Tierra del Fuego. His- 
paniola, Curacao, Aruba.) 


WEDGE-TAILED GRASS-FINCH Emberizoides herbicola (642) 


Description. 7144”. Yellow bill and long graduated tail (4—”). Reminis- 
cent of cuckoo in flight. Head brown with white lores and eye ring. 
Upperparts streaked black and reddish brown, tail and wings mostly 
brown, bend of wing yellow, lesser coverts olive. Underparts white, tinged 
buffy on breast and sides. Imm: differs in strong yellow tinge of under- 
parts. 

Voice. High: “sik-sik-seeoo.” (NH). Tinkling song, “trill with a few 
clear, thin notes” (Young, 1929). 

Distribution. Grasslands, savanna with bush and low trees. Widespread, 
but not common. Georgetown (wet area back of ricelands near Lamaha), 
secondary savanna between Atkinson and St. Cuthbert’s, Abary and 
coastal savannas, Ituribisi, Supenaam, Makauria R’s; Upper Takutu 
Mts., Bartica, Upper Arabaro R; Marudi (summit), Merume and 
Kanuku Mts., Annai; sphenurus.
